Bt.  Paul,  Feb.  5.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Three  bills  of  much  Importance  in 
th*  regulation  of  commerce  came  into  the 
eenate  this  morning.  Senator  Wilson 
Irtroducetl  one.  aimed  at  the  Great  North- 
krn  situation,  prohibiting  the  issuance  ot 
new  stock  by  railroads  except  upon  In- 
creased property.  No  stock  is  to  bt  is- 
8V.td  upon  increased  value  of  the  prop- 
erty, or  upon  the  dividend  earnings.  Tho 
bill  also  prohibits  the  consolidation  of 
laiiroads,  or  thf  control  of  one  by  an- 
other, except  with  the  consent  ol  the 
railroad  conimis.'ilon. 

Senator  Canfield  introduced  the  Minne- 
sota Shippers'  association  distance  tariff 
bill,  which  provides  a  mileage  tariff  based 
on  Ave  mile  sections,  making  a  reduction 
in  existing  rates  of  U5  to  ao  per  cent. 

Senator  Clague  offered  a  bill  requiring 
ail  telegraph  and  expres.s  companies  to 
reduce  their  present  rate-  30  per  cent  by 
June  1.

MYSTERY  IN  THE

Chicago,  Feb.  5. — The  city  council,  af- 
ter a  session  lasting  nearly  all  night, 
by  a  vote  of  56  to  13,  early  today,  adopt- 
ed an  ordinance  which  if  approved  by 
the  votes  of  the  April  election  will 
settle  Chicago's  traction  question  which 
has  been  before  the  people  for  more 
than   ten   years. 

The  ordinance  adopted  provides  that 
the  city  shall  i.ssue  twenty-year  fran- 
chises to  the  Chicago  Street  Railway 
company  and  the  Union  Traction  com- 
pany, with  the  understanding  that  on 
six  months'  notice  at  any  time  the 
city  may  purchase  the  street  railways 
controlled  by  these  companies  for  $50,- 
000,000  plus  a  cost  of  rehabilitation. 
The  companies  are  at  once  to  recon- 
struct and  re-equip  all  the  lines  under 
the  supervision  of  three  experts,  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  city  and  the 
other  two  by  the  two  street  railway 
companies.  Under  the  new  ordinance 
the  street  railway  companies  for  the 
usual  fare  of  5  cents  will  grant  uni- 
versal transfers  to  all  parts  of  the 
city.  The  city- will  receive  55  per  cent 
of   the   net   income  of   the   street   rail-

Medical  Authority  at 

Finger  Tips. 

Dr.  Wiley,  the  First  Wit- 
ness. Pronounces  Thaw 
Insane. 


New  York,  Feb.  5. — The  defenee  at 
Harry  Kendall  Thaw,  charged  witii 
the  murder  of  Stanford  White;  vfOM 
begun  today  when  Dr.  C.  C.  Wiley, 
an  alienist  from  Pittsburg,  toc'k  the 
stand  and  testified  that  in  his  opin- 
ion Thaw  was  insane  the  night  of 
the     Madison      Square      Roof     garden 

tragedy.  He  based  this  opinion  on 
the  man's  actions  on  the  roof  gar- 
den, and  the  fact  that  he  had  wit- 
nessed an  act  by  Thaw  in  a  Plttsvurg 
street  car,  which  impressed  him  with 
the  belief  that  the  young  man  waa 
not   of   sound   mind. 

District  Attorney  Jerome  put  tho 
witness  througii  the  most  severe 
cross-examination  ever  heard  in  a 
New  York  courtroom.  The  prosecut- 
ing offlccT  setmc'd  to  have  every  medi- 
cal authority  at  his  finger  tips.  The 
care  with  which  he  had  prepared  to 
meet  Thaw's  plea  of  insanity  waa 
evident  in  his  every  question,  and  at 
times  th^  witness  hesitated  in  his 
answers,     as    if    completely     baffled.- 

Dr.  Wiley  was  still  under  fire  when 
the   luncheon   was   ordered. 

"Are  you  nearly  through?'  inquired 
Justice  Fitzgerald  of  the  district  at- 
torney.

He  Is  charged  with  passing  a 
check  on  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Duluth  on  Moses  Cook,  a  West  Superior 
street  clothier,  for  J27.75,  receiving  its 
value  In  clothes. 

At  his  hearing  this  afternoon  before 
Judge  Wlndom  Barnes  did  not  deny  pass- 
ing the  check,  but  says  that  his  people 
in  Liverpool,  Kng.,  are  wealthy  and  that 
he  was  expecting  a  draft  from  them  daily 
with  which  to  meet  the  claim.

The  details  of  the  shooting  affray  at 
Tlvoll.  this  county,  last  Saturday  even- 
ing, as  brought  out  in  the  testimony  of 
witnesses  at  a  coroner's  Inquest  this 
afternoon,  indicate  that  the  tlrst  stories 
concerning   the   Aho   matricide  case  were 

verj'  n'.uch  distorted. 

Deputy  Sheriff  M.  P.  Morgan  arrived 
in  the  city  this  noon  with  Daniel  Aho. 
the  young  man  who  shot  and  killed  bis 
mother,  Mrs.  Leander  Aho.  and  the  In- 
quest was  held  over  the  body  of  the 
deceasf^d  at  the  undertaking  parlors  of 
Flood  &  Horsan.  this  afternoon.  Coro- 
ner McCuen  presided  and  County  Attor- 
ney John  H.  Norton  conducted  the  ques- 
tioning. 

According  to  the  story  of  witnesses 
Daniel  Alio  and  two  neighboring  farmers 
had  a  little  s»K:ial  gathering  at  the  Aho 
home,  about  four  miles  from  the  station 
at  Tlvoli.  last  Saturday  evening  and.  dur- 
ing the  cour.se  of  evenm.  they  consumed 
a  half  a   pint  of  alcohoL 

About  the  time  the  two  neighbors  start- 
ed to  leave.  Daniel  Aho,  traz'-d  with  the 
powerful  liquor,  seized  a  30-callbre  re- 
peating ritle  and  went  outside,  where  he 
fired  .several  shots  Into  the  air.  He  then 
rushed  In  the  building  and  fired  several 
mors  shots,  the  bullets  smashing  throusiii 
the  windows  and  one  even  passing 
through  one  of  the  logs  of  which  the 
cabin    was   constructed. 

According  to  the  testimony  Mrs.  Aho, 
mother  of  the  crazed  young  man  went  in 
the  house  in  the  attempt  to  quiet  him 
down  and  entered  Just  in  time  to  encoun- 
ter a  bullet  that  her  son  had  Just  fired. 
The  bullet  struck  her  in  the  left  side  of 
the  neck  passing  through  the  jugular 
vein  and  through  the  right  shoulder, 
causing   instant   death. 

Directly  after  the  shooting  Daniel 
rushed  out  doors  where  he  called  to  one 
of  the  neighbors  that  he  had  Just  shot 
his  mother.  The  young  man  wanted  the 
neighbor  to  take  the  rifle  and  kill  him. 

Daniel,  who  is  but  S)  years  old.  is  grief- 
■trliken  over  the  affair.  All  day  yes- 
terday he  sat  beside  the  corpse  of  his 
mother  and   cried.

NATIVES  OF  PATAGONIA. 

Head  Hunting  for  a  Bounty— The  Price 
of  i  Wife.     " 

Denver  Post:  "It  seems  strange  to  live 
In  a  country  where  you  see  only  white 
men  and  where  a  man  can  go  around  in 
safety,  after  living  down  in  Patagonia 
for  almost  a  lifetime,  where  a  bounty  of 
$5  was  paid  by  the  authorities  for  every 
head  brought  in  by  the  head  hunters." 
said  J.  J.  Medlin.  now  of  Laramie.  Wyo., 
but  formerly  of   Patagonia. 

"The  head  hunters  up  to  six  years 
ago  went  out  at  regular  Intervals  to 
hunt  the  Terra  del  Fuegans  and  when 
they  returned  with  the  heads  the  bounty 
was  paid  without  any  question.  This 
tribe   of   people   are   lower    thiin    the   dogs 

and  had  to  be  exterminated  for  the 
safety  of  the  more  civilized  people.  The 
'.>ounty  was  taken  off  about  six  years 
ago  and  now  there  are  no  head  hunters. 
Some  of  the  former  hunters  still  continue 
th'Mr  slaughter,  but  it  is  frowned  on  by 
the  decent  people. 

"The  climate  around  Laramie,  Wyo., 
is  pretty  much  the  same  as  the  winter 
climate  of  Patagonia.  The  summer  cli- 
mate of  that  region,  however,  is  pretty 
much  the  same  as  we  are  given  to  un- 
derstand the  climate  of  hades  la  all  the 
year  'round. 

"The  ordinary  tribes  of  natives  are 
gentle  and  as  honest  as  the  general  run 
of   people  in   South   America. 

"Some  day  there  will  be  a  big  rush  to 
Terra  del  Fuego,  or  the  I^ixnd  of  Fire, 
as  the  country  near  the  Straits  of  Magel- 
lan is  called.  There  Is  plenty  of  placer 
gold  there  and  plenty  of  rich  quartz. 
Several  parties  have  gone  through  the 
interior  but  have  kept   their   finds  secret. 

"Patagonia  belongs  partly  to  Chile  and 
partly  to  Argentina.  The  land  is  cheap 
!  and  is  about  onc-liundredth  as  good  for 
grazing  purposes  as  Wyoming  land  Is. 
Th»*re  Is  no  title  given  to  the  property 
and  squatter  sovereignty  holds  good  un- 
til some  man  conies  along  and  gives  the 
chief  official  of  the  section  a  large  bribe, 
when    the  squatter   Is   dispossessed. 

"The  natives  are  not  cannibals,  as  has 
been  reported,  and  probably  never  were. 
'They  take  only  one  wife  and  at  the  hus- 
band's death  all  the  property  goes  to 
wife.  A  man  wanting  a  wife  purchases 
her  for  so  many  horses  and  so  much 
property.  No  marriage  ceremony  is  per- 
formed, but  the  purchase  is  more  bind- 
ing than  the  legal  ceremony  in  this 
country. 

"The  punishment  for  Injuring  a  man  Is 
much  more  severe  than  for  outright  mur- 
der. If  a  man  is  convicted  of  murder 
he  is  likely  to  escape  with  a  year  ot 
penal  servitude,  but  If  In  a  brawl  he  cuts 
and  Injures  a  man  the  chances  are  that 
he  win  hang  for  the  crime.  There  is  lit- 
tle crime,  however.  The  people  are 
peaceable  and  follow  hunting  and  sheep 
raising  to  a  large  extent.  I  always 
found  the  native  tribes  friendly  and  hos- 
pitable and  never  had  any  trouble  during 
the  time  I  lived  In  the  land."

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Valley  City— The  grade  building  of  the 
public  schools  was  destroyed  yesterday 
by  a  fire  which  Is  supposed  to  have  orig- 
inated from  the  heating  plant,  and  had 
made  such  progress  when  discovered  that 
It  was  btyond  con:rol  of  the  hremen.  The 
building  cost  IS3,W0  and  the  contents.  In- 
cluding furniture  and  equipment,  were 
valued  at  %12.(m,  making  the  total  loss 
9io,vOO.  There  was  $J2,000  insurance  on 
the  building  and  contents. 


Imperial— A.  W.  Tallman,  a  homestead- 
er who  lived  six  miles  north,  was  suffo- 
cated while  loading  straw.  He  dug  into  a 
stack  which  cav»?d  In  upon  him.  His 
team  was  noticed  standing  at  thf>  stack 
by  a  neighbor,  who  dug  out  Tallman's 
dead  body.  Tallman  was  a  young  man 
and  greatly  respected  In  the  community. 
His  relatives   reside  In  California. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Madden  was  frozen  to 
death  sixteen  miles  south.  In  company 
with  four  others  she  was  on  the  way 
home  from  a  country  store.  The  team 
ran  away,  leaving  the  occupants  on  the 
prairie.  All  the  others  were  badly  frozen, 
but  will  live.  She  was  a  prominent  young 
Jady  of  the  community.  Other  settlers 
have  not  been  seen  for  many  days,  and 
more  deaths  are  feared.

Armour— Mrs.  N.  A.  Batchelder,  wife 
of  the  express  messenger  on  this  divi- 
sion of  the  Milwaukee  road,  is  quaran- 
tined at  Stickney  with  smallpox.  It  Is 
the  only  case  In  tliis  part  of  the  state. 

Watertown— L.  W.  Parker,  an  express- 
man on  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis, 
running  from  Minneapolis  to  Water- 
town,  was  found  by  Officer  Olson  Sun- 
day night  where  he  had  fallen  Into  an 
old  cellar.  He  was  nearly  dead  and 
will  lose  his  hands  and  feet  as  a  re- 
sult olf  his  exposure. 


Jamestown— Traveling  men  and  other 
passengers  on  a  Jamestown  <Sc  Northern 
train  were  tied  up  for  ten  days  at 
Sheyenne  by  snow  blockades.  In  order  to 
while  away  the  time  a  newspaper  was 
printed  in  a  job  office.  It  was  called  the 
Sheyenne  Blizzard  and  contained,  besldei? 
much  prose  and  some  "poetry,"  numerous 
witty  allusions  to  the  weather  and  the 
railroads.  E.  H.  Mattlngly  of  James- 
town acted  as  city  editor,  while  Caroline 
Wells  was  editor-in-chief  and  Nellie  Mc- 
Lean society  editor.  Two  numbers  of  the 
paper  were  Issued. 


Bismarck— Rev.  Robert  George,  pastor 
of  the  Methodist  church  at  Dawson,  was 
killed  by  a  Northern  Pacific  snowplow 
at  Steele,  forty  miles  east  of  here,  Satur- 
day night.

Duluth  is  now  almost  immune  from 
contagious  diseases,  and  the  health  of 
the  city  generally  is  reported  as  in  a 
splendid  condition  by  the  health  de- 
partment. 

Four  diphtheria  cards  were  removed 
yesterday,  leaving  but  four  cases  quar- 
antined in  the  entire  city.  These  are  the 
last  traces  of  the  epidemic  which  threat- 
ened  the   city   last  fall. 

There  are  now  two  ca.ses  of  scarlet 
fever  in  the  city  and  these  make  up  the 
sum  total  of  contagious  diseases  in  Du- 
luth at  the  present  time. 


SOAP  FACTORY  HERE. 

West  Duluth  Land  Company  Sells  Did 
Brass  Factory. 

The  West  Duluth  Land  company  has 
completed  a  deal  with  the  Fenia  Soap 
company  for  the  lease  of  the  brick 
building  on  Ramsey  street  and  Forty- 
ninth  avenue  west,  formerly  the  old 
brass  works,  for  a  year,  and  the  soap 
company  has  the  option  of  purchasing 
it  or  renewing  the  lease  at  tlie  end  of 
that   period. 

The  new  company  is  an  organization 
which  has  for  several  years  been  op- 
erating in  Seattle  and  Ballard,  Wash., 
but  which  has  just  been  reorganized 
and  will  make  its  headquarters  in  West 
Duluth.  The  principal  officers  are: 
President,  Arne  Basilier;  manager,  J. 
Flinkman;  and  cashier,  E.  A.  Lind- 
gren.  The  company  is  capitalized  at 
5100,000. 

For  the  present  the  company  will  use 
the  machinery  from  the  old  plant  at 
Washington  and  will  employ  about 
twelve  workmen.  More  machinery  will 
be  added  in  the  spring  and  the  capa- 
city of  the  plant  will  be  doubled  to  8,- 
000  pounds  of  soap  a  day.  The  company 
has  a  patent  upon  its  process  of  manu- 
facturing soap. 

Athletic  Club  to  Meet. 

The  West  Duluth  Athietic  club  will 
hold  a  regular  meeting  tomorrow  even- 
ing at  the  St.  James  hall  and  plans  for 
the  big  athletic  tournament,  which  the 
club  will  give  on  Feb.  15,  will  be  dis- 
cussed and  perfected.  The  several  com- 
mittees which  are  making  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  tournament  will  report 
and  the  club  will  decid^  on  the  pro- 
gram of  event.".  Some  very  Interesting 
contests  are  being  arranged  and  the 
affair  is  expected  to  be  an  interesting 
one. 


According  to  Supt.  Louis  Blechel,, 
many  imptxjvemcnts  are  being'  made 
at  the  factory  of  tli«  Union  Match 
company,  or  will  be  made  early  in 
the  spring,  and  the  prospects  are  that 
the  capacity  of  the  plant  will  be  more 
than  doubled  by  early  summer.  Mr. 
Blechel  says  that  the  company  has 
had  several  very  good  months  lately, 
and  that  the  busiiiess  of  the  plant 
has  been  so  good  that  the  improve- 
ments are   necessary. 

For  the  present  the  building  in 
which  the  factory  is  located  will  not 
be  added  to,  but  many  interior  im- 
provements will  be  made,  and  con- 
siderable new  machinery  will  be  in- 
stalled. The  output  has  been  in- 
creasing slowly  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  additional  machinery  has 
been  added  as  the  business  warranted 
it. 

The  company  was  organized  and 
began  the  oijeratlon  of  the  present 
factory  about  three  years  ago,  at 
which  time  only  a  few  match  ma- 
chine.s  were  Installed.  Ftor  a  few 
months  the  business  of  the  company 
was  small,  but  under  good  manage- 
ment it  has  gradually  picked  up  and 
the  company  is  now  in  a  very  pros- 
perous   condition. 

At  present  there  are  teoi  match  ma- 
chines, all  of  the  latest  design,  and 
eaoh  having  a  largo  capacity.  The 
company  will  probably  in.stall  sev- 
eral more  of  the«e  this  spring,  and 
later,  if  the  business  still  improves, 
the  size  of  the  building  will  be  en- 
larged.

"Clarice"    is  a  beautiful   little   romance 
of  the  South,  delightfully  told. 

Any    person    who    looks    for    anything 
more  in  the  play   than   lust   that  will  be 


disappointed.  The  plot  Is  a  simple  one 
and  calls  for  no  emotional  work  of  a 
heavy  type,  although  there  are  several 
quite  dramatic  situations  developed.  The 
simple  story,  however,  is  most  charm- 
ingly worked  out.  It  will  perhaps  appeal 
more  to  the  sentimentalist— and  not  the 
maudlin  sentimentalist,  for  "Clarice'  is 
not  of  that  type— than  it  will  to  the 
practical,  hard-headed  man  of  the  world. 
It  is  the  romantic  yet  simple  love  story 
of  a  pretty  Southern  girl  that  is  por- 
trayed—just that  and  no  more. 

The  story  of  the  play  is  that  of  a  young 
doctor  In  the  South,  who  has  fallen  in 
love  with  his  ward,  a  young  girl  who  has 
grown  up  in  his  home.  The  aunt  of  the 
girl,  who  had  cherished  an  unreturned 
love  for  the  doctor,  plots  to  get  her  away, 
and  bring  about  a  marriage  with  a  young 
Washington  physician.  She  persuades  tlio 
guardian  that  it  is  only  proper  that  he 
should  send  the  girl  away,  as  she  has 
now  grown  to  womanhood,  but  Clarice,  on 
the  eve  of  lier  departure,  discovers  his 
love  for  her,  which  is  returned,  and  re- 
fuses  to  go. 

The  aunt  and  the  Washington  physician 
then  plan  to  separate  the  lovers  by  tell- 
ing the  guardian  that  he  Is  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis,  and  that  he  endangers  his 
ward's  life  by  keeping  her  near  htm.  He 
orders  her  to  leave,  t<lling  her  that  he 
was  mistaken  in  his  love  for  her,  and 
then  decides  to  end  his  own  life  with 
poison.  The  Washington  physician,  in  an 
agony  of  fear  and  repentance,  breaks  into 
the  house,  where  the  guardian  is  waiting 
for  death  to  come.  In  a  very  dramatic 
scene  he  discovers  that  the  man  has 
taken  poison,  and  searches  for  an  anti- 
dote, conftssing  his  share  in  the  plot. 
The  guardian  Is  too  weak  to  give  direc- 
tions as  to  the  place  where  the  antidote 
can  be  found,  but  Clarice  returns  at  the 
crucial  moment  and  finds  the  drug  re- 
quired. The  curtain,  of  course,  goes  down 
on  the  reunited  lovers. 

It  takes  some  time  to  adjust  Mr.  Gil- 
lette to  his  new  surroundings.  After  his 
strenuous  work  in  "Sherlock  Holmes,"  he 
Is  at  first  somewhat  disappointing.  The 
new  role  of  Dr.  Carrington,  the  guardian 
of  Clarice,  would  hardly  seem  to  give  him 
scope  for  his  dramatic  qualities.  Bui  his 
work  Is  like  the  story— quiet,  simple  and 
natural.  Mr.  Gillette  is  a  master  of  facial 
extiresslon,  and  he  uses  his  ability  In  this 
line  to  good  advantage,  making  his  un- 
demonstrative stage  manner  effective  and 
intense. 

His  portrayal  of  the  kind-hearted, 
simple-minded,  young  doctor  is  a  fine 
piece    of    character    declination. 

It  would  be  hard  to  imagine  any  one 
else  In  the  role  of  Clarice  after  see- 
ing Marie  Doro.  The  part  seems  made 
for  her,  and  to  her  youth  and  very 
decided  beauty  is  added  a.  dramatic 
ability  of  no  mean  order.  Like  that  of 
Mr.  Gillette,  her  work  is  charming  and 
natural. 

Lucille  La  Verne,  as  Judith  Clancy, 
the  old  negress,  and  Frank  Bubbeck  as 
Mr.  Trent,  the  uncle  of  the  girl,  have 
two  very  clever  "character"  parts,  of 
widely  different  types,  and  between 
them  they  supply  the  comedy  relief  In 
a  most  admirable  manner. 

Francis  Carlyle  as  Dr.   Denbeigh,  the 
villain  of  the  play,  if  he  can  be  called  | 
such,   was  passable  for  three  acts,  but 
when    he    broke    his    way    through    the 
window    to    reach    the   dying   guardian,  .

AHEMPTED 

Jacob  Saarl,  an  Insane 

Woodsman,  Gashes  His 

Throat  Horribly. 

Afterwards  Tears  Stitches 

Out  With  Old  Case 

Knife. 


After  making  two  desperate  attempts 

at  sulrlde,  Jacob  Saari.  an  insane 
woodsman,  with  a  gaping  wound  in  his 
throat  nearly  four  Inches  long,  is  con- 
fined in  the  county  Jail  awaiting  an 
examination  before  the  probate  court, 
which  was  expected  to  take  place  this 
afternoon. 
Snarl's  caso  Is  pitiable.    The  wound  in 


the  man's  neck  is  a  horrible  sight.  The 
windpipe  was  nearly  severed  and  has 
been  stitched.  His  physical  condition 
Is  such  that  the  county  physician  who 
examined  him  this  morning  pronounced 
it  serious  and  slated  that  something 
would  have  to  be  done  Immediately  to 
see  that    he   has  the   proper  care. 

Sarrl  made  the  first  attempt  at  sui- 
cide at  Johnson's  logging  camp,  about 
four  miles  north  of  Chisholm,  last 
Thursday  night.  He  was  found  In  the 
woods  after  dark  about  fifty  yards 
from  the  camp  lying  bleeding  and  un- 
conscious in  the  snow.  He  had  gashed 
his  throat  with  a  pocket  knife  found 
beside  him. 

The  men  at  the  camp  stopped  the  flow 
of  blood  as  best  they  could  and  hur- 
ried Saarl  to  Chisholm  for  medical  aid. 
Several  stitches  were  taken  in  the 
vvinilpipe  and  in  the  gaping  wound  in 
the  flesh  and  Saari  was  held  for  safe- 
keeping at  the  village  jail,  as  the  au- 
thorities suspected  that  his  mind  was 
deranged.  Saturday  evening,  after  he 
had  eaten  his  supper  Saari  took  an 
old  caseknife  that  was  given  him  with 
his  food  and  tore  open  the  stitches  In 
his  throat.  He  nearly  bled  to  death  be- 
fore assistance  could  be  summoned.  He 
refused  to  permit  any  more  stitches  to 
be  taken  and  tlie  village  authorities  no- 
tified  Sheriff   Bates. 

Deputy   Sheriff   Owen   Gately  brought 

Saari    to   the   county   jail   last   evening.

M'GILLIS*  CASE 
STILL  ON  TRIAL 

Administrator  Has  Not 
Yet  Finislied  Introduc- 
ing His  Testimony. 

Evidence  for  the  administrator  in 
the  McGlUis  damage  case  agalnat  the 
Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota  Rail- 
way company  is  still  bedng  Introduced 
in  Judg«  Cant's  room.  The  case  is 
one  in  which  Jost-ph  McGillis,  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate  of  Gillis  Mc- 
Gillis. deceased,  sued  th«  railway 
company  for  $5,000  for  the  de<ath  of 
the  latter,  who  was  run  over  and 
killed  by  an  engine  at  Knife  River 
while  performing  his  duties  as  a 
brakeman. 

At  the  first  trial  a  verdict  of  $1,500 
was  returned  in  favor  of  the  ad- 
ministrator. The  company  appealed 
from  the  order  of  the  district  court 
denying  Its  motion  for  a  Judgment, 
notwithsto-nding  the  verdict,,  or  for  a 
new  trial,  and  the  supreme  court  re- 
versed the  decision  of  the  district 
court,  and  sent  the  case  back  for  re- 
trial. 

The  supreme  oourfa  reversal  was 
based  principally  on  aji  error  of  the 
lower  court  In  charging  the  Jury. 
The  higher  court  did  not  pass  on  the 
question    of   damages. 

In  charging  the  Jury  the  district 
court  stated  llxat  even  if  McGillis  was 
negligent  in  going  on  the  track  In 
front  of  the  engine,  the  company  was 
liable  if  the  engineer  and  fireman 
saw  his  danger  and  neglected  to  warn 
him.  The  supreme  court  held  this 
an  error,  that  a  brakoman  on  a  rail- 
road assumes  a  certain  amount  of 
risk  and  is  supposed  to  exercise  an, 
ordihary  decree  of  caution  in  pas»lJi«

EXHIBITION 
OF  POULTRY 

Duluth  Association's  An- 
nual Show  Will  Attract 
Many  Fanciers. 

Will  be  Held  From  Feb. 

II  to  16,  Next 

Week. 


Poultry  fanciers  from  all  over  the 
Northwest  will  have  birds  on  exhibition 
at  the  big  poultry  show  to  be  given 
next  week  by  the  Duluth  Poultry  as- 
sociation. The  association  has  received 
communications  from  poultry  people 
in  St.  Paul,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and 
many  other  towns  asking  permission  to 
enter  their  birds  and  from  the  present 
outlook  the  exhibition  will  be  the  great- 
est which  has  ever  been  given  in  Du- 
luth. 

The  exhibition,  which  is  the  eleventh 
annual  show  given  by  the  Duluth  as- 
sociation, will  be  held  at  314  West 
Michigan  street  from  Feb.  11  to  16.  For 
the  last  ten  years  the  association  has 
been  giving  annual  exhibitions  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging  the  breeding  of 
a  better  class  of  poultry  and  more  of 
it.  In  this  vicinity  and  each  exhibition 
has  excelled  the  previous  one. 

The  association  announces  that  some- 
thng  over  $600  In  cash  prizes  will  bo 
awarded  as  premiums  for  the  finest 
birds  on  exhibition.  The  first  prize  In 
the  premium  list  for  all  classes 
amounts  to  $2;  the  second,  $1.50;  and 
the  third,  $1.  W^hile  these  may  seem 
small  awards  It  must  be  taken  Into 
consideration  that  each  class  and  va- 
riety of  poultry  may  take  first,  second 
or  third  prize,  and  that  each  exhibitor 
can  enter  any  number  of  varieties.  On 
the  exhibition  pens,  the  first  prize  is 
$4;  the  second  prize  $2  and  the  third 
$1.  Prizes  will  be  awarded  on  cock,  hen, 
cockeral,  pullet  and  pen,  and  on  all 
varieties  of  poultry,  ducks,  turkeys  and 
geese. 

Prizes  will  also  be  awarded  for  the 
best  display,  the  best  general  dis- 
play and  exhibition,  getting  $10,  and 
the  second  best  brlng'lng  $5.  Pre- 
miums for  display  shall  be  governed 
by  tho  following  rules:  All  firsts 
shall  be  counted  3,  all  seconds  2,  and 
all  thirds  1,  and  aJl  birds  scoring  90 
points  and  over  shall  count  1.  A  dis- 
play will  consist  of  not  less  than  ton 
entries.  Cash  prizes  will  also  be  given 
for  tho  best  eggs  on  exhibition,  ac- 
cording to  their  color.  There  are  two 
prizes  of  $2  and  $1  for  the  best 
dozen  brown  eggs,  and  the  second 
best  dozen.  Like  prizes  will  be  given 
for  the  best  and  second  best  dozen 
white  eggs.

It  should  be  of 
interest  to  every  citizen  of  Duluth, 
for  every  water  consumer  and  every 
taxpayer  is  a  stockholder  in  the 
water   and    gas   plants. 

The  board's  report  is  given  in  full 
below,  and  the  most  Important  and 
interesting  tables  from  the  manager's 
report   are   appended.

'"The  detailed  financial  condition  of 
the  department  and  its  earnings  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  are  shown 
In  the  report  of  the  manager,  which 
Is  herewith  subniited.  From  this  re- 
port it  will  be  .seen  that  the  earnings 
of  the  department  from  the  sale  of 
both  gas  and  water  have  increased 
from  $271,105.28  in  1905  to  $309,456.83  in 
1906,  that  the  expense  of  operation, 
maintenance  and  Interest  have  only 
increased  from  $244,528.24  in  1905  to 
$261,883.86  In  1906  and  that  tfce  net  sur- 
plus for  the  ^ear  is  |47',i72.97  as  against 
$26,577.04  for  the  preceding  year.

BQ>th  systems  are  now  money- 
Tnaking'  propositions,  and  notwith- 
standing the  reductions  In  the  price 
of  both  gas  and  water  that  have 
l>een  made  since  the  city  acquired 
these  plants,  and  nowithstanding  the 
fact  that  during  the  last  year  the 
consumers  of  gas  and  water  have  had 
to  pay  the  additional  interest  on  the 
cost  of  the  EKiluth  Heights,,  and 
Park  Point  systems,  and  the  West 
Duluth  re.servolr,  from  which  no  In- 
come has  b3en  derived,  the  depart- 
ment is  yet  able  to  show  an  annual 
profit  of  $47,572.97.  It  is  only  when 
extensions  to  the  systems  are  de- 
manded that  grave  problems  confront 
tiiis  board.  Under  our  system  there 
Is  no  way  to  make  such  extensions 
except  to  borrow  the  money  and  bond 
the  plants.  The  department  can  pay 
its  way  and  earn  money  annually  be- 
sides to  reasonably  extend  its  pipe 
lines  within  the  territory  covered  by 
ita  mains,  but  it  cannot,  unaided,  ex- 
tend the  systems  into  all  of  the  out- 
lying terrltofy  within  the  confines  of 
the  city  of  Duluth.

two  Improveemnts  mentioned  has  al- 
ready been  fixed,  because  the  con- 
tracts have  been  let.  Nothing  has 
been  done  on  the  hillside.  Lakeside, 
or  West  Duluth  improvements  except 
that  the  plpe  has  been  purchased  for 
the  latter  extension. 

"We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of 
your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that 
since  those  extensions  were  planned, 
the  cost  of  labor  and  material  has 
Increased  fully  25  per  cent.  It  la 
questionable,  therefore,  how  much  of 
the  work  planned  can  be  done  with 
the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  If  they  are 
sold.  It  is  very  evident  that  the 
board  cannot  do  all  of  the  work  con- 
templated, unless  means  are  forth- 
coming from  some  other  source.  In 
addition  to  tiio.;  proposed  Improve- 
ments, there  are  before  the  board  to- 
day, eighteen  petitions  for  ordinary 
extensions,  whfch'  have  been  approved 
by  yoitr  honocaibSfe  body.

The   Manager's   Report. 

The  report  of  Manager  Case  then 
follows.  It  contains  many  interesting 
tables  and  the  following  introductory 
remarks : 

"At  tho  beginning  of  the  year  I 
estimated  for  the  board  that  the  sur- 
plus earnings  of  the  department  In 
1906  would  amount  to  $35,000;  this  with- 
out including  any  sum  that  might  be 
necessary  in  procuring  the  sale  of  the 
$295,000  of  redemption  bonds.  When 
this  was  affected  last  April  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $6,000,  which  was  charged  to 
operation  and  maintenance,  I  reduced 
my  estimate  to  $30,000.  As  time  passed, 
by  giving  evidence  of  unusual  gains.  I 
thought  possibly  that  the  first  esti- 
mate would  be  nearer  correct.  The  real 
truth,  however,  as  to  what  this  surplus 
was,  could  not  be,  and  was  not,  ascer- 
tained until  the  year's  business  was 
entli^ly  closed  up  and  the  final  com- 
pilations made.  Then  It  became  ap- 
parent that  the  income  of  the  depart- 
ment had  exceeded  Its  expenditures 
for  operation,  maintenance  and  Interr 
est  combined,  over  $47,000. 

"The  rates  received  for  water  and 
jgas  exceeded  thosd  of  1905,  in  a  sum 
of  over  $38,000,  while  the  expenditures 
for  operation,  maiijtenance  and  inter- 
est increa.sed  but  $18,000. 

Shiking    fHiikd    in    Sight. 

"With  this  information  in  view,  it  is 
certainly  a  conservative  estimate  that 
the  surplus  of  the,  department  In  the 
y^ar~i90T  will  hiinolunt  to  over  $60,008, 
and  that  this  department  Is  on  the  eve 
of  being  able  to  pr(>vlde  from  Its  earn- 
ings for  all  ordinary  extensions  and 
construction,  and,  a  little  later  on,  to 
create  a  sinkirvg  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  bonds,  the  first  of  which 
matiu^  In  1926."

"I  cannot  think  of  anything  in  the  suc- 
ceeding statement  that  any  one  can  take 
exceptions  to,  unless  It  be  the  $442,100  paid 
out  In  Interest  on  a  sum  borrowed  and ,

Ing  the  people  of  the  city  of  Duluth  with 
pure  and   wholesome   water. 

"One  thing  Is  sure;  If  the  water  from 
Endion  had  been  acceptable  the  supple- 
mentary system  would  not  have  been  i 
built  and  this  Interest  would  not  have 
been  paid  out.  It  is  true  that  other  pump- 
ing machinery  would  have  had  to  have 
been  purchased,  as  well  as  a  reservoir 
built,  but  It  Is  safe  to  say  that  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  pumping  water  from  Lake- 
wood  would  have  covered  the  Interest  on 
these  expenditures. 

"I  am  told  I  should  Insert  In  this  state- 
ment a  goodly  sum  for  depredation,  but 
I  think  ft  would  be  nearer  the  truth  If  I 
should  rtdd  to  the  prlfit.s  another  half  mil- 
lion, because  that  is  what  could  he  ob- 
tained for  the  plants,  should  the  city  de- 
sire to  sell.

It  has  been  conceded  that  there  was 
little  or  no  hope  of  Inducing  the  senat* 
to  cut  short  its  term  by  making  re- 
apportionment eftectlve  two  years 
hence. 

The  only  hope  hsis  been  that  the  sen- 
ators would  consent  to  pass  a  bill  ef- 
fective four  years  hence,  after  tho 
present  terms  expire. 

And  now  it  develops  that  the  consti- 
tution forbids  this,  and  that  no  bill  can 
be  passed  at  this  ses.sion  that  does  not 
become  effective  two  years  from  now. 

Section  22  of  Article  4  of  the  stata 
constitution,  after  telUng  how  to  pro- 
vide for  reapportionment,  says:  "There 
shall  be  an  entire  new  election  of  all 
the  senators  at  the  election  of  repre- 
sentatives next  succeeding  each  new 
apportionment  provided  for  in  this  ar- 
ticle." 

"The  senators  construe  this  to  mean 
that  any  bill  passed  this  winter  would 
have  to  be  effective  in  two  years  or  not 
at  all,  because  It  distinctly  says  that 
there  shall  be  a  complete  new  election 
of  all  the  senators  at  the  next  elec- 
tion. 

The  senators.  Including  those  from 
Northern  Minnesota,  are  very  open  in 
their  statemtnts  that  they  positively 
will  no  vote  for  a  reapportionment 
that  is  going  to  cut  their  own  terms 
short.  True,  the  state,  and  especially 
Northern  Minnesota,  has  a  vital  In- 
interest  In  this  matter.  True,  this  Is  In- 
terposing .selfish  Interests  In  tho  way 
of  a  reform  that  Is  by  this  obstruction 
postponed  indefinitely.  But  the  sen- 
ators Insist  they  will  not  yield,  and 
nothing  but  a  strong  show  of  pubUc 
sentiment  will  make  them  yield. 

No  reapportionment  can  be  mado, 
after  this,  until  after  the  federal  cen- 
sus, in  1911,  and  at  that  time  a  new 
senate  will  have  been  elected  which 
win  be  as  opposed  to  action  as  this 
one    Is,     If    selfishness    still    rules    the 

roost.  .      „         ..  *w 

As  nearly  as  can  be  figured  out,  the 
first  legislature  that  will  be  In  a  posi- 
tion to  reapportion,  In  view  of  the  at- 
titude of  the  senate,  will  bo  that  of 
1917.  Then  the  next  state  census  will 
have  just  been  taken,  the  senatorial 
terms  will  only  have  two  years  moro 
to  run,  and  there  may,  perhaps,  ba 
reapportionment.

The  principal  point  to  be  determined

j     It  has  been  reported  to  the  delegation 

I  that  Judge  MIddlecoff  claims  he  Is  en- 
titled   to    $4,500,    whether    any    amend- 

I  ment  Is  made  now  or  not. 

Since  the  new  code  went  Into  effect. 
It  is  said,  he  has  been  accepting  his 
monthly  pay  at  the  rate  of  $3,000  a 
year,  but  has  been  doing  It  under 
protest. 

Having  been  re-elected  with  tho  law 
standing  as  It  does  now.  It  is  said  that 
he  claims  to  have  been  elected  to  a 
$4,500  Job,  and  that  It  cannot  be  re- 
duced during  the  term  for  which  he 
Is  elected.

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If  CITY  COUNCIL  DEMANDS 

IMPROVED  CAR  SERVICE 


Endorses  the  Hugo  Bill 

and  Calls  For  Large 

Cars. 

Company  Submits  Leng- 
thy Communication  Stat- 
ing Its  Position. . 


"War  has  apparently  been  declared 
by  the  city  fathers  on  the  Duluth 
street  railway  company,  and  a  dis^ 
cushion  of  ways  and  means  by  which 
the  company  could  be  required  to 
furnish  a  more  adequate  service  to 
Its  patrons  took  up  most  of  the 
time   at    last    eveningr's    meeting. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the 
council,  calling  upon  the  street  car 
company  to  state  definitely  and  In 
detail  their  excuse  for  inadc-quate  j 
service  on  Saturday.  Jan.  26.  Manager 
Warren  of  the  traction  company  sub- 
mitted a  lengthy  and  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  troubles  of  a  street  car 
company,  in  ^  lively  city  like  Duluth, 
and  possessed  of  this  city's  topog- 
raphy. 

Some  extracts  from  this  document 
are    as    follows: 

"About  the  first  of  every  year 
there  Is  a  shifting  of  the  time  of 
the  greatest  rush,  both  morning  and 
evening,  and  we  shift  our  extra 
service  correspondingly.  We  have 
heretofore  reduced  it  materially  at 
this  time,  Imt  this  winter  merely 
shifted  It  to  the  time  it  would  do  the 
most  good.  This  annual  shifting  in 
the  habits  of  our  patrons,  and  conse- 
quent shifting  In  the  service,  neces- 
sarily takes  a  little  time  for  adjust- 
ment. While  for  a  year  or  more  our 
extra  car  schedules  have  called  for 
all  the  cars  our  power  machinery 
would  handle,  we.  In  common  with 
all  employers  of  labor,  Including  the 
city's  fire  and  police  departments, 
have  suffered  from  shortage  of  help, 
and  have  not  always  been  able  to 
get  all  these  extra  ears  out,  but  the 
situation  has  improved  since  Decem- 
ber, and  we  have  recently  had  out 
the  full  extra  service,  and  our  patrons 
would  have  experitnced  great  relief 
from  crowding  had  not  the  unusually 
long,  severe  cold  periotl  come  on  us 
Just  at  the  time  of  this  shifting  and 
readjusting  and  upset  all  calcula- 
tions. In  such  weather  private  con- 
veyances are  usually  kept  In.  those 
who  ordinarily  walk  take  cars,  and 
practically  all  the  traffic  on  the 
streets  at  the  rush  hours  is  forced 
on  to  the  street  cars,  and  the  burden 
of  this  abnormal  rush  is  very  natur- 
ally borne  by  the  larger  and  warmer 
cars.  For  instance,  on  one  of  the 
recent  cold  mornings  a  single  track 
car  came  from  West  Duluth  with 
sixteen  passengers.  It  was  followed 
In  five  minutes  by  a  double  truck 
oaj-  with  ninety-two.  That  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  single  truck  car  with 
seven,  and  that  by  a  double  truck 
car  with  107.  We  recently  placed  ex- 
tra single  truck  cars  two  minutes 
ahead  of  some  of  the  most  crowded 
Liakesido  cars,  but  find  that  East 
end  people  ignore  them  and  crowd 
Into  the  Lakeside  cars.  We  do  not 
blame  the  people  for  this  in  the  least, 
but  It  accounts  for  the  congestion  of 
the    largo    cars. 

"Under  normal  conditions,  about 
one-third  of  the  passengers  carried 
In  a  day  of  twenty  hours'  operation 
are  carried  in  the  rush  hours,  but  j 
during  such  weather  as  we  have  had  | 
during  the  past  eleven  days,  while 
wo  carry  many  less  during  a  full 
day.  we  carry  many  more  during  the 
rush  hours,  and  we  estimate  that 
during  such  weather  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  day's  business  .is  crowd- 
ed Into  the  rush  hours.  Xot  only 
that,  but  the  burden  of  this  abnormal 
rush  has  been  borne  largely  by  the 
more  comfortable  double  truck  cars. 
During  the  year  just  closed,  two- 
thirds  of  all  our  passengers  were 
carried  in  cars  not  e<iualed  in  purely 
urban  service  anywhere  outside  of 
the  Twin  Cities.  We  now  have  build- 
ing fifteen  more  of  these  elegant  cars, 
and  next  season  will  carry  85  or  90 
per  cent,  and  ultimately  all,  our  pas- 
sengers In  such  ears.  If  your  honor- 
able body  will  investigate  you  will 
find  cars  Inferior  to  our  much  de- 
spised, and  soon  to  be  discarded, 
single  truck  cars  in  regular  service 
In  much  larger  and  more  Important 
centers  than  Duluth. 

"The  part  of  your  resolution  refer- 
ring to  'congestion  occasioned  by 
crowds  which  attend  theaters  and 
other  public  gatherings'  we  think  Is 
hardly    warranted   by    the  facts. 

"On  the  Saturday  evening  referred  to 
in  your  resolution,  on  which  you  state 
that  ■  no  extra  cars  were  furnished  for

the  theai^er  or  the  hockey  game.' 
twenty-two  extra  trips  were  run  be- 
tween 8:30  and  11:30  p.  m.,  one  being 
from  the  th^ter  to  East  Fourth  street. 
We  admit  that  no  extra  cars  were  run 
\o  the  East  end  or  Lakeside  from  the 
theater  of  curling  rink.  Our  man  who 
was  standing  at  the  Lyceum  reported 
that  there  was  a  very  small  audience, 
only  about  twenty-five  alighting  there 
from  all  cars  from  the  East  end  and 
Lakeside.  He  frankly  admits  that  he 
entirely  overlooked  the  hockey  game, 
and  for  this  oversight  we  are  very 
sorry.  We  have  not  felt  that  we  could 
censure  him  very  strongly  as  there 
have  been  very  few  of  these  occas- 
ions before  when  any  considerable 
crowds  have  left  the  curling  rink  at  the 
same  time,  the  extra  service  has  here- 
tofore not  generally  been  required  at 
that  Dolnt. 

"The  men  whose  duty  it  is  to  pro- 
vide extra  car  service  for  gatherings  In 
the  evening  are  expected  to  keep 
thoroughly  posted  upon  all  such  gath- 
erings, but  they  are  human  and  may 
occasionally  overlook  some  particular 
gathering  the  same  as  was  done  In  the 
case  of  the  hockey  game.  When  our 
attention  is  called  to  afiy  such  gather- 
ing we  "always  give  It  our  extra  ser- 
vice. Overcrowded  cars  cause  loss  to 
us.  and,  while  it  may  not  be  readi'.y 
believed,  we  dislike  overcrowded  cars 
as  much  as  the  -  people  who  have  to 
ride  in  them." 

For  some  reason  the  arguments  of 
the  street  car  manager  failed  to  con- 
vince the  aldermen  that  the  best  pos- 
sible service  was  being  given,  and  the 
reading  of  the  communication  from  Mr. 
Warren  was  followed  by  the  following 
motion  by  Alderman  Barnes: 

"Resolved,  that  this  council  gives  its 
unqualified  approval  to  the  bill  Intro- 
duced into  the  state  legislature  by 
Hon.  N.  F.  Hugo  providing  that  street 
car  companies  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
collect  fares  unless  a  seat  is  provided 
for  each   passenger. 

"Resolved,  further  that  this  council 
regrets  its  Inability  to  legally  pass  an 
ordinance  covering  the  situation  on  ac- 
count of  the  unrestricted  franchise 
granted  for  the  street  railway  company 
in   this  city   by   the   state  legislature^ 

Mr  Barnes  in  support  of  his  motion 
made  some  very  forceful  remarks  say- 
ing that  he  agreed  with  Mr.  \\arren 
that  conditions  asbad  as  those  in  Du- 
luth were  extent  in  a  large  number  of 
our  cities,  but  that  he  saw  no  reason 
why  Minnesota  should  not  be  in  the 
van  securing  better  service.  Street  car 
companies  like  many  other  interests 
in  our  present  day  life,  said  Mr.  Barnes, 
are  a  prey  to  the  conviction  that  mak- 
ing money  is  the  only  aim  in  life,  and 
the  system,  not  local  conditions,  are 
to  blame  for  bad  service  In  Duluth 
according  to  the  aldermen  from  the 
Seventh  ward. 

Alderman  Wilson  then  took  a  whack 
at  the  company  and  their  excuses,  by 
offering  the  following  resolution  as  a 
result  of  the  fact  that  the  company  ad- 
mitted in  its  communication  that  the 
people  refuse  to  ride  on  the  "dinky" 
cars. 

"Resolved,  that  It  is  the  sense  of 
this  council  that  the  street  railway 
company  w^ll  be  required  to  place  large 
cars  on  all  lines  nfft  later  than  Aug.  1, 
1907." 

Both    motions    were    passed    without 

opposition.

A  motion  by  Alderman  Jordan  provid- 
ing that  the  board  of  public  works 
circulate  a  petition  among  the  prop- 
erty owners  »aIong  Fourth  street  from 
Fifth  avenue  west  to  Eleventh  avenue 
east  for  the  paving  of  the  street  with 
tar  macadam,  sandstone  curb,  awaken- 
ed considerable  discussion,  as  this 
method  of  precedure  is  a  new  departure. 
Upon  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Jordan  that 
the  Mas.«<achussets  Real  Estate  com- 
pany owned  about  one-fourth  of  the 
property  along  the  street  and  had  per- 
sistently refused  to  sign  any  petition 
for   paving   purposes,    the    motion    was 

passed.

On  motion  by  Alderman  Moore,  the 
city  attorney  was  requested  to  prepare 
an  ordinance  prohibiting  indiscriminate 
distribution  of  samples  of  patent 
medicines  in  the  city.

The  city  engineer  was  directed  to 
prepare  estimates  of  the  cost  of  grad- 
ing, paving  and  parking,  and  furnishing 
with  a  sandstone  curb,  Third  street 
from  Nineteenth  to  Twenty-second  ave- 
nues east,  both  with  tar  macadam  and 
Telford    macadam.

MINNESOTA  TAX  LEAGUE 

Holds  First  Meeting  and  is  Addressed  by 
Lawson  Purdy. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  6.— The  first  meeting  of 
the  Minnesota  Tax  league  was  held  yes- 
terday in  the  old  Capitol,  and  it  was'  at- 
tended by  many  interested  in  problems  of 
taxation.  The  org-anization  is  just  start- 
ing, and  the  rrftetmg  was  largely  for  or- 
ganization purposes.  The  purpose  of  the 
men  who  are  fostering  the  movement  Is 
to  attract  members  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  and  to  stimulate  study  in  ques- 
tions of  taxation.  After  the  league  has 
b«en  place*  on  a  permanent  basis,  an  at- 
tempt will  be  made  to  disseminate  litera- 
ture throughout  the  state  to  interest 
others. 

Lawson  Purdy,  president  of  the  depart- 
ment of  taxes  and  assessments  of  New 
York,  and  for  twelve  years  secretary  of 
the  New  York  Tax  Reform  league,  was 
the  principal  speaker  at  the  meeting,  and 
told  of  the  work  carried  on  in  New  York. 
He  spoke  of  the  influence  obtained  by  or- 
ganizing tax  leagues,  which  can  be  exert- 
ed in  the  legislature,  and  he  also  spoke 
of  some  of  the  legislation  that  has  been 
pas.sed  in  New  York  through  the  efforts 
of  the  tax  society. 

Governor  Johnson  spoke  before  the 
nieeting  at  some  length,  heartily  sup- 
porting the  movemeftt.  He  declared  him- 
self In  favor  of  a  permanent  tax  commis- 
sion and  also  of  a  registry  tax  on  mort- 
gagis.  He  aseured  the  members  of  the 
organization  that  he  was  heartily  In 
sympathy  with  their  movement  and  that 
he  would  pledge  himself  to  do  all  he 
could  in  an  official  capacity  to  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  league. 

The  election  of  officers  will  be  held  this 
afternoon,  a^  which  time  Allan  Ripley 
Foote  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  commis- 
sioner of  the  Ohio  state  board  of  com- 
merce, will  address  the  members.  The 
session  will  wind  up  with  a  buffet  lunch- 
eon at  the  Ryan  in  the  evening,  at  which 
both  houses  of  the  legislature  will  be 
guests.

After  the  state  election  last  fall.  Mr.  Dryden  seemed 
to  have  a  walk-over  for  return  to  the  United  States  sen- 
ate.

When  the  movement  I'ur  the  regeneration  of  the  United 
States  senate  by  displacing,  so  far  as  possible,  repre-* 
sentatives  of  special  interests  by  men  tvho  more  nearly

DULUTH*S  MUNICIPAL  PLANTS. 

The  people  of  Duluth  are  to  be  congratulated  once 
more  on  the  splendid  showing  made  in  their  behalf  by 
the  thoroughly  capable  business  man  whom  they  have 
in  charge  of  their    water   and  light   interests. 

Every  tax-payer  of  the  city  is  a  stockholder  in  the 
plants  and  each  should  .secure  at  least  one  copy  of  the 
annual  report  and  make  frequent  reference  to  it  in  self- 
congratulation  j^nd  in  setting  forth  to  the  world  the  facts 
and  figures  contained  in  it. 

The  financial  statement  is  especially  pleasing.  The 
increase  of  the  net  surplus  of  the  year  to  $47-57-97  from 
$26,577.04  in  1905  shows  how  well  the  business  has-  been 
managed.  The  list  of  the  improvements,  including  the 
new  reservoir,  the  Duluth  Heights  and  Park  Point  sys- 
tems and  the  new  gas  iiolder,  proves  how  alert  the  trus- 
tees '">f  the  people  have  been  to  needed  betterments. 

It  is  a  matter  of  especial  momeiit,  because  it  is  an 
added  evidence  of  careful  management,  that  the  board 
gives  definite  promise  that,  at  the  present  rate  of  in- 
crease of  the  surplus,  the  department  will  soon  be  able 
to  begin  laying  aside  a  comfortable  sinking  fund  from 
the  earnings,  to  take  care  of  the  bonds  when  they  shall 
begin  to  mature. 

In  these  days  when  there  seems  to  be  a  concerted 
movement  to  attack  municipal  ownership  of  public  utili- 
ties as  a  failure,  the  fact  that  the  people  of  Duluth  have 
saved  no  less  than  $1,261,690.24  since  they  acquired  the 
water  and  gas  plants,  shows  that,  where  business  prin- 
ciples are  strictly  followed,  mnnicipal  ownership  can  be 
made  of  vast   benefit  to  the  people. 

Where  X^hicago  is  paying  90  cents  for  gas  and  most 
other  large  cities  are  forced  to  pay  the  same  figure  or 
more,  Duhith's  people  are  a>ked  to  give  up  only  75  cents 
and  it  has  been  three  full  years  since  an^-  one  here  has 
had  to  pay  the  Chicagt>  rate.  This,  in  itself,  is  an  item 
that  should  be  made  the  subject  of  renewed  congratula- 
tion and  should  be  heralded  abroad. 

The  water  rates  alsu  have  been  reduced  no  less  than 
50  per  cent  since  the  people  took  charge  of  the  works. 
And  at  the  same  time — and  this.  too.  is  a  subject  that 
merits  the  widest  possible  publicity — no  city  in  the  world 
has.  purer  and  better  water  than  has  Duluth. 

The  facts  and  figures  from  the  annual  report  of  the 
city's  water  and  gas  departments  are  certainly  well  fit- 
ting to  be  placed  alongside  of  those  of  the  health  de- 
partment showing  Duhith's  mortality  to  be  the  lowest  of 
any  city  in  the  country  .\nd  close  beside  them  should 
be  the  details  of  the  splendid  record  of  the  Duluth  har- 
bor— the  second  in  amount  of  business  in  America. 


COLD  SNAPS  WIDESPREAD. 

People  of  Duluth  and  the  Xorthwcst  should  not  imag- 
ine even  for  one  moment  that  they  are  the  only  ones  who 
i  have  been  experiencing  unusually  cold  weather  this  win- 
I  ter.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  no  section  of  this  country  or  of 
!  its  northern  neighbor  has  escaped  periods  of  remarkable 
'  frigidity. 

I  While  the  temperatures  of  Duluth  have  been  ranging 
'  from  10  to  28  degrees  below  zerq,  and  those  of  North 
j  Dakota  and  Manitoba  have  been  from  20  to  40  degrees 
on  the  minus  side,  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont 
have  been  congealing  in  Arctic  weather  of  from  25  to  52, 
degrees  below  the  dead  line  and  in  Eastern  Canada  as 
low  as  60  below  has  been  recorded. 

''Sunnj'  California"  and  the  .entire  Pacific  coast  have 
suffered  proportionately  even  more.  In  Los  Angeles, 
the  much  vaunted  "city  of  eternal  roses,"  the  tempera- 
ture recently  became  so  low  that  people  began  to  have 
fears  of  freezing  to  death.  They  were  not  prepared  for 
the  cold  snap  in  any  way  and  a  fuel  famine  was  soon  in 
full  force.  San  Francisco  acknowledges  that,  "for  the 
first  time  in  jears,"  snow  was  plainly  to  be  seen  on  the 
foothills.  At  Portland,  Ore.,  both  the  Willamette  and 
Columbia  rivers  were  recently  frozen  over  for  the  first 
time  on  record.  At  Seattle  and  Yakima  and  other  cities 
in  the  state  of  Washington,  the  heaviest  snows  and  low- 
est temperatures  on  record  have  been  reported. 

In  Washington  and  Baltimore,  cities  usually  classed 
with  those  of  the  "Sunny  South,"  the  first  sleigh  riding 
and  skating  in  years  were  indulged  in  last  month.  Below- 
zero  temperatures  have  been  the  regular  rule  all  over  the 
W'est  while  freezing  weather  has  occurred  in  about  all 
parts  of  the  South  and  this  means  to  that  section,  com- 
paratively even  more  discomfort  than  the  lowest  tem- 
perature of  the  winter  in  Minnesota.  In  Chicago  also, 
the  first  below  zero  temperatures  in  several  years  have 
occurred. 

Taking  it  all  in  all,  therefore,  the  people  of  Duluth 
and  those  sections  of  the  Nofthwest  not  afflicted  with 
fuel  famines  have  no  real  cauac  for  complaint,  even  if 
the  temperature  averages  of  December  and  Janua4"y  have 
been  close  to  the  low  records  and  if  February  shall 
be  no  less  strenuous. 


STREET  RAILWAY  EXCUSES. 

The  reply  of  General  Manager  Herbert  Warren  of 
the  Duluth  Street  Railway  company  to  Alderman  Wil- 
sAi's  resolution  of  inquiry  as  to  why  adequate  service 
cannot  be  provided,  hardly  conforms  to  the  strict  letter 
of  the  facts,  especially  where  he  claims  that  "the  service 
in  Duluth  is  equal  t<»  any  in  the  country." 

It  IS,  true  that  at  present  the  street  railway  company 
is  handicapped  by  lack  of  adequate  power  to  run  sufiti- 
cient  cars  to  properly  accommodate  its  patrons  and  this 
through  no  fault  of  its  own.  It  will  unquestioifably  do 
batter  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  able  to  secure  a  larger  elec- 
tric supply,  but  as  t'or  giving  anything  like  "perfect  serv- 
Ice  364  days  in  the  year,"  the  general  manager  knows 
very  well  that  he  is  "drawing  the  long  bow." 

The  charge  that  people  give  the  dinky  cars  the  go-by 
and  wait  U>t  and  crowd  the  big  double-truck  cars  is  true, 
but  1\k  reason  for  it  is  not  far  to  find.  The  large  coaches 
are  comfortably  warmed  whereas  the  dinky  ones,  espe- 
cially those  put  on  at  the  rush  hours  for  the  East  end, 
come  straight  from  the  frigid  barn?»and  are  nothing  but 
ice-boxes.  In  fact,  it  is  often  declared  that  these  dinkies 
are  colder  in  their  interiors  than  is  the  open  atmosphere. 
And  the  cars  that  run  up  the  hill  on  East  and  West 
Fourth  street  are  little  better,  as  far  as  comfort  is  con- 
cerned. 

The  people  of  Duluth  are  patient  and  long-suflfering 
and  are  ready  to  listen  to  and  accept  any  reasonable  e.x- 
Mses,  but  they  unanimously  take  issue  with  General 
Manager  Warren  as  to  his  claims  that  Duluth  is  being 
fiven  as  good  service  as  any  in  the  country.-  They 
know  that  they  are  not  getting  what  they  are  paying 
for  and,  if  there  be  found  any  possible  way,  they  will 
•xact  really  adequate  service. 


NEW  JERSEY'S  "UPLUT." 

The  enforced  retirement  of  John  F.  Drj-den  of  Pru- 
dential insurance  note  from  the  contest  for  the  L^nited 
States  senatorship  from  New  Jersey  is  the  most  signifi- 
«ant  of  all  of  the  recent  movements  in  various  parts  of 
the  country  for  the  political  ostracism  of  representatives 
of  special  interests. 

Mr.  Dryden  made  the  advice  of  his  physicians  the  ex- 
cuse for  his  withdrawal  from  the  senatorial  conflict  but, 
at  a  matter  of  fact,  his  physicians  would  never  have 
given  him  any  such  advice,  even  had  he  seen  fit  to  con- 
sult them,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  firm  and  unwavering 
refusal  of  the  "Immortal  Eight"  of  the  New  Jersey  legis- 


CHECKS  ON  FREAK  WEDDINGS. 

With  the  exception  of  a  proposed  Indiana  law  to  tax 
bachelors,  an  Iowa  legislator's  project  to  have  candidates 
for  matrimony  undergo  examinations  as  to  their  mental 
states  and  ancestral  records,  and  one  or  two  other  ex- 
tremely mild  bills,  the  legislatures  this  year  have  avoided 
attempts  to  make  any  radical  changes  in  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  most  sacred  of  all  human  relations. 

And  yet  the  growing  prevalence  of  what  maj'  be  fairly 
denominated  as  "freak  marriages"  would  seem  to  suggest 
the  need  of  corrective  legislation  against  such  foolish 
profanations  of  the  sacred  rite.  In  Illinois,  for  instance, 
it  might  be  well  for  the  state  assembly  to  forbid  such 
performances  as  that  at  Peoria  where  a  couple  were 
united  in  the  far  from  "holy  bonds  of  wedlock"  on  the 
top  of  a  200-foot  smokestack,  and  such  other  perform- 
ances as  those  at  Chicago  summer  resorts  where  foolish 
pairs  of  poor  mental  balance  were  married  in  lions'  cages 
and  in  balloons. 

It  is  a  pity  also  that  all  of  the  legislatures  now  in  ses- 
sion cannot  devise  some  effective  method  of  preventing 
the  perversion  of  what  should  be  regarded  as  a  sacra- 
ment, into  a  cheap  and  tawdry  advertising  scheme.  It  is 
much  to  be  feared,  however,  that  the  courts  would  over- 
throw such  laws  as  sumptuary  legislation. 

The  proposal  of  a  Kansas  legisfiitor  to  compel  the 
publication  of  engagements  thirty  days  before  marriage 
would  be  merely  the  adoption  of  the  laws  of  most  Euro- 
pean countries,  requiring  the  publication  of  marriage 
banns  and  the  legalizing  and  enforcement  of  what  is  a 
custom  in  some  circles  of  society,  especially  the  Jewish. 
This  law  would  undoubtedly  prevent  hasty  marriages — 
so  provocative  of  su1)sequent  divorces — and  would  check 
such  crimes  as  those  of  Hoch  and  other  notorious  biga- 
mists. 

If  marriage  could  be  hedged  about  by  such  restric- 
tions as  those  suggested  above  and  coup'les  seeking  to 
enter  into  the  state  could  be  made  to  realize  the  crucial 
important  of  the  event,  there  would  be  fewer  divorces 
and  the  home,  the  community,  the  commonwealth  and 
the  nation  would  all  be  benefited.

Thaw  I9  Kullty  of  wilful  and 
premeditated  murder,  and  the  only  way 
he  can  be  saved  ii  to  prove  emotional 
insanity  ajt  the  time  of  the  commission 
of  the  crime.  Of  coura^  the  young  man 
Is  more  or  less  wejic  ifinded  and  prob- 
ably always  has  been.  But  he  wasn't  so 
weak  minded  that  he  couldn't  distinguish 
between  right  and  wrong,  and  his  mind 
seems  to  be  fairly  strong  now. 

"From  all  accounts,  h4:  took  a  big  part 
in  the  selection  of  ([toe-|bry.  and  in  many 
cases  directed  his  cdTinsel.  in  spite  of  tiie 
fact  that  he  has  six  good  lawyers  to  act 
for  him.  And  this  before  everybody 
would  go  strongly  against  a  defense  that 
he  was  and  is  insane.  You  can't  play 
fast    and   loose    with    these   things. 

"Now,  in  the  case  of  emotional  insan- 
ity it  is  different.  A  man  may  have  a 
good  wife  and  home.  He  may  have  been 
away  and  coming  iiome  suddenly  may 
find  an  invader  in  his  home.  His  im- 
pulse of  nige  is  to  kill,  and  for  the 
n)oment  his  reason  is  dethroned.  He 
shoots  and  kills,  and  in  his  case  no  1ur\- 
would  convict  him.  There  Is  a  vital 
weakness  In  this  defense  of  Harry  Thaw. 
He  had  been  on  the  trail  of  Stanford 
White  for  months.  He  had  made  himself 
familiar  with  his  victim's  habits  and 
knew  lust  where  to  look  for  him  at  a 
certain  time.  He  had  carried  a  revolver 
with  him  all  that  fatal  evening  witU 
only  one  Intention,  it  seems  to  me. 

•He  must  have  looked  at  all  sides  of 
the  case.  He  even  8|iw  himself  a  hero 
all  over  the  world,  probably.  There  are 
plenty  of  people  who  are  only  too  willing 
to  persuade  a  young  man  of  weak  men- 
tality like  Harry  Thaw  with*  plenty  of 
money  to  spend  that  he  Is  a  much  great- 
er man  than  he  really 'it.  He  thought 
he  would  put  hl.s  enemy's  light  out  and 
would  go  free  after  appealing  to  the  'un- 
written  law.' 

"They  say  he  Intercepted  a  note  from 
« hJte  to  Evelyn  Thaw  on  the  night  of 
the  murder,  and  this  threw  him  into 
such  a  rage  that  he  was  insane  for  the 
time  being.  This  is  unllekiy.  but  even 
so.  he  did  not  act  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment.  He  waited,  clioosing  what  be 
thought  was  an  appropriate  time  and 
setting.  He  had  time  to  reflect.  His 
lawyers  are  good  ones,  but  the  prose- 
cution has  the  last  speech.  No  matter 
how^  convincing  an  orator  Mr.  Deimas 
may  be.  a  cold  summing  up  of  the  facts 
in  the  case  after  he  Is  through  may  dis- 
sipate all  his  effect  on  the  Jury.  There 
is  no  doubt  about  tlie  interest  in  the 
Thaw  case.  Its  many  sides  of  human 
interest  as  well*  as  its  intricate  legal 
points  make  It  one  of  the  most  con- 
spicuous ever  known.

I  have  lived  in  and  traveled  through 
the  West  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  and 
never  did  1  see  such  snow  drifts  as  we 
have  out  there  this  winter,"  .said  T.  O.

"In  places  the  cuts  along  the  railroad 
tracks  are  .«o  deep  that  a  passenger  on 
th;  train  can  easily  imagine  himself  go- 
ing through  a  tunnel.  .  The  drifts  meas- 
ure twenty-live  an*  thirty  feet  deep,  and 
probably  even  more  than  that  in  places. 

"Vou  can  imagine  what  the  roads  are  up 
against  when  It  comes  to  keeping  their 
tracks  clear  In  tfte  face  of  such  ob- 
stacles. A  wind  i.^  blowing  almost  con- 
.'^tantly,  continually  picking  the  tine  snow 
from  the  ground  and  drifting  It  into  these 
cuts.  Wliether  any  snow  is  falling  or  not. 
a  hard  wind  makes  things  take  on  the 
appearance  of  a  storm,  and  the  cuts 
through  the  huge  drifts  are  rapidly  filled 
up.  Kach  succeeding  time  the  work  ot 
clearing  a  path  thruygh  the  bank  Is  a 
harder  one,  for  the  walls  are  a  little  high- 
er than  they  were  before,  making  It  more 
difficult  to  get  the  snow  over  their  tops. 

"If  it  were  not  for  the  modern  plows, 
all  railroad  operations  through  the  L)a- 
kotas  would  have  to  be  siuipended  entire- 
ly. E\"en  with  the  impi*oved  rotaries, 
uliovelers  are  at  times  necessary  to  as- 
sist in  cutting  into  the  drifts.  The  snow 
fighting  equipment  of  all  the  roads  has 
been  found  to  be  Inadequate,  and  prob- 
ably it  will  be  greatly  added  to  this  year."

THE  WEATHEIi. 


Quite  perceptibly  less  strenuous  was 
the  temperature  early  this  morning  than 
that  of  the  same  time  yesterday,  but  It 
was  far  from  even  moderate,  for  15  degs. 
below  zero  would  ordinarily  be  called  de- 
cidedly chilly.  However,  the  13  degs.  of 
less  severity  than  the  mark  of  Sunday 
and  yesterday  were  welcomed  as  signs 
of  the  passing  of  the  extreme  cold  wave. 
The  wind,  what  there  was  of  It,  was  east- 
erly. The  sky  was  clear,  but  a  semi- 
London  fog  prevailed  all  morning,  and 
the  atmosphere  Itself  was  so  heavy  that 
the  smoke  from  the  hundreds  of  chim- 
neys settled  down  over  the  business  sec- 
tion like  a  blanket  and  the  sun's  rays 
were  hardly  able  to  penetrate  it.  I^ast 
night's  lowest  temperature  was  16  degs. 
below  zero  and  yesterday's  highest  was  4 
degs.,  also  below  the  dead  line.  The 
weather  man  promises  still  more  mode- 
rate temperature  tontglit,  an^  says  to- 
morrow probably  will  be  warmer  and 
snowy. 

The  sun  .set  at  5:17  o'clock  this  after- 
noon and  will  rise  at  7:27  o'clock  tomor- 
row morning.  Today  has  twelve  minutes 
more  of  sunlight  than  had  the  first  day  of 
the  month. 

A  year  ago  today  the  first  real  winter 
weather  of  the  8ea»<in  visited  Dulutli, 
and  the  government  thermometer  record- 
ed 22  degs.  below  zero,  while  not  once 
during  the  day  did  It  rise  above  the  dead 
line. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"The  Gulf  o{  Mexico  barometric  disturb- 
ance has  advanced  to  the  Atlantic  states. 
Its  northeasterly  movement  being  attend- 
ed by  snow  or-  rain  In  the  Lower  Missis- 
sippi valley  and  from  the  Mississippi 
valley  eastward  to  the  Atlantic  coast. 
The  Dakota  high  pressure  has  moved  its 
center  to  the  ITpper  Mississippi  valley. 
Temperatures  still  remain  low  throughout 
the  Northwest,  the  zero  weather  extend- 
ing south  to  Mls.sourl  and  Kansas.  Tem- 
peratures ot  40  degs.  below  occurred  again 
{his  morning  in  Saskatchewan.  A  disturb- 
ance of  moderate  energy  In  the  Far  West 
has  exercised  a  modifying  Influence  as 
regards  the  Northwestern  cq^d  weather, 
and  has  alsjo  caused  snow  or  rain  in 
North  Pacific  districts  during  the  past 
-twenty-foui'  hours.  Moderating  tempera- 
tures are  Indicnted  for  this  locality  dur- 
ing tonight  and   Wednesday."

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WILD  SNOW  STORM 

(Continued  from  pasre  1.) 

rsaohed     thetr    places    of    business    on 
time. 

The  worst  accident  of  the  day  to  he 
reported  was  on  the  Providence  divi- 
sion of  the  N'ew  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  railroad,  in  which  about  a 
dozen  men  and  women  were  sliaken  up 
and  bruised,  but  none,  according  to 
first  reports,  were  seriously  injured. 


New  Haven.  Conn..  Feb.  5.— The  wild 
atorm,  which  started  late  yesterday, 
and  whlL-tt  continue*!  well  Into  the 
morning  today,  with  steadily  Increasing 
fury,  had  a  disastrous  effect  on  trf- 
flo  both  on  the  steam  lines  amd  trolley 
rjads  all  over  the  state.  Not  for  seA- 
eral  winters  have  the  steam  roads  been 
»>    ttv.i    up    as    they    were    today. 

Ill  the  western  part  of  tlie  state  the 
storm  developed  into  a  blizzard,  and  in 
"VViiisted  and  vicinity  it  had  reached  a 
depth  of  thirteen  Inches  at  8  o'clock. 


New  York.  Feb.  5.— For  more  than 
twenty-four  hours  New  York  has  been 
faat  in  the  grip  of  a  fierce  northeast 
snow  storm.  Ten  inches  of  snow  fell 
In  twenty-four  hours,  ending  at  8  a. 
m.  today  equalling  the  snowfall  within 
any  similar  period  ft>r  several  years. 
Ill  Broadway  and  all  the  avenues  and 
cross  streets  containing  surface  car 
lines,  the  snow  was  piled  six  feet  high 
between  the  tracks  and  the  sidewalks, 
but.  by  hard  work  witli  snow  plows 
and  shovels,  most  of  the  surface  cars 
■were  kept  in  operation,  though  at  a 
snails  pace. 

Although  schedules  were  badly  dis- 
arranged trains  were  forced  through 
the  drifts,  arriving  at  their  terminals 
In  New  York  and  Jersey  City  from  fif- 
teen minutes  to  an  hour  or  more  l>e- 
hind  their  schedule.  The  snow  was 
driven  by  a  strong  wind,  which,  in  the 
suburban  districts  piled  the  snow  onto 
the  tracks  into  big  drifts  delaying 
trains  imtll  the  snow  plows  arrived. 

The  roof  of  the  New  York  Central 
railroad's  roundhouse  in  the  Bronx, 
near  Sixty-first  street,  was  crushed  in 
by  the  weight  of  snow  early  toda;.' 
and  th»'  women  who  were  at  work  with- 
in were  injured. 

Traffl<-  in  the  harbor  moved  very 
slow. 

An  army  of  show  shovelers,  esti- 
mated at  50.CHJO  men  was  put  at  work 
en  the  streets  early  twlay.  Although 
the  heavy  snow  fall  contiiHied  this  af- 
tern<»n,  traffic  conditions  gradually 
Improved    in    the    main    thoroughfares.

Philadelphia,  Feb.  3.— The  snow 
storm  which  began  in  tills  vicinity 
early  Monday  morning,  is  the  worst, 
since  Februarj',  1899.

13ecau.se  of  the  heavy  weather,  nav- 
igation on  the  Delaware  river,  with 
the  exception  of  ferryboats,  is  prac- 
tlcaU3'  at  a  standstill.  A  numiber  of 
ve.sseli-'  h<^)und  to  or  from  coast  ports 
are  stormbound  In  the  river,  be- 
tween h'?ri  and  the  sea.  The  steamer 
Noordland,  from  Liverpool  for  this 
port,  which  passed  in  the  Delaware 
cape»  at  7  a.  m.,  yesterday,  is  an- 
chored at  the  Reedy  island.  Reports 
from  Ka.su*rn  Pennsylvania,  Delaware 
and  .Southern  New  Jersey  are  to  the 
effect  that  the  storm  is  the  worst  in 
eight  y^ars.  In  many  places  the 
snow  ha.T  drifted  so  badly  that  the 
county  roads  are  impassable,  trains 
are  late,  and  freight  traffic  is  almost 
at    a    standstill. 

Electric     raihvaj*     service     is 
tied     up    or    very     irregular  -  in 
places.     The  fall  of  snow  in  the  moun- 
tains of  Eastern   Pennsylvania,   during 
the       last       twenty-four       hours,     has 
reached   a   depth   of   eighteen   inches.

Harry  Thaw  on  entering,  seemed  to 
miss  the  .smile  of  welcome  which  each 
morning  in  the  past  his  wife  had  be- 
stowed upon  him.  District  Attorney 
Jerome  was  late  in  reaching  court  ow- 
ing to  the  storm,  and  the  coming  of 
the    session    was    delayed    ten    minute:*. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Wiley  of  Pittsburg,  the 
Thaw's  family  physician,  and  who  is 
connected  with  the  I>lxmont  Insane 
a.^ylum,  was  called  as  the  first  witness 
for  the  defense.  Dr.  Wiley  in  response  to 
a  question  by  John  Gleason  of  Tliaw's 
counsel,  said  he  had  devoted  much  of 
his  time  to  a  .study  of  in.sanity.  and  that 
he  had  served  as  an  exptrt  in  a  large 
number  f)f  cases.  Dr.  Wiley  was  asked 
to  state  hi.s  recoiled  ion  of  an  incident 
In  W)-,  in  which  Harry  K.  Thaw  was 
concerned. 

"In  the  summer  of  190-3, •"  said  the 
witness,  "I  was  a  passenger  on  a  street 
car  of  the  Fifth  avenue  line  in  Pitts- 
burg when  Harry  Thaw  came  In.  With- 
out any  apparent  rea.son  Thaw  rushed 
for  one  of  the  blinds  to  a  window, 
drew  up  the  blind,  slammed  it  down 
again  and  then  drew  it  up  once  more.

There  can^je  no 
question  as  to  the  v^ue  of  tJie  Maria  and  the  Carman  Maria,  the 
Sorpresa  of  the  Carman  Consolidated  and  the  Espiritu  Santo  and  its

Big  Ski  Tournament  Will 

be  Held  Thursday 

and  Friday. 

Chances  for  Landing  the 

National  for  Duiuth 

Look  Good. 


Ashland  is  making  preparations  to 
take  care  of  the  biggest  crowd  that 
ever  visited  the  little  Wisconsin  city, 
on  Thursday  and  Friday  of  this  week, 
when  the  big  tournament  of  the  Na- 
tional association  is  scheduled  to  be 
held   there. 

Duluth  Is  planning  to  send  a  big  dele- 
giition  of  rooters  down  on  Friday  morn- 
ing, In  time  to  witness  the  jumping 
contest,  and  quite  a  number  have  signi- 
fied their  intention  of  going  down 
Thursday  in  time  to  see  the  long  dis- 
tance race. 

The  Duluth  club  will  be  well  repre- 
sented in  all  of  the  events.  Thursday 
morning  the  long  distance  race  over  a 
fifteen-mile  course  will  be  held,  and 
Gustave  Bye  and  Ole  Kisgard  will  be 
entered   from   the   local   riders. 

This  event  Is  different  from  the  long 
distance  race  as  held  by  the  Finnish 
riders,  as  it  is  more  in  tiie  nature  of  a 
cross  country  run,  all  kinds  of  road  be- 
ing included  in  the  trip,  up  hill  and 
down,  through  woods,  along  packed 
roads  and  on  the  surface  of  the  lake, 
while  the  Finnish  riders  take  a  per- 
fectly flat,  even  track  for  their  work. 
This  event  is  not  so  spectacular  as  the 
jumps,  but  is  said  to  be  even  a  higher 
test  of  a  rider's  skill  with  the  skis  and 
is  a  severe  endurance  test. 

In  the  big  jump  which  will  be  held 
Friday  afternoon  Ole  Feirlng,  Gust 
Bye,  Ole  Larson,  Hans  Linnes.  I.  M. 
Kveen,  Jacob  Holm,  John  Evanson,  Pe- 
ter Rohr,  John  Mangseth,  Peter  Berg 
and  Olaf  Rygh  will  be  entered,  and 
these  eleven  riders  are  expected  to 
make  a  showing" of  which  the  club  will 
be  justly  proud. 

A  fine  record  In  the  events  means 
more  than  usual  to  the  club  this  year 
with  its  campaign  for  the  national  in 
full  swing;  as  to  win  prominence  by 
carrying  off  a  goodly  share  of  the  prizes 
would  doubtless  result  in  a  landslide  to 
the  Duluth  standard  in  the  big  meeting 
to  be   held   Friday  night. 

While  very  little  campaigning  can  be 
done  before  the  clubs  are  on  hand  and 
the  representatives  are  together  at 
Ashland,  the  Duluth  men  size  up  the 
situation  as  most  favorable  to  them. 
Munislng  has  done  some  active  dig- 
ging for  the  next  -tournament,  but  Red

Salida,  Colo.,  Feb.  5.— At  least  a  dozen 
lives  are  believed  to  have  been  lost 
In  a  terrific  snow  slide  that  came 
down  Monarch  mountain  about  9  o'clock 
last  night,  completely  overwhelming 
three  business  houses  and  burying  their 
occupants  under  fifty  feet  of  snow  and 
dirt.

Ho  applied  to  Mr.  Hanni- 
fin for  a  loan  of  $100  on  his  note. 
The  loan  was  made,  and  when  the 
note  came  due  Mr.  Hannifin  pressed 
the  Inspector  to  pay  It.  The  Inspec- 
tor iett  the  country  o«ing  Hannifin 
the  money,  according'  to  the  statement 
of   the  latter. 

More  than  a  year  afterwards,  Mr. 
arrest  Hannifin  left  the  town  for  the  South, 
and  he  was  indicted  for  smuggling. 
He  was  not  present,  and  did  not 
know  anything  about  the  charges 
that  had  been  made  against  him. 
Mr.  Hannifin  says  he  believes  that 
the  Inspector  whom  he  pressed  on 
the  note  was  largely  responsible  for 
his  arrest.

Beginning  March  4  the  salary  of  a 
senator  will  be  $7,500  a  year,  and  at 
the  same ,  flnie  the  members  of  the 
house  of  representatives  will  draw 
$9,000,  or  $1,500  each  more  than  senators. 
This  peculiar  condition  arises  from 
the  clause  in  the  appropriation  bill 
which  provides  th^t  each,  member,  not 
chairman  of  a  cohimittee,  may  draw 
$125  each  month  for  clerical  assistance. 
In  the  senate  each  senator  has  the 
privilege  of  appointing  a.  Secretary  who 
is  paid,  upon  slgnlhg'  th0  pay  roll,  by 
,the  disbursing  oifftcer  of  the  upper 
house.  Up  to  the  present  time  and  for 
the  past  ten  years,  representatives 
ha\  e  been  permitted  to  draw  $100  each 
month  after  signing  a  certicate  in 
whleh  he  declared  that  he  liad  paid  or 
had  agreed  to  pay  that  sum  for  clerical 
help.  Under  the  new  law  no  such 
certificate  is  required  and  if  a  member 
can  get  a  clerk  for  $25  or  $50  per  month 
—and  many  don't  pay  even  that  much 
—he  is  fi^m  $75  to  $100  per  month 
ahead.  It  is  estimated  that  fully  10 
per  cent  of  the  membership  of  the 
house  has  so  little  to  do  that  they  re- 
quire no  clerks,  but  no  one  is  expected 
to  refrain  from  drawing  $1,500  each  year 
for  that  reason. 

The  item  for  clerical  assistance  went 
through  without  much  discussion— none 
at  all  in  the  senate— and  it  will  prob- 
ably result  in  an  amendment  to.  the 
law  in  the  near  future  which  will  re- 
quire the  names  of  all  congressional 
clerks  to  be  placed  on  the  roll,  just  like 
messengers,  committee  clerks  and  door- 
keepers.

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the 
past  few  weeks  to  induce  the  commit- 
tee on  naval  affairs  to  Adopt  a  new  in- 
vention in  the  way  of  explosive  shells, 
Briefiy  the  Invention  might  be  describ- 
ed as  an  aerial  loaded  with  dynamite. 
The  idea  Is  to  send  a  charge  of  the 
highest  known  explosive  against  the 
protected  side  of  an  armored  vessel 
and  explode  it  on  the  outside.  It  is 
claimed  by  the  Inventor  that  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  large  charge  of  dynamite 
against  armor  plate,  no  matter  how 
thick,  would  resQlt  in  shattering  the 
protective  belt,  as  well  us  the  side  of 
the  vessel  itself.  ...      • 

The  committee  on  naval  affairs  has 
been  asked  to  authorize  an  experiment 
with  the  battleship  Texas  as  a  target. 
It  is  argued  that  if  tlie  Invention  is  not 
all  that  is  claimed  for  it,  comparative- 
ly little  damage  will.  r.psult.  On  the 
other  hand.  If  the  new  /shell  is  as  ef- 
fective as  claimed,  it  will  demonstrate 
the  comparative  uselessness  of  ves- 
sel* of  the  Texas  type. 

The  Texas  was  one  of  the  first  battle- 
ships built  for  the  new  navy.  She  is 
about  eighteen  years  old  and  has  been 
a  "hoo-doo"  since  her  keel  was  laid. 
More  accidents  have  happened  on  and 
to  the  Texas  than  have  occurred  In 
connection  with  any  othej-  vessel  in  the 
navy.  No  officer  cares  for  an  assign- 
ment to  her  quarterdeck  and  even  the 
Jackies  fight  shy  of  the  Texas. 
The  vessel  Is  obsolete,  and  the  navy 
department,  as  well  as  the  members 
of  the  naval  committee  of  congress,  are 
quite  willing  to  permit  the  experiment. 
But  it  is  feared  that  if  she  should 
be  made  a  target  for  this  new  explo- 
sive shell  a  howl  might  be  raised  which 
would  result  In  a  severe  set  back  to  the 
naval  program.  The  president,  as  well 
as  the  naval  expert.s,  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  battleships  and  sub- 
marine torpedo  boats  afford  the  best 
nieans  of  coast  defense,  but  if  a  battle- 
ships life  is  less  than  twenty  years, 
and  this  fact  becomes  known,  it  is 
feared  that  the  effect  on  the  public 
mind  •will  be  bad  and  that  It  will

Career  of  Former  Duluth 

Man  is  Reviewed  in 

Munsey's. 

In  the  current  issue  of  Munsey's  ap- 
pears an  extensive  article  by  Herbert 
N.  Casson,  reviewing  the  steel  and  Iron 
Industries  of  America,  dealing  particu- 
larly with  the  iron  mining  and  manu- 
facturing enterprises  of  Tennessee  and 
Colorado.  Pictures  of  a  number  of  the 
men  who  have  been  prominent  in  the 
management  and  development  of  the 
mines  and  mills  in  those  states  are 
given,  among  them  being  one  of 
Don  H.  Bacon,  who  formerly  was 
president  of  tlie  Minnesota  Iron"  com- 
pany, and  resided  in  Duluth  up  to  the 
time  he  became  president  of  the  Ten- 
nessee Coal  &  Iron  company.  His  ad- 
vancement in  mining  work  was  rapid 
and  he  has  shown  exceptional  ability  in 
every  field  wiiere  he  has  been  employed. 
He  started  to  work  at  Isiipeming  as  a 
clerk  in  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  Iron  Min- 
ing company's  office,  and  within  a  few 
years  was  advanced  to  the  management 
of  the  company's  business  In  that  city 
leaving  there  to  come  to  Minnesota, 
where  he  successfully  directed  the  min- 
ing operations  of  the  Minnesota  Iron 
company  for  some  time  prior  to  accept- 
ing the  presidency  of  the  Tennessee 
concern. 

The  following  Is  Mr.  Casson's  refer- 
ence to  Mr.  Bacon  and  hfs  work: 

"How  the  Tennessee  Coal  &  Iron  was 
reconstructed— how  one  stern,  strong, 
rugged  man  went  down  from  Minnesota 
and  began  to  transform  it  from  a  ram- 
shackle concern  into  the  giant  of  South* 
ern  corporations— Is  a  story  Itself, 
sparkling  with  adventure;  and  some 
day,  let  us  hope,  an  Alabamian  Sir  Wal- 
ter Scott  will  arise  and  *eU  it  In  full. 

"Don  H.  Bacon  Is  the  name  of  the 
man  from  Minnesota.  Like  95  per  cent 
of  the  steel  kings,  he  was  a  graduate 
of  the  school  of  toll.  He  began  in  u 
telegraph  office.  When  the  amazing 
Iron  mines  of  Minnesota  w^ere  first  un- 
covered. Bacon  was  one  of  the  crowd 
that  surged  Into  the  state.  Ho  was 
only  one  of  the  leg-weary  rank  and 
file  wiien  he  arrived;  but  when  he  ex- 
changed the  North  for  the  South,  in 
1901,  he  had  become  president,  of  the 
Minnesota  Iron  company. 

"Bacon  is  a  man  of  the  'Old  Hickory' 
sort.  He  would  sooner  work  than  play; 
and  he  got  his  fill  In  Alabama.  He 
found  that  the  Tennessee  Coal  &  Iron 
was  an  immense,  loose-jointed  concern. 
Its  ore  and  coal  lands  were  vast,  but 
it.s  equipment  was  a  medley  of  make- 
shifts. In  New  lilork  it  was  looked 
upon  as  a  Wall  street  football.  Its 
stock  went  up  and  down  with  every 
breeze  of  rumor.  Its  finances  were  a 
puzzle.  The  whole  company  had  been 
slung  together  In  a  very  slipshod  way. 

"Bacon  was  not  allowed  to  have  a 
free  hand  In  his  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion. The  company  had  passed  into  the 
control  of  J.  T.  Woodward,  an  able 
New  York  banker  who  knew  much 
about  finance  but  nothing  of  iron.  In 
spite  of  this  handicap.  Bacon  began 
his  housecleaning  with  a  vim  that 
startled  the  whole  state  out  of  its 
easy  going  ways.  He  fought  a  two 
year  battle  with  the  coal  miners'  union 
and  won.  He  Imported  Huns.  Slavs' 
Greeks,  Servians.  Italians  and  Finns  to 
replace,  in  part,  the  unreliable  negroes. 
And,  although  he  was  a  miner  rather 
than  a  steel  maker,  he  worked  out  a 
new  duplex  process  of  making  steel— 
a  combination  of  the  Bessemer  and 
open  hearth  methods— which  promises 
to   reduce   costs. 

"For  five  strenuous  years  Bacon 
worked  like  a  Her<niles.  Then  the  con- 
trol of  the  company  fell  Into  other 
hands,  and  he  was  displaced.  At  pres- 
ent he  Is  enjoying  his  first  long  vaca- 
tion by  making  a  tour  of  the  world  "

the  shipper  and  rewarding  the  railroad 
for  doing  what  it  was  its  duty  to  do,  and 
the   patron's   right   to   have   it   do. 

This  cuts  some  of  the  reciprocity  out  of 
the  bill,  for  it  still  provides  that  the  pat- 
rons, if  they  handle  cars  in  less  than  the 
prescribed  time,  shall  have  credit  for  the 
time  saved. 

When  the  bill  was  reported  to  the  house 
by  the  committee  last  evening  W.  A. 
Nolan,  Its  author,  moved  that  the  meas- 
ure be  made  a  special  order  for  2  o'clock 
on  the  afternoon  of  Feb.  13,  and  the  mo- 
tion  was  adopted.

and  warehouse  commission,  D.  P.  Morgan, 
who  has  been  working  for  a  year  and  ex- 
pects to  keep  on  working  for  another  year 
on  the  same  job. 

The  house  committee  on  railroads  took 
up   the   reciprocal   demurrage   bill   again,-, 
and  put  in  a  busy  and  Interesting  after 
noon  threshing  over  its  provisions. 

The  railroad  committee  hearing  was  ad- 
vertised as  a  public  hearing,  and  it  had 
been  expected  that  the  railroads  would 
be  represented.  They  'were  not,  how- 
ever, and  it  was  explained  that  no  per- 
sonal notice  had  been  sent  to  the  rail- 
road attorneys,  it  having  been  taken  for 
granted  that  they  would  read  about  the 
meeting  in  the  newspapers  and  come. 

Though  the  railroads  were  not  repre- 
sented by  their  attorneys,  several  at- 
tempts to  pick  flaws  In  the  bill  were 
made   by    members  of   the   committee. 

John  G.  Lennon  of  Minneapolis  said 
that  he  was  opposed  to  the  bill  because 
It  was  in  tITe  interests  of  the  big  ship- 
pers and  against  the  little  ones,  and 
because  it  would  form  a  beautiful  mearts- 
for  the  railroads  to  successfully  give  re- 
bates. He  said  that  If  a  big  shipper 
wanted  rebates,  and  the  railroads  want- 
ed to  give  them,  all  the  shipper  would 
ha«e  to  do  would  be  to  order  a  lot 
more  cars  than  he  needed,  and  then  col- 
lect demurrage  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

W.  A.  Nolan,  author  of  the  bill,  said 
that  It  was  absurd  to  charge  that  the 
big  shippers  were  for  the  bill,  because 
they  opposed  it  bitterly  two  years  ago. 
He  said  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
bin  is  against  the  interests  of  the  big 
shippers,  because  it  will  force  the  rail- 
roads to  give  fair  play  to  the  little  fel- 
lows, and  supply  them  with  cars  when 
they  want  them  instead  of  letting  the  big 
ones  tie  them  all   up. 

L..    C.    Spooner   of    Morris,    chairman    of 
the     committee,     took    exception    to     the 
clause    giving      railroads      allowance    for 
"free   time."     The   bill    allows   a   railroad 
three    days    in    which    to    deliver    a    car 
after   it    has   been   o»dered,    and    provides 
that   if   it   is   delivered   within   that    time, 
the    unexpired    period    of    the    three    days 
shall   be   a    credit   in    favor    of    the    rail- 
roads against  further  delays.    Mr.  Spooa- 
ler    argued    that    it   was    the    duty    of    the 
I  railroad    to    furnish    the    cars,    and     the 
j  legal    right    of    the    shipper    to    get    them 
I  promptly,  and  he  did  not  see  the  Justice 
In   penalizing   the  shipper   and    rewardinj? 
the  railroad  for  doing  its  plain  duty.     On 
his   motion,    this   provision   was   eliminat- 
I  ed.   after    which    the   committee   voted   to 
recommend   It    to   pass. 
•      •      • 

Representative  Randall  of  Duluth  has 
,  another  meritorious  measure  of  vast  Im- 
Iportance  which  he  proposes  to  introduce 
!  at  an  early  date.  It  is  designed  to  com- 
ipel  owners  of  dogs  to  keep  them  muz- 
'  zled  from  May  1  to  Oct.  1,  and  at  all 
times  when  they  are  permitted  to  travel 
upon  the  public  highways.  The  muzzles 
must  be  of  wire,  and  attached  to  a 
strap.  The  bill  is  not  to  be  effective 
,  until  May  1,  so  dog-?owners  will  be  al- 
lowed a  little  time  in  which  to  buy 
muzzles,  though  the  manufacturers  may 
have  to  work  overtime  to  meet  the  de- 
mand.

The  usual  dispute  about  when  the  leg- 
islature is  to  adjourn  has  been  started, 
and  It  will  be  settled  in  the  usual  way. 
The  constitution  says  that  the  legisla- 
ture may  sit  for  "ninety  legislative 
days."  The  dispute  Is  over  the  question 
of  whether  that  means  ninety  days  on 
which  the  legislature  actually  does  meet, 
or  ninety  days  on  which  it  might  havo 
met.  This  latter  view  cuts  out  only 
Sundays  and  holidays,  of  which  there  are 
two,  and  would  end  the  session  Apiil 
25.  The  former  view  would  cut  out  all 
the  Fridays,  Saturdays  and  Mondays  on 
which  the  legislature  does  not  meet,  and 
would  run  the  session  well  over  May  1. 
This  view  has  never  been  accepted,  how- 
ever, the  policy  being  to  construe  that 
"ninety  legislative  days"  to  mean  days 
on  which  the  legislature  could  have  met 
had  it  been  so  disposed.  The  session 
will   end  April   25.

A  bill  based  on  the  Kansas  law 
against  the  Standard  Oil  company  is  be- 
ing prepared,  and  will  be  Introduced  in 
the  legislature  some  time  this  week.  It 
will  prohibit  discriminations  in  prices 
against  localities,  thus  doing  away 
with  the  practice  of  the  oil  octopus  of 
killing  competitors  in  one  section  by 
lowering  prices,  while  keeping  up  the 
profits  in  other  sections  by  maintaining 
the  price.  The  bill  would  require  that 
If  any  reductions  are  made  they  shall 
be  the  same  all  over  the  state,  and 
the  only  difference  between  the  prices 
of  a  commodity  allowed  In  different 
places  would  be  that  accounted  for  by 
the  differences  In  freight  charges.  A 
similar  bill  has  been  introduced  be- 
fore, but  it  has  never  met  with  suc- 
cess as  yet. 

*  •      * 

Charges  are  being  made  in  political 
circles,  perhaps  emanating  from  other 
possible  candidates  for  the  Republican 
nomination  for  governor,  that  the  $50,- 
000  contingent  fund  asked  for  the  attor- 
ney general's  office  Is  likely  to  be  used 
as  a  campaign  fund  to  boost  Attorney 
General  Young's  candidacy  for  gover- 
nor. While  he  is  not  an  avowed  can- 
didate, it  is  pretty  well  understood  that 
he  is  nursing  such  an  ambition.  How- 
ever, a  pretty  good  argument  Is  put 
up  in  favor  of  the  need  of  such  an 
appropriation,  and  certainly  If  the  at- 
torney general  follows  to  a  successful 
conclusion  all  the  suits  he  has  taken 
up,  he  will  need  all  the  contingent  fund 
he  can  get  hold  of. 

Talk  of  a  compromise  on  the  2-cent 
fare  bill,  referred  to  In  this  correspond- 
ence last  week,  does  not  sit  well  with 
those  members  who  really  want  to  see 
a  bill  go  through.  The  railroads  are 
understood  to  be  willing  to  concede 
mileage  books  that  would  amount  very 
nearly  to  a  2-cent  fare,  but  those  who 
favor  the  measure  are  unable  to  see 
any  reason  why  the  rate  should  not  be 
made  for  everybody,  to  every  place  In 
the  state  and  at  any  ti^jie.  While  a  500- 
mlle  book  at  2  cents  a  mile  would  be' 
all  very  well,  it  would  not  help  a  man 


who  Intended  to  make  a  trip  of  twenty, 
fifty  or  a  hundred  miles,  and  who  Is 
not  able  to  Invest  in  a  mileage  book. 
And  that  man,  friends  of  the  bill  pro- 
test, Is  as  much  entitled  to  considera- 
tion as  the  man  who  has  spare  change 
to   tie   up   in   mileage    books. 

*  *      * 

At  last  evening's  session  Representa- 
tive Sawyer  Introduced  a  bill  provid- 
ing that  there  shall  be  held  at  each 
state  normal  school  summer  sessions 
of  twelve  weeks,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  state  normal  board.  The  bill  ap- 
propriates $30,000  to  pay  the   expenses. 

Mr.  Sawyer  also  Introduced  a  bill  ap- 
propriating $150,000  for  a  college  of  edu- 
cation, to  train  superintendents  of 
schools,  high  school  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals of  graded  schools.  This  would 
form  a  sort  of  upper  grade  normal 
school.  The  bill  suggests  no  location, 
but  Mr.  Sawyer  is  from  Minneapolis, 
and  It  is  supposed  that  the  Intention 
is  to  have  the  school  located  along- 
side the  state  university. 

The  same  author  produced  a  bill  re- 
quiring that  physiology,  hygiene  and  nar- 
cotics shall  be  studied  in  all  the  public 
schools  of  the  state.

Representative  Llbby  of  Winona,  offered 
a  bill   levelled   at   the   deadly  automobile. 
It  provides  that  upon  a  majority  vote  of 
I  the  residents  of  a  township,  the  authorl- 
I  ties  may  close  to  automobiles  any  "road 
I  considered    dangerous."      And    this    does 
I  not   mean  dangerous  to  autos,  either.     It 
means   that   if   a  majority   of   the   people 
I  decide    that   there   Is   so    much   traffic   on 
j  any  road  that  autos   are  likely   to  stam- 
pede   teams   or   run   over  people,    it   shall 
be  "no  thoroughfare"   for  the  honk  wag- 
ons.

Attorney   Jerome   Pur- 
sues Relentless  Ques- 
tioning of  Witness. 

No  Answer  Vouchsafed 
to  Many  of  Inter- 
rogations. 


New  York,  Feb.  5. — In  continuing  hl3 
cross-examination  of  Dr.  Wiley,  the 
first  witness  for  the  defense  in  the 
Thaw  case,  Mr.  Jerome  carried  the 
wltne.ss  through  the  various  tests  ">f 
alienists  to  discern  brain  trouble,  such 
as  rortexes,  etc.,  the  witness  nodding 
bis  assent  and  asserting  that  he  knew 
them  all  including  the  "Romberg 
test." 

"Descril)e  the  Romberg  test,"  com- 
manded Mr.  Jerome. 

The  wiiiK«s  said  it  was  a  test  of  the 
brain. 

"Oh,  but  that  is  not  an  explanation 
of  the  Romberg  system.  Do  you  know 
it — have  you  ever  heard  of  it?"  said 
the  district  attorney  testily. 

Thinking  for  a  moment  the  witness 
replied:  "1  do  not  exactly  know  it,  ' 
and  adding  that  he  may  have  used  it 
— that  he  might  know  the  test — but  not 
imder  the  name  of  the  Romberg.

necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution.  which  prohibits  any 
change  in  the  method  of  taxing  rail- 
roads without  a  vote  of  the  people, 
Just  as  thought  it  were  a  constitutional 
amendment. 

While  Mr.  Spooner's  bill  calls  for  a 
larger  Increase  in  the  percentage  of 
the  tax,  Mr.  Miller's  bill  will  cost  the 
railroads  more,  and  afford  a  greatv^r 
relief  to  the  state  because  of  its  provis- 
ion that  the  railroads  must  pay  assess- 
ments for  local  Improvements. 

It  Is  not  alone  In  the  cities  that  this 
will  effect  important  relief  to  the  state 
and  Its  people.  There  are  many  acres 
of  swamp  lands  which  are  not  being 
drained  because  they  adjoin  the  rail- 
road lands,  which  are  not  subject  to 
assessment  for  their  proportionate  cost 


MESABA  RANGE 
IS  STIRRED  UP 

Meetings  Protest  Against 

Changing  System  of 

IMine  Taxation. 

Virginia.  Minn..  Feb.  5.-(Special  to  The 
Herald.)— A  mas  meeting  of  citizens  was 
held  In  the  Fay  opera  house  last  night 
to  discuss  the  proposed  change  in  the 
laws  taxing  iron  ore  lands  and  to  protest 
against  any  change  that  would  deprive 
local  sub-divisions  of  their  revenue  from 
iron  ore  taxation. 

Figures  were  quoted  by  County  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  S.  W.  Gilpin  to  show 
that  school  taxes  would  be  Increased  ten- 
fold by  the  proposed  change.  Prof.  La- 
fayette Bliss  read  a  paper  along  the  same 
lines. 

A  committee  consisting  of  O.  A.  Poirler. 
John  M.  Martin.  Lafayette  Bliss  and  S. 
W.  Uiipin  was  appointed  to  draft  resolu- 
tions of  protest  against  any  change  in 
the  present  system  of  taxation  and  pre- 
sent  them   to   the   legislature. 

Chairman  Tredway  was  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  twelve,  headed  by 
Mayor  Eaton,  to  meet  the  legislative 
committee  on  Iron  ore  taxation  which  is 
expected  to  visit  the ,  range  next  week 
and  to  present  facts  ahd,  figures  showing 
the  injustice  that  would  be  done  the 
range  towns  by  depriving  them  of  their 
revenue   from   the  mines.  • 

The  chairman  was  also  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  Uiree  to  go  before 
the  legislature  and  do  some  lobbying  if  it 
was   considered   necessa^ry. 

Eveleth.  Minn.,  Feb., 5. —A  citizens'  meet- 
ing was  held  last  nig^t  to  protest  against 
all  bills  aimed  to  put  the  mines  on  a  ton- 
nage tax  basis.  Tho  gathering  was  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Eveleth  Business 
Men's  association  and  was  one  of  the  lar- 
gest that  has  ever  been  held  on  the  range. 
Speeches  were  made  by  some  of  the  fore- 
most citizens.

LODGES  ARE 
FIGURING 

On  Buying  Norwegian 
Danish  Church  Build- 
ing in  West  End. 

Woodmen  Will  Have  a 
New  Structure— Other 
Neighborhood  News. 


Despite  the  fact  that  the  Modem  Wood- 
men of  America  will  not  purchase  the 
property,  it  seems  almost  a  certainty  that 
the  present  home  of  the  Norwegian-Dan- 
ish M.  E.  congregation  will  fall  into  the 
hands  of  some  fraternal  society  and  will 
be  converted  Into  a  lodge  hall. 

The  West  end  of  the  city  is  a  hotbed  of 
fraternities,  and  several  of  them  are 
known  to  be  figuring  on  purchasing  the 
church  property.  The  Woodmen  had  the 
first  call,  and  at  a  meeting  held  last  weeK 
they  decided  not  to  buy  but  to  hold  off 
for  a  while  and  then  erect  a  new  build- 
ing as  a  meeting  place  and  clubhouse. 

One  of  the  athletic  organizations  in 
the  West  end  is  said  to  be  planning  to 
increase  its  membersip  con,siderably 
and  buy  the  church  property.  It  is  located 
on  First  street  at  Twenty-first  avenue 
west.  In  any  event,  the  church  will  be 
remodeled  and  refitted  throughout. 

In  the  meantime  the  Norwegian-Danish 
Methodists  are  going  aiiead  with  plans 
for  their  new  house  of  worship,  which  is 
to  be  erected  at  the  corner  of  Twenty- 
fourth  avenue  west  and  Second  street,  at 
a  cost  of  $18,000. 

As  soon  as  possible  work  will  be  started 
on  the  new  church.  It  will  be  built  of 
stone  and  brick  and  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  main  auditorium  will  be  600.  There 
will  also  be  lecture  rooms,  Sunday  school 
rooms,  dining  rooms,  a  kitchen  and  a 
study  for   the   pastor. 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  ereot  a  par- 
sonage on  lots  adjoining  those  occupied 
by  the  church.  This  structure  will  cost 
$5,000  and  will  be  a  modern  residence. 

Work  is  to  begin  as  early  as  possible 
this  spring,  as  it  Is  planned  to  have  the 
new  church  and  the  parsonage  ready  for 
occupancy  early  in  the  fall.

Both  cases  are  In  the  line  of  Justice, 
one  as   much  as   the  other. 

That  the  railroad  taxes  should  be 
raised  The  Herald  has  shown  conclus- 
ively, as  a  result  of  its  investigation  of 
railroad  taxes  in  this  and  other  states. 

That  the  railroads  should  not  be  ex- 
empt from  paying  their  share  of  tho 
cost  of  making  local  improvements 
has  also  been  shown  by  Tlie  HeraTd, 
because  Its  investigation  showed  that 
in  no  other  state  is  such  an  exemption 
allowed. 

The  Hpooner  bill  would  increase  the 
share  of  the  expenses  of  government 
paid  by  the  railroads,  but  it  would 
afford  no  relief  whatever  to  the  local 
communities  which  now  have  to 
bear,  in  addition  to  their  own  just 
burden,  the  additional  burden  of 
paying  the  share  of  the  cost  of  mak- 
mg  improvements  that  railroad  prop- 
erty   should   i>ay. 

The  Miller  bill  will  not  only  make 
the  railroads  pay  more  nearly  what 
they  ought  to  as  their  share  of  gen- 
eral taxes,  but  it  would  make  them 
shoulder  their  Just  share  of  the  ex- 
penses   of    progress.    Involved    In    im-

POWERS  EXTENDED. 

Alabama  Senate  Greatly  Strengthens  the 
State  Railway  Commission. 

Montgomery.  Ala»,  Feb.  5.— The  Ala- 
bama senate  yesterday  passed  the  bill 
extending  the  power  of  the  state  rail- 
road commission.  Tlie  bill  empowers 
the  commission  to  examine  all  books  of 
railroad  companies  and  authorizes  It 
to  require  officials  to  bring  these  books 
before  the  commission.  The  commission 
Is  given  power  to  summon  witnesses, 
who  are  to  be  paid  just  as  court  wit- 
nesses are.  Courts  are  given  discre- 
tion In  fixing  costs  against  railroad 
companies  In  litigation  over  rates, 
whether  the  verdict  is  for  or  against 
the  corporation.  The  only  concession 
gained  by  tho  railroads  is  a  denial  of 
the  right  of  the  commission  to  raise 
rates  dbove  a  maximum  fixed  by  law.

in  striking  the  provision  for  its  main- 
tenance from  the  Agricultural  Appro- 
priation bill, 

"It  costs  every  twenty  persons  In  the 
United  States  only  1  cent  a  year  to 
supply  the  appropriation  of  somewhat 
over  $50,000  for  this  work."  said  Wil- 
liam Dutcher,  president  of  the  Audu- 
bon association  today,  "and  every  farm- 
er of  this  country  saves  many  dollars 
a  year  In  the  direct  benefit  which  its 
Investigations  afford  him.  Only  the 
other  day  I  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Fairfield  County  Grange  in 
Connecticut,  where  strong  resolutions 
were  passed  advocating  the  work  of 
the  biological  survey.  The  farmers  as- 
sure me  that  this  work  has  been  the 
means  of  teaching  them  the  value  of 
certain  birds  and  mammals  and  there- 
by giving  them  direct  practical  assist- 
ance in  their  work." 

Though  its  name  may  sound  some- 
what scientfflc,  the  biological  survey  is 
regarded  by  authorities  on  agriculture 
as  one  of  the  greatest  practical  aids 
to  the  actual  everyday  work  of  the 
farmer.  It  tells  him  what  birds  and 
mammals  work  harm  to  his  crops,  by 
years  of  the  most  exact  and  compre- 
hensive investigation  of  the  stomachs 
of  everj'  species  of  wild  life  about  his 
acres.  It  teaches  him  which  birds 
destroy  the  pests  that  hamper  his  pro- 
duct. It  forewarns  him  of  the  Insidi- 
ous inroads  of  rodents,  insects  and 
other  forces  that  strike  at  the  root  of 
his  production.  In  short,  it  furnishes 
him  with  a  complete,  scientific  hand 
book  of  everj'  living  Influence  for  good 
or  bad  that  can  touch  his  fields  In  any 
section  of  the  land. 

Most  remarkable  of  all  the  functions 
of  the  survey  is  that  of  determining 
for  the  farmer  just  what  crops  he  can 
grow  with  success  in  new  and  untried 
regions.  That  this  can  be  definitely 
accomplished  is  declared  by  Greorge 
Bird  Grinnell.  editor  of  Forest  and 
Stream,  who  will  say,  in  an  editorial 
of  protest:  "A  knowledge  of  the  distri- 
bution of  the  different  species  of  birds, 
mammals  arid  plants,  especially  in  new 
countries  where  farming  experience  has 
not  been  Ipng,  and,  above  all,  over  the 
newly  settled  Western  country,  tells 
unfailingly  just  where  certain  crops 
can  be  successfully  raised.  If,  for 
example,  we  know  that  on  a  mountain 
side  In  Southern  California  a  particular 
crop  can  be  raised,  and  know  also  that 
on  some  mountain  side  in  Nevada  or 
Utah  the  same  birds,  and  mammals 
and  plants  are  found,  as  In  the  Cali- 
fornia spot,  we  are  absolutely  certain 
that  the  crop  of  the  California  mount- 
ain side  will  do  well  also  on  the  mount- 
ain side  of  the  other  locality.  In  other 
words,  thd*  result  of  the  Investigations 
of  this  subject  furnish  to  the  farmer 
an  experience  that  he  could  himself 
acquire  only  by  long  and  hard  years 
of  costly  experimenting"

She  gave  her  name  at  first  as  Annie 
Smith,  aJid  although  she  refused  to 
give  her  residence  to  the  officers,  she 
said  later  she  now  lived  at  173  Hous- 
ton street,  Manhattan.  She  was  ar- 
rested in  a  helpless  state  of  drunken- 
ness by  Officer  Rooney  of  the  Ham- 
ilton Avenue  station,  who  found  her 
unable  ^o   walk  on   the   street.

The  fact  that  hundreds  of  city  lots  of 
mcdorate  value  have  been  confiscated  by 
thi.'i   system   condems   it. 

A  business  man  may  put  $100,000  Into  a 
business  lot  and  in  the  course  of  time 
not  over  $3,000  or  $4,000,  will  be  assessed 
against  the  property  for  the  cost  of  the 
public  improvements— grading  and  paving 
street,  avenue  and  alley,  putting  in  storm 
and  sanitary  sewer  and  sidewalks. 

One  hundred  worklngmen  buying  100  lots 
at  a  tot^l  cost  of  $l(iO.W)0  will  In  the  course 
of  time  be  required  to  pay  over  $50,000  for 
this  same  list  of  Improvements. 

The  cost  of  paving  and  grading  the  In- 
tersection of  the  street  and  avenues 
which  does  not  abut  any  lot  is  charged  to 
the   adjoining   blocks. 

No  part  of  the  cost  comes  out  of  the 
general  fund  which  results  in  a  large  per 
centage  of  the  population  not  paying  a 
cent  towards  the  maintainance  of  public 
Improvements. 

The  railroads  are  exempt  from  the  pay- 
mf;nt  of  public  improvements. 

The  street  car  companies  in  some  cities 
pay  the  cost  of  grading  and  paving  l>e- 
tween  the  outer  rails,  about  one-half  ot 
the   street. 

Here  the  street  car  company  pays  but 
a  trifle. 

The  system  tends  to  build  up  a  city  oC 
tenements  Instead  of  homes.

BILL  INCREASING  THE 
SAURIES  OF  JUDGES  IS 
PASSED  BY  THE  SENATE 


Provides  $7,000  for  Su- 
preme and  $5,000  for 
District  Judges. 

Large  Counties  Must  Pay 

$1,000  Additional  to 

County  Judges. 

Will  Reduce  the  Amount 

Now  Paid  by  St. 

Louis  County. 


(From  a  Staff  Correspondent.) 

St.  Paul.  Feb.  «.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  senate,  this  morning, 
passed  the  bill  Increasing  the  salaries 
of  supreme  court  judges  to  $7,000,  and 
ot  district  judges  to  $5,000,  with  the 
provi<«ion  that  in  counties  of  more 
than  1001,000  population  the  county 
shall  pay  $l,(t(K)  additional  annually 
to  each  judge.  Senator  Laybourn 
secured  unanimous  consent  to  make 
an  amendment,  putting  the  St..  Louis 
county  judges  under  the  same  pro- 
vision as  those  in  the  Twin  Cities, 
stating  that  the  judges  of  his  county 
had  as  much  work  to  do  as  those  In 
St.  Paul  ar.d  Minneapolis,  If  not 
n.ore.  There  was  no  objection  to  Uie 
amendment,  and  the  bill  pas.sed  the 
senate  by  a  vote  of  38  to  21.  St, 
Louis  county  is  now  paying  its  judges 
$l,5CtO  each.  In  addition  to  the  $3.5<J0 
paid  by  tJie  state,  so  while  this  bill 
will  raise  their  salaries  $1,000  each.  It 
will  reduce  the  amount  of  it  paid  by 
the  county  to  $500  each.  Senators 
Sageng.  C.  A.  Johnson  and  Canestorp 
spoke  against  the  bill.  Sageng 
thought  tUf  legislature  should  not 
loosen  the  purse  strings,  Johnson 
thought  it  was  too  great  a  raist,  and 
Canestorp  said  the  people  did  not 
want  the  increase.

Senator  Canfleld  cullt-d  up  his  re^-olu- 
tion  urging  the  pa.ss;;ge  of  the  La 
Follett*-  bill  limiting  the  hours  of  rail- 
road employment,  and  after  a  debate, 
it  was  put  over  to  toriionow  by  the 
author's  consent.  First,  however.  Sen- 
ator Sewfird  movtd  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  railroad  committee,  which  mo- 
tion was  lost,  18  for  and  37  against. 
The  burdt-n  of  the  opposition  was  that 
the  senatt*  had  not  seen  .i  copy  of  the 
bill,  and  while  it  might  favor  the 
principle,  it  should  not  go  on  record  in 
favor  of  details  it  knows  nothing 
about.  It  was  discovered  that  a  copy  . 
of  the  bin  could  be  prodiued  by  tc- 
morrow,  hence  the  postponement  of  ac- 
tion.

Say    Rates   Cannot  be 
Reduced  Without  De- 
teriorating Service. 

(From  a  Staff  Corresptmdcnt.) 

St.  Paul,  ^'eb.  6.— (Special  to  Tha 
Herald.)— The  house  committee  on 
railroads  took  up  the  2-cent  fare  bill  ut 
a  public  hearing  yesterday  afternoon, 
at  which  the  railroads  were  largely 
represented,  and  the  railroad  men 
promptly  disposed  of  the  idea  that 
they  are  going  to  propose  any  compro- 
mise, as  has  been  suggested  frequetly 

of  late. 

They  stood  pat  on  the  present  maxi- 
mum rate  of  3  cents  per  mile,  and  said 
that  any  reduction  from  that  would 
cut  into  railroad  earnings,  and  event- 
ually, depreciate  the  quality  of  the 
passenger  service  In  Minnesota. 

The  hearing  was  started  In  the  house 
railroad  committee  room,  but  it  had 
hardl.v  begun  before  it  became  neces- 
sary to  adjourn  to  the  senate  chamber, 
the  senate  not  being  in  session,  and  the 
gathering  filled  that  room  comfortably.

Helena,  Mont.,  Feb.  6.— A  decision 
of  far-reaching  import  was  handed 
down  yesterday  by  the  supreme  court 
when  It  held  that  neither  by  the  con- 
stitution or  the  laws  of  the  state  Is 
a  foreign  corporation  authorized  to 
exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain. 

The  Helena  Power  Transmission 
company,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  New  Jersey,  brought  suit  to  con- 
dtmn  the  lands  belonging  to  Al 
Spratt,  which  are  now  submerged  by 
the  waters,  backed  up  by  the  com- 
pany's dam  across  the  Missouri.  The 
suit  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
company,  but  .Spratt  won  the  case 
yesterday.  The  court  holds  that 
the  lands  were  wanted  for  a  public 
use.  but  the  company  had  no  right 
to  condemn  them. 

The  court  .says  the  decision  is  only 
applicable  to  foreign  corporations  of 
the  respondent's  charcter,  the  ques- 
tion not  being  considered  with  refer- 
ence  to  any   other  class  or  character.

•'When  I  was  a  young  man  I  was  rail- 
road teUgrupli  opertitor  in  Cameron.  Mo. 
That  winter  we  had  a  territlc  snowstorm 
and  trains  were  blix^ka-lej  for  days.  Dur- 
ing the  storm  the  eastl»ound  express  ar- 
rived at  Cameron  from  St.  Joseph,  but 
could  proceed  no  further,  nor  could  It  get 
back  to  St.  Joseph,  and  the  passengers 
found  themselves  snowbound  in  tlie  li:tle 
town  whicli  was  then  but  a  small  rail- 
way station,  po.-^sessing  only  ■>ii>}  hotel. 
l.'pon  this  train  was  John  Wilkes  Booth, 
the  noted  actor,  who  afterwurds  a.ssassln- 
ated  President  Lincoln.  With  him  was  hi.s 
theatrical  company  en  route  to  St.  Louis 
and  the  East  from  a  professional  tour  in 
California.  The  next  mornir.g  the  storm 
had  spent  itself,  but  it  was  painfully  evi- 
dent to  the  strangers  that  they  were  In 
for  a  long  siege.  The  one  little  hotel  could 
not  itciominodate  all  of  the  passengers, 
and  the  e»:i2ens  had  to  come  to  their  res- 
cue, and  each  family  entertained  as  many 
as   they   could. 

"I  was  a  young  fellow  scarcely  of  legal 
age  then,  and  B<x)th  with  his  remarkable 
good  looks  and  his  aitrai^tive  personality 
captivated  me.  I  had  a  nice  private  room 
and  invited  the  actor  to  share  it  with  me. 
Ho  accepted  my  invitation  gratefully. 
and  then  began  my  aciualntance  with  one 
of  tlie  most  fascinating  nun  I  have  ever 
met  in  a  somewhat  eventful  life  ex- 
perience. He  was  hand.-*oin-»  and  had  the 
faculty  of  exciting  ones  admiration  for 
himself  In  a  way  that  was  entranc- 
ing, but  seemingly  without  effort  on  his 
part. 

"The  long  winter  nlght.s  we  spent  with 
music  and  reading  to  each  other.  He 
could  sing  and  play  the  euitar  divinely.

After  going  to  bed  I 
soon  fell  asleep  and  had  a  very  realistic 
dream  which,  in  the  light  of  future 
events,  proved  to  be  extremely  remark- 
able. 1  dreamed  that  I  was  walking  along 
the  street  of  a  large  city.  It  was  night 
and  very  dark.  Suddenly  I  approached  a 
large  building  and  lights  shone  from  the 
windows.  I  heard  a  shot  and  people  came 
from  the  house  and  rushed  to  and  fro.  1 
started  down  a  side  alley,  and  a  man 
came  rushing  toward  me  with  a  dagger  in 
Ills  hand.  A  ray  of  liglit  fell  upon  his 
face  and  I  recognized  it  as  Booth.

Laren, 2»4  years  old,  Saturday  became 
sole  heir  to  a  fortune  estimated  at 
more  than  $l.eoo,0(X).  Friday  he  was 
destitute.  One  stroke  of  a  pen  ef- 
fected this  extraordinary  transforma- 
tion. The  pen  was  In  the  hai^d  of  Jus- 
tice Gaynor  of  the  supreme  court  In 
Brooklyn.  The  child's  mother,  Mrs. 
Minnie  L.  McLaren,  went  Into  the  court 
and  declared  she  was  not  able  to  pro- 
vide for  tiie  little  fellow.  Then  ap- 
peared Alfred  Adams,  Jr.,  of  Brooklyn, 
and  signified  his  desire  to  adopt  the 
boy.

"The  men  who  ^platy  well  take  part 
In  the  tournaments  it  Newport,  and 
other  summer  rcsorti  The  vic'ior,  or 
even  the  very  gP,od;.J]^layer,  must  be 
very  much  of  a  bounder  not  to  be 
welcomed  at  the  first  houses  in  these 
places.  In  this  way  they  make  friends 
that  remove  from  their  patlvs  many 
difficulties  in  the  sociaJ  ascent.  These 
men  are  always  welcomed  as  mem- 
bers of  good  clubs  because  men  wivo 
play  games  well  are  in  demand 
everywhere.

Athletics  will  take  one  higher  than 
these  other  talents. 

"One  great  advantage  of  the  man 
who  succeeds  sociilly  through  his 
skill  in  sports  is  that  he  arrives 
through  the  men  rather  than  the 
women.  Men  of  the  set  ,  which  so 
many  are  striving  nowadays  to  en- 
ter have  much  mor^  respect  for  the 
newcomers  that  are  introduced  by 
men  than  for  those  in/troduoed  by 
woonen." 

This  was  the  opinion  of  a  man  who 
has  seen  many  young  men  climb  to 
the  social  heights  on  .which  they  had 
s>et  their  eyes,  and  who  himself, 
many  years  ago.'  acbomplished  the 
same  Journey.  He  is  a  mine  of  so- 
cial wisdom,  produced  first  by  his 
own  struggles,  and  then  by  observing 
the  efforts  of  others.

"They  say  that  oldish  women  are 
always  complimented  by  deference 
and  attention  from  young  men.

It  means  much 
more  than  invitaitions  which  are  ob- 
tained by  assiduous  leaving  of  cards, 
endless  drinking  of  tea  and  much 
talking  down  the  back  of  women's 
necks  in  opera .  boxes." 

The  now  avenues  to  social  import- 
ance opened  by  skill  at  bridge  have 
introduced  a  number  of  persons  who 
would  never  have  been  thought  of 
five  years  ago,  and  there  are  men  as 
well  as  women  among  these  newcom- 
ers.

HARRIMAN.  RJECrOR'S  SON. 

Railroad  Magnate  Had  Early  Religiou 
Training  of  Right  Sort. 

E.  H.  Harrinian's  father  was  an 
EplscopaJ  clergyman,  and  the  family 
was  large.  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Har- 
rlman's  birth  the  Rev.  Orlando  Harrl- 
man  was  rector  of  the  little  parish 
of  St.  George's,  at  Hempstead,  L.  I. 
The  family  was  English  of  origin. 
The  Harriman  who  came  over  along 
in  I'^OO  must  have  been  very  well  to 
do,  if  he  was  not  rich.  He  drove  a 
four-in-hand,  and  certainly  four-in- 
hands  were  rare  enough  in  that  day. 
He  had  a  large  family,  his  sons  and 
daughters  had  large  familiea,  and  so 
it  is  that  the  tribe  of  Harrlmans  is 
numerous.  An  uncle,  Oliver  Harri- 
man, came  to  be  one  of  the  best- 
known    merchants    of    New    York. 

Afterward,  the  Rev.  Orlando  Harri- 
man had  charge  of  two  small  parishes 
in  Jersey  City.  A  photograph  rep- 
resents him  as  a  large  headed,  square 
shouldered,  deep  chested  sort  of  a 
man,  with  heavy,  beetling  brows  and 
strong  jaws— a  kind  of  a  Charles 
Darwin  sort  of  a  head,  as  you  see  it 
in  Darwin's  earlier  portraits^  bulldog 
English  all  over— as  little  the  minis- 
terial type  as  anything  you  can  well 
imagine.  Nevertheless,  he  was  some- 
thing of  a  classical  scholar;  at  Colum- 
bia he  won  medals  and  honors,  and 
of  those  medals  and  honors  It  was 
interesting  to  find  his  son,  not  in 
the  least  a-  classical  scholar,  ex- 
tremely   proud. 

His  family  was  large;  there  were 
four  sons  and  two  daughters. 
"Henry,"  as  E.  H.  Harriman  was 
known  as  a  boy,  was  the  third  son 
and  fourth  child.  He  was  by  all 
accounts  very  much  the  father  of 
the  man;  he  was  a  "scrapper,"  and 
a  day  begun  without  a  shindy  was 
not  begun  properly.  An  associate 
of  his  school  days  described  him  as

The  puriwses  and 
objecta%of  the  corporation  are  given  as 
follows: 

"To  purchase  own,  acquire,  improve, 
enter  into  and  hold  all  forms  of  real  and 
personal  property,  and  to  sell,  grant, 
lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  same.  To 
purcha.se,  own,  acquire  and  hold  fran- 
chises, grants,  rights,  rights-of-way,  prop- 
erties and  privileges,  and  to  receive  same 
from  individuals  and  corporations,  public 
and  private,  particularly  in  the  states  of 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and  generally 
in  all  states  and  territories  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada.

tia. 

Congress  very  early  recognized  the 
need  of  an  organized  militia,  and  took 
some  steps  toward  encouraging  such 
an  organization.  But,  in  the  early 
history  of  our  government  lack  of 
means  made  these  steps  very  small  and 
inadequate  for  effective  work.  The 
first  law  on  the  subject  will  prove  a 
curiosity  in  these  days  of  great  achieve- 
ments.   One  section  reads  as  follows: 

"Every  citizen  so  enrolled  and  noti- 
fied, shall,  \\-ithln  six  months  there- 
after, provide  himself  with  a  good  mus- 
ket, or  firelock,  a  sufficient  bayonet 
and  belt,  two  spare  flints,  and  a  knap- 
sack, a  pouch,  with  a  box  therein  to 
contain  not  less  than  twenty-four  car- 
tridges, suited  to  the  bore  of  his  musket 
or  firelock,  each  cartridge  to  contain 
a  proper  quantity  of  powder  and  ball; 
or  with  a  good  rille,  knapsack,  shot 
pouch  and  powder  horn,  twenty  balls, 
suited  to  the  bore  of  his  rifle,  and  a 
quarter  of  a  pound  of  powder." 

This  act  was  passed  In  1789  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  militiaman  was 
expected  to  furnish  his  own  arms  and 
amunitlon,  and  equip  himself  thorough- 
ly at  his  own  expense.  In  those  days 
nearly  every  man  had  a  rifle  or  mus- 
ket, as  it  was  necessary  for  the  de- 
fen.se  of  his  family  and  the  community 
against  Indian  raids.  But  the  section 
In  regard  to  the  arms  and  equipments 
of  the  officers  is  more  of  a  curiosity 
than  the  other,  and  refers  to  some 
equipments  the  National  guardsman  of 
today  would  be  at  loss  to  know  the  use 


and  cavalry  the  government  would 
"loan"  guns  and  equipments  to  the 
states.  This  was  the  first  direct  ap- 
propriation for  arms  for  the  militia, 
and  it  will  be  seen  the  government  did 
not  propose  to  supply  the  arms,  but 
to  sell  them  to  the  states. 

As  early  as  1808  the  relations  be- 
tween this  country  and  Great  Britain 
were  so  strained  that  it  was  thought 
best  by  congress  to  take  some  active 
measures  toward  arming  the  militia, 
and  a  law  was  enacted  making  an  an 
nual   appropriation     of 


usually  of  the  old  flint-lock  style, 
changed  to  percussion.  They  were, 
however,  practically  the  same  class  as 
used  in  the  regular  army  at  that  time. 

The  Civil  war  was  slow  In  produc- 
ing results  favorable  to  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  militia,  and  it  was  not 
until  1887  that  a  change  was  made  in 
the  law  of  1855.  The  change  consisted 
In  making  the  quota  of  arms  distrib- 
uted to  a  state  dependent  upon  the 
fact  that  the  state  had  an  enlisted  and 
organized  militia  equal  in  numbers  to 
100  for  each  senator  and  representa- 
tive in  congress.  It  was  not  until  after 
the  Spanish- American  war  that  the 
people  and  congress  took  the  Interest 
in  perfecting  the  organization  of  a 
National  Guard  commensurate  with  its 
importance. 

Since  1808  there  have  been  two 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  arms — one 
consisting  of  the  $200,000  before  men- 
tioned, and  its  accumulations,  and  the 
other  of  a  chanping  appropriation  for 
arms  for  the  regular  establishment. 
These  two  funds  have  always  been 
kept  separate  by  the  secretary  of  war, 
and  there  was  a  time  when  about  the 
only  arms  furnished  the  militia  were 
those  discarded  by  the  regular  army. 
By  1897  the  government  had  accumu- 
lated a  large  reserve  supply  of  arms 
and  the  militia  began  ciamoring  for  a

and  territories,  and  District  of  Clumbia 
with  the  same  armament  and  equip- 
ment as  are  now  prescribed  for  cor- 
responding branches  of  -the  line  of 
staff  in  the  regular  army  •  •  •  the 
secretary  of  fvar  is  hereby  authorized, 
*  ♦  •  to  issue  the  said  armament 
and  equipment  to  the  organized 
militia." 

Now,  that  another  change  has  been 
made  In  the  arms  of  the  regulars,  once 
more  the  old  inequality  exists  as  the 
militia  have  the  Krag  and  the  regulars 
the  New  Springfield,  model  1903.  It  Is 
held  by  the  war  department  that  it  has 
no  power  to  issue  the  new  arms  to  the 
mliita  without  congressional  action.

Huge  Price  Wrung  From  Vanderbilt  by 
a  Negro. 

Ashevllle.  N.  C,  Feb.  6.— The  Collins 
cabin,  adjoining  Blltmore  house, 
known  as  "the  house  that  Vanderbilt 
could  not  buy,"  Saturday  became  the 
property  of  George  W.  Vanderbilt.  To- 
gether with  the  cabin  was  transferred 
Collins'  six-acre  lot. 

Collins  purchased  this  lot  and  cabin 
twenty  years  ago  for  $200.  When  Mr. 
Vanderbilt  decided  to  build  his  famous 
Biltmore  house  the  site  he  selected 
was  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  Ne- 
gro Collins'  log  cabin.  Landscape  gar- 
deners and  engineers  laid  out  an  ap- 
proach from  Biltmore  village  to  Mr. 
Vanderbilt's  mansion.  The  approach 
road  led  through  Collins'  six  acres. 
Mr.  Vanderbilt  wanted  to  buy.  He  of- 
fered Collins  a  small  fortune  for  his 
place.  Collins'  lawyers  told  him  to 
make  Mr.  Vanderbilt  double  the  price. 

He  later  came 
around  and  agreed  to  give  Collins  his 
price.

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ROMANS  USEDSAFETY  PINS. 

Many  Other  "Modern"  Inventions  Re- 
corder! in  Ancient  History. 

Evory  now  and  then  it  is  discovered 
that  some  extremely  "modern"  inven- 
tion Ls  in  rtality  exceedingly  old.  For 
example,  the  safety  pin,  far  from  being 
a  novelty  or  even  of  recent  origin,  is 
decidedly  ancient— a  fact  made  cortaiu 
by  the  tlnding  of  a  great  many  such 
pins,  fashioned  exactly  like  those  of  to- 
day. In  old  Roman  and  Etruscan  toml>s 
dating  back  to  a  period  a  good  deal 
earlier   than   the   birth  of  Chri.st. 

Tlie  safety  pin  In  truth  was  an  article 
of  common  use  In  Italy  long  before  the 
Roman  empire  attaintd  tlie  heiglit  of 
Its  glory.  .Some  of  them  were  exactly 
like  those  today,  utilizing  the  famliiar 
principle  of  coiled  spring  and  catch, 
says  the  Scientific  American,  but  the 
material  of  which  they  were  made 
seems  always  to  have  been  bronze. 
They  took  on  a  development,  however, 
far  more  remarkable  than  our  modern 
safety  pins,  many  of  them  being  quite 
large  alTairs.  ten  inches  or  so  In  length 
and  hollow,  as  if  designed  to  bo  at- 
tached to  the  gown  in  front  and  possi- 
bly to  contain  something  or  other— 
conceivably  flowers.  Not  Infrequently 
they  were  ornamented  with  gems. 

Anotht-r  ancient  invention  was  the 
collar  st'id.  It  is  true  that  fhe  ancient 
Romans  did  not  use  buttons  to  fasten 
their  garments,  but  for  this  very  rea- 
son safety  pins  were  more  urgently 
rtquired;  and  the  latter  seem  to  have 
been  supplemented  by  studs  of  bronze, 
which  were  in  sliape  exactly  like  those 
of  today.  Of  course,  people  In  tliose 
times  wore  no  collars;  but  the  little 
contrivance  in  question  was  utilized  in 
other  ways.  Probably— and  indeed  the 
assumption  Is  not  a  rash  one— it  had  in 
that  early  epoch  the  same  habit  as 
now  of  rolling  under  a  piece  of  fur- 
niture on  slight  provocation  for  the 
purpose  of  eluding  observation  and 
pursuit,  with  tho  usual  perversity  of 
inanimate  objects. 

Of  all  modern  Inventions  none  seem.s 
to  belong  more  typlcallj-  to  the  present 
day  than  the  so-called  McOill  paper 
fastener— the  small  brass  contrivance 
used  to  fasten  a  number  of  sheets  of 
paper  together.  Yet.  though  it  has 
bp«n  patented,  it  wa^.well  known  more 
than  2«0  years  ago.  being  used  by  the 
soldiers  of  Rome  its  an  in<  idental  of 
tneir  costume.  The  belt  of  thin  copper 
wqrn  by  the  ancient  legionary  was 
fastened  to  a  strip  of  cloth,  for  liiiing; 
with  a  series  of  little  bronze  clamps 
exactly  like  the  paper  fastener  in  ques- 
tion. 

The  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Wash- 
ington has  got  togeth<^r  a  very  inter- 
esting collection  of  .such  ancient  in- 
ventions. Among  other  objects  belong- 
ing to  the  same  category  are  thimbles 
2.500  years  old.  They  are  of  bronze 
and  their  outer  surface  show  tho 
familiar  indentations  for  engaging  the 
head  of  the  needle.  Indeed,  these  thim- 
bles are  much  like  mofiern  ones,  bur- 
ring the  fact  that  they  have  no  lops 
to  cover  the  end  of  the  finger.  For 
that  matter,  however,  many  thimbles 
of  today  are  topless. 

The  wopun  in  those  days  had  bronze 
bodkins,  made  just  like  those  In  u.se 
now,  and  for  toilet  purposes  they  em- 
ployed small  tweezers  of  a  pattern 
that  has  not  been  altered  in  2.000  years. 
To  hold  their  hair  in  place  they  had 
not  hit  upon  the  notion  of  bending  a 
wire  doublf?  but  they  used  for  that 
purpo.se  straight  bronze  pins  big  spher- 
ical heads.  It  is  from  this  early  type 
of  hairpin,  in  truth,  that  the  hatpin  of 
today  is  derived.  Mayhap  the  ancient 
Roman  virago,  when  aroused  to  rage, 
plucked  an  improvised  dagger  from  her 
backhair  and   employed   it    vigoiously. 

In  the  collection  referred  to  are  a 
number  of  fish  hooks  not  less  than  3,000 
years  old.  obtained  from  ancient  Swiss 
lake  dwellings.  They  are  of  bronze 
and  In  shape  are  exactly  like  the  most 
improved  modern  fish  hooks.  They 
have  the  same  curves  and  the  same 
barbs  with  a  similar  expansion  at  the 
top  of  the  shank  for  the  attachment  of 
the  line.  Barring  the  metal  of  which 
they  are  composed,  they  might  have 
been  made  yesterday.  Other  curios 
from  the  old  Etruscan  tombs  are  staln- 
ers,  ladles.  s.poons  and  knives  of  bronze, 
such  articles,  as  well  as  bronze  daggers 
and  other  weapons  and  utensils,  were 
cast  most  commonly  In  moulds  that 
were  carvtd  out  of  hard  stone  a  pair 
or  stones  being  required  to  produce  the 
object,  which  was  afterward  polished 
and  otherwise  elaborated.  Among  the 
most  Interesting  of  the  contilvanc.s 
for  the  toilet  is  a  fine  tooth  comb  of 
Ivory,  which  in  shape  is  precisely  like 
the  fine  tooth  combs  of  today.

Otero,  who  Is  mentioned  as  one  of 
tne  stars  that  Alfonso  hopes  to  take 
to  Madrid,  is  a  noblewoman,  daughter 
of  the  Coifnt  and  Countess  Carassaw. 
She  was  born  in  Italy  and  gained  fame 
as  a  dancer  when  only  8  years  old.  She 
married  the  Marquis  Otero  when  she 
was  only  13  years  old,  eloped  from  him 
at  16  and  was  divorced  from  him  In  1889. 

Many  men  with  royal  names  have  in- 
volved themselves  in  serious  trouble 
for  love  of  this  siren  of  the  dance. 
The  brother  of  the  Empress  of  Ger- 
many, the  Duke  Ernest  Gunther  of 
Schleswig-Holstein.  was  omitted  from 
the  court  circular  on  account  of  his 
persistent  attentions  to  Otero,  and  it 
was  even  said  that  the  Crown  Prince 
of  Germany,  now  the  emperor,  was 
a  victim  to  her  charms. 

Otero,  after  a  long  and  varied  career. 
In  which  a#  various  periods  she  has 
been  lionized  In  every  capital  of  Eur- 
ope, has  finally  decided  to  settle  down 
and  marry  a  wealthy  Englishman 
named    Webb. 

But  she  will  not  quit  the  stage.  Like 
women  who  once  taste  the  Joy  of  reign- 
ing as  an  empress  of  the  dance,  she  Is 
determined  to  continue  to  pirouette  her 
way  Into  the  appl.iuse  of  the  multitude, 
and  more  now  than  ever  since,  as  a 
part  result  of  her  own  Inimitable  art, 
dancers  all  over  the  world  are  reap- 
ing a  harvest  such  as  none  could  have 
predicted  ten  years  ago. 

The  Spanish  girl  Is  generally  esteem- 
ed to  be  the  best  dancer,  with  the  Ital- 
ian second.  The  daughters  of  Castile 
have  a  dash  and  passionate  abandon 
,that  seems  to  be  lacking  in  other  wom- 
'en,  who,  while  they  may  possess  limit- 
less grace,  do  not  Imbue  the  measures 
of  the  dance  with  the  proper  fire. 

In  Spain  they  have  never  ceased  to 
love  the  danee.  The  composers  of  that 
country  have  neglected  opera  in  favor 
of  dance  music,  because  they  found  In 
the  latter  an  easier  and  quicker  road 
to  popularity.  And  the  women  of  the 
south  of  Spain  will  go  through  any 
amount  of  arduous  effort  in  order  to 
master  a  famous  step. 

For  the  great  dance  of  the  flamenco 
they  regard  It  as  no  hardship  to  begin 
practicing  in  childhood  and  work  for 
eight  years.  In  order  -to  finally  obtain 
perfection. 

There  are  some  figures  In  this  danca 
that  really  put  the  performer  to  a 
terrific  muscular  strain,  but  the  de- 
light it  gives  to  the  throngs  and  the 
j  rosultlns    applause    la    always    felt    to 


be  liberal  repayment  to  the  artist. 

Alfonso  will  liave  to  make  a  battle 
in  order  to  monopolize  the  star  dancers 
of  the  capitals  of  Europe.  At  the  opera 
hou.se,  a  dozen  theaters  and  dance  halls, 
Paris  has  use  for  as  many  iiigh-class 
dancers  as  it  can  get.  In  fact,  the 
supply  is  short  of  the  demand. 

Vienna  is  another  capital  that  will 
pay  any  price  to  feast  itself  in  tlie 
perfection  of  art  motion,  and  London 
makes  demands,  which  are  seconded  by 
the  rich  returns  from  theatrical  tours 
of  the  United  States. 

It  Is  the  day  of  the  dancer,  a  time 
when  the  ptoperly  educated  feet  of  a 
pretty  woman  are  worth  far  more  in 
salary  than  the  cultivated  brains  of  a 
college  professor.  j

RAILROADS  STAND  PAT 


(Continued  from  page  1.) 

tomey,  who  ran  as  Democratic  candid- 
ate against  Congressman  Tawney  four 
years  ago.  While  other  railroad  at- 
torneys were  present,  he  conducted  the 
case  for  all  the  railroads  of  Minne- 
sota, as.sisted  by  the  traffic  managers 
of  the  various  lines,  whom  he  presented 
to  the  committee  to  furnish  informa- 
tion about  the  mattt-r  under  considera- 
tion. 

First,  however,  he  presented  the 
railroad  side  of  the  2-cent  fare  propo- 
sition,  In  substance  as  follows: 

"In  spite  of  press  reports  to  the  con- 
trary, the  railroads  are  not  ready  to 
stand  any  reduction  whatever  In  the 
passenger  rales.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
traffic  managers  recently  held.  they 
were  unanimcuslj-  of.  that  opinion. 

•"There  has  been  talk  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  passes  were  cut  off  it  would 
enable  the  railroads  to  reduce  rates 
and  still  make  money.  I  think  I  can  be 
able  to  show  you  that  this  is  not  true. 
In  the  first  place,  to  cut  off  newspaper 
transjwrtation  would  mean  no  gain 
whatever.  That  is  all  paid  for  in  adver- 
tising, and  if  it  cannot  be  paid  for  in 
that  manner  it  must  be  paid  for  in 
cash.  To  cut  off  exchange  transporta- 
tion, that  if  passes  held  by  employes 
of  one  road  good  on  the  lines  of  an- 
other, would  result  in  no  saving,  be- 
cause In  that  event  the  railroads  would 
have  to  pay  for  the  transportation  of 
their  employes  on  other  lines.  This  cuts 
it  down  to  strictly  complimentary 
passes,  and  these,  if  paid  for  in  cash, 
would  amount  to  about  '/i  of  1  per  cent 
of  the  total  passenger  receipts.  To  cut 
off  these  passes  would  not  materially 
affect  the  revenues. 

"The  passenger  trains  are  run  at  a 
loss  now.  or  at  best  upon  a  margin  so 
small  as  to  leave  no  room  for  protits. 
The  rates  cannot  be  cut  one-third 
without  deteriorating  the  service.  This 
Is  not  a  threat,  but  a  prediction  of 
some  tiling  that  cannot  fail  to  come  to 
pass.  While  under  a  reduced  rate  rail- 
roads might  maintain  the  present 
equipment,  they  could  not  afford  to 
make  improvements. 

"At  present  3  cents  per  mile  is 
the  majcimum.  but  it  is  not  the  aver- 
a*re.  If  the  maximum  is  made  2 
cents,  it  will  be  very  near  the  mini- 
mum also,  because  there  will  be  few- 
reduced  rate  arrangements  under  a 
2-cent  law.  The  exact  average  in 
this  .state  now  i.s  2.1*32  cents  per  mile. 
What  makes  this  k>w  average?  Not 
mileage  books,  as  some  may  imagine. 
The  2-eent  mileage  books  account  for 
only  12  per  cent  of  this,  and  only  TO 
per  cent  of  those  that  make  up  this 
12  per  cent  are  traveling  men.  L«ast 
year  the  Omaha  road  gave  111  reduc- 
tions in  i-ates  on  special  occasions, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  the  other 
roads  avei-aged  about  the  same.  The 
state  fair  business,,  a  large  part  of  it, 
was  done  at  IVi  cents  per  mile.  This 
was  profitaJale  because  it  brings  large 
crt^vds.       If     Minnesota     were     dense

I  The  taxation  of  railroads  is  the 
subject  of  a  number  of  bills  now  be- 
fore    the     legislature,     with     more     to

I     The  most  radical  measure,   In  effect, 

'  is  that  of  Senator  Fosseen  of  Minne- 
apolis,   w.ho    proposes    an    amendment 

^  to  the  constitution,  leaving  railroad 
taxation  entirely  In  the  hands  of 
the  legislature,  which  is  to  be  free 
to  fix  the  manner  of  taxation  and  the 
amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  from 
railroads.  At  present  railroad  taxa- 
tion is  guarded  by  a  constitutional 
provision  that  it  slmll  not  be  changed 
without  a  vote  of  the  people. 

As  The  Herald  has  stated.  Repre- 
sentative C.  B.  Miller  of  Duluth  Is 
preparing  a  bill  raising  the  railroad 
gross  earnings  tax  to  5  per  cent,  and 
providing  that  they  shall  In  addition 
pay  the  local  aj^sessments  for  im- 
provements. 

Itepresentatlve  Spooner  of  Morris 
has  a  bill  in  raising  the  gross  earn- 
ings tax  to  5  per  cent,  but  retaining 
the  old  objectionable  feature  exempt- 
ing the  railroads  from  special  assess- 
ments  for   local   improvements. 

Representative  F.  B.  Nimocks  of 
Minneapolis  has  one  bill  in  providing 
that  railroads  shall  pay  local  assess- 
ments, wiiich  is  undoubtedly  imcon- 
stitutional,  because  it  does  not  pro- 
vide for  a  submisssion  of  the  proposal 
to  the  people.  For  this  bill  he  has 
substituted  another,  providing  for 
the  same  thing,  but  also  providing 
that  the  bill  shall  be  submitte<l  to 
liie  people  at  the  next  election.  He 
has  also  prei>ared  and  Introduced 
a  bill  making  the  same  requirement 
ui>on  telegraph,  telephone  and  other 
companies  that  now  pay  a  gross 
earnings  tax  to  the  state.  This  bill 
will  not  have  to  go  to  the  people, 
because  the  constitution  does  not  re- 
quire it. 

Out  of  this  list  of  bills  some  giTm 
in  railroad  taxation  ought  to  result. 
The  railroad  gross  earnings  tax  is 
too  low,  and  it  should  be  raised.  The 
principle  of  exempting  the  railroads 
from  local  assessments  is  i)erniciou3, 
and  should  be  abolished.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  the  l>est  mea- 
sure is  that  which  Representative 
Miller  is  going  to  introduce,  provid- 
ing at  the  same  time  for  an  increase 
in  the  gross  earnings  tax,  and  for 
the  payment  of  assessments  for  local 
improvements  by  the  railroads. 

•  •      • 

The  St.  Louis  county  delegation,  at 
its  meeting  yesterday  afternoon,  ap- 
proved of  seven  measures  directly 
affecting  St.  Louis  county,  and  they 
will  be  introduced  in  the  house  this 
afternoon. 

The  bills  relating  to  the  salaries  of 
county  officers  were  put  over  until 
next  week,  at  the  request  of  several 
county  officers,  who  say  they  wish 
to  be  heard.  The  delegation  decided., 
therefore,  to  hold  an  open  meeting 
next  Wednesday  afternoon,  at  2 
o'clock,  .at  which  time  anybody  who 
has  anything  to  prc-sent  is  invited  to 
app;^ar   and    make   iiis    cause    known. 

The  seven  bills  to  te  introduced 
this    afternoon    are    as    follows: 

A  bill  providing  the  county  attorney 
of  St.  Louis  coutity  with  a  contingent 
fund  of  $l,00y  a  year.  This  money 
is  to  be  used  in  searching  out  and 
prosecuting  blind  pigs,  with  which 
rumor  says  the  county  is  inftsted. 

A  bill  providing  for  school  facili- 
ties in  unorganized  towns,  under  a 
county  board  of  education,  of  which 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  is  to  be  chairman.  At 
present  there  are  no  school  facilities 
in  unorganized  territory,  though  there 
are  many  settlers  with  children  that 
need  education.  Until  they  are  num- 
erous enough  to  form  a  township  and 
school  district  organization,  some 
method  of  providing  them  with 
schools  is  needed,  and  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  this  bill  to  accomplish  that 
help. 

Two  bills  refer  to  the  new  court- 
house. One  allows  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  to  levy  a  tax 
for  courthouse  purposes,  and  the 
other  provides  that  the  courthouse 
commission  shall  audit  the  bills,  and 
that     int.rest-bearing     certificates,     at 

4  per  cent,  may  be  l.ssucd  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  building  the  county 
capitol.  It  is  also  provided  that  the 
commission  may  hire  such  assistants 
as  seem  necessary. 

•  In  both  bills  It  is  provided  that 
the  amount  to  be  spent  on  the  new 
courthouse  shall  not  exceed  $600,000. 
Under  the  old  arrangements,  the 
limit   was   $400,000. 

Another  bill  to  be  introduced  this 
afternoon  is  that  permitting  cities  of 
over  50.000  inhabitants  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  purchase  or  construction  of  a 
municipal  electric  lighting  plant.  The 
bill  goes  in  in  its  original  form  as 
requested  by  the  city  attorney  and 
the  city  council,  putting  no  limit 
whatever  on  the  amount  of  bonds 
that  may  be  l.ssued   for  this  purpeise. 

The  bill  providing  for  a  county  ex- 
aminer, to  keep  cases  on  the  books 
and  accounts  of  townships,  villages, 
school  districts  and  ksser  cities  in 
the  county,  was  also  approved,  and 
win   be   offered   this   aftcrnoe>n. 

The  last  bill  approved,  ajid  to  be 
offered  today,  is  that  giving  the  West 
Duluth  justice  court  jurisdiction  over 
criminal  cases,  to  prevent  the  neces- 
sity of  lugging  petty  offenders  all   the 

way  down  to  Duluth  for  trial.

There  will  be  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  St.  Louis,  Ramsey  and  Hennepin 
county-  delegations,  the  first  of  the 
session,  this  afternoon,  to  consider 
pending  measures  of  common  interest 
and   application.

The  new  rate  bill,  framed  by  the 
Minnesota  Shippers  and  Receivers' 
association,  and  introduced  in  (tie 
senate  yesterday  by  Senator  Canfield, 
is  revolutionary  enough  to  suit  any- 
body.

The  senate  yesterday  passed  ten  bills, 
none  of  them  of  importance.     The  house, 

owing  to  the  taxation  talk  by  LKiwson 
Purdy,  expert,  did  not  reach  general  or- 
ders or  the  calendar. 

There  was  much  interest  in  Mr.  Purdy'S" 
talk  yesterday,  though  his  ideas  did  not 
hU  off  with  those  of  the  radical  members 
who  are  anxious  to  hurry  into  revolution- 
ary movements  on  taxation. 

He  distinetly  oppcsed  hasty  action  In 
matters  of  taxation,  and  said  that  as  the 
slate  had  rested  ttfty  years  under  the 
eld  system,  it  could  afford  to  sit  awhile 
longer  before  hurrying  Into  untried  sys- 
tems that  might  be  proposed, 
ses,  lettered  from  A  to  M,  excluding 
1. 

The  maximum  rate  to  be  charged 
on  first-class  matter  is  to  be  5  cents 
l>er  100  pounds  for  acceptance,  5  mills 
for  each  five  miles  of  the  haul,  and 
a  terminal  charge  of  5  cents  per  100 
pounds,  making  a  total  maximum 
charge  of  10%  cents  per  100  pounds* 
up  to  seven  and  a  half  mllea,  and  11 
cents  for  seven  and  a  half  to  twelve 
and  a  half  miles,  and  so  on.  The 
second-class  is  to  pay  90  per  cent  of 
this,  third-class  80  per  cent,  fourth- 
class  70  per  cent,  fifth-class  60  per 
cent,  sixth- class  50  per  cent,  seventh- 
olass  40  per  cent.  eightJi-<4ass  120  per 


cent,  ninth-class  150  perecent,  and 
tenth  class  200  per  cent. 

The  tonnage  tajc  on  iron  mines  was 
brought  to  his  attention,  and  he  con- 
demned it  as  dangerous,  experimental, 
and  doubtful  as  to  its  results. 

He  favored  a  permanent  tax  commis- 
sion, rather  than  a  temporary  commis- 
sion  to  revise   the  tax  laws.

HAPPENINGS  IN 
THE  DAKOTAS 

No  Truth  in  Six  Deaths 

From  Freezing  at 

Goodrich. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Goodrich— A  story  without  foundation, 
affecting  this  place  and  vicinity,  was 
wired  yesterday  from  Bismarck.  It  de- 
clared tliat  an  unknown  woman  and  five 
children    were    frozen    to    death    here    on 

Sunday  night.  So  far  from  l>e:nK  true 
was  thi.**  story,  that  not  even  sufferini; 
is  to  be  found  In  this  place.  There  is  a 
lignite  micf  only  sixteen  miles  away 
which  coniains  fuel  enough  for  all  the 
countryside  for  many  years  to  corac.  So 
far   Goodrich   has   not   lacked   for   provi- 


sions;  supplies  on  hand  are  ample  for  a 
long  siege. 


Grand  Forks— Owing  to  the  snow  block- 
ado  there  was  not  the  attendance  ex- 
peotf'd  at  the  meeting  and  banquet  of 
I'hilippine  vot^rans  Monday  night  to  cele- 
brate the  eighth  annual  anniversary  of 
the  opening  of  hostilities  in  the  Philip- 
pines. Among  the  guests  were  Col.  Treu- 
man.  Captains  A.  I.  Berg,  Tharlson,  John- 
son and  various  other  members  of  the 
North  Dakota  regiment.  The  Devils  Lake 
delegation  was  snowbound  and  did  not 
reach  here  until  yt-sterday. 


FuUerton— When  the  eastbound  Soo  pas- 
senger train  pull<^d  into  the  station  here 
Monday,  the  engineer  discovered  on  the 
pilot  of  his  engine  ihe  dashboard  of  a 
wagon  and  a  .sack  of  flour.  The  bars  of 
the  pilot  were  smeared  with  blood,  and 
the  engineer  at  once  notified  headquarters 
that  an  accident  had  happened,  and  an 
investigation  was  started. 

It  was  found  th.at  a  farmer  living  sev- 
eral miles  from  Fullerton  had  been  to 
town  for  supplies.  As  all  the  roads 
were  Impassable,  he  started  his  team 
down  the  S<m>  track  on  his  homeward 
journey.  Owing  to  a  blizzard,  neither 
the  engineer  nor  the  farmer  was  awarp 
of  their  proximity.  In  the  nick  of 
time,  however,  the  farmer  realized  bis 
danger  and  Jumped  to  save  his  life.     His 


wagon  was  smashed  to  splinters,  however, 
and   his  horsfs  killed. 


Bismarck— One  of  the  most  important 
measures  coming  before  the  legislative 
assembly  at  this  gos.sion  is  house  bill  82, 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  rural 
schools  of  the  state,  which  has  pjissed 
the  house  In  committee  of  the  whole  and 
is  now  under  consideration  in  the  ap- 
propriations committee.  The  people  of 
the  state  are  taking  a  wide  interest  in 
the  measure.  It  carries  an  annual  ap- 
propriation of  $20,000,  but  as  this  large 
appropriation  will  come  back  to  all  of 
tlie  district  schools  of  the  state,  the  ex- 
penditures it  Implies  will  not  be  so  im- 
portant a  matter.  It  practically  gives 
to  every  school  which  employs  a  princi- 
pal who  is  a  graduate  of  a  normal  school 
or  college  and  emplqjs  four  or  more 
teachers,  with  a  first  grade  .serlificate, 
or  its  equivalent,  and  having  two  years 
of  high  school  work  and  holding  nine 
months'  school  yearly,  aid  to  the  extent 
of  $300  annu.illy;  every  school  with  a 
principal  or  above  two  teachers,  having 
a  first  grade  certificate,  and  having  eight 
months'  school  annually,  $175  annually; 
to  each  rural  school  holding  nine  months' 
school  and  employing  a  teacher  with  a 
first  grade  certificate.  $1S  annually,  and 
each  school  holding  eight  months'  school 
and  employing,  a  teacher  witit  a  second 
grade  certificate  or  better,  $75  annually. 


Provisions  are  also  made  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  school  to  a  higher  class,  on  a 
satisfactory  showing.  The  manifest  idea 
of  the  bill  is  to  encourage  the  school  dis- 
tricts toward  better  equipment,  longer 
terms  and  a  higher  standard  of  teachers. 
The  bill  has  be»n  approved  by  the  state 
educational  association.

MUCH  MILDER 

Will  Remain  So  for  Sev- 
eral Days,  Says 
Weather  Man. 

The  weather  "  continued  considerably 
warmer  all  day  yesterday  and  the  tem- 
perature this  morning  was  only  12  degs. 
below  at  7  o'clock,  although  it  went  down 

to  14  a  little  later.  There  has  been  a 
steady  rise  since  S  o'clock,  and  at  noon 
the  thermometer  registered  6  above  zero. 

Observer  Richardson  says  that  there  Is 
no  cold  spell  In  sight  at  present,  which 
is  liable  to  visit  Duluth,  and  he  expects 
the  present  spell  of  milder  temperatures 
to  prevail  for  several  days.  It  will,  of 
course,  grow  colder  this  evening  and  will 
probably  remain  about  zero  during  the 
night,  after  which  the  temperature  will 
probably  rise  to  12  or  15  at)ove  tomor- 
row. 

In  the  Dakotas  the  weather  Is  much 
milder,  there  having  been  a  rise  in  tem- 
perature of  2>>  degs.  since  yesterday  morn- 
ing. The  average  temperature  in  that 
district  this  morning  was  a  few  degrees 
below  the  zero  mark.  In  the  West  the 
weather  Is  also  milder,  but  in  the  Can- 
adian Northwest  the  reports  state  that  It 
is  still  intensely  cold,  the  average  tem- 
perature ranging  from  30  to  40  below.

TRACTION  ORDINANCE 

Passed  by  Virginia  Council  by  Vote  of 
4  to  2. 

Virginia,  Minn.,  Feb.  6.— (.Special  to 
The  Herald.)— By  a  vote  of  4  to  2  the 
city  council  last  evening  passed  the  or- 
dinance granting  a  franchise  to  the 
Mesaba  Traction  company.  Aldermen 
Mesberg  and  Owens  voted  no.  Previ- 
ously Mesberg  made  a  motion  to  lay 
the  franchise  on  the  table  until  It 
would  be  known  what  the  city  of  Evel- 
eth proposed  to  do.

ARE  STILL 
IN  THE  RING 

Lid  Party  Not  Discour- 
aged by  Results  of 
tiie  Election. 

Preparations  Are  Being 

Made  for  Big  Fight 

Next  Year. 


Though  but  one  of  their  candidates, 
Alexander  Kennedy  in  the  Sixth,  was 
elected  yesterday,  it  takes  more  than 
one  election-  to  phase  the  lid  party 
in  Duluth.  The  fact  that  they  held 
the  Seventh  ward  as  well  as  they  did 
appeals  to  them  as  strongly  indica- 
tive of  success  to  come. 

"I  did  fully  as  well  as  I  expected," 
said  Mr.  Max^auley  today.  "Fllia- 
trauJt  and  his  supporters  spent  ten 
times  as  much  as  1  did  on  the  elec- 
tion, and  though  they  were  so  con- 
fident of  a  sweeping  victory  in  every 
precinct,  we  made  a  great  fight.  Had 
we  had  time  to  perfect  our  organiza- 
tion in  the  fifth  precinct,  the  result 
mlfeht    have    been     different." 

••The  big  fight  is  yet  to  come,"  said 
Secretary  Bert  Wheeler  of  tho  Civic 
league.  "This  was  largely  in  the 
nature  of  a  feeler,  to  determine  how 
we  stand,  and  its  results  have  been 
highly    satisfactory." 

The  following  official  statement  of 
the  situation  from  the  "law  enforce- 
ment" standpoint  was  authorized  this 
morning: 

••We  are  not  disappointed,  not  even 
defeated.  The  complexion  of  the 
council  remains  practically  un- 
chajiged,  unless  M.  J.  Flliatrault 
and  Joseph  Shartel  should  vote  with 
us.  The  former  has  been  supported 
by  a  number  of  temperance  men,  in- 
cluding several  Good  Templars,  and 
he  has  been  reported  frequently  as 
favoring  law  enforcement.  The  latter 
defeated  A.  J.  Lyle,  one  of  the  com- 
mittee on  police  and  license,  which 
committee  turned  down  the  petition 
of  165  voters  against  the  granting  of 
the  Carpeaiter  saloon  license  practi- 
cally   without    Investigation. 

"The  Herald's  sca.re  headlines  on 
impeachment,  and  the  list  of  candi- 
dates supposed  to  have  been  support- 
ed by  the  Civic  league,  stirred  up  the 
'other  fellows'  pretty  lively,  and  had 
the  effect  of  bringing  out  the  'free 
and  easy'  vote. 

"In  the  Sixth  ward,  where  the  Civio 
league  had  a  complete  organization, 
Mr.  Kennedy  won  hands  down.  In 
the  Seventh,  where  we  had  four  pre- 
cincts organized,  we  held  them  even, 
combating  a  strong  Democratic  or- 
ganization without  the  support  of  the 
Republicaa  party,  except  as  individ- 
uals. 

"In  the  Third  ward  our  support  of 
Mr.  Waugh  was  not  organized,  and 
it  probably  did  him  more  harm  than 
good,  although  Alderman  Jordan  did 
the  same  thing  two  years  ago  when 
the  'lid'  question  was  dormant. 

"We  did  not  bring  out  Mr.  Rings- 
red,  but  helped  him  where  we  could. 
The  Ne^v."s-Tribune's  statements  mis- 
led a  few  lid  voters,  and  the  full  sup- 
port was  not  brought  out.  However, 
Alderman  Ribeneck  has  frequently 
stated  that  he  does  not  feel  strongly 
opposed   to  the  law  enforctiment  plan. 

"Altogether,  we  feel  satisfied  with 
the  results  of  the  first  work  attempt- 
ed, and  shall  continue  on  this  line  if 
It  takes  all  summer.  Law  enforce- 
ment is  In  the  air,  it  must  be 
breathed  by  aldermen,  mayor  and 
voters,  and  In  the  end  law  enforce- 
ment must  prevail,  for  right  will 
win,"

FOR  GEORGIA  CITY

Columbus  Board  of  Trade 

Tries  to  Attract  Capr 

ital  and  Labor. 

Columbus,  Ga.,  Feb.  6.— A  municipal 
freight  auditor  is  the  latest  creation 
of  this  city  In  its  efforts  to  attract 
foreign  capital  and  labor.  The  au- 
ditor, formerly  a  successful  railroad 
man.  devotes  his  time  to  Improving 
railroad  conditions  in  Columbus.  He 
has  already  secured  material  reductions 
in  freight  rates  on  shipments  from 
here,  and  the  beneficial  results  of  hla 
activity    become    more    and    more    ap- 


parent. Owing  to  the  fact  that  thJa 
is  one  of  the  largest  cotton  manufac- 
turing centers  in  the  South  the  freight 
auditor's  work  is  of  unusual  import- 
ance. 

The  board  of  trade  has  been  especial- 
ly organized  to  make  known  In  a 
business  like  way,  the  attractions  of 
Columbus  and  the  surrounding  country 
both  to  investors  and  to  labor.  Figure* 
sliowlng  the  growth  of  the  city  along 
Industrial  lines  In  th©  last  five  year* 
have  done  much  to  aid  this  work. 

An  Important  department,  unique  in 
the  board  of  trade  work  of  Southern 
njunicipulities,  is  that  established  to 
answer  the  many  inquiries  about  Col- 
umbus real  estate,  particularly  grpund 
available  for  factory,  sites.  By  co- 
operatirig  with  real  estate  agents  of 
the  city  the  board  of  trade  can  supply 
Immediate    and    accurate    answers. 

In  every  part  of  the  South  the  de- 
cided industrial  awakening,  which  has 
come  with  the  general  prosperity  of 
the  country,  Is  evident.  New  factories 
spring  up  in  m€4e  villages  and  eoon 
convert  them  into  towns.  Largely  as 
a  result  of  the  construction  of  new 
railroads  and  intcrrurban  trolley  lines 
thr  pf.pulation  of  both  Alabama  and 
Georgia  in  this  .section  la  r.-tpidly  In- 
cre.ising.  The  efforts  put  forth  by 
inimigratioii  assoeiations  have  brought 
man.v  .settlers  to  Georgia. 

In  Columbus  alone,  where  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Columbus  Power  company 
by  a  merger  of  all  the  other  large  pow- 
er companies  along  the  river,  gave  a 
decided  impetus  to  th«  industrial 
growth  of  the  citj-.  there  w.-is  last  year 
an  addition  of  four  new  cotton  mills, 
besides  extensive  improvementB  to 
nearly  all  of  those  already  here.  Tho 
Columbus  Power  company  will  have 
.'it  its  command  75,0((0  horsepower,  all 
of  which,  it  Is  expected,  will  soon  be 
taken  up,  owing  to  the  Inducements 
offered  to  manufacturers  by  both  the 
city  of  Columbus  and  the  power  com- 
pany.

RECIPROCAL  DEMURRAGE. 

It  is  reported  that  certain  -tcaitliy  whimperings  are 
floating  about  the  capitol  at  St.  Paul  to  the  effect  that 
reciprocal  demurrage  will  not  get  into  the  lawbooks  of 
this  state  through  the  action  of  the  legislature  at  this 
session.  In  other  wards,  that  the  Nolan  reciprocal  de- 
murrage bill  is  killed  already,  though  the  house  railroad 
committee  has  acted  promptly  and  the  bill  is  in  the  way 
of  quick  action. 

While  these  whispers,  as  whi:»pers  often  do.  may 
be  taking  too  much  for  granted,  there  seems  to  be  pretty 
good  reason  to  believe  that  the  plan  has  no  more  friends 
than  it  had  two  years  ago,  when  it  was  defeated,  and 
that  -ome  member;,  of  the  legislature,  high  in  authority, 
are  opposed  to  it.  At  the  last  session  the  bill  was  killed 
in  the  senate.  This  time  it  is  reported  that  it  will  have 
a  harder  time  in  the  house  than  it  had  two  years  ago, 
and  that  it  is  quite  as  likely  to  pass  the  senate  as  it  is  to 
pass  the  house. 

.■\11  of  which  seems  very  strange,  in  view  of  the  popu- 
lar agitation  in  favor  of  it.  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  can- 
didate-, and  all  parties  declared  for  it,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  merchants  and  shippers  all  over  the  state  have 
clamored  for  it.  Either  these  rumors  are  in  error,  or 
the  legislature  has  failed  to  catch  the  drift  of  public 
sentiment. 

Criticisms  of  the  pending  bill  are  being  made.  One 
says  that  some  of  its  provisions  do  not  mean  what  they 
are  intended  to  mean.  Another  says  that  the  measure 
would  turn  out  to  be  a  fertile  source  of  ea^y  rebating. 

There  are  not  valid  reasons  why  the  bill  should  be 
killed,  even  if  they  are  true.  If  there  is  anything  wrong 
with  the  measure,  it  can  easily  be  corrected.  If  it  threat- 
ens to  become  a  source  of  rebating,  surely  there  are 
minds  in  the  legislature  keen  enough  to  devise  regula- 
tions t'liat  will  prevent  that  result.  If  some  of  its  provi- 
sions are  ambiguous,  certainly  there  are  lawmakers  who 
can  think  up  wor^s  that  will  make  them  clear. 

The  principle  of  reciprocal  demurrage  is  sound 
There  is  no  reason  why  all  the  power  and  privilege 
should  be  on  the  side  of  the  railroads.  Because  it  always 
has  been  that  way  is  no  reason  why  it  should  continue  to 
be  that  way. 

Leaving  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  the  task  ol 
working  out  uncertainties  c»f  phraseology  and  stopping 
up  loopholes,  the  people  want  a  reciprocal  demurrage 
bill  parsed  at  this  session,  and  those  members  who  stand 
in  the  way  of  it  should  take  heed  to  tliemselves.  They 
are  treading  on  dangerous  ground. 


STATE  ENTOMOLOGIST'S  WORK. 

The  eleventh  annual  report  of  State  Entomologist  F. 
L.  Washburn  does  not  make  the  lightest,  most  idle-hour 
kind  of  reading,  but  every  word  in  it  is  of  immense  value 
to  every  farmer,  gardener  and  fruit  raiser  in  the  state 
and  will  be  review-ed  with  commetidation  by  agricitltural 
papers  all  over  the  nati'>n. 

The  report  is  made  up  of  explanations,  with  liberal 
illustrations,  of  the  work  of  the  entomologist,  especial  at- 
tention being  given  to  the  cabbage  worm  fly  that  has 
been  heretofore  one  of  the  worst  foes  of  the  truck  farm- 
er. Mr.  Washburn  declares  confidently  his  belief  that 
his  experiments  will  result  within  the  next  year  in  the 
deve!i>pment  of  an  effective  method  of  meeting  and 
checking  the  pest. 

A  careful  report  is  made  on  the  inspection  of  the 
horticultural  nurseries  of  the  state  and  summaries  ^i  the 
laws  of  the  various  states  are  given.  This  is  followed 
by  wholesome  advice  as  to  spraying  in  nursery  and  or- 
chard with  illustrations  of  the  various  kinds  of  spraying 
machines. 

An  interesting  feature  is  a  profusely  illustrated  en- 
tomological calendar.  Equally  valuable  are  recipes  for 
preparing  remedies  for  the  buffalo  moth,  clothes  moth, 
fleas,  cockroaches  and  other  household  nuisances.  City 
people  will  be  interested  also  in  the  efforts  to  check  the 
maple  tr^e  scale,  white  grubs  in  lasvns  and  other  insect 
disturbers  of  the  beauty  and  symmetry  of  the  city  yards. 


JAP  WAR  SCARE  TALK. 

While,  of  course,  it  is  never  safe  to  prophesy  as  to  the 
possible  line  of  action  of  two  nations  in  regard  to  ques- 
tions that  may  be  considered  excuse  for  war,  especially 
as  hi>tory  and  human  nature  alike  show  that  the  most 
trivial  causes  often  lead  to  the  most  terrible  conse- 
quences, it  would  certainly  seem  as  if  a  conflict  between 
Japan  and  the  United  States  over  the  San  Francisco 
school  question  is  as  little  likely  as  one  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  over  the  Swettenham 
incident. 

In  the  first  place,  the  best  and  most  reliable  reports 
from  Japan  agree  that  the  San  Francisco  school  question 
is  not,  nor  has  it  ever  been,  reganled  by  the  Japanese 
government  or  people  as  a  vital  issue.  In  fact,  instead 
of  being  made  the  occasion  for  belligerent  expressions, 
it  is  more  likely  to  be  employed  by  Japan  as  a  good 
means  for  diverting  all  Japanese  emigration  from  Amer- 
ica to  Korea  and  Manchuria  where  Japan's  economic  and 
military  future  lies. 

In  the  second  place.  Japan,  patriotic  as  is  its  people 
even  to  the  verge  of  starvation  in  making  self-sacrifices 
for  the  realm,  is  over-burdened  by  its  Russian  war 
debt  and  other  bonded  obligations.  In  the  last 
fiscal  year,  its  expenditures  were  nearlj-  $8,000,000  in 
excels  of  the  revenues  which  are  already  at  the  limit. 
The  plans  for  a  new  navy  and  for  the  reorganization  of 
the  army  will  cost  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  and 
cannot  possibly  be  completed  under  from  five  to  ten 
years. 

In  tlie  third  place.  Japan,  though  it  has  achieved  a 
world-wide  reputation  for  pugnacity  because  of  its  re- 
cent conflicts  with  China  and  Russia,  entered  ind*  both 
of  those  wars  only  after  it  had  sought  by  practically 
every  means  possible  to  evade  the  resort  to  arms.    In  the 
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struggle  with  Russia,  its  place  as  an  .Asiatic  power,  the 
security  of  its  commerce  and  the  very  existence  of  its 
empire  was  menaced. 

-And  yet  these  would-be  promoters  of  war  between 
Japan  and  the  United  States  refuse  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter from  the  common  sense  point  of  view.  The)'  "see 
red"  and  all  of  their  writings  are  ensanguined.  It  may 
be  noted,  however,  that  the  public  at  large  refuses  to 
"turn  even  a  hair"  of  excitement.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  "fire-eaters,"  finding  they  are  shooting  into  emptj' 
air,  will  soon   weary  of  their  war-scare  talk. 


HOME  INDUSTRIES  FIRST. 

Patronize  home  industries.  Give  your  financial  and 
moral  support  to  the  business  men  and  the  manufac- 
turers who  are  laboring  to  build  up  Duluth.  Uon't  send 
to  Minneapolis  or  St.  Paul  or  Oshkosh  or  Chicago  or  any 
place  else  for  what  you  can  get  at  home.  In  this"  way 
you  can  best  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  Commercial 
club  to  "boost"  Duluth. 

The  excuse  sometimes  given  for  sending  orders  else- 
where, that  Duluth  business  men  charge  more  than  do 
those  of  other  cities,  is  rarely,  if  ever,  found  to  be  true, 
when  the  qnalitj'  of  the  material  or  the  thoroughness 
of  manufacture  is  looked  into.  In  ninety-nine  and  nine- 
tenths  cases  out  of  every  hundred,  the  local  offering  costs 
really  no  more  and  is  of  better  character. 

In  buying  awaj'  from  Duluth,  especially  on  orders, 
you  must  rely  on  the  good  faith  of  the  merchant  or  the 
honesty  and  carefulness  of  the  clerk.  In  buj'ing  in  Du- 
luth, you  can  see  for  j'ourself  exactlj'  what  you  are 
getting  and,  if  )ou  are  not  an  expert  yourself,  you  can 
easily  get  a  friend  who  is,  to  advise  you. 

Xo  city  was  ever  built  up  into  a  metropolis,  no  matter 
what  its  natural  advantages,  unless  the  people  of  that 
cit)'  gave  hearty  support  to  the  business  men  and  the 
factories.  If  the  home  town  refuses  to  back  up  an  enter- 
prise, this  is  soon  bruited  about  and  causes  irreparable 
damage  in  all  the  tributary  territory. 

All  of  the  great  cities,  not  only  of  America  but  of  all 
the  world,  have  been  made  great  because  the  people  have 
pulled  together.  On  the  other  side,  hundreds  of  places 
with  superior  natural  advantages  have  fallen  into  the 
ranks  of  the  "also  rans"  because  their  people  were  lack- 
ing in  the  home-first  spirit. 

Duluth  has  everything  necessary  to  make  it  a  city  of 
150,000  people  in  the  next  three  years,  if  those  now  here 
will  work  together  in  every  way  possible  to  that  end. 
Three  things  only  are  necessarj*:  The  first,  piUling  in 
concord;  the  second,  calling  attention  constantly  to  Du- 
luth's  record  and  advantages;  the  third,  patronizing  home 
industries.     .And  the  last  is  the  greatest  of  them  all. 


THE  MUNICIPAL  ELECTION. 

The  result  of  the  municipal  election  in  Duluth  was 
about  w^hat  Avas  expected  by  those  conversant  with  local 
conditions.  In  no  sense  can  it  be  regarded  as  possessing 
partisan  political  significance. 

It  was  unfortunate,  however,  that  both  the  registra- 
tion and  the  vote  polled  were  so  small,  for  the  figures 
cannot  but  give  strangers  absolutely  erroneous  ideas  as 
to  tlie  number  of  voters  in  the  city  and  their  attention 
to  their  civic  duties. 

The  re-election  of  Fred  J.  Voss,  Democrat,  as  city 
treasurer  and  W.  S.  McCormick,  Republican,  as  city  comp- 
troller was  practicall}'  without  opposition  and  politics  cut 
no  figure  whatsoever  in  their  cases.  Both  had  proved 
competent  financial  managers  and  the  people,  regardless 
of  politics,  voiced  their  approval  of  their  records. 

The  reelection  of  Watson  S.  Moore,  Nicholas  Muel- 
ler, E.  A.  Tessman.  E.  R.  Ribenack  and  W.  B.  Getchcll 
to  the  city  council  was  also  the  indorsement  of  men  who 
had  served  the  city  faithfully  and  who  were  all  thought 
eminently  worth)'  to  continue.  It  is  a  question  w-hether 
any  of  the  voters  knew  the  party  affiliations  of  any  of 
them  or  cared  either  for  that  matter. 

Of  the  new  men,  Joseph  Shartel,  who  will  represent 
the  Fourtli  ward,  has  long  been  prominent  in  labor 
circles.  Alexander  Kennedy  and  M.  J.  Filiatrault,  the 
other  two  new  men,  will  have  excellent  opportunities  to 
make  good  records  in  the  next  two  years.

If  old  Cold  Snap  has  df'parled  from 
Duluth  and  tlie  Northwest,  or  ha.s  even 
begun  packing  his  grip  with  a  view  to 
departure.  :i3  the  weather  man  said  he 
was  planning  to  do.  no  one  knew  it  this 
morning.  The     thermometers    on     the 

-•streets  recorded  as  low  temperatures,  and 
If  anything,  the  chill  in  the  atmosphere 
was  more  penetrating  than  it  was  yes- 
terday because  of  the  frost  in  the  air. 
The  dawn  was  fairly  ckar  but  soon  after- 
ward fog  formed  and  clouds  began  to 
gather  in  the  east.  Then  what  little 
wind  there  was  turned  in  that  diiection. 
but  before  noon  the  clouds  became  light 
and  flaky  and  there  seemed  little  prospect 
for  snow  today.  Last  night's  lowest 
temperature  was  12  degs.  below  zero, 
while  yesterday's  highest  was  4  degs.  on 
the  right  side  of  the  line  for  once  in 
nearly  three  weeks.  The  weather  man 
promises  considerably  more  moderate 
temperature  tonight,  with  zero  as  the 
probable  low  mark  and  with  snow  tonight 
and  tomorrow. 

The  sun  set  at  r,:lS  o'clock  this  after- 
noon and  will  rls,^  tomorrow  morning  at 
7:25  o'clock.  Today  has  1  hr.  21  mins. 
more  of  sunlight  than  the  shortest  day  of 
the  winter. 

A  year  ago  the  temperature  went  down 
to  14  degs.  b<'low  zero,  but  it  l)egan  to 
moderate  during  ihf  morning,  and  by 
night  the  flr.st  cold  wavo  of  last  winter 
had  passed  for  a  short  time. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"The  Western  disturbance  has  moved  its 
center  to  Colorado,  Southwesiern  Wyo- 
ming and  Western  South  Dakota.  This 
depression  cau.sed  snow  or  rain  and  high- 
er temperature  throughout  the  Northw-est 
during  Tuesday  or  la.«t  night.  Snow  al.so 
fell  over  the  southeastern  lake  region. 
Ohio  valley  and  North  Atlantic  states, 
due  to  the  advance  of  the  Gulf  disturb- 
ance to  the  Atlantic  states.  The  Upper 
Mlssls.sippl  valley  high  pressure  has 
moved  well  into  the  lake  region,  causing 
lower  temperature  in  Eastern  states.  Zero 
weather  still  prevails  in  the  Upper  Mis- 
sissippi and  Red  river  valleys,  upper  lake 
region  and  Western  Canada,  the  coldest 
being  42  degs;  below  at  Battleford  and 
Prince  Albert,  but  there  has  been  some 
moderation  In  the  past  twenty-four  hours, 
as  stated,  particularly  in  the  Dakotas 
and  Montana.  Indications  favor  snow 
flurries  In  this  locality  tonight  and  1 
Thursday,  and  possibly  a  further  rise  in 
temperature."

Provision  Market  is  Seri- 
ously Affected  by  Cold 
Weatttet 


Not  Mucii  Hope  for  Re- 
lief Until  Weather 
Moderates. 


The  continued  cold  weather  and  the 
uncertainty  of  shipments  '  from  "the 
packing  house  centers  have  resulted  in 
a  substantial  advance  in  prices  all 
along  the  line  in  the  provlsioa  market. 
Prices  have  advanced  not  only  on  the 
best  grade  of  beef  and  all  hog  products, 
but  on  even  the  cheaper  grades  and 
what  is  known  as  "camp  beef." 

Pork,  lard,  bacon,  hams  and  other  hog 
products  have  reached  about  the  high- 
eSt  point  in  the  winter  schedule  ot 
prices,  and  it  seems  quite  probable  that 
the  prices  will  go  even  a  little  higher 
before  htey  will  be  any  lower. 

Even  sausages,  that  hog  product 
which  is  supposed  to  have  as  little 
fluctation  of  anything  In  the  meat  line, 
has  lately  been  taking  on  prices  that 
would  tend  to  give  the  consumer  the 
idea  that  some  of  the  butchers  are 
trying  to  get  a  "corner  on  the  mar- 
ket." 

In  spite  of  the  advancing  prices  of 
provision,  it  is  claimed  that  the  de- 
mand continues  unabated  and  is  even 
larger  at  this  period  of  the  season 
than  it  was  a  yoaj:  .ago,  when  tlie 
market  was  much  easier. 

The  camp  trade  i^'  claimed  to  con- 
tinue heavy,  a  fact  that  would  dis- 
credit some  of  the ;  stoties  that  the 
deep  snow  and  cold  wtather  has  re- 
sulted in  the  clo.sinig  Up  of  logging 
camps.  Carload  after  carload  of  camp 
beef  is  being  shipped,  out  of  Duluth 
every  week  to  various .  points  In  the 
Northwest  nearest  t-he  camps,  and 
the  supplies  are  being:  toted  from  the 
railroads  to  their  destination. 

The  u?»ual  price  of  camp  beef,  which 
is  one  of  the  cheapest  grades  handled 
through  the  Dulutli  market,  has  been 
from  4  to  4Vi  cents,  but  :at  the  present 
time  that  grade  of  beef  is  said  to  be 
selling  at  from  5  to  o^  cents,  with  a 
tendency  to  go  a  half  a  cent  higher. 
A  half  a  cent  a  pound  dh  a  carload  of 
beef,  particularly  where  the  big  lum- 
ber companies  are  handling  about  a 
carload  a  week  among  their  camps, 
is  no  small  item  of  increased  expen.se, 
and  when  the  dilYerence  In  price 
reaches  as  much  as  a  cent  a  pound,  the 
buyers  for  lumber  companies  begin  to 
sit  up  and  take  notice.  The  men  must 
be  fed,  however,  and  the  companies 
have  no  alternative  but  to  pay  tho 
prices   asked. 

Just  how  long  the  present  high 
price  will  prevail  is  hard  to  say,  ac- 
cording to  the  provision  men,  but  the 
concensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  a 
decline  will  not  occur  unUl  after  a 
continued  spell  of  milder  weather,  or 
the  supplies  from  the  pack- 
begin  to  come  in  more 
at    the  present   time.

"He  was  black  in  the  face  with 
anger." 

District  Attorney  Jerome  asked  that 
the  answer  be  stricken  out  as  im- 
proper,   and    the   court   so   ordered. 

"What  was  Mr.  White's  manner?" 
asked   Mr.   Delmas. 

'•He    was    very   angry." 

"You  may  take  the  witness,"  re- 
marked Thaw's  counsel  to  the  district 
attorney,  and  the  cross-examination 
was    began. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Boman's  direct 
examination,  Justice  Fitzgerald  said: 
"If  there  are  any  persons  in  the 
courtroom  whose  sense  of  propriety 
would  be  offended  by  the  testimony 
of  this  witness,  the  court  will  give 
them  an  opportunity  now  to  with- 
draw." 

"We  must  ask  the  oourt  to  bear 
with  us  in  bringing  out  this  testi- 
mony," explained  Mr.  Delmas,  "but 
it   is   essential." 

"It  in  perfectly  right  and  proper," 
Justice  Fitzgerald  quickly  assured  the 
lawyer.  "There  are  ladles  here,  how- 
ever, and  I  think  they  should  be 
given  the  opi>ortunity  to  withdraw  if 
thej-   So  desire." 

The  countess  of  Yarmouth  and  Mrs. 
George  L.  Carnegrie  quickly  left  the 
courtroom. 

Mrs.  Evelyn  Nesbit  Thaw  and  May 
McKenzie  arrived  at  the  courthouse 
some  time  after  the  morning  session 
had  begun. 

District  Attorney  Jerome  took  the 
witness  and  for  the  better  i>art  of 
an  hour  questioned  him  closely  as  to 
his  employment  and  places  of  resi- 
dence for  the  last  five  years,  attempt- 
ing to  secure  housa  numbers  and 
other  details.  The  witness  said  he 
was  doorkeeper  at  the  Madison 
Square  Garden  theater  from  1902  to 
February,  1904,  after  which  he  worked 
in  New  Haven  and  Dong  Island  City. 
Before  1902  he  had  been  employed 
as  a  brass  worker.  Between  these 
employments  h»  took  odd  jobs,  usher- 
ing in  theaters  and  other  occupations, 
the  details  of  which  Mr.  Jerome  in- 
quired Into  closely. 

Thaw's  sisters  evidently  became 
reassured  during  the  long  and  rather 
cross-examination,  for,  after 
George  Carnegie  had  come  to  them 
and  explained  the  character  of  the 
testimony,  they  returned  to  their 
places  in  the  second  row  of  chairs 
back  of   the  prisoner. 

Harry  Thaw  who  had  shown  alert 
interest  during  the  testimony  as  to 
the  threats  said  to  have  been  made 
ag.'\inst  him  by  Stanford  ^TVhne  gave 
evidence  of  becoming  fatigued  and 
yawning  several  times.  The  defendant 
today  seemed  paler  than  usual. 

Boman  said  that  he  went  to  .Long 
Island  City  'in  the  cold  spring  of  1905." 
but  under  questioning  corrected  the 
time  to  August. 

"And  you  recollect  that  August.  1905, 
was  In  the  cold  spring  of  1905?"  asked 
Mr.  Jerome. 

The  witness  admitted  that  he  had 
been  mistaken. 

"Have  you  received  any  compensa- 
tion In  this  case?"  asked  the  district 
attorney.

Grief  over  the  death  of  his  mother, 
whom  he  shot  in  a  drunken  frenzy,  at 
Tivoli  last  Saturday,  may  cause  Daniel 
Aho.  the  20-year  old  Finlander  boy.  to 
lose  his  reason. 

Ever  since  he  saw  his  mother  fall  to 
the  floor  of  their  log  cabin  on  the 
homestead  about  four  miles  from  Tivoli 
station.  Daniel  has  given  way  to  an 
overwhelming  grief  and  is  practically  in 
a  state  of  collapse  from  his  emotions. 
All  yesterday  atternoon  he  lay  on  the 
floor  at  the  police  station  sobbing  and 
expressing  his  sorrow  and  remorse  in 
Finnish,  the  gist  of  which  was  '  Mother.

Montreal,  FeT).  6.— Complaints  have 
been  general,  both  from  the  public  and 
the  federal  government;  regarding  the 
steamship  service  between  Canada  and 
Great  Britain.  Even  the  latest  liners  put 
on  the  trans-Atlantic  route  by  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  railway  do  not  All  the  bill, 
and  there  has  been  constant  agitation  for 
a  considerable  time  past  for  improve- 
ments In  the  nature  of  faster  service 
and  a  more  easily  negotiated  port  than 
the  existent  lines,  with  headquarters  at 
Halifax  or  St.  John,  provide. 

The    demand    is    now    within    sight    of 

being  fully  salisfled.  thanks  to  the  ener- 
gy and  enterprise  of  J.  J.  Hill,  America's 
greatest  railroad  builder,  who  has  como 
to  the  aid  of  Messrs.  MacKenzie  and 
Mann,  the  foremost  railroad  builders  in 
Canada   l»day. 

The  latter,  who  operate  the  Canadian 
Northern  railway,  have  come  to  an 
agreement  with  Mr.  Hill  by  which  a  new 
trans-continental  railway  with  a  new 
port  on  the  coast  of  Eastern  Canada 
will  be  in  running  order  before  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  has  completed  its 
new  line  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 
The  quiet  but  effective  way  In  which 
J.  J.  Hill  has  gone  to  work  to  secure 
another  trans-continental  railroad  for 
Canada  will  come  as  no  surprise  to  those 
who  are  intimately  acquainted  with  the 
man  and  his  methods,  but  it  will  be  a 
great  surprise  to  the  majority  of  people 
in  Canada  to  learn  that  he  has  already 
secured  a  port  of  his  own  on  the  Lal>- 
rador  coast,  and  that  a  company  has  al- 
ready l>een  formed  to  run  a  line  of  fast 
steamships  between  tha  port  and  Great 
Britain. 

The  story  is  full  of  Interest,  not  only 
to  railroad  men,  but  to  all  who  are 
watching  Mr.  Hill's  giant  operations  in 
the  railway  world. 

Some  four  years  ago  Mr.  Hill  develoT>- 
ed  an  extraordinary  passion  for  salmon 
fishing,  and  he  found  that  the  only 
place  where  he  could  gratify  that  passion 
was  in  Eastern  Canada.  He  bought  from 
the  Quel>ec  government  the  full  salmon- 
fishing  rights  of  the  river  St.  John, 
which  falls  into  the  Gulf  of  tlie  St. 
Lawrence  opposite  Anticosti  Island.  A 
few  miles  up  this  river,  in  a  secluded 
spot,  he  built  himself  a  handsome  fishing 
lodge. 

Curiously  enough,  almost  immediately 
he  had  taken  up  his  quarters  In  this 
lodge,  J.  J.  Hill  was  followed  by  a  large 
party  of  surveyors,  who  at  once  disap- 
peared Into  the  interior.  They  were 
soon  followed  by  another  big  batch,  also 
in-  Mr.  Hill's  employ,  and  they  all  went 
to  work— some  vhere.  Since  that  time 
Mr.  Hill  has  spent  a  montli  or  two  every 
year.  Ostensibly  salmon-fishing,  in  the 
Lower  St.  Lawrence,  but  in  reality  fol- 
lowing up  the  work  of  his  surveyors  in 
the  interior  of   the  province. 

The  result  Is  now  apparent,  and  Is 
crystallized  In  the  opening  paragrapti 
of  this  article.  The  statement  can  now 
be  made,  on  unimpeachable  authority 
that  the  railway  from  Hamilton  inlet. 
OQ  the  Labrador  coast,  to  ChicoutimI,  on 
the  Saguenay  river,  one  of  the  tributar- 
ies of  the  St.  Lawrence  below  Quebec, 
wliere  It  will  form  a  junction  with  the 
Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  railway.  Is 
being  built  by  J.  J.  Hill,  and  further- 
more, that  It  will  form  the  last  link  on 
tlie  eastern  side  of  an  entirely  new  trans- 
continental railroad  which  Hill  and  the 
Canadian  Northefn  railway  are  building 
between  them  as  a  rival  to  the  Canadian 
Pacific  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  rail- 
T/ays  from  cosat  to  coast. 

Hill,  Mackenzie  and  Mann  have  en- 
tered into  an  .agreement  under  which  i 
HIM  undertakes  to  'build  a  railroad 
from  Winnipeg  in  Manitoba,  to  the  Pa- 
cific coast  at  Vancouver,  over  which 
the  Canadian  Northern  will  have  run- 
ning rights. 

A  reciprocal  arrangement  provides  for 
J.  J.  Hill's  system  similar  rigliis  over 
the  Canadian  Northemjines  from  Win- 
nipeg  to  the  Labrador  coast. 

The  significance  of  this  new  line  will 
be  realized  when  it  is  pointed  out  that 
it  will  provide  means  of  transportation 
which,  both  In  regard  to  directness  and 
easy  gradients,  will  not  be  excelled,  if 
equalled,  by  eitlier  of  the  two  roads  al- 
ready mentioned. 

The  nature  of  this  advantage  which 
th©  new  port  will  give  the  Hill  and 
Canadian  Northern  combination  over 
Its  rivals  may  be  more  graphically 
emphasized  by  the  statement  that  even 
If  the  proposed  fast  Atlantic  service 
between  Halifax  and  Ireland  be  es- 
tablished, as  it  is  rumored  is  to  be  the 
case,  the  journey  from  port  to  port, 
with  that  service  and  by  the  present 
route,  will  be  not  less  than  four  full 
days. 

It  may  be  thought  that  this  advan- 
tage will  be  offset  by  a  much  longer 
railway  haul.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
however,  such  is  not  the  case.  Indeed, 
the  runabout  route  of  the  Intercolonial 
railway— the  government  road— from 
Montreal  to  Halifax,  which  route  the 
new  road  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
will  practically  parallel.  Is  between  800 
and   900  miles. 

The  Canadian  Northern  will  run  di- 
rect from  Ottawa  to  the  Labrador  coast 
at  Hamilton  Inlet,  in  a  straight  line 
over  a  plateau  as  level  as  a  billiard 
table,  and  the  distance  will  be  prac- 
tically the  same  as  that  of  the  Inter- 
colonial. 

Obviously  the  success  of  the  whole 
scheme  depends  entirely  upon  the  new 
port.  And  In  this  direction  the  Ca-n- 
adian  Northern  will  outshine  all  Its 
rivals.  Hamilton  Inlet,  on  which  the 
terminals  of  the  new  line  will  be  situat- 
ed, forms  one  of  the  finest  natural  har- 
bors in  the  world. 

Despite  tho  fact  that  it  is  on  the  coast 
of  Labrador,  It  is  open  all  the  year 
round. 

Jn  order  to  show  at  a  glance  how 
this  new  route  will  affect  the  transpor- 
tation problem  in  Canada  when  com- 
pleted, It  Is  Interesting  to  briefly  out- 
line the  present  stage  of  railroad  de- 
velopment of  both  the  Canadian  North- 
ern and  the  Hill  lines,  so  far  as  they" 
affect  the  question  under  discussion. 
_The  greater  portion  of  the  line  from 
Edmonton  is  already  built  and  In  oper- 
ation, practically  the  only  section 
wanting  to  complete  that  line  being 
the  railroad  along  the  northern  shfire 
of  Lake  Superior. 

The  line  from  Edmonton,  west  to  the 
Pacific.  IS  not  of  such  vital  Importance 
at  present  as  th©  connection  of  the  sec- 
tions east  of  Winnipeg,  to  provide 
transportation  from  the  wheat  fields  to 
the   Atlantic    seaboard. 

Steamship  tran.sportation  on  the  At- 
lantic to  Great  Britain  will  be  provided 
by  a  company  of  English  capitalists 
and  this  line  of  steamships  will  make 
St.  John's,  Newfoundland,  a  port  of 
call,  that  place  being  in  the  direct  line 
of  their  sea  route. 

Tho  management  of  this  company  has 
already  gone  so  far  forward  with  the 
schem©  as  to  enable  It  to  close  a  con- 
tract with  the  government  of  ^  New- 
foundland for  a  fast  trans-Atlantic 
steamship  line  to  run  between  St. 
John's  and  Galway  bay  on  the  coast  of 
Ireland.  ,

THE  CBICAGO  MARKET. 

Wheat  Market  Strong  With  Shorts  Lead- 
ing in  the  Bidding. 

Chicago,  Feb.  6.— The  local  wheat  mar- 
ket opened  active  and  strong  with 
shorts  leading  in  the  bidding.  The 
chief  reason  for  the  lively  demand  was 
a  report  from  Odessa  which  claimed 
that  nearly  all  grain  in  the  Interior  of 
Russia  was  being  used  by  the  govern- 
ment for  famine  relief  purposes,  and 
that  little  remains  to  be  exported. 
Continued  small  receipts  in  the  North- 
west also  had  a  bullish  effect.  May 
opened  V^c  to  %c  higiier  at  78%c  to  %c.

Chicago  to  Paine,  Webber  &  Co.:  This 
is  tile  revival  of  strength  and  activity 
of  which  w^e  said  so  much  two  or  three 
weeks  ago.

MEETS  DEATH 

Run  Over  and   Killed 
by  Train  at  Brit- 
ton  PiL 

Two  Harbors,  Minn.,  Feb.  6.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Robert  Moran.  a  former 

employe  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Rang4 
here  and  at  range  points,  who  recently 
accepted  employment  with  the  Duluth. 
Missabe  &  Northern  at  Knife  River,  was 
killed  at  Britton  pit  in  a  peculiar  way 
about  5:30  yesterday  afternoon.  He  was 
braking  on  a  Missabe  log  train  and  aa 
their  tracks  run  undtr  the  Duluih  &  Iron 
Range  Drummond  branch  at  Britton  pit. 
is  was  his  duty  to  watch  his  train  wliilo 
it  slowly  pulled  under  the  Iron  RanK<> 
tracks  to  see  that  the  cars  of  logs 
"cleared"  and  would  not  strike  and  dam- 
age the  bridge  over  them.  To  do  this 
he  climbed  upon  the  bridge  and  with  his 
attention  on  his  own  train  and  tho 
smoke  and  steam  from  his  engine,  did 
not  notice  an  Iron  Range  gravel  train  in 
charge  of  Conductor  Wetherley  and  En- 
gineer Holden,  which  was  just  leaving 
the  gravel  pit  backing  to  Two  Harbors.

AUTHORITY 
IS  LACKING 

Congress  Has  No  Con- 
trol Over  Woman  and 
Child  Labor. 

Such  Regulation  is  Witliin 

Police    Power   of 

Every  State. 


Washington,  Feb.  6.— Chairman 
Jenklna  of  the  house  committee  on  ju- 
diclaiT  submitted  a  report  today  in 
which  It  Is  stated  emphatically  that 
the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
"congress  has  no  jurisdiction  or  author- 
ity over  the  subject  of  woman  and 
child  labor,  and  has  no  authority  to 
suppress  abuses  of  such  labor  or  amel- 
iorate conditions  surrounding  the  em- 
ployment of  scuh  laborers."  The  com- 
mittee holds  that  the  regulation  of  wo- 
man and  child  labor  is  within  the 
police  power  of  the  various  states. 

This  report  was  made  in  compliance 
with  the  resolution  from  the  house 
committee  on  appropriations  asking  for 
an  opinion  on  the  subject  before  the 
appropriations  committee  included  an 
item  in  an  appropriation  bill  to  cover 
the  expense  of  an  Investigation  of  wo- 
man and  child  lat>or  in  the  United 
States. 

In  concluding  its  report,  the  house 
committee  on  judiciary  says: 

"The     national     government     Is     too 
weak  to  undertake  the  exercise  of  the 
police   power  of   the  state.   In   a  short 
]  time  ihife  great  nation  would  be  wor.se 
I  than   a  ship   in   mid-ocean   in    a   great 
storm,   and    without  a  rudder   of  com- 
fort.   The   division   of   power   was   wise 
'  and    hentficial.    Time,    study    and    ex- 
!  perlonce  approve  it,  and  we  should  not 
j  attempt    In    an    unconstitutional    way 
I  the    destructure    of    tlie    substructure 
I  of  our  government.   If.  then,  these  two 
great    powers   of   police   and   commerce 
are    separate     and     independent,       the 
power  of  the   state  soverign,   where   is 
the  authority  for  saying  that  congress 
can  Invade  and  impair  that  power,  en- 
tire and  independent   in  the  state.

Case  Made  by  H.  H. 

Phelps.

St.  Paul,  Feb.  7. —  (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  hearing  before  the 
house  elections  committee  on  the  bill 
by  Representative  Case  of  Cloquet 
providing  for  a  recount  of  the  vote 
on  the  tax  and  good  roads  amendment 
to  the  constitution  was  begun  yester- 
day afternoon,  and  H.  H.  Phelps  of 
Duluth  presented  the  case  to  the  com- 
mittee. The  hour  was  late,  as  other 
meetings  delaj-ed  the  beginning  of  the 
hearing,  but  there  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  the  committee  members.  This 
afternoon  another  meeting  is  to  be 
held,  when  N.  J.  Upham  and  Mr.  Case 
will  speak  in  behalf  of  the  bill. 

It  must  be  confessed  that  the  atti- 
tude o£  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, as  exemplified  by  them  in  their 
questions  and  remarks  yesterday  af- 
ternoon,   i.s    not    encouraging. 

Mr.  Phelps  presented  his  argument 
ably  and  conclusively,  but  several 
members  of  the  committee,  including 
its  chairman,  Ambrose  Tighe  of  St. 
Paul,  took  no  pains  to  conceal  their 
hostility  to  the  measure,  and  their 
evident  belief  that  nothing  good  can 
come  out   of  Duluth. 

Mr.  Phelps  showed  that  a  mistake 
had  been  made,  that  the  state  was 
at  fault,  that  beyond  any  question 
the  tax  amendment  was  voted  down 
and  the  good  roads  amendment  voted 
in,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  ofld- 
clal  returns  show  a  contrary  result; 
he  showed  that  as  it  stands  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  constitution,  of  the 
fundamental  law  of  the  state,  is  in 
question.  He  showed  that  the  state 
had  made  the  mistake  and  was  re- 
sponsible, and  he  argued  that  the 
state  should  remedy  it. 

After  explaining  the  manner  in 
which  the  mistake  was  made  wheal 
the  order  of  the  two  questions  was 
changed  in  the  tally  sheets,  so  that

New  York,  Feb.  7.— Evellyn  Nesbit 
Thaw,  the  wife  of  the  man  charged 
with  the  murder  of  Stanford  White, 
took  the  witness  stand  today  in  defense 
of  her  husband  and  told  the  story  of 
her  relations  with  Stanford  White,  ttaa 
famous  architect,  who  was  killed  by 
Harry  Thaw. 

The  story  was  a  simple  narrative, 
told  in  a  girlish  way  and  in  its  midst 
the  young  woman  brolte  down  and 
cried  and  could  proceed  only  witlj  dif- 
ficulty. 

Her  husband  sat  brave-faced  for  a 
while;  then  he,  too,  burst  into  tears, 
and  buried  his  face  in  a  handkerchief. 
He  sat  thus  lor  some  time.  When  ho 
again  looked  up  his  eyes  were  red  from 
weeping. 

'It  was  in  September,  1901,"  said  Mrs. 
Thaw,  who  appeared  but  a  slip  of  a 
girl  in  the  big  witness  chair,  with  her 
hair  caught  low  on  her  neclt  and  tied 
with  a  big  black  ribbon,  "when  Mr. 
White  invited  me  to  another  of  the 
parties  I  had  attended  with  him.  I 
had  been  left  'in  his  care  by  my  mother 
whom  he  sent  to  Pittsburg.  1  was  Just 
pa.st  16  years  old. 

"This  night  whe»i  I  got  to  Mr. 
White's  studio  there  was  not  anybody 
there. 

•Mr.  White  said,  'Well,  well,  they  ^11 
seem  to  have  turned  us  down.*  He  said, 
"Never  mind,  we  would  eat  alone.'  Later 
I  said  1  must  go  home.  He  said  he 
wanted  to  show  me  another  part  of  his 
house,  and  we  went  into  a  bedroom 
with  mirrors  all  around. 

■'He  gave  ine  more  champagne.  Then 
everything  became  whirly  and  black. 
When  I  came  to  my  clothes  were  all 
off.  I  screamed  and  screamed  but  h<» 
kept  telling  me  to  stop,  saying,  "It'B 
over.  It's  ail  right.'  " 

The  girl  told  the  story  to  the 
twelve  men  in  the  jury  box,  she  de- 
clared, just  as  she  related  the  inci- 
dent to  Harry  Thaw  one  night  in  I-i^iis 
late  in  ly03,  when  he  asked  lusr  to 
become  his  wife  and  she  had  told  him 
she  could  not.  He  pressed  her  for  a 
reason,  and  it  was  then  that  she  told 
him  all.  When  she  had  concluded 
she  .said  he  knelt  beside  her,  picked  up 
the  hem  of  her  skirt  and  kissed  it. 

She  had  been  sent  to  school  in  New 
Jersey  in  1902  by  Stanford  White, 
became  ill  there  and  submitted  to  an 
operation,  the  nature  of  which  the 
doctors  did  not  tell  her.

Shorter  Deer  Hunting  Sea- 
son, With  One  Deer 
as  Limit

cians says  that  his  condition  is  most 
grave. 


Marquette,  Mich.,  Feb.  7.— (SpeclaJ 
to  The  Herald.) — Sweeping  changes 
in  the  game  laws  are  urged  upon 
the  legislature  in  resolutions  adopted 
last  evening  by  a  convention  of  150 
sportsmen,  representing  eleven  of  the 
fifteen  counties  of  Upper  Michigan. 
State  Representative  McCallum  of  the 
Schoolcraft  district  presided,  and 
State  Game  Warden  Chapman  was  a 
prominent  delegate.  The  convention 
declared  for  a  shorter  deer  hunting 
season,  with  one  deer  as  the  limit  for 
each  hunter. 

The  resolutions  reoommcnded  that 
all  money  received  from  s<iie  of  li- 
censes be  formed  into  a  fund  te  be 
used  for  game  and  flsh  protection 
by  the  sate,  the  county  warden  sys- 
tem to  b^  abolished.  That  a  gun 
license  of  50  cents  for  residents  and 
JIO  for  non-residents  be  provided, 
That  the  partridge  seaeon  be  short- 
ened and  the  kill  limited  to  thirty 
birds  per  hunter  per  season.  That 
the  state  increase  the  bounty  on 
wolves  to  $50,  and  pay  50  centa 
bounty  on  hawks  and  owls.  That  the 
brook  trout  season  be  shortened  and 
the  length  of  legalized  fish  be  re- 
duced to  six  Inches;  that  a  rod  li- 
cense of  25  cents  be  charged.  That 
the  closed  season  on  rabbits  be  from 
March  1  to  Dec.  1.  That  all  fur- 
bearing  animaJs  be  protected  during 
the  season  of  propagation,  except  de- 
structive animals,  and  finally,  and  of 
most  Importance,  that  protection  of 
game  and  fish  and  policing  of  forests 
be  vested  in  the  game  warden's  de- 
partment, the  game  warden  to  aot 
as  fire  warden.

Session. 


New  York,  Feb.  7. — Again  the  court 
room  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  ca- 
pacity when  tlie  afternoon  session  of 
the  Thaw  trial  opened.

He 
lirst  asked  permi.sslon  to  read  the  let- 
ter. The  letter  tirst  was  offered  at  the 
end  of  the  morning  session.  During 
this  time  Mrs.  Thaw  frequently  gazed 
at  Justice  Fitzgerald,  who  sat  ju.st  at 
her  right.  There  w^as  an  undeniable 
appeal  in  her  eyes. 

The  letter  addressed  to  Attorney 
Longfellow  and  wliich  was  offered  as 
tending  to  show  Thaws  frame  of  mind 
was  as  follows:  ' 

"Mrs.  N.  insisted  sailing  New  York 
when  her  daughtifr  It^ft.  I  kept  Mrs. 
N.  in  London  three  wonths,  cost  over 
$1,0"jO.  Mrs.  Nesbit  sails  tomorrow  for 
New  York.  She  thhiks  I  kidnapped  he: 
17%-year-old  daughter.  Before  she 
lands  she  will  kiiow 'that  I  have  done 
the  best  I  could;  The  child  cannot  be 
with  her  mother  bedstuse  when  she  was 
15  2-3  years  olrf  ehe  was  ruined  by 
a  blackguard.  D6h't  worry  but  find  out 
her  address.  Telephone  Mrs.  N.  but  not 
in  your  name.  Ask -her  if  she  saw  Mr. 
Thaw  abroad.  As  soon  as  she  answers 
hang  up  tlie  telephone;" 

On  a  slip  of  paper  Inclosed  was  writ- 
ten: 

"If  you  cannot  tpa-<l  this  don't  worry. 
Please"  telephone  her  incog  and  wife 
me  at  my*  expense." 

The  lettei^  was  Sign^  "H.   K.  T." 

Edward  dnd  joslah  Thaw  were  again 
this  afternoon  the  only  members  of  the 
prisoner's   family  "!n   cotirt.' 

Following  tri*  heading  of  the  letter 
from  Thaw  to  A:toniey  Longfellow, 
Mr.  Delmas  offered  -a'ndther  letter  writ- 
ten by  Thaw.  Mr.:  Jerome,  after  read- 
ing  the   paper  o>:tjected. 

Mr.  Delmas  said  he  would  withdraw 
the  letter  for  the  present. 

Much  time  was  consumed  In  a  dis- 
cussion as  to  the  admlssability  of  sev- 
eral letters  written  by  Thaw.  Mr.  Jer- 
ome objected  to  several  on  the  ground 
that  the  dates  had  not  been  properly 
fixed. 

Mr.  Delmas  again  stated  that  they 
tended  to  show  the  mental  condition  of 
the  writer.

The 
idea  of  the  enterprise  was  to  disprove 
a  theory,  which  All  attributes  to  en- 
gineering employers,  that  after  a  man 
has  reached  45  years  of  age,  he  is  use- 
less for  manual  labor.

He  proposes  to  take  a  week's  rest  in 
London,  then  walk  to  Newhaven,  and 
cross  the  Dieppe,  where  he  will  resume 
his  pede.strlan  exercises  through 
France.  Throughout  his  travels,  Mark 
All  wears  the  union  jack  on  his  right 
arm.

Dr.  Quackenbos  Tells  of  Some  Queer  De- 
lusions Found  in  People. 

Dr,  John  D.  '  Quckenbos  told  the 
Entertainment  club,  ;at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  how  easy  it'  is  for  perfectly 
sane  people  to  get  insane  at  times, 
and  how  wheels,  ii^  tjie  head  may  be 
removed  by  mental  suggestion,  says 
the    New    York   Stin. 

Delusions  of  the  sane  aro  a  matter 
cf  nerves  and  twentieth  century 
strenuosity,  said  the  doctor.  If  you 
play  bridge  or  ppker  too  much,  play 
the  races,  speed  an.  automobile,  dab- 
ble in  Wall  street,  work  or  play  too 
much  by  eleotirc  Hg^t,  live  in  a  flat, 
eat  adulterated  food  or  breathe  bad 
air  you  are  liable  .  to  Imagine  that 
microbes  are  playing  tag  on  your 
coat  sleeve;  or,  if  you  happen  to 
keep  bees  in  your  cellar,  you  may 
bo  afraid  to  go  into  that  cellar  for 
fear  of  eating  a  bee.  These  are 
merely  mild  pranks  of  the  delusional 
bug;  but  if  you  hare  a  bad  case  you 
may  bo  scared  to  death  of  lemons, 
or  want  to  throw  yourself  into  the 
arms  of  the  first  fat  lady  you  may 
chance   to  meet  on  Broadway. 

"Among  my  patients,"  said  the 
doctor,  'have  been  persons  who  dared 
not  cross  the  tlireshold  of  thdir  homes 
and  had  not  been  out  of  their  houses 
for  months  who  could  not  force 
themselves  on  a  car.  or  wash  and 
dress  themselves,  or  shake  hands  or 
sleep  under  a  bed  quilt.  Some  have 
diseases  that  no  one  ever  had  before.

One  patient  fear^jd  that  if  tlie 
cups  and  saucers  were  lispltced  they 
could  never  be  put  back,  and  .spent 
the  greater  part  of  a  night  keeping 
theim  on  the  shelves.  The  sight  of  a 
goblet  upside  down  thraw  him  -nto  a 
frenzy.  Casos  like  those  are  piompt- 
ly  cured  by  suggestion,  said  the  doc- 
tor. "What  has  been  wrongly  called 
the  insanity  of  indecision  manifests 
itself  in  delusions  of  doubt.  The  sub- 
ject will  go  back  several  times  to  see 
if  the  gas  lias  been  turned  off  prop- 
erly, or  the  stock  crrtiflcates  returned 
to  the  safe.  A  neurasthenic  Yale 
graduate  of  my  acquaintance  I  have 
known  to  stand  on  the  front  steps 
undecided  as  to  whether  to  mail  a 
letter  in  tho  lampost  box  on  Fifth 
avenue,  or  the  next  corner  in  Madi- 
son avenue,  until  the  mental  conflict 
precipitated  an  attack  of  hysterlal 
weeping. 

"The  \-ague  sense  of  being  afraid, 
so  characteristic  of  neurasthenia, 
often  takes  concrete  shajie  in  special- 
ized phases  of  anxiety  or  fear,  like 
horror  of  matrimony  or  a  bridal  tour, 
fear  of  proposing,  fear  of  making 
people  cough  or  sneeze,  of  being 
locked  up  in  a  steam  car  or 
cabin,  fear  of  a  church  building,  the 
service  itself— on  the  part  of  several 
clergj-men — fear  of  going  to  bed  for 
fear  of  waking  up  and  knowing  notli- 
Ing  the  next  morning,  fear  of  cross- 
ing the  North  river  and  of  ferrj'- 
boats,  of  looking  down  hill,  going 
up  in  an  elevator,  fear  of  going  into 
the  cellar  on  the  part  of  a  man  who 
kept  his  bees  there  in  winter  and 
who  was  afraid  he  might  pick  up  a 
bee  and  eat  it— fear  of  simply  being 
afraid. 

"There  is  a  humorous  as  well  as 
pathetic  side  to  some  of  thees  ab- 
normal thought  forms.  A  physician 
recently  under  my  care  imagined  that 
his  clothing  was  covered  with  mi- 
crobes. He  was  constantly  brushing 
them  off.  He  soiled  fifty  napkins  a 
day  in  desperate  efforts  to  brush  them 
off  the  taajleware.  His  wife  w'as 
unable  to  keep  a  servant  in  her  em- 


ploy   and    his    practice    went    by    the 
board. 

"Even  harl-headed  busine,s3  men 
become  the.  victim.s  of  ludicrous  ob- 
sessions. A  young  man  applied  to 
me  last  autumn  for  the  cure  of  an 
irresistible  impulse  to  throw  himself 
into  the  arms  of  every  corpulent 
woman  he  met  and  be  hushed  to 
sleep  by  her.  It  is  generally  con- 
ceded thit  asylums  for  the  insane 
are  filled  wltli  inmate.s  that  might 
have  been  saved  had  they  been  i.»p- 
porlunoly    treated. 

"I    once    prepared    a    young    lady    to 
receive    a   proposal,"    said    Dr.    Quack- 
anboij.     "Her  lover  was  due   that   very 
night    from    Boston,    and    I    consented 
to   do   the    best    I   could    for   htr.

to  see  her  at  the  hospital  and  said  she 
could  be  taken  abroad  to  recuperate. 
She  went  to  Paris  with  her  mother 
and  Thaw,  and  it  was  in  Paris  that 
Thaw  made  his  first  proposal  of  mar- 
riage. 

Going  back  to  her  earliest  girlhood, 
the  prisoners  wife  told  the  entire  story 
of  her  life — how  she  was  brought  to 
New  York  by  her  mother  and  posed 
for  famous  artists  to  earn  money  for 
the  family  support.  She  also  took  a 
I'lace  in  the  chorus  of  a  musical  show 
and  it  was  while  there  she  met  White. 

Mrs.  Thaw  was  on  the  stand  two 
hours,  and  her  direct  examination  had 
not  been  concluded  when  the  lunch- 
eon adjournment  was  taken.  As  she 
walked  from  the  witness  chair  along 
the  passageway  of  the  jury  box,  she 
felt  along  the  wall  with  her  finger  tips 
of  her  left  hand  as  if  about  to  faint. 
From  scarlet  her  face  had  paled  to  the 
whiteness  of  a  sheet.  Except  when 
she  broke  down  when  going  Into  the 
details  of  her  experience  with  Stan- 
ford White  the  girl  spoke  in  a  clear 
soft  voice.  On  the  witness  stand  she 
appeared  for  the  first  time  in  court 
unveiled,  and  her  beauty  was  re- 
marked on  all  sides.  It  is  of  a  girlish 
type,  a  mass  of  black  hair  framing  a 
face  of  daintily  moulded  features.  She 
was  accompanied  to  court  today  by 
Mrs.  George  Carnegie,  the  defendant's 
■Ister.  and  May  McKenzie. 


New  York,  Feb.  7. — The  announce- 
ment that  either  the  mother  or  wife 
of  Harry  Thaw  would  be  the  principal 
•witness  at  today's  proceedings  brought 
out  an  unusually  large  crowd  at  the 
criminal  court  building.  The  corridors 
■were  filled  and  scores  of  people,  many 
of  them  women,  t.ied  In  every  possible 
•way  to  force  themselves  by  the  of- 
ficers at  the  court  room  doors,  but,  af- 
ter yesterday  afternoon's  laxity,  the 
bars  were  put  up  again  and  very  few 


were  allowed  to  pass.  However,  half  a 
scoie  of  women  managed  to  succeed. 
They  were  attired  in  their  gayest  cos- 
tumes. 

Justice  Fitzgerald  had  just  taken  his 
seat  on  the  bench  when  Mr.  Delmas 
of  Thaw's  council  requested  the  clerk 
to   call    Mrs.    Evelyn   Nesbit   Thaw. 

The  familiar  figure  in  blue,  now  for 
the  first  time  without  her  veil,  appeared 
from  the  judges  chamber.  She  stood 
near  the  jury  box  as  Clerk  Penny  ad- 
ministered the  oath. 

"I  swear,"  repeated  Mrs.  Thaw  in  an 
audible  voice  at  the  end  of  the  formal 
declaration,  which  was  made  just  a 
little  more  impressively  than  usual. 

Mrs.  Thaw  took  her  place  In  the 
witness  chair  calmly.  She  looked  stead- 
ily ahead  at  Mr.  Delmas  and  gave  her 
answers  to  his  first  questions  in  a 
clear  and  firm  voice,  which  was  soft 
i'l    quality. 

irarry  Thaw  smiled  at  his  wife  as 
she  walked  to  the  witness  stand,  but 
.'<he  aparently  did  not  see  him  at  the 
Moment.  After  she  was  seated,  how- 
ever, she  smiled  faintly  at  the  prisoner. 

Mrs.  Thaw's  beauty  was  generally 
commented  upon.  The  simplicity  of  her 
dress  seemed  to  heighten  the  effect. 
Her  long,  dark  and  heavy  eyebrows 
were  noticeable  now  for  the  first  time 
to  those  who  have  followed  the  trial. 
In  the  excitement  of  testifying  her 
palness  of  the  past  two  weeks  fled  be- 
fore a  rush  of  crimson  tints  in  her 
cheeks. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Delmas'  first  ques- 
tion, Mrs.  Thaw  said  she  was  born 
Dec.  25,  1884.  She  told  of  going  to  the 
Cafe  Martin  to  dinner  the  evening  of 
June  25.  with  her  husband,  Thomas 
McCaleb  and  Truxton  Beale. 

"While  you  were  at  the  Cafe  Martin 
did  you  see  Stanford  White?" 

"Yes." 

"At  what  time  did  you  see  him?" 

"I  don't  know;  it  was  some  time 
after  we  arrived." 

•Where  did  you  first  see  him?" 

"Coming  in  at  the  Fifth  avenue  en- 
trance." 

•How  long  did  you  see  him?" 

"I  don't  know.  He  passed  through  and 
went  on  to  the  balcony." 


"While  he  was  on  the  balcony  could 
you  see  him?" 

"No." 

"Did  you  see  him  leave?" 

"Yes.  I  saw  him  come  In  from  the 
balcony  and  go  out  of  the  Fifth  avenue 
entrance." 

"While  3'ou  were  in  the  Cafe  Martin 
did  you  call  for  a  pencil?" 

"Yes." 

"From   whom?" 

"I  think  Mr.  McCaleb.  He  said  he 
didn't  have  one." 

Mrs.  Thaw  said  that  McCaleb  sat 
on  her  left,  Beale  on  her  right  and 
Thaw    was    facing    her. 

"Did  you  ask  again  for  a  i;>encil?" 

"Yes,  I  got  one  from  some  one,  I 
don't   remember   whom." 

"Did   you   write   a  note?"  • 

"I    did." 

"On    what?" 

"A  slip  of  paper.  I  think  Mr.  Mc- 
Caleb gave  It   to  me."

"What   did   Mr.   Thaw  do?"

"Mrs.  Thaw,  have  you  that  slip  of 
paper   now?" 

"I  have  not." 

"Have  you  seen   it   since?" 

"No." 

"Did  what  you  •wrote  refer  to  Stan- 
ford  White?" 

Mr.  Jerome  objected  on  the  ground 
that  the  note  itself  was  the  best  evi- 
dence. 

"After  j'ou  left  the  restaurant  you 
went  to  Madison  Square  Roof  gar- 
den?" asked  Mr.  Delmas,  "About 
what   time   was   it?" 

"About   the   middle  of  the   first  act." 

Mrs.   Thaw  said  that   she  sat  in  the 


seats  with  Mr.  Beale  •  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Caleb. Her  husband  went  to  the  back 
of  the  theater,  she  safe.  He  was  away 
about  fifteen  minutes,  when  he  re- 
turned and  took  a  seat  beside  her.

'"About  as  far  as  the  end  of  the  Jury 
box." 

•'You  saw  Mr.  WhltQ  sitting  there?"

"Did  you  see  Mr.  Thaw  then?" 

"Not  until  after  a  minute  or  so  af- 
terwards. He  came  directly  in  front  of 
Mr.  White,  standing  with  his  arm  up 
in   the   air."

"'At   the   time   did   you   refuse   him?" 

""I    did." 

"Were  the  reasons  of  your  refusal 
based  on  an  event  in  your  life  with 
which  Mr.   White  was  connected?" 

Objected   to  and  o>bjection  sustained. 

"Did  you  state  in  explaining  your  re- 
fusal of  his  proposal  that  it  had  some- 
thing to  do   with  Stanford  White?" 

"Yes." 

"State    what    happened." 

"Mr.  Thaw  told  me  that  he  loved 
me  and  wanted  to  marry  me.  I  stared 
at  him  for  a  moment  and  then  he 
said:  'Don't  you  care  for  me?'  and  I 
said  that  I  did.  Then  he  asked  me  what 
was  the  matter.  I  said  "Nothing.'  "Why 
won't  you  marry  me?'  he  said.  He  put 
his  hands  on  my  shoulder  and  asked: 
'Is  It  because  of  Stanford  White?'  and 
I  said  'Yes.'  Then  he  told  me  that  he 
would  not  ever  love  anyone  else  or 
marry  anyone  else.  I  started  to  cry. 
He  said  he  wanted  me  to  tell  him  the 
whole  thing.  Then  I  began  to  tell  him 
how  I  first  met  Stnaford  White." 

"Be  kind  enough  to  remember  that 
you  are  to  omit,"  said  Mr.  Delmas, 
"in  relating  the  narrative  of  what  you 
told  Mr.  Thaw,  the  name  of  any  other 
person  save  that  of  Mr.  White.  Now 
continue." 

"A  young  lady  asked  my  mother 
several  times  to  let  me  go  out  with 
her  to  lunch.  She  came  again  and 
again  to  me  before  I  sent  her  to  my 
mother,  finally,  and  she  said  'All  right.' 
My  mother  finally  consented." 

"'Proceed." 

"On  the  day  I  was  to  g-o  my  mother 

dressed  me  and  I  went  with  Miss 

the  other  young  lady,  in  a  hansom, 
hoping  we  would  go  to  the  ball  room 
because  I  wanted  to  see  It.  But  we 
went  straight  down  to  Broadway, 
through  Twenty-fourth  street,  up  to  a 
dingy  looking  door.  The  young  lady 
Jumped  out  and  asked  me  to  follow 
her." 

Mr.  Jerome  objected  to  the  form  of 
the  narrative  and  he  asked  '"Did  you 
relate  all   that  to  Mr.  Thaw?" 

"Yes,"  said  the  witness,  "he  told  me 
to   tell   him   everything." 

"By  the  way,"  interjected  Mr.  Del- 
mas, "what  was  the  date  of  that 
event?" 

"'As  nearly  as  I  can  remember,"  with 
a  pucker  of  the  forehead,  ""it  was 
August,  1901." 

"You  were  then  16  years  and  some 
months  old?" 

""Yes." 

'"Your  mother  dressed  you  to  go?" 

'"Yes." 

"I  must  caution  you  to  tell  only 
what  you  told  Mr.  Thaw." 

"I  will,"  said  the  witness,  and 
went  on:  ""The  dingy  door  opened, 
nobody   seeming  to  open   it." 

""What  did  you  do  then?" 


"We  went  up  some  steps  to  another 
door,  which  opened  to  some  other 
apartment.  I  stopped,  and  asked  the 
young  lady  where  we  were  going, 
and  she  said:  "It's  all  right.'  A 
man's  voice  called  down:  "Hello.'" 
"Did  you  see  the  man  then?" 
"No." 

"When  did  you?" 

"When    we    got    to    the    top    of    the 
stairs." 
"Who   was   It?" 

"It  was  Stanford  White,"  said  the 
witness   clearly. 

"What  did  you  find   in   the  room  or 
studio   to   which   you   went?" 
"A    table   set   for   four." 
"This     is    all     what     you     told     Mr. 
Thaw?"   put   in   Mr.    Jerome. 

"It  was,"  said  young  Mrs.  Thaw. 
'"I  told  him  everything." 

There  was  a  halt  in  the  testimony 
here  while  Mr.  Jerome  and  Mr.  Del- 
mas   whispered. 

"How  were  you  dressed?"  asked 
Mr.  Delmas. 

"I  wore  a  short  dress  with  my  hair 
down   my   back." 

The  wrtness  said  they  went  up  into 
another  room,  where  a  big  Japanese 
umbrella   was   swinging. 

Mr.  Jerome  objccied  to  the  testi- 
mony on  the  ground  that  he  would 
have  no  opportunity  to  prove  or  dis- 
prove  the  tacts  alleged. 

Mr.  Delmas  said  that  the  defense 
would  olter  no  oojection  to  the  dis- 
trict attorney  probing  the  correct- 
ness   of    the    facts. 

She  said  that  afterwards  they  went 
for  a  drive  to  the  park  then  returned 
to  the  house  with  Mr.  White.  She  said 
when  she  got  home  she  told  her  naother 
everything  that  had  happened. 

"Did    your    moter    suDsequently.    re- 
ceive  a   letter  from   Stanford  White?" 
"She    did." 

"What   was  In  the   letter?" 
"It  asked   my  mother  to  call  on  Mr. 
White  at  No.   160  Fifth  ax^enue." 

"Did  you  tell  Mr.  Thaw  about  that?" 
"I    did." 

'"When    your    mother    returned    did 
she  tell  you  anything?" 
"She    did." 

"Wliat  did  your  mother  tell  you?" 
"He    asked    her    to    take    me    to    a 
dentist  and  have  my  teeeth  fixed  and 
for  her  to  have  her  own  fixed,  too." 

"She  said:  'No,  that  it  was  a  very 
strange  thing.'  Mr.  White  told  her  that 
he  did  that  for  the  other  girls." 
"When  did  you  next  see  Wliite?" 
"I  saw  him  in  the  studio.  I  got  a 
note  from  him  previously  inviting  me 
to  a  party  and  saying  a  carriage  would 
be.waitirig  for  me  on  the  corner.  Be- 
fore that  he  had  sent  me  a  hat,  a 
feather  boa,  and  a  cape.  There  was 
another  man  and  girl  with  us." 

Mr.  Delmas  mentioned  the  names  of 
the  other  parties  to  Mr.  Jerome. 
"Where  did  you  go?" 
"To    the    studio    in    Madison    Square 
tower.  We  had  a  very  nice  time  there. 
Mr.  White  said  I  was  only  to  have  one 
glass  of  champagne  and  that  I  was  to 
be  brought  home  early.  1  was  brought 
home  early   to   the  door  of  my  house. 
I   told   Mr.   Thaw   that   we   had   several 
parties  of  this  kind  in  the  tower." 
"Did  you  see  Mr.  White  again?" 
"Yes,  he  came  to  see  my  motiier,  told 
her  that  I  would   be  all   right  in   New 
York  and  that  he  would  care  for  me." 
Mrs.    Thaw    said    she    met    White    In 
September,    1901,    in    a    studio    in    Ea.st 
Twenty-second   street.     The  door  open- 
ed   of   itself,    she    said,    and    the    house 
looked  at  first  as  if  no  one  lived  there. 
She  said   that  she  went  upstairs  and 
met    Mr.    White,    a    photographer,    and 
another  man. 

The    witness   whl.spered    the    name    of 
the   man   to  Mr.   Jerome,   who  wrote  it 
down. 
"What  did  you  see  there?" 
"There  was  a  lot  of  expensive  gowna 
there." 
"What  happened?" 

"I  went  into  tlie  dressing  room  to 
put  on  the  dress.  Mr.  White  knocked 
at  the  door  and  asked  if  I  needed  any 
help.     I   said:     •No.'  " 

She  related  her  experience  in  the 
photograph  studio  and  said  she  had 
posed  until  she  was  very  tired,  and 
that  White,  who  had  come  in,  ordered 
food  and  they  had  something   to   eat. 

She  testified  that  she  drank  but  one 
glass  of  champagne  and  when  she  was 
dressed  she  got  into  a  carriage  and  was 
taken  back  to  the  hotel. 

"The  next  night,"  she  continued,  "'I 
got  a  note  from  Mr.  White  asking  me 
to  come  down  to  the  studio  for  a  lunch- 
eon after  the  theater  with  some  of  his 
friends.  A  carriage  would  call  for  me, 
and  would  take  me  home  after  the 
party,  he  wrote.  I  went  down  to  the 
Twenty-fourth  street  studio  again  and 
found  Mr.  White  and  no  one  else  there. 
"  'What  do  you  think,'  he  said  to  me, 
'the  others  have  turned  us  down.'  Then 
I  told  him  I  had  better  go  home,  and  he 
told  me  that  I  had  better  sit  down  and 
have  some  fruit.  So  1  took  off  my  hat 
and  coat.  Mr.  White  told  me  he  had 
other  floors  in  the  garden,  and  that  1 
had  not  seen  all  of  his  place.  He  would 
take  me  around  and  show  me,  he  said. 

"So  he  took  me  up  some  stairs  to  the 
floor  above,  where  there  were  very  beau- 
tiful decorations  and  a  piano.  I  played 
for  him,  and  he  took  me  Into  another 
room.  That  room  was  a  bedroom.  On  a 
small  table  stood  a  bottle  of  champagne 
and  one  glass.  Mr.  White  poured  out  one 
glass  for  me  and  I  paid  no  attention  to 
It.  Mr.  White  went  away,  came  back  and 
.said:  'I  decorated  this  room  myself. 
Then  he  asked  me  why  I  was  not  drink- 
ing my  champagne,  and  I  said  I  did  not 
like  It;  it  tasted  bitter.  But  he  persuaded 
me   to  drink  it,  and  I  did. 

"A  few  moments  after  I  had  drank 
lit  there  began  a  pounding  and  thump- 
ing in  my  ears  and  the  room  got  all 
black." 

Mrs.  Thaw  was  almost  in  tears  at 
this  statement. 

"When  I  awoke  my  clothes  had 
all  been  taken  off  me.  1  started  to 
scream.  Mr.  White  got  up  and 
threw  a  kimona  on  me.  As  I  sat  up 
I   saw  mirrors  all   around   the  bed.     I

began  to  scream  again,  and  Mr. 
White  asked  me  to  keep  quiet,  say- 
ing that  it  was  all  over." 

"When  he  threw  the  kimona  over 
me  he  left  the  room.  I  screamed 
harder  than  ever.  I  don't  remember 
how  I  got  my  clothes  on. 

"He  took  me  home,  and  I  sat  up 
all    night   crying." 

"Where  was  Mr.  White  when  you 
recovered    consciousness?" 

"He  was  on  the  bed  beside  me»  un- 
dressed." 

"What  did   he  say  afterwards?" 

"He  made  me  swear  that  I  would 
never  tell  my  mother  about  it.  He 
said  there  was  no  use  In  talking,  and 
the  greatest  thing  in  this  world  was 
not   to   get   foimd   out." 

"He  said  the  girls  in  the  theaters 
were  foolish  to  talk.  He  laughed  af- 
terwards." 

"Was  Mr.  Thaw  excited  when  you 
told    him    these    things?" 

"Yes,  he  was  excited,  and  walked  up 
and  down  the  room.  We  sat  up  all  night. 
He  said  it  wasn't  my  fault,  that  no  one 
could  blame  me,  and  that  I  was  only  an 
unfortunate  girl,  and  that  he  did  not 
thl&k  any  the  less  of  me;  he  would  marry 
me  anyway." 

"Did  he  offer  to  marry  you  again?" 

"Yes,  and  I  told  him  that  if  1  did  marry 
him,  the  friends  of  Stanford  White  would 
laugh  at  him  and  laugh  at  me,  as  they 
suspected  our  relationship,  if  they  did  not 
know." 

The  witness  told  Thaw  that  It  would 
not  be  well  to  marry  on  account  of  his 
family.  He  persisted  that  he  wished  to 
marry  her. 

Mrs.  Thaw  recovered  her  composure 
after  she  had  got  over  the  most  sensa- 
tional part  of  her  story.  Many  of  the  ; 
women  in  the  court  room  were  ciying, 
and  the  most  intense  silence  prevailed  in 
the  room. 

Mrs.  Thaw  said  that  she  had  also  told 
Thaw  about  her  early  life  with  her 
mother  and  of  her  financial  difficulties. 
The  money  she  earned  as  an  artists 
model  she  gave  to  her  mother.  That  was 
their  only  means  of  support. 

Evelyn,  after  she  and  her  mother  came 
to  New  York  with  letters  of  introduction, 
experienced  some  hard  times. 

"Finally,"  she  said,  ""I  met  Carroll 
Beckwith,  the  artist,  in  December,  1900, 
and  he  engaged  me  to  po.se  for  him,  some- 
times twice  a  week.  He  gave  me  letters 
of  introduction  to  other  well-known  art- 
ists and  I  posed  for  them." 

Then  the  witness  continued,  she  applied 
for  a  position  on  the  stage,  expecting  to 
continue  as  a  model  while  earning  money 
as  a  dancer. 

"You  went  to  Paris;  when  did  you  re- 
turn?" 

"I  returned  in  the  end  of  October,  1903." 

"When  did  you  first  meet  Harry  K. 
Thaw?" 

"In  1901." 

"How  many  times  had  you  seen  him 
between  then  and  1903?" 

"1  had  only  seen  him  once  In  the  mean- 
time." 

Thaw,  the  witness  said,  opposed  her  go- 
ing On  the  stage,  saying  she  was  too 
young,  and  offered  to  send  her  and  her 
brother  to  school. 

"You  were  sent  to  school  later,  how- 
ever; when'/"  asked  Mr.  Delmas. 

"In  1902,  about  the  latter  part  of  Octo- 
ber, I  think." 

"Were  you  111  during  any  of  this  per- 
iod?" 

"Yes,  and  I  had  to  go  to  a  hospital." 

"The  offer  of  Mr.  Thaw  to  send  you 
to  school  was  refused?" 

"Yes." 

""When  you  saw  Mr.  Thaw  in  1903,  did 
you   tell   him  about  going  to  school?" 

"I  told  him  that  Mr.  White  had  sent 
me  to  school." 

The  witness  then  told  of  her  sickness 
and  the  operation  to  which  she  was  ob- 
liged to  submit,  and  of  Thaw's  kindness 
to  her  at  that  time,  which  was  early  in 
1903.  After  her  recovery  Thaw  arranged 
the  European  trip  for  the  witness  and 
her  mother.  Thaw  followed  them  to 
Europe. 

Here    reference   was    made    to   a   letter 
that    Thaw    wrote    to    the    witness    while 
she  was  abroad,  and  Mr.   Delmas  sought 
to   introduce  it  as  evidence. 
Mr.    Jerome    objected. 


"What  is  the  revelancy  of  the  letter?" 
asked  Justice  Fitzgerald. 

"Its  contents  have  direct  reference  to 
the  statement  made  by  the  witness  to 
Mr.  Thaw  and  is  an  evidence  of  the  ef- 
fect on  the  mind  of  Thaw  of  the  etate- 
ment.s   so  made,"   replied  Mr.    Delmas.

Witness  Causes  Much  Merriment  in  Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald's  Court  Room.

Thaw,  referrmg  to  White,  wrote  to  her 
husband:     "'I'hat  blackguard  is  here." 

In  the  redirect  examination  of  the  wit-- 
ness,  Mr.   Delmas  asked: 

"When  you  had  a  talk  with  the  district 
attorney  at  the  Union  club  a  few  days 
after  the  shooting  did  you  tell  him  that 
vou   thougin    Mr.    Thaw   wag   irraticinil.'"

STEVENS  IS 
OBDURATE 

Will  Resign  If  Contract 

for  Building  Canal 

is  Awarded. 

Believed   That  Govern- 
ment Will  Continue  Its 
Construction. 


Washington,  Feb.  7. — The  adminis- 
tration has  been  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  alternative  of  rejecting  all 
bids  for  the  construction  of  the  Pana- 
ma canal  by  contract  or  losing  the 
services  of  Chief  Engineer  John  Ste- 
vens. This  is  the  reason  for  the  delay 
of  President  Roosevelt.  Secretary  Taft 
and  Chairman  Shonts  of  the  canal 
commission  in  acting  on  the  Oliver 
bid.  An  effort  was  made  to  get  Mr. 
Stevens  to  change  his  mind,  but  h^ 
has  continued  obdurate  and  the  indi- 
cations are  that  the  administration 
will  accede  to  his  request  and  the  con- 


struction  win      be      continued   by   the 

I  government. 
This  information  In  regard  to  the 
position  taken  by  Mr.  Stevens  comes 
'  from  a  source  that  cannot  be  doubt- 
ed, but  it  has  created  some  surprise 
on  account  of  testimony  given  by  Mr. 
Stevens  before  the  senate  committee 
on  interoceanic  canals  a  year  ago. 

He  then  said  that  he  favored  build- 
I  ing  the  canal  by  contract.  He  was  of 
the  opinion  that  contractors  would  be 
in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  laborers.  Since  then  he 
has  gone  over  the  canal  plans  careful- 
ly and  he  expresses  the  belief  that  the 
canal  can  be  constructed  by  the  gov- 
ernment within  a  period  of  ten  years. 
His  friends  have  advised  him  that  if 
a  contract  is  let  for  construction  he 
will  be  robbed  of  the  credit  of  build- 
ing this  great  waterway.  Frequent 
exchanges  of  cablegrams  between 
Washington  and  the  isthmus  have  re- 
sulted in  a  demand  by  Mr.  Stevens  for 
the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  If  the 
contract  is  awarded. 

It  is  asserted  by  certain  senators 
who  have  taken  an  unusual  interest  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  canal  that 
if  one  of  the  bids  for  canal  construc- 
tion is  accepted  it  will  mean  that  the 
administration  has  determined  to  dis- 
pense with  Mr.  Stevens  as  the  director 
of  the  canal  construction.

Commissioners   Tliink 
Carlton  County  Attor- 
ney is  "Too  Busy." 


Because  A.  E.  McManus,  a  well 
known  attorney  of  this  city,  is  alleged 
to  have  made  statements  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  good  roads  association 
that  purported  to  cast  reflection  on 
the  roadbulldlng  methods  of  the  coun- 
ty commissioners  and  their  expendi- 
ture of  road  funds,  the  county  board 
this  morning  passed  a  resolution  this 
morning  that  fairly  sizzled  with  the 
commissioners'  resentment,  and  which 
challenges  Mr.  McManus  to  appear  be- 
fore the  board  at  the  next  meeting  and 
explain  his  conduct. 

The  resolution  was  introduced  by 
Commissioner  Neil  Mclnnis  of  Eve- 
leth,  and  its  language  bears  every  evi- 
dence that  the  range  commissioner 
was  in  his  most  sarcastic  mood  when 
he  framed  it-  The  resolution  was 
passed  by  almost  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  board,  Commissioner  Tischer 
asking  to  be  excused  from  voting,  as 
he  did  not  fully  understand  the  situ- 
ation. 

The  resolution  follows: 

"Whereas,  at  a  recent  meeting  of

of  great  injury  to  the  members  of  this 
board."

A  few 
more  coat  makers,  and  cutters, 
and  fitters,  and  sewers  would 
find  employment,  and  more, 
names  would  be  added  to  the 
city  directory.

COUNT  CREIGHTON 
HAS  PASSED  AWAY 

Well  Known  Pioneer  of 

Nebraska  Dies  at 

Age  of  75. 

Omaha.  Feb.  7.— Count  John  A.  Creigh- 
ton  died  at  his  home"  here  at  1:27  this 
morning. 

Count  Creighton.  who  was  75  years 
of  age,  was  stricken  early  in  Decem- 
ber last  with  double  pneumonia,  from 
which  he  never  fully  recovered.  Later 
kidney  and  nervous  complications  arose 
and  for  several  days  his  death  has  been 
almost  momentarily  looked  for. 

John  A.  Creighton  was  born  in  Lick- 
ing county.  Ohio.  He  was  a  civil  en- 
gineer by  profession  and  in  lh56  came 
West  as  an  associate  of  his  brother, 
Edward.'  who  controlled  the  Pacific 
Telegraph  company.  Lsvter  he  was  en- 
gaged in  railroad  building  and  mining. 
In  1S79  he  founded  Creighton  university 
and  later  established  and  endowed 
Creighton  hospital.  Both  these  Inslitu- 
tions  were  presented  to  the  church  and 


TWO  PERISH  IN 
BURNING  SHANTY 

Cook  and  Cookee  Burned 

to  Death  in  Their 

Beds. 

Fire  which  destroyed  the  cook's  shanty 
at  the  •  Cloquet  Tie  &  Post  company's 
camp  at  Shield's  station,  thirty  miles 
from  Duluth,  brought  death  to  Jacob 
Salberg,  cook,  and  Reuben  Olson,  cookee, 
Sunday  night. 

When  the  others  in  the  camp  discovered 
the  flames,  the  cook  house  was  burning 
fiercely,  and  all  efforts  to  save  the  un- 
fortunate occupants  were  unavailing.  No 
cries  could  be  heard  atwve  the  roar  of 
the  flames,  and  the  supposition  is  that 
the  men  were  suffocated  by  the  smoke 
before  the  greedy  flames  charred  their 
bodies  almost  beyond  all  recognition. 

Salberg  and  Olson  were  the  only  men 
sleeping  in  the  cook  house.  The  other 
men  in  the  camp  slept  in  a  building  sev- 
eral yards  distant.  The  fire  is  supposed 
to  have  started  from  the  stove,  in  which 
was  kept  a  roaring  fire  at  all  times,  be- 
cause of  the  extreme  cold. 

The  remains  were  brought  to  this  city 
and  taken  to  Durkan  &  Crawford's  un- 
dertaking rooms  yesterday  afternoon. 
Both  men  lived  at  Midway,  ten  miles 
from  Duluth,  where  Salberg  leaves  a  wife 
and  children.  Salberg's  parents  reside  at 
West  Duluth,  and  he  is  said  to  have  had 
several  brothers  living  in  this  city.  Olson 
leaves  relatives  at  Midway,  where  the 
funeral  will  be  held  tomorrow.  Funeral 
arKingeniAts  for  Salberg  have  not  yet 
been  made.

IN  IRON  MARKET 

A    Large    Importation 

From  England  Causes 

Comment 

Clea-eland,  Feto.  7.— Tha  Iron  Trade 
Review  says:  Keen  interest  has  been 
manifested  in  the  pig  Iron  market 
during  the  past  week.  The  situation 
resembles    that    of    the    first    week    of 

the  new  year,  when  there  were  well 
defined  indications  of  easier  conditions 
but  during  the  last  three  weeks  of 
January  the  market  was  active  and 
strong,  and  there  is  now  no  reason 
for  believing  that  there  will  be  any 
decided    decline    in    quotations. 

Following  the  publication,  about 
two  "U'eeks  ago,  of  reports  of  weak- 
ness in  the  American  pig  iron  mar- 
ket, a  determined  bear  a-ssault  was 
made  on  warrant  iron  from  England, 
and  at  least  one  large  American  con- 
sumer was  able  to  buy  a  round  ton- 
nage at  about  $lfi.50.  New  Orleans. 
The  report  of  this  transaction  has 
been  noised  about  within  a  few  days, 


from  the  .South  during  the  remain- 
der of  this  month  has  caused  an 
easier  feeling  among  some  Northern 
consumers  of  the  Southern  product, 
but  serio'ts  doubt  is  expressed  as  to 
whether  the  railroads  will  be  able  to 
give  much  better  delivery  than  has 
recently  been  made.  Taken  as  a 
whole,  the  pig  iron  market  is  easier, 
but  with  little  if  any  evidence  of 
weakness. 

In  finished  lines  great  activity  con- 
tinues, and  deliverle*s  are  still  much 
delayed.  The  only  unfavorable  inci- 
dent has  been  the  postponement  of 
the  placing  of  soime  orders  for  rails 
on  account  of  the  tightness  of  the 
money  market,  but  mills  are  sold  bo 
far  ahead  that  they  are  not  uneasy 
about    their    delay.

HIGHER  PAY  FOR  JUDGES. 

The  passage  by  the  state  senate  of  the  bill  to  increase 
the  salaries  of  the  ju.-^tices  of  the  supreme  court  to  $7,000 
eacli.  "i  the  district  judges  of  St.  Loui-..  Ramsey  and  f.Ien- 
nepm  counties  to  $6,coo  each,  of  which  each  county  is 
to  provide  $1,000,  and  of  all  other  district  judges  to 
$5,000,  will  meet  with  general  approval  all  over  the 
state.  And  the  house  will  do  well  if  it  also  shall  pass  the 
bill  riglit  speedily  and  send  it  to  the  governor. 

The  people  of  Duluth  and  of  all  St.  Louis  county  will 
give  hearty  assent  to  the  amendment  by  Senator  Lay- 
bourn  that  places  otrr  home  judges  on  a  salary  par  with 
those  ol  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis — not  because  the 
amount  paid  by  the  county  to  each  of  its  three  district 
judges  will  be  reduced  by  $1,000  each,  but  because  a\l 
three  do  as  much  work  as,  if  not  more  than,  the  six 
in  cacii  of  the  Twin  Cities  and  have  also  much  more 
varied  litigation  to  pass  on. 

When  the  salaries  of  the  Minnesota  judges,  even  under 
the  advances,  are  compared  with  those  of  correspondinjjr 
jurists  in  other  states,  they  are  certainly  moderate.  Xew 
York,  for  example,  pays  the  chief  justice  c>f  its  C'<urt  of 
appeals,  its  highest  trit)unal.  $14,000  and  each  of  the  nine 
associates  $13,700  while  the  judges  of  the  appellate  court 
of  Greater  Xew  York  receive  $17,500  each  and  those  of 
all  otlicr  appellate  courts  are  paid  $7,200.  The  same 
salaries  are  paid  to  the  supreme  judges  who  correspond 
to  Minnesota's  district  judges.  The  compensation  of 
United  States  district  judges  are  $6,000  each,  but  the 
positions  are  for  life. 

When  one  considers  the  vastly  greater  fees  that  are 
earned  annually  by  attorneys  of  the  class  from  which 
our  judges  are  drawn,  one  cannot  but  be  pleased  that  the 
state  and  the  districts  have  been  able  to  secure  men  for 
judges  of  the  ability  of  our  jurists.  Under  such  circum- 
stances, there  will  be  no  objection  whatsoever  to  tlie  in- 
creases in  salaries  provided  for.  If  it  shall  result  in 
•till  further  raising  the  standard  of  the  judiciary,  as  it 
promises  to  do,  there  will  be  universal  satisfaction.

Before  the  Georgian,  a  Missourian,  an  lowan 
and  possibly  a  fool  jurist  in  one  or  two  other  states 
made  similar  attempts.  .\11  of  them  were  laughed  into 
shamed  oblivion.  There  is  really  no  more  danger  of  the 
ladies'  card  parties  being  raided  in  Alabama,  or  any 
place  else,  than  there  is  of  an  artack  being  made  on  a 
church  fair  bj'  officers  of  the  law. 


NO  WATERWAY  EXPERIMENTS. 

The  decisive  action  of  the  natii>nal  Iiouse  of  rcproen- 
tativea  in  refusing,  by  the  vote  of  145  to  43,  to  make 
provisions  for  initiating  work  on  a  so-called  deep  water- 
way from  Chicago  via  St.  Louis  to  the  Gulf  of  Me.\ico 
•will  cause  a  renewaf,  ten  times  redoubled,  by  the  St.  Louis 
and  Chicago  papers  of  their  howls  of  injustice  and  rank 
favoritism  to  the  cities  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

.As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  all  thinking  men,  except 
those  in  the  citie>  that  Iiad  hoped  to  be  benefited  by  the 
diversion  of  trade  irmn  tiie  Great  Lakes  and  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Lower  Mississippi  river  and  the  Gulf  of  Me.xico, 
will  acknowledge  that  the  deep  waterway  scheme  woul(i 
be  at  best  a  vastly  costly  experiment  and  would  inevit- 
ably result  in  irreparable  damage  to  the  Great  Lakes 
withojit  affording  a  new  permanent  and  always  available 
water  transportation  route. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  tlie  Chicago  drainage 
canal  has  already  affected  deleteriously  the  old  levels  of 
the  Great  Lakes  and  has  made  the  passages  more  difficult. 
This  being  so,  what  would  be  the  result  if  enough  v.ater 
to  supply  a  16-foot  channel  from  Chicago  to  the  Gulf 
were  constantly  drawn  away?  It  would  inevitably  spell 
disaster  to  the  splendid  and  grandly  growing  commerce 
of  the  Great  Lakes. 

Chicago's  interest  in  the  Gulf  project  is  obvious.  She 
has  lost  a  great  proportion  of  her  once  large  lake  com- 
merce because  of  her  wretchedly  shallow  river  and  her 
own  indiflference,  and  she  is  willing  to  try  to  build  up  a 
new  cheap  commercial  way  at  the  expense  of  the  cities 
along  the  Great  Lakes  that  have  prospered  as  the  result 
of  her  indifTerence. 

St.  Louis  and  Memphis  and  New  C)rlcans  are  equally 
selfish.  Despite  the  expenditure  of  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  on  the  Lower  Mississippi,  that  stream 
has  continued  so  erratic  that  the  once  great  steamboat 
trade  of  the  cities  along  its  course  has  dwindled  to  such 
proportions  that  those  cities  woulil  be  willing  to  ruin 
the  waterways  of  the  Great  Lakes  if  thereby  thej-  could 
even  try  to  do  themselves  any  good. 

Every  dolhir  of  improvement  put  into  the  harbors  of 
the  Grtat  Lakes  has  returned  a  hundred  in  permanent 
benet'it  to  the  whole  of  the  West.  Xearly  ever}-  dollar 
put  into  the  Mississippi  has  been  eaten  up  by  the 
annual  rises.  The  house  has  done  nothing  but  what  is 
sensible  and  right  in  adopting  the  policy  it  has. 


BRIDGE  WHIST  FREAKISHNESS. 

The  committee  of  the  Alabama  legislature,  that  lias 
had  the  audacious  nerve  to  report  a  bill  to  make  it  a  jail 
offense  for  any  woman  to  play,  or  allow  to  be  played, 
in  her  home,  bridge  whist  or  euchre  for  prizes  of  value, 
is  laiying  up  for  its  membership  more  kinds  of  tr<»uble 
than  any  of  them  have  ever  dreamed  of,  even  after  a  night 
of  legisL-Jtive  high  life. 

Xot  i»nly  arc  these  daring  committeemen  in  immitient 
peril  from  the  wrath  of  incensed  ladies  but  the  men  of 
.Alabama,  typical  fire-eating  southerners  most  01  them, 
are  ready  to  fight  at  the  drop  of  the  hat  when  the  slight- 
est affront  or  indignity  is  put  on  their  women-folk.  It 
would  be  as  much  as  the  life  of  any  officer  would  be 
worth  to  even  attempt  to  enforce  such  a  law,  if.  by  any 
chance  or  mischance,  the  committee's  bill  should  pass 
the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  and  be  approved  by 
the  governor. 

It  wt>i:ld  be  like  betting  on  a  sure  thing  to  wager 
that  Jiot  one  of  the  committeemen  would,  for  "mone}', 
marbles  or  chalk,"  be  the  officer  to  try  to  make  the  first 
bridge  whist  raid.  Not  they,  for  they  know  only  too 
well  in  which  direction  safety  for  their  own  precious 
persons  lies  and  it  is  not  in  serving  such  a  warrant. 

It  may  be  that  one  or  two  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  city  men,  but  it  is  pretty  safe  to  believe  that 
the  men  who  voted  to  report  the  biH  came  from  the  back- 
woods where  all  they  know  of  bridge  whist  or  euchre 


SUBURBAN  TROLLEYS. 

The  growth  of  the  suburban  electric  systems  all  over 
the  East  and  Central  West  has  been  really  marvelous^ 
but  so  quietly  have  the  now  great  enterprises  been  in- 
itiated and  carried  through  that  few  people,  even  'u\ 
the  sections  that  they  gridiron  and  join  in  new  bonds  of 
steel,  realize  their  size  and  extent. 

One  ma}'  travel  now  by  continuous  trolley  line,  with- 
out the  smoke  and  dust  of  the  steam  railway,  from  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  to  Portland,  Me.,  and  it  is  expected  soon 
to  have  the  line  extended  to  Baltimore  and  Washington. 
The  only  inconvenience  is  the  necessity  for  frequent 
changes  of  cars,  but  this  is  more  than  atoned  for  by 
the  infinitely  superior  cleanliness  and  comfort  as  well 
as  the  much  greater  cheapness  of  fares.  In  time,  is  is 
hoped  to  have  trolley  expresses  between  the  larger  cities. 
Even  now,  the  electric  cars  go  at  almost  as  great  a 
speed  as  the  railroad  flyers. 

An  electric  intcrurban  .system  in  Connecticut  and 
Rhode  Island  controls  1,350  miles  of  trolley  lines  and 
its  gross  earnings  last  year  were  $16,000,000.  A  series 
of  electric  networks,  no  less  than  9,000  miles  in  all,  con- 
nect Southern  Ohio  with  the  Lake  Erie  territorj'  and 
spread  all  over  the  state  with  regular  express  service. 
Indiana.  Illinois  and  Michigan  have  electric  lines  extend- 
ing in  all  directions  and  offering  easy  and  pleasant 
means  of  travel  for  hundreds  of  miles  for  an  average  of 
about  114  cents  a  mile.  The  latest  of  these  new  sys- 
tems are  the  550-mile  McKinley  line  from  Decatur,  111., 
to  St.  Louis  and  the  electric  roads  from  Kansas  City  to 
Leavenworth  and  Topeka,  Kan. 

Electric  traction  lines  open  up  the  country  and  are 
great  boons  to  farms  and  rural  neighborhoods.  They 
bring  to  the  city  markets  dailj-,  at  the  lowest  possibly 
rates,  garden  truck  of  all  kinds,  eggs,  chickens  and  milk  j  niany  parks, 
and  cause  an  instant  demand  for  farms  and  garden  tracts 
all  along  their  waj's.  They  also  cultivate  in  the  working 
classes  of  the  city,  with  eight  hours  of  labor  a  day,  the 
desire  to  have  their  own  rural  gardens. 

St.  Louis  county  should  be  gridironed  with  these 
cheap  but  highly  modern  means  of  intercommunication. 
The  range  towns  are  sure  to  have  their  intercity  electric 
system  this  year.  This  should  be  extended  to  Duluth  and 
laterals  be  constructed  to  the  many  pretty  lakes  of  the 
county.  Other  lines  should  run  west  through  what  wil! 
be  a  fine  garden  region.  In  this  way,  Duluth  will  get 
fresh  produce  of  all  kinds  cheaply  and  St.  Louis  county 
will  tlourish  like  the  proverbial  green  bay  tree.

Old  cold  wave  packed  up  his  Arctic 
grip  after  all  last  evening  and  sneak- 
ed away  eastward  during  the  dark 
hours  of  the  night  after  throwing  out  a 
heavy  fog  curtain  to  cover  his  depart- 
ure. In  consequence,  when  the  people, 
not  only  of  Duluth,  but  of  the  whole 
Northwest    awoke    this    morning,    they 

found  temperatures  milder  than  any 
tliey  had  experienced  since  Jan.  20  and 
they  were  almost  Inclined  to  "dance  for 
joy,"  even  if  the  weatiier  man  did  say  I 
that  there  might  be  more  snow.  This  i 
prognostication  was,  however,  not 
very  positive  and  it  was  accompanied 
by  the  consoling  information  that  no 
cold  snaps  were  in  sight  anywhere  In 
the  Northwest.  The  day  here  also  was 
bright  and  clear.  The  seventeen  days 
of  borean  temperature  Just  closed  have 
come  pretty  near  the  record  for  con- 
tinued steady  cold  in  the  Northwest. 
But  it  Is  over  at  last  and  no  one  Is 
sorry.  Last  night's  lowest  temperature 
was  only  -  degs.  below  zero  and  yes- 
terday's Iiiglu'st  was  ::  degs.  on  the 
riglit  side  of  ilie  line.  The  weather 
man  promises  nothing  worse  tlian  zero 
temperature  tonigat  with  southerly 
winds   and   clouds   tomorrow. 

The  sun  set  this  afternoon  at  5:20 
o'clock  and  will  rise  tomorrow  morning 
at  7:24  o'clock.  Today  gained  four  min- 
utes of  sunlight   over   yesterday. 

A  year  ago  today  also  saw  the  end  of 
a  cold  wave,  but  it  was  not  such  an  ono 
as  has  just  passed  from  this  section. 
A  line  snow  also  fell  all  day. 

Says  Mr.  Rkiiardson  of  conditions: 
"Areas  of  higii  barometric  pressure 
overlie  the  Rocky  mountains.  Eastern, 
slopes  and  Middle  Atlantic  states,  at- 
tended by  colder  weatiier  along  the  At- 
lantic coast  and  throughout  the  Rocky 
mountain  and  plateau  region.  Zero 
weather  still  prevails  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks.  the  Canadian  provinces  from 
Saskatchewan  eastward.  Minnesota 
and  the  Eastern  Dakotas,  but  there 
has  been  a  general  moderation  In  cold 
in  the  central  valleys  and  Western 
Canada,  largely  due  to  barometric  dis- 
turbances over  Alberta  and  Mexho.

IMPORTS  CONTAIN 

UNKNOWNjNGREDIENTS. 

San  Francisco.  Feb.  7.— Collector  of 
Port     Stratton     has,     on     the     reports 

of  Ralph  A.  Gould,  chief  of  the 
bureau  of  chemistry  of  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture,  ordered  that  a 
number  of  importations  at  this  port 
be  destroyed  l>y  the  importers,  or 
.^hipped  out  of  the  country.  All  the 
goods  were  adulterated  with  some 
nigredient  which  was  not„stamped  on 
the  outside. 

As  soon  as  Collector  Stratton  made 
the  order  to  export  the  merchandise, 
the  customs  house  bn>kers  filed  an 
appeal  to  ihe  .secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury, and  the  surveyor  was  ordered 
to    withhold    the    order.

Special  ef- 
forts are  being  made  to  promote  the 
general  use  by  writers  of  the  return 
addresses,  and  cards  are  sent  out  by 
the  division,  giving  advice  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  addressing.  with 
every  piece  of  mail   that  is  returned.

ties. The  results  of  such  an  outcome 
have  been  thoroughly  canvassed  by  those 
in  charge  of  Union  Pacific  affairs,  and 
arrangements  made  to  meet  this  con- 
tingency. 

Any    legal    proceedings    brought    by    the 

government  to  compel  the  Unlop  Pacific 
to  sell  the  $90,000,000  of  Southern  Pacific  ; 
stock  held  by  it  will  be  contested  up  to  i

If  such  a  decision  be  rendered,  the 
Soiithern  Pacific  stock  will  be  sold,  but 
Its  disposition  will  In  nowise  affect  the 
liarmonious  relations  between  the  two 
properties,  and  Mr.  Harriman  will  con- 
trol both,  as  James  J.  Hill  controls  the 
Great  Northern  and   Northern   Pacific.

He  showed  that  a 
change  of  1,480  votes  was  the  result, 
amounting  to  an  averfLge  of  thirty- 
four  and  thlrty-flve  votes  to  the  pre- 
cinct on  the  tax  amendiment.  He  told 
how  It  would  only  take  an  avei'age 
of  less  than  one  and  a  half  votes 
to  each  precinct  In  the  state  to  de- 
feat the  tax  amendment  and  carry 
the   good   roads   aaneaidment. 

He  said  that  all  that  was  desired 
was  the  truth.  If  the  people  voted 
something  Into  the  constitution  that 
didn't  get  there,  it  should  go  there  in 
spite  of  the  official  returns;  If  they 
voted  down  something  that  got  into 
the  constitution  in  spite  of  their  rejec- 
tion of  it,  it  should  be  cast  out.  He 
did  not  believe,  as  some  have  charged, 
that  theer  was  a  plot  back  of  the  alter- 
ation of  the  tally  sheets.  It  was,  In  his 
opinion,  a  simple  mistake;  a  mistake 
made  by  the  state,  which  the  state 
should  correct.  The  attorney  general  of 
the  state  had  told  him  not  long  ago 
that  Minnesota  could  not  afford  to  let 
a  stain  remain  on  the  Integrity  of  the 
constitution,  and  that  the  truth  should 
be  found. 

Hhe  polnedout  that  while  the  laws  of 
the  state  regarding  contests  are  ample 
for  local  fights,  they  are  utterly  im- 
practicable so  far  as  state  contests  are 
concerned.  Under  their  provisions  it 
would  take  years  and  an  immense  sum 
of  money  to  make  a  recount,  so  a  new 
law  is  necessary. 

Chairman  Tlghe  and  J.  J.  Opsahl  of 
Bemidji  both  wanted  t  oknow  why  the 
state  should  pay  the  expense,  and  not 
those  who  sought  to  correct  it.  Mr. 
Phelps  said  it  was  because  the  state 
made  the  mistake.  At  this  point  ho 
denied  the  charge  that  the  "steel  trust" 
was  back  of  the  contest.  It  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  It,  and  he  did  not 
even  know  its  wishes  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Tighe  wanted  to  know  how  the 
good  roads  people  came  to  bring  the 
Carlton  county  contest,  and  Mr.  Phelps 
told  him  it  was  begun  by  F.  A.  Wat- 
kins  of  Carlton,  president  of  the  Carl- 
ton County  Good  Roads  association. 
Mr.  Tighe  expressed  polite  but  sarcastic 
doubt  of  the  existence  of  such  a  per- 
son when  he  asked  the  clerk  to  note 
his  name  and  address,  and  said  he 
knew  the  good  roads  people  were  glad 
the  good  roads  amendment  was  lost. 
Mr.  Phelps  wanted  to  know  how  that 
could  be  when  It  ralsenj.  the  amount  of 
the  state  aid  to  roads  from  $50,000  to 
$250,000  a  year,  and  Mr.  Tighe  allowed 
he  might  be  mistaken  about  the  senti- 
ment of  the  good  roads  people. 

Mr  C>tsahl  wanted  to  know  the  rea- 
son Duluth  was  interested  in  this 
fight,  and  if  it  was  not  because  the 
steel   trust  was  attacked. 

Mr.  Phelps  said  that  the  opposition 
in  Duluth  came  from  a  talk  by  ex« 
Senator  Lord  in  the  Minneapolis  papers 
shortly  before  election,  in  which  he 
said  that  the  iron  taxes  should  go  to 
the  state. 

F.  B.  Wright  of  Minneapolis  said 
there  was  no  danger  of  any  such  pre- 
posterous proposition  going  through, 
and  when  Mr.  Phelps  said  that  bills 
verj'  much  like  that  had  been  intro- 
duced, Mr.  Wright  said  it  was  easy  to 
introduce  bills,  but  harder  to  pass 
them. 

On  the  tonnage  tax  proposition,  Mr. 
Phelps  said  that  the  state  could  do 
better  with  the  ad  valorem  tax  than 
it  could  with  a  tonnage  tax,  because 
the  iron  industry  is  a  thing  of  ups  and 
downs;  and  when  it  is  up  there  will 
be  plenty  of  taxes,  and  when  It  Is 
down  there  will  be  none.  He  believed 
that  the  iron  interests  would  be  better 
off  under  a  tonnage  tax  than  they 
would  be  under  an  ad  valorem  tax. 

In  reference  to  the  statejnent  of  Mr. 
Phelps  that  to  leave  the  situation  as 
it  is,  after  it  had  been  proven  that  a 
mistake  had  been  made,  would  be  a 
blot  on  the  constitution,  Mr.  Tlghe  said 
that  the  state  had  been  working  for 
years  for  a  wide-open  tax  amendment, 
and  intimated  that  now  that  it  had  it, 
it  was  the  intention  to  keep  it,  right  or 
wrong-. 

Mr.  Tlghe  said  that  he  presumed  that 
the  contest  would  go  ahead  anyway, 
whether  the  bill  pa.ssed  or  not,  and  Mr. 
Phelps  said  that  the  expense  would  t)e  too 
great,  and  that  the  money  could  not  be 
ral-scd. 

Mr.  Phelps,  subjected  to  a  fusillade  of 
question.?,  nearly  all  full  of  suspicion  of 
the  motives  back  of  the  bill,  stood  his 
ground  well  and  did  not  lo.se  his  temper, 
and  Chairman  Tighe  was  kind  enough  to 
tell  him  when  he  was  through  that  he  had 
made  a  good  cajse. 

Representative  Thomas  J.  Brady  of  St. 
Paul  wanted  to  know  what  the  recount 
would  cost,  and  wondered  If  $50,000  would 
do  It. 

'The  reason  I  ask  that,"  he  said,  "Is 
that  the  attorney  general  Is  In  here  ask- 
ing $50,(AHJ  to  make  Investigations  with, 
and  I  don't  see  why  It  would  not  be  just 
as  well  to  appropriate  that  money  to  find 
out  the  truth  on  these  constitutional 
amendments.  I  would  be  glad  to  lather 
such  a  bill." 

"Go  ahead  and  father  It,  then,"  said  Mr. 
Tlghe  with  a  laugh. 

When  Mr.  Phelps  had  finished,  It  was 
too  late  to  conclude  the  hearing,  and  it 
v.as  adjourned  to  this  afternoon.

In  this  connection.  It  might  be  stated 
that  Attorney  General  Young,  who  is 
credited  with  keeping  one  eye  on  the 
governorship  and  the  other  on  the  grand- 
stand, came  out  at  the  banquet  of  the 
Minnesota  Tax  Reform  league  Tuesday 
evening  with  a  statement  that  the  Duluth 
people  who  thought  the  tax  amendment 
had  failed  were  mistaken;  that  those  who 
claim  a  tonnage  tax  in  addition  to  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  iron  mines  would  be  un- 
constitutional were  mistaken,  too.  Mr. 
Young,  when  approached  by  the  Duluth 
people  early  In  the  contest  proceedings, 
said  that  the  constitution  was  too  sacred 
a  thing  to  be  blemished  by  a  mistake,  and 
that  the  truth  should  be  ferreted  out  at 
any  cost.     Now  he  sings  a  different  tune. 

At  that  banquet  Representative  Clarence 
B.   Miller  of  Duluth,    was  ealled  upon  to 
talk,   and  he  showed  that  he  has  sensed 
the  feeling  In  the  legislature  toward  Du- 
luth and  Its  lntcre„st8  when  hp  said:    "You 
may  have  observed  that  St.  Douls  county 
has    been   pretty  quiet   In    the   legislature 
thus  far  this  session,  and  this  may  "^  a 
good    time    to    tell    you    why    this    Is    so. 
Wo    have   noticed    that    when    a    member 
from    Mlnneai>oll3    gets    up    the    speaker  '■■ 
politely    recognizes    'the    gentleman    from  j 
Hennlpen.'  Lilkewise.when  a  member  from  I 
Kandiyohi  county  arises,  the  .speaker  bows  ' 
to   'the  gentleman  from   Kandiyohi.'     But  [ 
what  we  are  afraid  of  is  that  If  one  of  us  ; 
should    get   up,    he   would    recognize   'the  i 
horsethief  from  St.   L.ouls  county.'  "

St.  Paul  repreisentatlves  have  been  try- 
ing for  tho  past  few  days  to  find  some 
way  of  framing  a  bill  that  will  raise  tl»s 
salaries  of  the  city  officials  of  St.  Paul 
without  Including  Duluth,  which  has  not 
demanded  any  raise.  Tluy  would  like  to 
give  their  mayor  about  $4,500  a  year  and 
their  chief  of  police  $3,500,  while  they 
want  to  raise  their  aldermen  from  the 
presf-nt  pay  of  $100  a  year  to  $1,200  a  year.

Both  cities  have  home  rule  charters,  and 
while  Minneapolis  can  frame  bills  apply- 
ing only  to  herself  by  making  them  so 
tht-y  will  not  apply  to  cities  having  home 
rule  charters,  Duluth  and  St.  Paul  are 
In  the  same  classification,  and  will  con- 
stantly find  trouble  in  passing  lawS  suited 
to  their  peculiar  needs. 

Of  course  the  city  with  a  homo  nils 
charter  can  make  any  changes  it  desires 
to  make  by  submitting  charter  amend- 
ments to  the  people,  but  the  trouble  with 
this  is  that  a  three-fifths  vote  Is  needed, 
and  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  raks 
up  enough  votes  to  pass  and  charter 
amendments. 

The  St.  Paul  members  think  they  havs 
found  a  way  to  fix  their  chief  of  police, 
however,  and  they  will  probably  liave  to 
content  themselves  with  this.  They  are 
going  to  Introduce  a  bill  providing  that 
in  cities  of  more  than  60,000,  the  police 
commission  can,  If  they  deem  It  proper, 
make  the  chief's  salary  $3,500.  As  Duluth 
has  no  police  commission,  and  as  $3,6<J0  is 
the  salary  now  paid  In  Minneapolis,  ther« 
seems  to  be  no  obstacle  to  this  bilL 
The  St.  Paul  chief  is  now  paid  $2,500  a 
year.

It  ap- 
pears that  the  Mennonltes— Senator 
Hanson  is  a  Mennonlte— have  a  sort  of 
mutual  Insurance  arrangement,  and  he 
claimed  that  they  should  not  be  sub- 
jected to  the  restrictions  that  surround 
companies    doing   a   general    business.

Necessary  Steps  Will  be 

Taken  Wlien  Transcript 

is  Completed. 


The  Clark  mine  case,  concerning 
which  a  decision  was  recently  rendered 
by  Judge  \V.  A.  Cant,  in  the  district 
court,   will   be  appealed. 

John  B.  Richards,  who,  with  Daniel 
G.  Cash,  represented  the  heirs  of  James 
Rogers,  deceased,  in  the  trial  of  the 
famous  case  involving  an  ore  property 
worth  over  $1,000,000,  says  that  the  ap- 
peal has  not  yet  been  perfected,  but  he 
expects  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  do  so  as  soorv  as  the  transcript  of 
evidence  is  ready.  The  case  was  tried 
for  about  six  v.eeks  and  the  thans- 
cript,  which  will  be  a  very  large  one, 
•will  necessarily  take  some  time  in  prep- 
aration. 

Mr.  Richards  has  not  stated  on 
what  grounds  he  would  base  his  ap- 
peal, but,  judging  from  the  exceptions 
taken  lo  the  court's  ruling  during  differ- 
ent stages  of  the  trial,  it  is  presumed 
that  it  will  be  on  llie  ground  of  errors 
of  law. 

The  case  was  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting that  has  been  tried  in  8t.  Liouis 
county.  The  plaintiffs  were  the  adult 
and  minor  neirs  of  James  Fisher,  a 
former  resident  of  the  Indian  Territory 
who  claimed  title  to  the  Clark  mine 
property  on  the  Mesaba  range  under 
a  patent  alleged  to  have  been  issued  in 
Rogers'  name  some  thirty  years  ago. 
The  defentants  were  the  Clark  Iron 
company  and  two  other  mining  com- 
panies who  are  operating  part  of  the 
Clark    property   under    leases. 

The  value  of  the  property  involved, 
the  charges  of  collusion  and  conspiracy 
to  defraud  the  heirs  and  various  other 
features  of  the  case,  made  the  trial  one 
that  was  watched  with  a  great  deal 
of   Interest. 

Judge  Cant  decided  in  favor  of  the 
Clark  Iron  company.  He  held  that  the 
Rogers  heirs  had  no  claim  whatever 
on  the  ore  proptry  and  adjudged  the 
title  as  fixed  with  the  Clark  company.

Ottawa,  unt.,  Feb.  7.— Nothing  is 
known  here  of  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  Quebec  &  Lake  St.  John  mne 
from  Chicoutimi  to  Hamilton  Inlet. 
The  mountainous  character  of  the 
country  to  be  built  through,  and  the 
fact  that  Hamilton  Inlet  js  closed  for 
Bix  or  se\-en  months  of  the  year, 
makes    the   project    highly    improbable. 

It  may  be  stated  on  the  authority 
of  one  who  stands  close  to  Macken- 
zie and  Mann  that  they  have  no  in- 
tention of  joining  forces  with  J.  J. 
Hill  in  a  Canadian  transcontinental. 
Mackenzie  and  Mann  expect  to  com- 
plete their  own  system  fpom  ocean  to 
ocean,  and  their  Atlantic  terminus 
■will  likely  be  Quebec  in  summer  and 
Halifax    or   Sydjiey    in    winter. 

It  is  ditflcult  to  see  the  strategic 
value  of  an  extension  to  Hamilton 
Inlet.  As  a  grain  route  the  railway 
haul  would  eat  up  all  the  profits.  As 
a  pas.senger  line  the  long  haul 
through  sparsely  settled  territory, 
from  L.abrador  to  Quebec,  would  mili- 
tate against   earnings. 

There  is  more  likelihood  of  Mann 
and  Mackenzie  developing  a  line 
from  Winnipeg  to  Fort  Churchill, 
connecting  with  steamt  rs  through 
Hudson  Bay  to  Great  Britain,  than  a 
line  from  Chicoutimi  to  Hamilton  In- 
let. The  Canadian  Northern  has  a 
line  from  Montreal  to  Que'oec,  195 
miles  in  length,  but  there  is  a  gap 
yet  to  be  built  between  Montreal  and 
Port  Arthur,  a  distance  of  probably 
l,0(iO  miles,  which  would  make  the 
distance  from  Winnipeg  to  Quebec— 
the  Canadian  Northern  railroad  al- 
ready running  between  Winnipeg  and 
Port  Arthur— all  of  1,600  mile.s.  From 
Quebec  to  Hamilton  Inlet  the  dis- 
tance is  estimated  at  about  1,000 
miles,  so  that  the  total  distance  from 
Winnipeg  to  Hamilton  Inlet  via  the 
Canadian  Northern  and  the  Hill  line 
from  Chicoutimi  would  be  2,600  miles, 
while  the  distance  from  Winnipeg  to 
Fort  Churchill  by  direct  line  is  esti- 
mated   at    i»00    miles.

"Weather  like  this  in  Alaska  In  Feb- 
ruary wouUl  be  the  occasion  of  cele- 
bration." said  he.

We 
have  so  much  cold  that  it  is  njM^essary  lo 
change  not  only  methods  of  living  but 
r<*liKion  as  well.

To  give  them  something 
they  did  not  want  I  preached  of  a  here- 
after for  the  wicked  that  was  twice  as 
eol«l  as  the  coldest  winter  in  th»'  history 
of  man,  and  th*-  change  seemed  to  do 
much  good  and  be  most  beneficial,  result- 
ing in  many  conversions.'  " 

CHISHOLM  cifiZENS

Several  others  present  made  short 
speeches,  all  voicing  the  same  opinion. 
Among  those  who  spoke  were  Judge 
Edward  Freeman,  A.  F.  Karon, '  D.  H. 
Higbee,  J.  F.  Muench  and  B.  Magnus- 
son. 

The  chairman  was  authorized  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  twelve  to  entertain  the 
legislative  committee  that  will  visit  the 
rangf  regarding  the  tax  question  in  the 
IriimC'diate  future.  A  committee  of  twelve 
will  also  be  appointed  to  visit  St.  Paul,  to 
confer  with  the  legislators,  in  an  effort 
to  have  them  use  their  influence  to  have 
any   tonnage  tax  bill  defeated. 

Another  committee  was  ap|X)lnted  lo 
colUct  funds  with  which  to  pay  the 
expensse  of  the  committee  that  will 
visit  St.  Paul.  About  |400  was  raised 
Tuesday  night.

junction  made  permanent. 

John  M.  Henderson  sold  the  house  to 
James  E.  I>eath  a  month  ago  for  |6,500. 
Leath  is  a  white  man.  He  said  he  was 
soon  to  be  married  and  wanted  a 
home.  After  the  deal  had  been  closed, 
Leath  turned  over  the  title  to  Ware 
for  $10,  and  it  is  now  alleged  that 
Ware  was  the  real  principal  in  the 
transaction.  Henderson  owns  $100,-^ 
000  worth  of  property  in  the  imme- 
diate neighborhood,  he  .says,  and  al- 
ways has  been  extremely  careful  that 
he  sold  only  to  desirable  people,  be- 
cause the  presence  of  others  would  in- 
jure the  value  of  his  remaining  hold- 
ings. He  charges  that  Leath  secured 
the  property  by  fal.se  representation, 
and  asks  that  the  deed  to  him  and  to 
Ware  be  nullified. 

The  property  involved  is  at  No.  1758 
T  street,  northwest,  near  Dupont  Cir- 
cle, the  habitat  of  multi-millionaires. 
Several  wealthy  senators  and  con- 
gressmen have  fine  homes  In  the  im- 
mediate neighborhood.  Real  estate 
dealers  and  property  owners  have  long  . 
been  careful  to  exclude  negroes  from 
the  exclusive  <ll.>^tricts.  The  decision 
in  the  case  will  be  of  immen.se  im- 
portance, because  if  Ware  loses  it  will 
be  regarded  as  justifying  a  clause  in 
conveyances  excluding  undesirable 
persons  from  possible  ownership.

SIGHTED  IN  THE  ICE. 

Chicago,  Feb.  7.— The  City  of  Ra- 
cine and  the  Iowa,  the  two  missing 
boats  of  the  Goodrich  Transportation 
company,  due  in  Chicago  on  Tues- 
day, were  .sighted  last  night,  four 
miles  distant  from  Chicago,  safe,  but 
caught  in  the  ice.

Denver,    Colo.,    Feb.    7.— Two    of    the 

mos*  sensational  divorce  suits  ever 
filed  in  a  court  of  law  recenily  ended 
by  decrees  being  secretly  granted  in 
I>enver  to  Susan  Smith,  wife  of  Mil- 
ton Smith,  a  native  of  New  YorK 
state  and  for  many  years  tlxe  chair- 
man of  the  Democratic  state  central 
comiJiittes  of  Colorado,  and  to  Aimee 
Hargrove,  daughter  of  A.  R.  Nere- 
cheimer.  foi-mer  diamond  merchant  of 
New  York  city,  and  wife  of  Ernest 
Hargrove,  secretary  of  the  American 
DeV'.  lopment  <sc  Invistment  company, 
of  which  concern  the  divorcee's  father 
Is   presidont. 

Tiie  Smith  and  Hargrove  decrees 
•v\-on-  granted  on  Dec.  15,  the  trials 
being  held  bohind  closed  doors  in  the 
district  court.  Judge  John  I,  Mullins, 
Smith's  .intimate  friend,    presiding. 

On  Jan.  15  there  app.ared  l»efore 
Rev.  Matt  S.  Hugh€^  of  the  Grand 
Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
of  Kansiis  City.

GROUND  HOG  STAYS  OUT. 

Emerges  on  the  Traditional  Day  But 
Coes  Not  Go  Back. 

La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Feb.  7.— Thought 
the  wtory  of  the  ground  hog  Is  regardtd 
by  most  people  as  a  traditional  fable, 
Walter  and  Nathan  Johnson,  sons  of 
Polictman  Sam  Johnson,  have  a  real 
live  ground  hog,  which  has  scented 
an  early  spring.  He  came  out  of  his 
burrow  on  Feb.  2,  "ground  hog  day," 
and  has  not  returned. 

Early  last  October  the  creature  bur- 
rowed into  the  earth.  He  was  so  sleek 
and  fat  he  could  hardly  walk.  He  has 
not  stirred  for  four  months  until  Satur- 
day, the  traditional  ground  hog  day. 
t^aturday  a  movement  of  the  earth 
was  noticed  about  the  hole  occupied  by 
the  ground  hog,  and  a  moment  later 
Mr.  Ground  Hog  emerged,  thin  and 
emaciated.  He  stretched  and  walked 
painfully  about  upon  his  cramped 
limbs  and  gazed  about  in  wonderment, 
but  the  day  was  dull  and  he  made  no 
effort  to  return  to  his  slumber. 

According  to  the  legend,  if  the  ground 
hog  sees  his  shadow  he  again  hides, 
which  insures  six  weeks  more  of  win- 
ter. As  more  than  forty-eight  hours 
have  passed  and  the  animal  has  shown 
no  inclination  to  return  to  his  hole, 
believers  in  the  ground  hog  legend  point 
to  an  early  spring. 

PAROLES  FOR  FiFT V  ~ 

FAMILY  DtSERTERS. 

Chicago,  Feb.  7.— The  new  municipal 
court  became  an  instrument  of  mercy 
and  a  repairer  of  family  relations 
rather  than  merely  an  avenue  of  pun- 
ishment, when  Judge  McKenzie  Clel- 
land  presided  at  one  of  the  strangest 
judicial  sessions  ever  held  in  Chicago. 
The  scene  was  the  Maxwell  street 
court;  the  circumstances  was  the  ap- 
pearnace  of  lifty-one  husbands  and 
wives— mostly  husband.s— who  one  or 
two  weeks  ago  had  deserted  or  neg- 
lected their  families  and,  under  bonds, 
had  awaited  the  judge's  decision.

In  all  the  other  cases 

the  judge  ordred  a  parole,  and  either 

suspended   lines  or  simply  ordered   the 

I  penitent    to   return   and   report   to   hlra 

I  in  two  weeks.

DISREGARD 
OFJIGHTS 

{Miscreants  Wantonly  Des- 
troying Summer  Homes 
of  Duluth  People. 

Scene  of  Depredations  is 

in  Vicinity  of  Spirit 

Lake. 


Depredations  comanitted  at  the  sum- 
mer homes  of  several  of  the  Duluth 
people  who  liave  erected  cottages  on 
the  shorod  of  Spirit  Lake  are  the 
grounds  for  serious  complaint. 

Several  cases  are  known  where  cot- 
tages on  the  lake  have  been  broken 
into  and  the  contenLs  destroyed  —  a 
seemingly  wanton  manner  by  persons 
Intent  only  on  seeing  how  muh  dam- 
age they  really  oould  do  toward  peo- 
ple who  had  been  to  considerable  ex- 
pense and  trouble  to  establish  sum- 
mer hom^?s,  and  against  whom  there 
could  not  possibly  have  been  a 
grudge  of  any  kind. 
One  of  those  who  have  suffered  most 
by  reason  of  the  wanton  act  of 
rowdies  is  L.  A.  Marvin,  deputy  coun- 
ty auditor,  who  has  a  comfortable 
little  summer  home  on  the  shore  of 
Spirit  Lake.  A  year  ago  this  winter 
Mr.  Marvin  left  the  place,  aa  he  sup- 
posed securely  banioaded  at  the 
windows  and  doors,  but  some  person 
or  persons,  intent  on  getting  in,  not 
only  destroyed  the  lock  on  the  doors, 
but  smashed  the  windows  and  ruined 
.some  of  the  furniture  tlxat  had  been 
left   by   the   family  for   the  winter. 

Thinkhig  to  avoid  such  depredations 
this  winter,  and  to  arouse  no  antag- 
onism on  the  part  of  prowlers,  who 
might  try  to  get  in,  Mr.  Martin,  this 
winter,  did  not  lock  his  cottage,  but 
left  It  in  good  oi^er,  with  the  simple 
request  that  persons  using  it  would 
please  leave  tlie  house  in  as  good 
condition   as    they    found    It. 

In  spite  of  the  kindly  intentions  of 
Mr.  Marvin,  some  miscreant^  or  party 
of  them,  entered  tlie  cottage,  not 
long  ago,  broke  out  the  windows,  and 
practically  wrecked  the  interior  of 
the  place,  their  actions  seeming  to 
have  been  actuated  by  a  motive  to 
see  just  how  mucli  they  could  pos- 
sibly injure  a  person  who  had  never 
done  anything  to  Incur  such  con- 
temptible  treatment. 

It  is  just  such  ax;ts  as  these  which 
is  causing  the  property  owners  along 
the  river  and  the  lake  to  become  in- 
censed, and  they  are  fast  reaching 
a  stage  where,  If  they  get  any  clue 
to  the  perpetrators,  they  will  push 
the  matter  to  the  extreme  limit  of 
the    law. 

Some  caJios  are  known  where  the 
owner,  if  he  were  satisfied  as  to  tlie 
guilt  of  another  person,  might  not 
wait  for  the  law  to  act,  but  would 
visit  summary  justice  on  the  offen- 
der   that    would    bo    very    effective. 

Duhith  residents  who  own  summer 
homes,  either  along  the  St.  Louis 
river  or  elsewhere,  are  getting  weary 
j  of  the  utter  disregard  that  seems  to  be 
I  paid  to  their  personal  rights  by  irre- 
sponsible persons.  It  is  believed  that 
a  few  examples  would  have  a  bene- 
ficial  effect.

AITKIN  PROJECT 
IS  NOT  FAVORED 

River  and  Harbor  Com- 
mittee Declined  to 
Consider  It. 

Washington,  Feb.  7. — Further  con- 
sideration of  the  proposition  relative 
to  the  Aitkin,  Minn.,  cliannel  or  cut- 
off by  members  of  the  Minnesota  del- 
egation has  .  convinced  them  that 
under  the  terms  of  the  resolution 
presented  here  by  Warren  Potter  of 
Aitkin,  It  will  be  impossible  to  secure 
any  consideration  of  the  subject,  al- 
though admittedty  it  contains  many 
features  of  advantage  to  Upper  Mis- 
sissippi  navigation. 

The  river  and  harbor  committee  has 
declined  to  consider  the  project,  not- 
withstanding ui'gent  requests  made 
by  Representative  Bede,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  committee.  Chairman 
Burton  and  his  colleagues  holding 
that  the  advantage  to  navigation  is 
not  presented  iu  such  form  as  to 
warrant    action    by    the    committee. 

Attention  also  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  large  body  of  swamp  lands 
which  would  be  reclaimed  under  this 
project  are  lands  that  were  originally 
!  granted  to  Minnesota  by  tlie  fed- 
1  eral  government,  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  were  to  be  re- 
claimed. 

It     is    suggested    here     that    if    the 
project    were    put    in    different    form, 
I  with    action    by    the    state    legislature, 
I  providing    an     appi-opriation     covering 
I  the    reclamation    of    the    lands,    some 
help    may    be   obtained    from    the    fed- 
eral government  for  such  part  of  the 
work     as     will     naturally     contribute 
to  the  flow  of  water  in  the  Mississippi 
river,   thereby  aiding  navigation, 

Mr.  Potter  presented  to  the  dele- 
gation copies  of  a  statement  made  to 
him  by  William  De  La  Barre,  a  hy- 
draulic engineer  of  Minneapolis, 
pointing  out  how,  in  addition  to  the 
protection  which  land  owners  would 
receive,  navigatinn  would  undeniably 
be  greatly   Improved. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  omnibus 
bill  relating  to  aids  for  navigation, 
Ml  item  is  Included  for  a  new  light- 
house tender  for  the  Upper  Missis- 
sippi. This  vessel  is  to  cost  upward 
of  $60,000,  and  will  be  employed  In  tha 
lighting  service  along  the  uppeo: 
reaches  of  the  Mississippi. 

HORMEP  RABBIT  SHOT. 

Hunters  Kill  Animal  on  Bar  in  Missis- 
sippi River. 

Sidney,  Iowa,  Feb.  7.— Herbert  John- 
son and  John  Greenwood,  living  at  Mc- 
Paul,  while  hunting  on  a  bar  In  ths 
Mississippi  river  shot  a  horned  rabbit. 
The  rabbit  had  the  appearance  of  an 
ordinary  "cottontail,"  but  in  the  mid- 
dle of  its  head  It  had  a  horn  nve  inches 
in  length.  The  horn  was  about  as  big 
around  at  its  base  as  a  dime  and  tap- 
ered down  to  a  sharp  point.  In  color 
and  substance  the  horn  resembled  tha 
horn  of  a  sheep. 


New  York  Tailw  Cliarged 

WItl)  Getting  Graft  of 

$400jQ90. 

Was  Advanced  for  Grain 

That  Had  Never  Been 

Shipped. 


New  York'  Feb.  7.— From  an  humbla 
cutter  in  a  New  York  furrier's  estab- 
lishment to  the  central  figure  In  the 
great  grain-purchase-  scandals  that  are 
Just  now  agitating  ofHcial  circles  in  the 
Russian  empire  is  the  historj'  of  Eric 
Lidval,  as  disclosed  by  recent  private 
advices  from  St.  Petersburg,  supple- 
menting stories  which  have  appeared 
in  the  Hussian  newspapers  for  tlie  last 
month  or  six  weeks.  The  rise  of  Lid- 
val means  an  advance  In  four  years 
from  a  weekly  earning  capacity  of 
perhaps  $50  or  $60  to  the  successful 
bidder  on  a  $5,000,000  contract;  his 
downfall  is  recorded  in  the  brief  story 
of  a  disappearance  £rom  the  scene  of 
his  operations  with  $400,000  of  Hussian 
government  money  in  his  pocket. 

In  his  wake  is  a  train  of  blasted  rep- 
utations, constituting  a  scandal  that  in- 
volves Gen.  Gurko,  until  recently  tha 
assistant  minister  of  the  interior  in 
Russia;  the  governor  of  at  least  one 
province,  and  subordinate  officials 
without  numijer.  Nor  is  this  all,  for  the 
government  is  just  now  beginning  to 
purchase  grain  from  other  sources  for 
the  starving  thousands  in  Ave  other 
provinces,  whose  succor  from  famine 
was  delayed  more  th^n  two  months 
by  the  Liidvai  epi«>de^  and  its  direct 
consequences.  | 

There  are  a  good  many  Russians  now 
in  New  York  who  lymomber  Eric  Lid- 
val eight  or  ten  yeafs  ago,  when  he 
was  employed  as  a  o^Uer.  He  was  free 
and  easy  in  his  h0Kip,  passed  as  a 
gambler  from  the  Si^i^es  he  told  of 
liimself,  and  was  toplted  upon  as  an 
■"all-round  sport."     |  >  } 

Lidval's  employee^.  Otinther's  Sons, 
deemed  him  a  mai^  "possessed  of  the 
"wanderlust,"  and  thought  no  more 
about  it.  He  used  to  make  occasional 
journeys  back  to  his  home  country  toy 
way  of  vacation,  and  when  he  left 
New  York  in  the  summer  of  1902,  no- 
body thought  that  the  trip  had  more 
than  the  usual  significaljce.  But  it  hap- 
pened that  Louis  ParjS,' of  the  Gunther 
firm,  who  goes  abroad  every  summer, 
was  on  the  same  steahner  with  Lidval, 
and  to  Parr  the  Russian  talked  of  his 
new  ambition.  Tills  was  to  introduce 
American  sanitary  fixtures  into  Russia, 
and  It  developed  that  Lidval  had  ob- 
tained a  contract  from  one  of  the  larg- 
est manufacturing  plumbing  concerns 
in  this  country  to  represent  it  in  St. 
Petersburg. 

Soon  began  an  advertising  campaign 
in  the  newspapers  of  the  Russian  cap- 
ital the  like  of  Vhich.  the  city  had 
never  seen.  Lidval  I«ld  •«4)parently  been 
«tudyifig  Anteriaan.:..inMliiod&.  and  tftk; 
proved  on  them  until  he  seemed  to  be 
in  a  fair  way  to  convince  the  Russians 
that  they  were  away  belifnd  the  times 
in  the  matter  of  sanitation.  His  busi- 
ness grew  apace.  Big  orders  came  back 
to  the  firm  here,  and  they  went 
through  satisfactorily  for  a  year  or 
more.  Then  Lidval  branched  out.  He 
started  to  carry  a  line  of  surgical  in- 
struments." 

But  not  even  this  measure  of  suc- 
cess satisfied  Lidval,  according  to  the 
Russian  newspapers  that  have  come 
to  this  country  since  the  grain  scan- 
dals. It  la  freely  charged  in  St. 
Petersburg  that  he  established  a 
chain  of  gambling  houses  and  re- 
sorts of  various  kinds,  both  in  the 
capital .  and  in  outlaying  provinces, 
and  that  by  filling  the  pockets  of 
sundry  oflicials  he  reaped  a  hand- 
some   income    from    these    sources. 

The  more  radical  St.  Petersburg 
newspapers  have  had  it  that  Lidval 
met  Gen.  Gurko  in  one  of  his  gam- 
bling houses;  that  he  fiRst  got  the 
assistant  minister  of  the  Interior  Into 
his  debt,  and  then  offered  him  a 
"release  from  his  obligations  and  a 
bonus  of  $100,000  as  well,  if  he 
could  deliver  the  great  government 
contract  to  supply  the  six  famine- 
stricken  provinces  of  Southeastern 
Rus.sia  with  grain. 

At  any  rate,  when  the  bids  were 
announced  last  November,  St.  Peters- 
burg was  astounddti  Mtjth  the  terms 
of  the  bid  put  in  by  Lidval,  the 
Russo-American  Implortlng  agent, 
whose  reputation  in  the  capital  was 
not  of  the  best  and  with  whom  the 
American  consul  general  In  St 
Petersburg,  Ethelbeff ^^atts,  had  had 
several  unsatisfacttwy"  Interviews  on 
behalf   of   American    shippers. 

But  what  astonished  the  Russians 
most  was  that  Lldvafl  proposed  to

by  talking  darkly  about  a  syndicate 
of  Americans  to  whom  the  under- 
taking was  but  a  trfle  compared  with 
their   orditiary   commitments. 

Now  came  the  most  astounding 
thing  of  ail.  The  government,  with- 
out a  dollar  of  security,  advanced 
800,000  rubles,  or, $400, 000,  to  Lidval 
in  part  payment  for  the  grain,  none 
of  which  had  been  shipped.  That 
was  enough  to  start  all  the  opposi- 
tion newspapers  into  action,  and  as 
the  weeks  passed  and  still  no  grain 
reached  the  starving  people  in  the 
southeastern  provinces,  they  opened  a 
campaign  of  exposure  tliat  eventually 
led  to  the  charge  that  Gen.  Gurko 
had  been  bribed  and  that  the  Lidval 
bid  was  a  thoroughgoing  swindle. 
To  all  of  this  the  semi-official  news- 
papers advanced  only  the  theory  that 
Lidval's  connection  with  Gurko  had 
come  through  a  member  of  his  fam- 
ily who  was  a  "court  tailor,"  and 
that  the  contract  showed,  at  the 
worst     bad     '  ulprment. 

The  pursuit  of  Lidval  In  the  radical 
newspapers  did  not  stop  with  the 
grain,  contract,  and  lato  fti  December 
he  disappeared.  The  government 
sought  to  ascertain  his  whereabouts 
and  was  Informed  that  he  was  in 
the  south  of  Ru.s.sia,  "buying  grain," 
and  too  busy  to  bother  with  such 
little  matters  as  official  investigations 
into  the  circumstances  under  which 
he  got  his  contract.  Forthwith  the 
radical  newspapers  charged  that  there 
were  many  Russians  in  high  offlclal 
positions  w^ho  would  rather  see  the 
government  a  $400,000  loser  and  the 
people  in  the  southeastern  provinces 
starving  than  to  have  a  real  investi- 
gation. One  of  these  papers,  the 
Russ,  charged  that  Baron  Frederick, 
governor  of  Nljin-Novgorod,  had  ac- 
cepted $25,000  as  a  bribe  to  permit 
Lidval  to  open  a  gambling  house, 
and  when  the  governor  sued  for 
libel  the  Russ  put  in  an  answer  re- 
asserting its  charges,  and  declaring 
that  it  had  documents  to  prove  that 
the  baron  drew  the  money  through 
a  Paris  bank. 

So  the  matter  stands,  according  to 
the  most  recent  St.  Petersburg  ad- 
vlnces.  with  the  government  making 
new  contracts  for  the  purchase  of 
grain   for  the  starving  provinces. 

SLEUTHS  SEEK  LYNCHERS. 

Many  Detectives  in  Many  Disguises  Work 
for  Reward. 

Charles  City,  Iowa,  Feb.  7.— Detective 
bureaus  all  over  the  country,  stimu- 
lated by  the  offers  made  by  Governor 
Cummins  of  $500  reward  for  each  mem- 
ber of  the  mob  which  recently  lynched 
James  Cullen,  have  men  at  work  on 
the  case.  During  the  last  week  men  of 
mystery  have  been  reported  in  Floyd 
county,  and  it  is  rumored  tliat  they  are 
detectives  In  disguise.  It  fact  It  Is  said 
that  the  county  Is  fairly  overrun  with 
detectives  disguised  as  tramps,  ped- 
dlers, farm  hands,  life  Insurance  agents 
and  egg  buyers,  who  are  bent  on  es- 
tablishing the  identity  of  the  mob  If 
possible.  Pending  further  Investigation 
into  the  lynching  the  grand  jury  ha-s 
adjourned,  but  It  will  meet  again  next 
month,  when  It  Is  hoped  that  enough 
evidence  will  have  been  uncovered  by 
the  detectives  to  indict  some  of  the 
lynchers.

Washington,  FeV-.  fe.— The  senate 
committee  ©n  agriculture  is  prepar- 
ing to  consider  a  proposition  looking 
to  the  leasing  of  the  public  lands 
for  grazing  purposes.  A  large  dele- 
gation of  cattlemen  is  alrea<ly  here 
to  support  the  measure.  The  effort 
will  be  to  have  a  provision  covering 
the  point  incorporated  In  the  agricul- 
tural appropriation  bill  as  an  amend- 
ment, the  text  of  which  has  already 
been  proposed   by   Senator  Burkett.

London,  Feb.  8.— The  attorney  general. 
Sir  John  L.  Walton,  who  presumably 
spoke  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the 
intentions  of  the  government,  made  an 
Important  declaration  in  a  speech  at 
Leeds  last  night,  foreshadowing  the 
government  program  for  a  reform  of  the 
ho.use  of  lords.  In  the  course  of  his 
remarks  the  attorney  general  said  that 
the  "grim  and  serious  work"  upon 
which  the  Liberals  were  entering 
"would  mean  a  revolution  and  involve 
two  or  three  dissolutions."  He  added 
that  the  house  of  lords  was  entirely 
"out  of  harmony  with  modern  Demo- 
cratic Institutions  and  must  go.  The 
government  would  endeavor  to  give 
effect  to  the  will  of  the  people  by  bills, 
which  the  peers  would  probably  throw 
out,  leading  to  a  combination  of  the 
crown  and  people  to  defeat  the  aristo- 
cracy. 

Attorney  General  Walton  recognized 
that  the  struggle  would  be  prolonged 
and  exciting  and  would  mean  a  com- 
plete rearrangement  of  the  constitu- 
tional and  political  forces.

The  story  today  began  with  the  per- 
iod Immediately  following  her  return 
from  Europe  in  October,  1903,  and  waa 
was  brought  down  to  the  return  of 
the  girl  and  her  husband  to  New  York 
after  their  honeymoon  trip  In  1905,. 
when  she  said  Stanford  White  had 
called  to  her  on  the  street  and  at- 
tempted to  speak  to  her. 

Mrs.  Thaw  was  still  on  the  stand 
when  luncheon  recess  was  taken  and 
the  indications  then  were  that  her  di- 
rect examination  would  occupy  all  the 
afternoon  session.  In  that  case  District 
Attorney  Jeromes  cross-examination 
cannot  be  begun  before  Monday  morn- 
ing, as  the  court  does  not  sit  on  Satur- 
daj-. 

Mrs.  Thaw  added  interest  to  her 
vital  story  today.

Public  Schools  Are  De- 
clared to  be.

Necessary     Elementary 

Subjects  Pushed  Aside 

for  Dead  Languages. 


London,  Feb.  8. — It  is  the  truth  that 
hurta  most.  Sidney  Lee.  the  great 
English  Shakespearean  scholar,  has 
brought  a  hornets  nest  about  his  ears 
by  telling  the  English  people  some 
plain  truths  about  them.selves.  The  oc- 
casion vvEis  the  first  public  meeting  of 
th«  recently  formed  English  associa- 
tion, instituted  to  promote  the  correct 
use  of  English  and  to  secure  for  Eng- 
lish subjects  a  foremost  place  in  the 

curriculum  of  every  school  and  college 
throughout  the  British  empire.  Mr. 
Lee  said  tiiat  the  rank  and  lilc  of  the 
American  people  spoke  and  wrote 
belter  English  than  the  average  Eng- 
lishman. Furthermore,  English  was 
better  taught  in  both  the  low  and  high 
grrade  schools  in  America  than  in  sim- 
ilar English  schools.  As  proof  of  the 
great  thoroughness  with  which  Eng- 
lish is  taught  in  America  he  instanced 
the  fact  that  at  Harvard  unlvertiily 
there  were  twenty  professors  of  Eng- 
lish studies,  while  at  Oxford,  there  was 
practically  only  one.  In  advance  Eng- 
lish schi'Iarship,  America,  lie  said,  was 
outstripping  England. 

There  is  no  man  better  qualified  to 
make  the  comparison  than  Mr.  Lee. 
He  is  a  master  of  English  literature. 
He  is  well  acquainted  v.ith  the  edu- 
cational systems  of  both  oountrie.s.  He 
hajs  filled  k'<  tur'.!shii>s  at  Lowell  Insti- 
tute, Johns  Hopkins  and  Princeton 
unlversiti-r^s  in  America.  But  that  does 
not  make  what  he  says  any  the  more 
palatable  for  English  folk. 

Some  of  th^  attempts  made  here  to 
refute  his  statements  are  ludicrous.  A 
great  London  two-cent  daily  has  re- 
course to  an  anonymous  interview  and 
an  obviously  faked  Interview  at  that. 
It  quotes  "an  American  gentleman 
staying  at  the  Savoy  hotel,"  as  saying: 
"I  guess  we  know  considerable  more 
about  your  language  than  you  do 
yourselves.  Sidney  Lee's  got  right 
there  and  I  reckon  he's  sized  you  up 
O.  K.  We.  have  real  live  professors 
in'Our  semiiiaries  and  what  they  don't 
kAOw  about  the  British  language  ain't 
w^rth  knowing.  Shucks,  any  guy  who 
says  contrary  don't  know  enough  to 
k-^ep  out  of  the  rain.  And  that's  a 
faqt." 

Thi.s  Is  the  sort  of  stuff  which  a  dig- 
nified English  journal  sets  before  its 
readers  as  a  fair  speclment  of  "Eng- 
lish as  she  is  spoke  "  by  "American 
gentlemen."  As  well  might  one  quote 
th«  language  of  a  costermonger  as 
typical  of  that  of  the  swells  of  May- 
fair  and  Belgravia. 

The  neglect  of  English  .studies  at  the 
much-vaunted  EngU.sh  public  schools 
— Eton  Harrow,  Rugby  and  similar 
fakous'  institutions — has  frequently 
befen  denounced  by  Englishmen  of 
weight  and  prominence,  as  scandalous. 
The  cla.sslc3 — dead  languages — take 
their  place  in  the  curriculum.  At  the 
close  of  the  Boer  war,  with  its  numer- 
ous regrettable  incidents.  various 
learned  commissions  held  Inquiries 
into  the  mental  status  of  the  British 
officer  who.  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten, 
la  a  product  of  these  -same  public 
schools.  The  result  was  a  sweeping 
condemnation  of  thoir  educational 
methods.  And  that  denunciation  has 
been  going  on  ever  since.  Consider 
this,  for  instance.  Soon  after  Lord 
Kitchener  went  to  India,  a  memoran- 
dum was  issued  stating  that  many  of 
the  officers  who  had  recently  joined, 
were  "so  wanting  in  elementary  edu- 
cation that  they  are  unable  to  cope  in- 
telligentlv  with  the  professional  sub- 
jects a  knowledge  of  which  is  essen- 
tial for  the  officers  of  the  army,  and, 
therefore,  time  and  labor  would  be 
only  wasted  in  subjecting  them  to  a 
course  of  garrison  in.struction."  Most 
of  the  young  men  thus  scathingly  re- 
ferred to  were  public  school  graduates. 
Yet  th-^y  were  hopelessly  deficient  In 
elementary  education — the  sort  of  ed- 
ueation  that  the  average  American  br>y 
l9  well  grounded  in  before  he  enters 
tis  tpens. 

Not  long  ago  Gen.  Hutchinson  is- 
BU-^d  a  report  In  which  he  complained 
that  a  large  number  of  the  officers 
■who  submitted  themselve.^  to  exam- 
inations for  promotions  had  been  so 
Imperfectly  educated  that  their  spell- 
ing was  wretched  and  they  were  un- 
able to  express  them.selves  cleanly. 

Dr.  T.  Miller  McGulre,  the  famous 
army  coach,  has  had  among  his  pu- 
pils manv  rich  men's  sons  from  these 
costly  public  schooKs,  who  have  come 
to  him  to  havp  their  defective  edu- 
cations renr-'died.  'Our  fashionable 
Engli.sh  public  schools."  he  said  to  me. 
"arf>  about  the  worst  In  the  world. 
Useful  studies  are  neglected  for  Latin 
and  Greek  and  even  these  are  ill 
taught.  Th<^  schools  are  hotbeds  of 
sno'obery.  They  kindle  no  de.sire  for 
Intellf^ctual  life.  Compared  with  the 
^aduatrts  of  American  colleges  and 
universities,  their  graduates  are  simply 
not  in  it."  ^     .^ 

But  they  are  In  the  hands  of  old 
fogies  for  thf»  most  part,  men  who  live 
on  the  traditions  of  the  past,  and  it  is 
not  at  all  likely  that  Sidney  Lee  will 
be  able  to  wake  them  up.

LIMIT  TO  WOMENS  HATS. 

Missouri  Legislator  Proposes  a  Clieck 
on  Annual  Expenditure. 

Jefferson  City.  Mo.,  Feb.  S,— Represen- 
tative Norfleet  of  Morgan  county  says  ho 
will  introduce  on  the  day  the  legislature 
adjourns  a  bill  "to  prohibit  any  woman 
from  purchasing  more  than  two  hats  dur- 
ing any  one  calendar  year,  to  regulate  the 
price  to  be  paid  for  such  h.its,  and  to 
prevent  the  wearing  of  any  plumage 
thereon." 

The  first  provision  of  his  bill  reads  as 


follows ;

BOGUS  MARQUIS 
FLEECES  WOMEN 

Confronted   by   Beauty 

Specialist,  He  Quits 

Paris  Suddenly. 

Paris.  Feb.  8.— An  extraordinary  char- 
acter has  juat  disappeared  suddenly 
from  the  scenes  of  gay  life  in  Paris. 
This  was  a  handsome  man  of  38  years, 
who  was  known  in  his  circle  as  the 
Marquis   de   St.   Aubln. 

The  Marquis  de  St.  Aubln  had  a 
sumptuous  mansion  in  the  Rue  Edmond 
Valentin,  and  his  horses  and  turnouts 
were  among  the  smartest  in  the  French 
capital.  He  was  tall,  of  athletic  build 
and  of  very  distinguished  appearance. 
He  was  supposed  to  be  a  bachelor,  and 
fashionable  women  schemed  and  in- 
trigued to  be  Invited  to  the  delightful 
soirees  he  gave. 

Now,  without  warning,  to  the  aston- 
ishment of  Paris  society,  the  handsome 
marquis  has  disappeared.  One  morn- 
ing a  few  weeks  ago  he  received  a  po- 
lite note  requesting  his  presence  In  the 
office  of  M.  Drapler,  a  judge  d'lnstruc- 
tlon.  The  magistrate  said  that  a  Bel- 
gian, Mile.  Armadine  Van  Gelder,  a 
beauty  specialist,  aged  19  years,  of 
Brussela.  had  filed  a  complaint  against 


the  marquis,  charging  him  with  having 
swindled  her  out  of  fWO  and  various  ar- 
ticles of  jewelry. 

The  marquis  was  astounded:  What! 
He,  a  man  of  wealth  and  title,  accused 
of  swindling.  He  pointed  out  to  the 
magistrate  that  he  was  an  ex-embassy 
attache;  that  he  was  on  the  best  of 
terms  with  some  of  the  foremost  politi- 
cal men  of  the  day.  and  pulled  out  a 
pocketbook  containing  notes  to  the 
value   of  thousands   of  dollars. 

The  magistrate  thought  it  wiser  not 
to  arrest  him.  but  to  let  him  go,  with 
the  request  that  he  call  again  in  a 
week.  Next  day  the  marquis  disappear- 
ed and  has  not  been  heard  of  since. 

Then  the  legal  authorities  set  to  work 
and  made  many  discoveries.  They 
found  that  the  self-styled  marquis  was 
really  the  son  of  a  Corsican  shoemaker, 
and  that  he  was  born  at  St.  Andre  de 
Cottone  In  Corsica.  His  real  name  is 
Vlendonne  Ercolo,  but  he  has  been 
known  at  various  times  as  the  Count 
de  St.  Andre.  In  July,  1902,  he  arrived 
In  Paris  from  Lauria,  In  Italy,  where 
he  had  succeeded  In  having  himself  ap- 
pointed an  auxiliary  clerk  to  the 
French  consul  in  that  city.  This  en- 
abled bin,  to  print  on  his  card  "attache 
In  the  French  consfilar  service."  Soon 
after  arriving  in  PArls  he  gave  him- 
self the  title  of  the  Marquis  de  St. 
Andre,  ex-attache  of  embassy. 

In  this  capacity  .  he  made  the  ac- 
quaintance of  a  ive«dthy  widowed  resi- 
dent of  Rouen.  »rb9  advanced  him  $40,- 
iXN).  This  lauy'^  nwther.  unknown  to 
her  daughter  also  loaned  the  noble 
marquis  another  $3<)«»0<).  He  spent  the 
money  In  royal  fat|ion,  taking  a  fine 
house  on  the  Avemie  d'Eylau,  and  en- 
gaging a  staff  of  servant.s.  Unfortunate, 
ly  for  himself  toe  widow  discovered 
that  he  was  Inti^iguing  with  one  of  her 
friends,  a  married  woman,  who  had 
also  loaned  him  $25,000.  She  was  so  In- 
dignant that  she  made  a  complaint  to 
the  police,  but  fear  of  publicity  pre- 
vented the  marquis  from  being  ex- 
posed. ...  i 

Meanwhile  thft  m^quls  nad  gone  to 
Brussels,  where  he  met  Mile.  Durcanpf. 
who  had  saved  $20,000.  He  offered  her 
marriage  and  t*!d  Hfer  that  he  was  the 


son  of  the  Duke  de  Pesthlevre,  a  French 
royal  prince,  and  that  therefore  he  was 
obliged  to  go  through  the  ceremony 
under  the  name  of  Ercole.  The  mar- 
riage took  place,  but  a  year  later  he 
deserted  his  wife  and  child,  taking  all 
her  money  with  him,  and  under  the 
title  of  the  Count  de  Gor.sels  he  made 
another  victim  in  Mile.  Armadine  Van 
Gelder. 

Subsequently  the  false  marquis  met  a 
ballet  dancer  of  the  Paris  opera  house, 
from  whom  he  borrowed.  $600.  The 
number  of  women  he  has  victimized 
must  be  at  least  a  score.

more  than  15,000,  which  would  defeat  the 
tax  amendment  and  carry  the  good 
roads  amendment  overwhelmingly. 

"This  movement  is  from  the  citizens 
of  Duluth,"  said  Mr.  Upham,  "not  from 
the  Iron  Interests,  as  some  iiave  Imag- 
ined. They  have  not  contributed  a 
cent,  and  In  my  opinion  they  are  In 
favor  of  the  tonnage  tax  because  it 
would  let  them  off  easily  In  hard  times 
when  the  mines  are  closed  down. 

•We  have  gone  thus  far  In  good  faith. 
We  believe  that  all  we  had  to  do  was  to 
present  the  facts  to  this  committee,  and 
that  you  would  give  It  due  considera- 
tion as  a  matter  of  common  justice.

In  the  dally  papers  of  the  Twin  Cities  I 
notice  that  you  made  an  attempt  to  have 
the  votes  on  what  Is  known  as  the  '"wide 
open"  tax  amendments  recounted,  on  the 
ground  that  the  order  In  which  the 
amendments  voted  on  were  not  the 
same  on  the  ballots  and  on  the 
tally  sheets  and  return  blanks,  but  I  al.so 
notice  that  the  state  canva.ssing  board 
refused  to  permit  the  recount,  which  was 
probably  not  within  the  province  of  that 
board.  There  js  no  doubt,  however,  that 
In  many  precincts  in  every  county  in  the 
state  mistakes  were  made  by  the  judges 
of  election.  I  know  of  my  own  knowledge 
that  such  was  the  case  in  my  township. 
I  fought  the  tax  amendment  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  before  election,  by  writing 
articles  in  the  papers,  making  speeches 
against  it  and  by  .sending  out  circular 
warning.  I  sent  such  circulars  to  every 
town  clerk  In  sixty-two  counties  of  the 
state  and  to  many  others.  I  believe  the 
amendment  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
farming  class  and  all  owners  of  real  es- 
tate. I  contemplated  commencing  a  con- 
test In  my  county  (Grant)  to  establish 
the  fact  tliat  mistakes  were  made,  but  the 
attorneys  I  consulted  said  the  expense 
would  all  have  to  lie  paid  l)y  me,  and  that 
it  would  be  better  to  wait  until  the  state 
canvassing  board  had  declared  the  reSult. 
The  law  governing  contest  on  constitu- 
tional amendments  Is  siimewhat  vague. 
It  permits  contests  by  any  voter  having 
the  right  to  vote  on  the  proposition,  but 
requires  a  bond  of  J2.'iO  for  a  recount  in 
one  county.  Now,  if  it  should  be  neces- 
sary to  give  such  a  bond  for  the  recount 
in  all  the  counties.  It  would  be  far  beyond 
what  I  could  undertake.  I  tirmly  believe 
that  the  error  in  making  up  the  ballots 
and  return  blanks  in  the  manner  in  which 
it  was  done  was  intentional,  the  advo- 
cates of  the  tax  amendment  rightly  con- 
jecturing that  the  road  and  bridge  amend- 
ment would  receive  many  more  votes  in 
the  state  than  the  tax  amendment,  and 
by  the  shrewdness  of  somebody  (I  will 
not  say  the  attorney  general)  the  project 
was  accomplished  In  such  a  way  that  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  right  the  t-rror.

Mr.  Case  made  a  strong  talk  in  favor 
of  tiie  bill  from  a  good  roads  stand- 
point.    He  said  in  part; 

"Our  interest  in  this  matter  is  wholly 
on  the  matter  of  good  roads.  There  is 
not  a  county  in-the  state  so  enth-^siostic 
in  this  subject  as  Carlton  county.  We 
held  ten  or  ttfteen  meetings  in  the  pivst 
year  on  good  roads,  and  were  vitally  in- 
Interested  in  the  pas.sage  of  the  road 
amendment.  I  m.vself  attended  many 
meetings  and  urged  the  people  to  vote 
for  it.  because  it  would  mean  state  aid 
of  J-JaO.OOO  a  year  for  roads  instead  of 
}S0.()00.  When  we  found,  on  the  canvass 
of  the  returns,  that  the  tax  amendment 
liad  received  two  more  votes  in.  our 
county  to  every  one  on  the  road  amend- 
ment, we  were  astonished.  Then  tlie 
mistake  was  found  out.  We  believe  that 
the  road  amendment  was  carried,  in  fact 
we  know  it  was.  Enough  change  was 
found  in  Duluth  alone  to  put  it  through 
I  was  for  the  tax  amendment;  I  voted 
for  it;  but  our  interest  is  in  good  roads 
first,  last  and  all  the  time.  Mention  lias 
been  made  of  the  alleged  fact  that  the 
good  roads  people  opp<Jsed  the  road 
amendment.  Tiie  only  opposition  was 
from  the  highway  comml.ssion,  which  be- 
lieved for  a  time  that  the  amendment 
would  legislate  them  out  of  office.  When 
they  discovered  that  it  would  not,  they 
withdrew  their  ob.iections.  We  are  in- 
terested in  .good  roads;  we  know  the 
amendment  carried,  and  we  want  a  re- 
count. 

•You  can't  treat  this  as  a  trivial  mat- 
ter. If  a  mistake  was  made,  it  was 
made  by  the  state,  and  it  Is  the  states 
duty    to   correct   It." 

H.  H.  Phelps  said  that  he  had  talked 
over  the  provision.'*  of  the  bill  with  Coun- 
ty Auditor  Halden  of  St.  Louis  county, 
to  see  if  there  was  any  defect  In  the 
machiner.v  provided  for  tlie  recount,  and 
Mr.  Halden  told  him  that  It  was  praci 
ticable  and  that  It  would  permit  a 
prompt    recount. 

Representative  Brady  of  St.  Paul  pro- 
posed that  the  committee  issue  sum- 
monses to  the  county  auditors  of  Ram- 
sey and  Hennepin  counties,  calling  upon 
them  to  bring  in  the  ballot  boxes  fro.Ti 
three  precincts  in  each  county,  that  the 
committee  might  verify  the  claims.  He 
.said  that  it  was  an  important  matter, 
and  that  something  was  wrong  If  two  or 
three  people  could  hoodwink  the  whole 
state  In  this  manner.  It  ought  to  be  in- 
vestigated,   and    the    truth    disclosed. 

It    was    decided,    however,    to    postpone 
action  on   the   bill   until  a   fuller  meeting 
of  the  committee  could  be  had. 
•      •      • 

Anybody  who  figures  that  the  railroad 
business  is  a  snap  for  alflckholders 
would  have  been  amazed  could  he  have 
sat  in  at  the  meeting  of  the  house  rail- 
road committee  yesterday  afternoon  and 
heard  the  railroad  folks  telling  how  poor 
they  are.  and  how  hard  It  would  be  for 
them  to  submit  to  reductions  in  rateo 
of  any  kind. 

In  fact,  the  hearing  got  down  to  a 
general  question  of  railroad  earnings. 
The  railroads  claim  that  the  passenger 
business  is  carried  on  at  a  loss,  but 
they  are  unable  to  prove  It.  except  bv 
.saying  that  even  If  they  can't  produce 
the  figures,  tliey  know  it  is  s.d;  because 
they  admit  that  it  Is  impossible  to  sep- 
arate the  cost  of  passenger  and  frelg.ht 
traffic.  Therefore,  the  hearing  settled 
down  to  a  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
railroads  can  stand  any  reductions  in 
rates. 

Upon  the  passenger  rate  proposition, 
they  submitted  the  claim  that  it  Is  unfair 
to  call  upon  the  shippers  to  pay  any 
greater  share  of  the  cost  of  carrying 
passengers  than  they  are  paying  now, 
because  the  charge  ultimately  comes  out 
of  the  people  and  the  prosperity  of  the 
slate. 

L.  L.  Brown,  who  is  conducting  the 
hearing  for  the  railroads,  made  the 
statement,  that  few  if  any,  of  the  rail- 
roads in  Minnesota,  are  earning  enough 
to  warrant  reductions  In  either  freight 
or  passenger  rates,  and  he  submitted 
figures  from  the  railroad  books  showing 
that  their  net  earnings  per  mile  ranged 
I  from  a  few  hundreds  per  mile  to  $»).000 
or  so  in  the  case  of  the  Northern  Pacific, 
I  with  the  average  somewhere  around 
$2,000  a  mile,  and  that  the  reduced  rates 
ordered  by  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission,  coupled  with  a  reduction  of 
one-third  in  passenger  rates,  would  In 
most  cases  wipe  out  the  profits  and 
cause  the  roads  to  lose  money.  He  asked 
the  members  of  the  committee,  after 
submitting  these  figures,  whether  they 
wanted  to  buy  stock  In  any  of  these 
roads,  with  the  proposed  reductions  in 
pros:>ect.

WALSH'S  PLEA 
IS  DISMISSED 

Demurrer    by   Govern- 
ment is  Sustained  by 
the  Court 

Chicago,  Feb.  8.— Judge  Anderson  In  the 
United  States  district  court  yesterday 
dlsmi-ssed  the  plea  In  abatement  made  In 
behalf  of  John  R.  Walsh,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Chicago  National  bank,  and 
under  indictment  on  charges  of  misman- 
aging   that    Institution. 

It  was  claimed  by  the  attorneys  for 
Mr.  Walsh  that  ho  lias  not  b.'en  glvon 
a  proper  hearing  before  the  grand  Jury, 
and  that  facts  unfavorable  to  him  had 
been  presented  to  that  body,  and  miti- 
gating circumstances  suppr*»ssed.  Thd 
government  demurred  to  lhf»  plea  ad- 
vanced In  behalf  of  Mr.  Walsh,  and  the 
court  sustained  the  demurrer  in  every 
particular. 

The  opening  argument  for  Mr.  Walsh 
was  made  by  Attorney  John  S.  Miller,  and 
the  closing  argument  by  Attorney  Ham- 
Ill..  Just  before  dismissing  the  plea. 
Judge    Anderson    asked    Mr.    Hamill: 

"Do  you  think  that  If  1  were  to  sus- 
tiiln  this  plea  in  abatement  that  It  would 
end  this  prosecution?" 

"I   do   not  know,"   said  Mr.    Hamill. 

"Well,  I  know  that  it  would  not." 
said  Judge  Anderson  "I  would  Insist 
that  another  grand  Jury  Investigate  this 
matter  thoroughly.  All  that  could  be 
gained  by  granting  this  plea  would  bo 
delay.  This  case  should  be  pushed  to 
trial  Just  the  same  as  any  other  case, 
and  I  intend  to  wee  that  It  is.  The  plea 
in  abatement  Is  dismissed,  and  the  gov- 
ernment  sustained.

At  the  same  time, 
it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  people  of  this  country 
would  be  enabled  to  save  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars a  year  as  the  result  of  more  moderate  prices  follow- 
ing world's  competition. 


GIFTS  FOR  EDUCATION. 

Education  in  the  United  States  has  received  many 
magniricent  donations  in  the  past,  beginning  with  Ste- 
phen Girard's  $.2,000,000  for  a  college  for  orphans  in 
Philadelphia  and  running  through  various  endowments 
for  schools  of  all  kinds,  but  nothing  even  approaching 
the  $32,000,000  gift  of  John  D.  Rockefeller  has  been 
recorded  or  even  conceived  of. 

The  peculiar  modesty  of  the  gift,  made  through  as 
short  and  business-like  a  letter  as  could  possibly  be  pre- 
pared, adds  to  its  notability  and  it  is  little  wonder  that 
the  members  of  the  General  Education  board,  who  had 
had  the  handling  of  Mr.  Rockefeller's  previous  founda- 
tion gift  of  $11,000,000,  were  almost  dumbfounded  with 
surprise. 

The  uses  to  which  this  magnificent  gift  may  be  put 
are  many  and  varied,  but  all  will  make  for  the  uplift  of 
the  yo'.ing  people  of  the  nation.  It  will  be  in  the  control 
of  such  men  of  eminence  in  the  world  of  letters  and  busi- 
ness as  Daniel  C.  Gilman,  first  president  of  Johns  Hop- 
kins university,  and  of  the  Carnegie  institution;  E.  Ben- 
jamin Andrews,  former  president  of  Brown  university 
and  now  chancellor  of  the  University  of  Nebraska; 
Harry  Pratt  Judson,  acting  president  of  Chicago  univer- 
sity; Robert  C.  Ogden,  Morris  K.  Jesup,  George  Fos- 
ter Peabody,  Robert  C.  Gates  and  StTirr  J.  Murphy  of 
New  York;  Hugh  H.  Hanna  of  Indianapolis;  and  Drs. 
Wallace  Buttrick  and  Hollis  B.  Frissell. 

Great  donations  for  the  cause  of  education  in  the 
past  have  included:  Stephen  Girard's  $2,000,000  which 
has  grown  to  $22,294,551;  the  George  Peabody  fund  of 
$3,500,000  for  southern  education;  the  John  F.  Slater  fund 
of  $1,000,000;  Leiand  Stanford  university's  $20,000,000; 
Chicago  university,  also  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  about 
$19,000,000;  the  Carnegie  institution,  $10,000,000;  Mr. 
Rockefeller's  original  $11,000,000  for  the  foundation  of 
the  General  Education  board;  and  Mrs.  Russell  Sage'si 
$2,500,000  last  week  to  three  Eastern  institutions. 

It  had  been  estimated  that  Mr.  Rockefeller's  gifts  to 
education  in  the  past  had  totalled  about  $35,000,000.  This 
$32,000,000  added  to  the  previous  amounts  make  him  the 
greatest  friend  of  learning  in  the  world's  history.  And 
yet  his  last  gift  does  not  equal  his  income  for  one  year, 
so  colossal  is  his  fortune. 


UNSANITARY  LANDLORDISM. 

Henry  \V.  Coffin,  the  Washington  capitalist  who  pro- 
tested recently  to  the  District  of  Columbia  commission- 
ers against  the  proposed  adoption  of  a  building  regula- 
tion compelling  the  installation  of  bath  rooms  in  all 
dwellings  and  tenements,  no  matter  how  inexpensive 
as  to  rent,  thereby  wrote  himself  plainly  either  a  heart- 
less misec  or  a  pitiless  fool. 

The  man,  who  acknowledges  that  he  is  the  owner  of 
twenty-four  sorry  apologies  for  dwelling  houses,  none 
of  which  has  a  bath  tub  but  from  which  he  extorts  an 
average  income  of  $300  a  month,  pleads  that  bath-closets 
— for  such  they  would  be  at  best — would  compel  him  to 
raise  the  rents  and  thus  work  a  hardship  on  the  poor 
tenants  for  whom,  forsooth,  his  great  heart  bleeds.  It  is 
difficult,  however,  to  see  why  he  should  have  to  raist 
each  rent  over  25  cents  a  month  in  order  to  get  6  per 
cent  interest  on  the  $50  that,  at  the  outside,  he  would 
invest  in  each  tub. 

The  landlord's  further  plea  that  "during  my  travels 
abroad,  I  visited  many  families  living  in  Scotland,  Ger- 
many, England,  France,  Ireland  and  Switzerland,  but  in 
no  instance  found  a  bath  tub  in  the  house"  is  on  a  par 
with  his  added  confession  that  he  was  sixteen  years  old 
before  he  ever  saw  a  bath-tub,  but  all  the  members  of  his 
family  "bathed"  (mark  the  word!)  at  least  once  a  week  in 
a  small  bowl  in  front  of  the  stove.  He  might  have  added 
that  it  was  in  Germany  that  a  town  council  refused  to 
accept  a  gift  for  the  establishment  of  municipal  baths 
because  none  of  them  had  ever  had  such  a  luxury. 

If  Coffin's  foreign  friends  are  thus  ignorant  of  or  in- 
different to  one  of  the  greatest  of  American  sanitary  es- 
sentials and  if  he  him.sclf  was  content  to  use  a  small  bowl 
in  which  to  "take  a  bath,"  those  are  absolutely  no  reasons 
why  even  the  humblest  tenant  should  be  deprived  of  the 
necessary  accessory  to  godliness  and  healthfulness. 

It  would  be  serving  Landlord  Coffin  no  more  than  right 
if  all  of  his  tenants  should  move  out  in  a  body  and  an 
immutable  boycott  be  placed  on  every  one  of  his  miser- 
able dwelling  hovels.

GAUGES  OF  M£N. 

It  is  a  sad.  but  nevertheless  true,  commentary  on  the 
ultra-commercial  spirit  of  the  present  time  that,  when  a 
man  of  any  mark  in  nation,  state  or  community  passes 
from  this  earth,  the  first  questions  asked  of  him  are: 
"What  was  he  worth?  What  did  he  leave?"  And,  by 
the  largeness  or  smallness  of  the  figures  given  in  reply, 
the  value  of  his  life  is  gauged.  ^ 

This  is,  however,  perfectly  natural  under  present  con- 
ditions. Everything  is  superlatively  commercial.  All 
are  eager  to  grow  wealthy.  Youth  no  longer  yearns  for 
distinction  in  art  or  literature  or  in  the  higher,  purer 
sciences.  Riches  only  seem  to  be  desirable  and  young 
men,  and  young  women,  too,  for  that  matter,  set  out  on 
their  careers  in  life  determined  to  get  rich  at  whatever 
cost.  Thousands  of  Americans  have  more  than  they 
know  how  to  spend,  but  they  keep  adding  to  their  piles 
because  they  are  never  satisfied  if  others  have  more  than 
they. 

It  is  really  not  surprising  that  there  is  practically  no 
American  literature;  that,  with  the  exception  of  possibly 
a  dozen  men  outside  of  the  newspaper  profession,  the 
few  score  who  make  a  profession  of  writing  do  so  purely 
for  the  money  there  is  in  it,  while  those  who  might 
achieve  renown  as  authors,  were  conditions  different,  are 
striving  for  money — apparently  the  only  thing  worth 
having  in  the  world. 

But  this  state  of  affairs  cannot  last.  Sooner  or  later, 
a  great  reaction  will  occur.  Then  man  who,  after  all,  is 
a  spiritual  being  and  not  a  sordid  money-grabber,  will 
discover  that  human  existence  is  too  ephemeral  and  too 
precious  to  be  wasted  in  picking  up  nothing  but  coins 
from  the  floor.  Instead,  the  time  is  certain  to  come  back 
again,  as  it  was  before  the  Civil  war,  when  the  first  ques- 
tion asked  of  a  departed  notable  will  be  once  more: 
"What  has  he  done?"  And  his  worth  will  be  reckoned 
on   his   achievements   that   benefit   or  improve   mankind. 


LUSTY  INFANT  INDUSTRIES. 

The  report  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  the  federal 
department  of  commerce  and  labor  on  the  exports  of 
manufacture  products  of  the  United  States  for  1906  con- 
tains much  "'food  ioT  reflection"  for  the  average  .\meri- 
can,  whether  he  be  a  tariff  reformer  or  a  high  protection 
"stand-patter." 

The  aggregate  value  of  these  exports  of  manufactures 
last  year  was  $719,000,000  or  41  per  cent  of  the  total  ex- 
ports. Of  this  vast  amount,  Europe  took  26.78  per  cent, 
American  manufacturers,  plainly  shielded  and  aided  by 
the  tariff  that  averages  48  per  cent,  going  into  Great 
Britain  in  open  competition  in  the  British  markets  and 
disposing  of  goods  worth  $133,459,935.  going  into  Ger- 
many and  bringing  away  $55,632,220  and  entering  France 
and  making  sales  of  products  worth  $30,002,357.  Truly 
these  are  remarkable  figures  worthy  of  the  closest  study. 

But  these  three  great  rivals  in  trade,  whom  the 
United  States  manufacturers  have  thus  bearded  in  their 
very  dens,  are  contributors  to  only  about  one-third  of 
the  receipts  from  exports.  China,  Canada,  Mexico,  Ar- 
gentina, Brazil,  Colombia  and  Panama,  Chile,  Cuba  and 
the  lesser  European  states  are  liberal  patrons  and  are 
glad  to  buy  at  the  figures  the  American  manufacturers 
fix  in  spite  of,  or  under  the  shield  of,  the  high  protective 
tariff. 

It  would  be  decidedly  interestinff.to  know  what  pro- 
portion of  these  exported  goods  were  sold  at  lower  prices 
than  were  charged  home  customers.  It  is  not  to  be 
doubted  that  the  proportion  is  heavy.  The  government 
Statistics,  under  a  "stand-pat"  rule,  do  not,  however,  sup- 
jjly  this  kind  of  enlightenment.     They  do,  though,  show 


WOMEN  CLEAN  A  TOWN. 

All  honor  to  tlie  women  of  Brush,  Colo.!  They  have 
made  of  their  pretty  little  city,  nestling  on  the  plains 
at  the  foot  of  the  Rockies,  as  close  a  counterpart  of  the 
"Spotless  Town"  of  story  and  rhyme  as  the  lack  of  the 
paving  will  permit.  And  they  have  done  this  in  the  fac« 
of   the  scoffing  and  mocking  men. 

The  foul  condition  of  all  the  street  crossings,  on 
which  mud  was  permitted  to  accumulate  untouched  from 
beginning  to  end  of  the  winter,  and  the  congregating  of 
l^pors  at  the  worst  corners  to  jeer  at  women  trying  to 
cross  the  nasty  streets  without  becoming  bedraggled, 
aroused  the  members  of  the  fair  sex  to  action.  Tkey  have 
the  full  voting  franchise,  but  there  was  no  election  pend- 
ing and  none  in  sight  for  fifteen  months  at  least.  Daunt- 
less and  determined,  they  met  and  organized  for  war 
under  the  banner  of  the  Brush  Woman's  club. 

In  a  body,  the  women  served  notice  on  the  town  coun- 
cil that,  if  the  street  crossings  were  not  cleaned  thor- 
oughly within  twenty-four  hours,  the  fair  sex  of  the 
place  would  undertake  the  work  and  shame  the  men. 
The  latter  still  proved  6bstinate  and  a  regiment  of  wom- 
en, in  short  skirts  and  rubber  boots  and  armed  with 
shovels  and  hoes  and  brooms,  began  the  onslaught. 

In  less  than  half  a  day,  the  worst  crossings  were  so 
clean  that  a  lady  in  a  ball  dress  could  almost  go  from 
corner  to  corner  without  soiling  the  train.  Then  the 
abashed  men  were  aroused  and  now  every  crossing  in  the 
town  is  clean  and  will  be  kept  so  all  winter  and  spring. 

The  heroic  example  of  the  good  women  of  Brush 
might  well  be  followed  with  profit  by  the  women  of 
ninety-nine  out  of  every  hundred  cities  of  America.  And 
the  remiss  and  slothful  city  fathers  would  awaken  to 
instant  activity,  to  the  vast  benefit  of  all  of  these  places.

"While  the  total,  cut  of  pine  logs  in 
Northern  Minnesota  this  winter  will 
probably  be  smaller  than  last,  the  total 
amount  of  all  classes  of  timber  cut  will 
be  larger  than  It  was  last  season,"  said 

F.  A.  Graee  of  Bemidjl,  Minn.,  at  the 
Lenox.  "A  few  years  ago  the  attention 
of  the  loggers  wa,s  connned  almost  en- 
tirely to  pine,  'butnow  it  is.  different. 
Camps  employing  hundreds  of  men  cut 
nothing  but  cedar  and  pulpwood. 

"Some  very  larg-e  cedar  camps  are 
established  throulgh  the  northern  part 
of  the  state,  particularly  In  the  terri- 
tory tributary  -to  •Bemidji,  along  the 
Minnesota  &  International  road.  Large 
cedar  swamps  are  to  be  found  all  over 
Northern  Minne.<?ota.  and  the  quality  of 
the  timber  along  the  Minnesota  &  In- 
ternational Is  particularly  good,  and 
the  quantity  large.  Other  camps  are 
devoted  exclus1v<'ly  to  getting  out  tim- 
ber for  bridge  piling,  posts,  poles,  rail- 
road ties  and  pulpwood. 

"It  Is  true  that  there  has  been  a  big 
scarcity  of  men  for  the  woods  almost 
all  winter.  This  scarcity  is  very  appar. 
ent  at  pre.sent.  The  camps  have  large 
enough  crews  to  carry  on  operations 
with,  but  in  many  Instances  the  crews 
really  should  be  larger.  Men  sent  to 
the  cities  to  hire  lumberjacks  have  not 
been  meetfhg  with  very  good  success, 
and  orders  left  with  employment  agents 
are  only  partly  filled,  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  men  in  the  labor  centers. 

"Probably  the  average  wage  in  the 
woods  is  higher  this  year  than  It  ever 
was  before  in  the' history  of  Minnesota. 
A  man  who  works  Steadily  all  winter  in 
a  camp  and  saves  his  money,  can  come 
out  in  the  spring  with  a  wad  that  will 
carry  him  thro^jgh  utitll  next  Christ- 
mas, and  then  leave  him  a  little  cash 
with  which  to  purchase  Christmas 
presents."  :

"At  some  fufijr«jriate  fine  residences 
will  bo  found  fi^l  along  the  river,  and 
town  will  be  easily  reached  by  an  Inter- 
urban  line,  with  ears  running  frequent- 
ly. If  I  had  a^jy  surplus  cash  I  would 
consider  it  a  8»fe  .and  good  investment 
to  put  It  m  land'  along  the  river,  for 
such  land  can  hardly  help  Increasing  In 
price,  merely  (or  tlje  purpose  of  homes. 
It  would  be  hard  t^  imagine  a  prettier 
sight  for- a  "home,  winter  and  summer 
alike,  than  some  of  the  points  along 
this  beautiful  strjeam."

The  sun  set  this  afternoon  at  5:L'l  o'clock 
and  will  rise   tomorrow   at  7:'^'J  a.m. 

A  year  ago  today  was  frosty  with  a 
biting  wind  following  a  night  during 
which  the  temperature  dropped  to  6  degs. 
below   zero. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"During  the  past  twenty-lour  hours  the 
barometer  felt  and  tlie  temperature  rose 
in  nearly  ail  districts  of  the  central  val- 
leys, Atlantic  coast  and  North.  Particu- 
larly is  this  true  of  the  Northwest,  tem- 
peratures varying  all  the  way  from  10 
degs.  to  40  degs.  above  in  that  section  this 
morning.  In  fact  at  7  a.  m.  temperatures 
were  above  zefo  in  all  district.^.  The 
northwestern  disturbance  remains  sta- 
tionary over  Alberta.  Pressures  continue 
high  in  the  South  and  the  temperature 
averages  close  to  the  freezing  point  there 
except  along  the  Gulf  coast.

Administrator  of  McGillis 

Estate  Wins  in  Second 

Trial. 

For  the  death  of  Gillls  McGillis.  a 
brakernan  who  was  run  over  and  killed 
In  the  Knife  River  yards,  by  an  engine 
belonging  to  the  Duluth  &  Northern 
Minnesota  Railway  company,  that  cor- 
poration must  pay  the  administrator 
of  the   McGillis  estate,   $2,919   damages. 

A  verdict  awarding  that  mount  was 
returned    last    evening    in    the    district 

court. 

Joseph  McGillis.  administrator  of  the 
estate  and  brother  of  the  deceased, 
instituted  the  suit  for  Jii.OOC  damages, 
the  statutory  limit  in  case  of  death. 
He  alleges  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  railroad  company  through  its  em- 
ployes. Jt  was  claimed  that  McGillis 
was  negligent  in  standing  in  a  posi- 
tion of  danger  ar.d  that  it  was  im- 
possinle  for  the  engineer  to  have 
stopped  the  locomotive  m  time  to  pre- 
vent the  accident. 

It  was  the  second  trial  of  the  case, 
the  first  resulting  in  a  verdict  of  $1,500. 
The  defendant  company  appealed  from 
the  order  of  the  court  denying  a  nevv 
trial,  and  the  supreme  court  directed 
the  case   retried.

PERSIAN  SHAH'S  GEMS 
WORTH  SIXTY  MILLIONS. 


Teheran.  Feb.  8.— An  Inventory  of  the 
jewelry  left  by  the  shah  shows  that 
he  had  $i;o,CiOO,«IO  worth.  In  the  collec- 
tion are  many  loose  precious  stones — 
sapphires,  emeralds,  rubles,  turejuoides 
and  diamonds. 

The  ancient  crown  of  the  Persian 
monarchs  is  mounted  with  a  ruby  as 
large  as  a  hen's  egg.  A  belt  worn  on 
state  occasions  is  studded  with  dia- 
monds weighing  at  least  eighteen 
pountls.  One  sword  studde<l  with  dia- 
monds Is  valued  at  $1,600,000.  A  silver 
vase  contained  ICO  emeralds,  one  so 
large  that  the  names  of  all  the  dead 
Persian  monarchs  have  been  engraved 
on  it. 

One  of  the  emeralds  Is  said  to  have 
fallen  from  the  sky  in  Mohammed  s 
time  and  is  regarded  a  sure  protec- 
tion against  accidents  for  its  possessor. 


LOSE  LIVES 

By  Capsizing  of  Launch 

in  the    River  at 

Sacramento. 

Sacramento,    Cal.,    Fe-b.    8.— Six   persons 

were    drowned    here    yesterday    afternoon 

when   the   gasoline   launch    Cyrine    struck 

the    draw    of    the    railroad    bridge    across 

the  Sacramento  river  and  capsized.  The 
drowned  were: 

MRS.  A.  JACINTO,  and  a  Japanese 
woman   and  four  Japanese  men. 

The  owner  of  the  boat,  Manuel  Hen- 
derson, who  was  acting  as  captain  and 
engineer,  George  Horr.  pilot;  Joseph 
Gamna  and  Martin  Gamna  and  two  oth- 
ers,  Japanese,   were  saved. 

When  the  crash  came  Henderson  and 
Horr  crawled  from  the  interior  of  the 
boat  and  were  followed  by  several  of 
the  passengers.  They  all  jumped  into 
the  river  with  the  exception  of  Joseph 
anel  Martin  Gamna,  who  Jumped  from 
the  top  of  the  boat  to  the  bridge  and 
were  rescued  from  their  perilous  posi- 
tions. The  two  women  were  inside  the 
boat  and  went  down  without  a  chance 
to  save  them.selves.  Four  of  the  Japa- 
nese men  who  Jumped  into  the  river 
drowned  before  a  boat  could  reach  them, 
while  the  others  either  drifted  down  the 
river  on  pieces  of  freight  or  swam 
ashore.

Faked  Antiques. 

TIteir    Craze    for    Old 

Things  Carefully  and 

Tenderly  Nursed. 


-  London,  Feb.  8.— Largely,  It  Is  said, 
because  the  demand  for  English  and 
foreign  antiques  on  the  part  of  Ameri- 
cans is  greater  than  the  supply,  the 
prices  obtainable  for  genuine  old  paint- 
ings, old  furniture,  old  china  et  catera, 
have  risen  to  an  amazing  exetent  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years,  while,  for  the 
same  reason,  the  production  of  faked 
antiques  has  become  an  ever  increasing 
and  more  profitable  branch  of  industry. 

"England,  particularly,  Is  overflowing 
with  these  spurious  specimens,"  said 
Basil  Dighton,  a  dealer,  in  discussing 
the  subject,  the  other  day,  "while 
Rouen  turns  out  enough  imitations  of 
old  empire  furniture  to  furnish  the 
Tuileries  a  hundred  times  over.  One  of 
the  leading  experts  in  London  recently 
had  a  copy  made  of  valuable  Chippen- 
dale table,  and  when  the  faked  table 
and  the  genuine  piece  were  placed  side 
by  Bide,  the  expert  himself  was  unable 
to  tell  which  was  which. 

"For  all  kinds  of  English  antiques  of 
the  eighteenth  century,"  continued 
Mr.  Dighton,  "prices  have  risen  stead- 
ily for  the  last-  five  or  six  years.  A 
Romney  whie^h  Vvas  worth  |5,000  then, 
is  worth  $25,000  er  J30,000  now.  Engrav- 
ings have  doubled  and  trebled  In  value. 
Chippendale  furniture  has  risen  re- 
markably, a  set  of  chairs  from  the  Or- 
rock  collection  sold  recently  for  $9,- 
000.  A  Chippendale  writing  desk  was 
sold  at  auction  for  $90.  It  was  Immed- 
iately resold  for  $4,000  and  shortly  af- 
terward a  dealer  disposed  of  it  at  the 
fancy  price  of  $10,000—1  am  told. 

"The  owner  of  the  Hoppner  portrait, 
ignorant  of  Its  true  value,  recently  of- 
fered it  to  a  clergyman  as  a  gift.  The 
minister,  knowing  something  about 
pictures,  demurred  at  taking  advantage 
of  his  friend  and  advised  him  to  sell 
the  portrait  at  auction.  It  realized 
|60,C<00. 

"There  are  shops  in  London  with 
whole  stocks  of  bogus  engravings,  sil- 
ver boxes,  miniatures  and  the  like,  and 
the  bargain  hunters  are  easy  victims. 
The  demand  for  genuine  old  prints  is 
very  keen,  aud  perhaps  the  most  not- 
able Instance  of  their  appreciation  in 
value  is  that  of  prints  sold  at  $4  in 
1780,   which   now    bring   $500." 

One  of  the  traps  by  which  American 
tcunsts,  in  their  craze  for  antiques,  are 
often  caught  Is  thus  described  by  a  con- 
noisseur. "People  touring  in  the  north  oi 
Kngland,"  he  says,  "see  a  fine  piece  of 
old  furniture  In  a  farmhouse,  and,  never 
questioning  the  genuineness  of  anything 
found  in  such  an  out-of-the-way  place, 
they  buv  it.  If  the  tourists  should  re- 
turn a  few  days  later  they  would  find  a 
similar  piece  In  place  of  the  one  bought, 
Jis  bait  for  the  next  visitor.  Those  pieces 
are  all  spurious  and  the  fakers  are  so 
well  acquainted  with  the  travelers'  way, 
that  they  send  these  imitations  to  the 
country  places  to  be  sold.  Through  this 
practice,  a  Welsh  dresser  has  often  been 
placed  by  mistake  In  a  Yorkshire  farm- 
house, but,  of  course.  It  takes  an  exper- 
ienced eye  to  notice  such  little  incongru- 
ities. 

"Kngland  is  overfiowlng  with  faked 
antiques,"  he  added.  "There  are  faked 
Chelsea  cuplds,  holding  httle  baskets  of 
flowers,  faked  old  Tobys,  parsons  and 
clerks,  recumbent  greyhounds,  and  har- 
vest jugs  with  mottoes. 

"All  kinds  of  English  china  are  faked. 
Lcwestoft  ware  is  faked  so  cleverely  that 
it  cannot  be  told  from  the  old.  Sheffield 
plate,  which  is  jvorth  five  times  wliat  it 
v.a^  ten '  years  ago,  is  faked,  but  the 
fakers  cannot  produce  the  glow  of  the 
genuine  work.  Fewter  is  faked  in  Ger- 
n.any  by  the  ton,  and  there  are  factories 
near  Nuremberg  which  turn  out  pewter 
stamped  with  a  place  of  origin  and  dale 
a  couple  of  centuries  old. 

"The  German  government  makes  excel- 
lent copies  of  works  by  Reynolds,  Rom- 
ney, and  other  English  artists,  »vh!ch  sell 
for  a  dollar  or  two.  They  are  easily  dis- 
posed of  at  higher  prices  to  unwary  tour- 
ists. Hundreds  of  imitations  of  More- 
land's  pictures  are  sent  to  England  from 
Holland,  where  they  are  made.  In  Dres- 
den they  imitate  the  old  Dresden  so  well 
that  it  is  hardly  an  imitation;  it  is  sim- 
ply a  reproduction  of  the  same  thing. 
Not  long  ago  I  saw  a  Napoleon  table 
bearing  the  Tuileries  cipher.  It  was 
faked. 

At  the  same  time  real  bargains  are  still 
to  be  found  now  and  then,  but  it  takes  a 
most  expert  connoisseur  to  be  sure  of 
things.  Recently  I  bought  a  Queen  Anne 
table  for  30  cents  and  it  proved  to  be 
worth  $50,  and  a  table  for  $7  which  would 
bring  $125.  Such  bargains,  however,  are 
becoming  reaiir  every  day.'

DAYS  STEADILY 
GROWING  LONGER 

Weary  Workers  Can  Now 

Dress  by  Light  of 

Sun. 

The  gradual  lengthening  of  days  has 
been  notlcable  since  the  middle  of 
January,  and  it  is  claimed  by  the  weary 
workers  who  a  few  weeks  ago  had  to 
climb  out  of  bed  and  dress  by  artificial 
light,  where  now  they  are  awakened 
by  the  gray  of  early  morning.

"Mr.  Thaw  told  me,"  she  said,  "tiiat 
his   family   would    •.volojme   me." 

Mr.  J'-rome  also  kept  out  an  answer 
to  a  ^luestlon  as  to  whether,  after  the 
return  from  the  wedding  trip  the 
Thaws  lived  In  a  house  of  their  own 
or  at  ths  home  of  the  elder  Mrs. 
Thaw. 

Mrs.  Thaw  was  about  to  tell  what 
ehe  knew  of  Jack  Barrymoro,  whom 
»ihe  met  at  a  dinner  given  by  Stan- 
Cord  White,  when  the  luncheon  re- 
cess   was   ordered. 


New  York,  Feb.  8. — Great  crowds 
besieged  the  doorways  of  the  crlml- 
aial  courts  building  today.  The  cor- 
ridors .S'X)n  became  thronged  with 
.the  curious,  who  clamored  for  admis- 
sion to  the  room  where  It  was  ex- 
pected Evelyn  Ne.sbit  Thaw  would 
contl.iud  the  story  of  her  life,  bring- 
ing the  narrative  from  late  in  1903, 
where  she  left  off  yesterday,  down 
to    date. 

One  of  the  windows  of  the  bridge 
of  sighs,  which  leads  across  the  street 
from  the  Tombs  to  the  criminal 
courts  building,  was  up  about  eight 
Incheai,  today.  The  crowd  In  the 
street  soon  discovered  this,  and  gath- 
ered, several  hundred  strong,  and 
vaited  patiently  in  the  belief  that 
they  might  catch  a  glimpse  of  Harry 
Thaw   on   his   way   to   the   courtroom. 

The  doors  of  the  courtroom  were 
not  opened  until  10  o'clock,  and  care 
was  taken  today  to  see  that  those 
whose  business  compelled  their  at- 
tendance at  the  trial  had  the  first 
opportunity  to  enter.  Then  a  num- 
ber of  those  who  had  fought  their 
way  through  the  p«j!ice  lines  to  All 
the  room  to  its  utmost  seating  ca- 
pacity, were  admitted.  There  were 
not  more  than  half  a  score  of  women 
Among  the  spectatorsj.  They  waited 
■wlLii   evident  impatience  far   the  prla- 


oner  and  his  wife  to  make   their  ap- 
pearanc3. 

Justice  Fitzgerald  took  his  place  on 
the  bench  at  10:35,  and  Thaw  was 
called  to  the  bar.  The  defendant,  for 
the  first  time  since  the  trial  began, 
had  lost  the  spring  in  his  step,  and 
Instead  of  walking  briskly  to  his 
place  at  the  table  of  his  counsel,  he 
moved  hesitatingly  and  looked  con- 
stantly fronl  left  to  right  about  the 
courtroom.  The  big  ciowd  seemed 
to  annoy  htm.  The  pallid  face  broke 
Into  a  faint  smllo  as  the  prisoner 
recognized  his  brother,  Edward  Thaw, 
who  was  the  only  member  of  the 
family    In    court. 

"Call  Mrs.  Evelyn  Nesblt  Thaw  to 
the  stand."  requested  Mr.  Delmas  of 
the  clerk.  W^hen  she  appeared  and 
took  her  place  in  the  big  witness 
chair  Mrs.  Thaw  was  dressed  pre- 
cisely as  on  yesterday.  She  was  ex- 
tremely pale  and  her  lips  trembled 
visibly  as  she  replied  to  the  first 
simple  question  asked  her  by  coun- 
sel. This  was  after  Mr.  Delmas  had 
stated  that  before  any  oral  testimony 
was  taken  he  would  continue  to  read 
the  postcript  of  the  last  letter  offered 
in   evidence   yesterday. 

The  letter  was  addressed  to  Attorney 
Longfellow.  The  postscript  Mr.  Delmas 
read  as  follows: 

"No  one  could  have  made  me  believe 
since  I  first  saw  her  that  she  would 
show  anyone  except  he.  I  first  thought 
she  cared  for  any  better.  I  should  have 
betted  every  cent  in  the  world  three 
weeks  ago  to  get  money  for  fabulous 
presents  for  you:  that  after  our  trust- 
ing each  other  no  hypnotism  could 
make  you  forget  all.  I  won't  say  but 
it   is  inexpressibly   sad." 

Mr.  Delmas  first  question,  to  the  wit- 
ness was  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
"her"  in  the  letter  referred  to  the  wit- 
ness. 

"Yes.  sir,"  came  the  tremulous  reply. 
The  letter  continued:  "I  have  been 
asked  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  you 
because   you   are  a  dangerous   woman. 

"He  never  lied  to  you? 

"From  the  first  time  he  saw  you  he 
wanted  to  do  his  best  for  you,  to  send 
you  to  school  in  Paris  with  your 
mother,  or  to  send  you  both  to  school 


and  he  never  did  anything  not  respect- 
able. 

"Yesterday  he  saw  you  believed 
everything  false  people  told  you  as  you 
did  before,  but  as  you  are  absolutely 
honest  he  would  do  you  no  harm  ever 
for  It,  only  he  was  sorry.  He  won't 
trouble  you  at  all,  as  he  would  do 
anything  for  you,  but  now  you  must 
get   stronger   without  him. 

"You  said  you  would  live  anywhere 
anyway  he  wished  so  he  could  have 
chaperoned  you  and  had  all  the  honor 
of  your  exclusive  friendship  and  lose 
nothing  himself.  Instead  he  wished 
to  give  up  everything,  to  do  all  he 
could   for  you. 

"I  wish  you  would  have  spoken 
this  morning   through   the  telephone. 

"To  make  you  sure,  I'U  explain. 
After  I  saw  the  poor  Ill-advised  augel 
I  was  so  sorry.  She  meant  to  do 
right,  and  was  right  had  she  only 
kept  the  purest  things  from  poluted, 
lying,  double-minded,  deceitful, 

money  -  grabbing.  smooth  -  tongued. 
hard-hearted  but  soft-speaking  pro- 
fessional   deceivers." 

In  the  letter  were  also  the  words: 

"If  I  wished  Evelyn  to  become  mis- 
tress—" but  through  them  had  been 
drawn   a  pencil  line. 

"Did  the  'he'  in  the  letter  refer 
to  Mr.  Thaw?  Did  he  speak  of  him- 
self thus  In  correspondence?"  asked 
Mr.    Delmas. 

"Yes.    sir."    replied    the   witness. 

The  letter  and  a  small  magnifying 
glass  were  passed  to  the  jurymen, 
who  spent  some  time  exmlnlng  the 
paper. 

The  next  letter,  which  was  also 
written  to  Mr.  Longfellow  by  Mr. 
Thaw,  while  in  Paris  soon  after  he 
heard  Evelyn  Nesblfa  story,  said  in 
part: 

"Thank  you  for  sending  $50  and  $20 
and  for  White's  telegram.  I  know  a 
contented  woman  is  happy.  If  you 
hear  anything,  please  cable,  but  I 
think  it  win  be  secret.  I  was  mis- 
taken." 

The  next  letter  read  by  Mr.  Delmas 
was  very  brief  and  was  written  by 
Thaw   after  reaching   New   York. 

"Dear  Longfellow,"  it  read,  "enclosed 
and    check.      Send    a    $10    bill    (always 


clean),  in  first  typewriting  tomorrow. 
Send  $50  to  May.  Thank  you  more  than 
ever,  which  is  a,  great  deal.  I  have 
nothing  to  live  for.  Yours,  H.  K. 
Thaw." 

The      next      letter,     contained      these 

words:    "Slept  seven    houps    when   

saw  many  Pitt^bu^ge^9'  on  the  train. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Cirnegie  should 
be  your  loving  sister  and  brother-in- 
law.  I'm  so  glad  the  Duse  dress  is 
pretty  for  you.  I  wish  I  always  knew 
you  would  wear  it  first  from  me.  I  have 
something  important  to  tell  you  when 
I  see  you.  J  saw  all  through  it.  I  be- 
lieve you  sire  hypnotized,  but  I  knpw 
it  is  not  your  fault  and  you  meant  no 
wrong.  I  want  you  to  know  I  shall 
never  hurt  you.  You  know  I  never  lied, 
I  gave  you  my  sacred  word  that  by 
the  hope  that  there  is  a  Heaven  above, 
your  pure  soul  shall  go  there.  You 
have  already  been  unlucky  enough. 
You  know  I  have  always  treated  you 
with  perfect  respect." 

The  tone  of  the  letter  was  most 
despondent  and  spoke  o>f  "one  about  to 
expire."   It  then  continued: 

"You  have  lost  all  fafth  now  when 
I've  gone  so  broke  to  please  you.  You 
know  I  have  always  thought  you  the 
most  good.  I  have  always  been  honest 
and    trustworthy  with  you. 

"Let  your  heart  feef  that  there  is 
faith.  You  ought  to  Know  something 
now  of  what  faith  is— of  my  being 
faithful  unto  death  and  beyond.  You 
begged   me   not   to.   so   I   have  seen   no 

young    ladies    except- by    accident. 

You  have  in  three  weeks  gotten  a 
dangerous   reputation."' 

"Also  for  telling  scandal,  true  or 
false.  Take  back  about  Eleanor.  How 
would  you  like  without  ray  answering 
only  I  understand  and  therefore  re- 
spect you  the  same.  Say  some  one  got 
you  to  say  so,  not  sofneone  you  know, 
some  stranger  perhaps.  They  al.so  say 
you  are  going  to  pieces  and  in  six 
months  you  may  be  in  the  gutter, 
mentally  and  morally  and  dishonor- 
ably. Is  Howard  in  school?  How  much 
does  it  cost?  Your  mother  must  trust 
her  friends  who  robbed  you  of  your  1 
birthright  as  a  young  ..lady  and  made 
your  father's  nama  a  bye-word.  If  only 
you  had  let  me  save  you  before  you 
were  sixteen." 

Then  follow  these  words,  through 
which  a  pen  was  drawn:  "He  never 
would   dare ."   The  letter  continues: 

"It  would  never  have  been  told.  I 
would  have  just  acted  as  a  friend,  you 
know  as  a  friend  would  have  rejoiced 
and  asked  you  nothing.  Those  stories 
about  morphine  were  false.  I  have  not 
used  any  dope  In  my  life.  I  never  lie 
to  you." 

It  was  evident  from  this  the  letter, 
which  was  sent  to  Attorney  Longfellow 
to  be  delivered  to  Evelyn  Nesbit,  had 
been  written  subsequent  to  Thaw's  in- 
terview with  the  girl  at  the  Hotel 
Navarre,  after  their  return  from  Paris 
in  1903.  At  this  Interview  the  girl  told 
him  of  the  stories  she  had  hpard  about 
him  and  said  she  could  not  see  him 
alone. 

The  letter,  which  In  places  was 
blurred  and  had  to  be  Inspected  with 
a  magnifying  glass,  went  on: 

"I  have  tried  to  forget  you.  You 
should  have  been  at  Joe's  wedding." 

Mrs.  Thaw  said  the  reference  was  to 
the  wedding  of  Joslah  Thaw,  the  de- 
fendant's brother.  The- letter  went  on: 

"They  would  have  seen  your  honesty 
and  you  would  have  been  so  respected. 
Your  reputation  as  3,  Beauty  would 
have  been  greater  over  t^  world.  You 
could  have  owned  Pittsburg— not  In 
money  but  politically. 

"Alone  I  can't  settle  down.  Bessldes  I 
have  no  one  worth  doing  for.  Twice  I 
had  to  leave  the  taWe  so  they  could 
not  see,  but— in  some  ways  I  am  a  bear 
at  times— every  other^way  I  am  cheer- 
ful. 

"I  am  not  responslblfe"  n'bw.  You  must 
know  every  story.  iiu;lrtdlng  Dilling- 
ham's, is  a  fake  except  dne— I  saw  all 
those  letter.s— all  sham— but  I  don't 
care  a  little  brass.       - 

"You  know  me  better  than  anyone 
and  if  you  don't  trusl  hie  and  know 
I  am  true  and  unsel^sh,  compared  to 
most  men  then  there  Id  no  hope  for  me. 
I  am  changed  now  but  not  in  truth, 
faithfulness  or  courage.  Promise  me 
one  thing,  don't  drink  any  champagnewl

In  New  York  between  your  return 
from  Paris  in  1903  until  Christmas  eve 
that   that   year?"    he   asked. 

"No,"  replied  the  witness  with  per- 
fect composure,  "I  did  not  tell  him  un- 
til   later." 

"Did  you  ever  tell  him?" 

"Oh,   yes."     . 

"When  did  you  arrive  from  Eu- 
rope?" 

■In  October,   1903." 

Mr.  Jerome  wanted  to  know  what 
time  of  the  month.  Mr.  Delmas  put 
the  question. 

"It  was  near  the  end  of  October,  I 
think;    I   am   not  certain." 

"When   did   you   tell   Mr.   Thaw?" 

"It  was  early  In  1904 — In  January." 

"Please  relate  what  you  told  Mr. 
Thaw." 

"He  asked  me  how  I  oame  to  speak 
to  Stanford  White  after  my  return, 
from  Europe.  I  told  him  I  was  driv- 
ing down  Fifth  avenue  one  day  in 
a  hansom  cab  with  my  maid,  and  we 
passed  Stanford  White!  I  heard  him 
exclealm:  'Oh.  look  at  Evelyn.'  A 
few  days  later  I  was  called  to  the 
telephone,  and  It  was  Mr.  White.  He 
said,  'My,  but  It  Is  good  to  hear  your 
voice  again.'  And  said  he  wanted  to 
come  and  see  me.  I  told  him  I  could 
not  see  him.  He  said  it  was  very 
Important  that  I  should  see  him  at 
once.  He  said  he  had  had  much 
trouble  with  my  family,  and  must 
See  nie.  I  asked  If  my  mother  was 
ill." 

"He  said  it  was  a  matter  of  life 
and  death — he  could  not  tell  me  over 
the  telephone.  So  he  came  to  see  me 
at   the   Hotel    Savoy." 

"When  he  came  in  he  tried  to  kiss 
me,  but  I  did  not  let  him.  He  asked 
me  what  was  the  matter.  I  told  him  to 
sit  down  and  asked  him  again  if  my 
mother  was  ill.  He  said  no,  and  at 
once  began  to  talk  about  Harry  Thaw.

"After  that  he  came  constantly  to 
see  me.  He  also  sent  people  to  me  who 
told  me  stories  about  Mr.  Thaw,  the 
stories  I  told  yesterday.  I  told  Mr. 
Thaw  afterwards  that  the  stories  wor- 
ried me  so  much  I  could  not  sleep 
nights.  I  got  very  nervous  for  I  knew 
Mr.  Thaw  was  coming  over  and  I  did 
not  want  to  see  him.

a  year.  He  (Hummel),  asked  me  all 
places  whare  I  #ent  with  Thaw.  I  told 
him  all  I  could  fbmember.  He  said  that 
I  was  a  minor  and  that  Thaw  should 
have  been  more  careful. 

"He  said  he  had  a  case  in  his 
office  against  Thaw,  but  the  woman 
in  the  case  was  a  very  bad  one,  and 
he  did  not  think  the  case  was  much 
good.  Then  he  said  Thaw  was  a  very 
bad  man,  and  above  all  things  I  must 
be  protected  from  him,  Mr,  White 
then  said  that  the  other  man  was 
to  get  Harry  Thaw  out  of  New  York, 
and   keep  hlni  out. 

"They  asked  me  if  I  went  to  Eu- 
rope of  my  own  accord,  and  I  said  I 
certainly  had.  I  said  I  remained  in 
Europe  after  vay  mother  left,  because 
I  had  quarreled  with  her  and  could 
not  dance  for  a  year,  and  I  liked 
Mr.  Thaw  very  much,  and  could  not 
do    anything    else. 

"  'Nevertheless,'  Hummel  said,  'you 
are  a  minor  and  he  should  not  have 
taken  you  away  from  your  mother.' 
I  said  he  did  not   take  me  away. 

"Mr.  White  said  tliat  strong  meth- 
ods mus>t  be  resorted  to  to  keep  Thaw 
out  of  New^  York,  and  to  protect 
myself  I  must  help  in  every  way  I 
could, 

"Mr.  White  said  I  must  leave 
everything  In  Mr.  Hummel's  hands. 
They  than  sent  for  a  stenographer, 
and  the  lawyer  .said  I  must  not  inter- 
rupt him  in  what  he  was  about  to 
say.  I  was  very  nervous  and  ex- 
cited, and  I  think  I  began  to  cry. 
Then  they  began  to  dictate  and  put 
in  a  lot  of  stuff  that  I  had  been 
carried  away  by  Harry  Thaw  against 
my  will.  I  started  to  Interrupt,  but 
the  lawyer  put  up  his  hands  and 
stopped    me. 

"They  put  In  that  I  had  been  taken 
away  from  my  mother.,  and  a  lot  of 
stuff  that  was  not  true — that  I  had 
been  tre.ited  badly  by  Mr.  Thaw. 
Then  they  sent  the  ma.n  out  of  the 
room. 

"Several  days  later  Mr.  Hummel 
called  me  up  and  asked  If  I  had  any 
letters  from  Mr.  Thaw. 

"I  said  I  did,  but  I  could  not  see 
what  he  had  to  do  with  it,  Mr. 
White  also  called  up,  and  said  If  I 
was  not  willing  to  help  In  every  way 
they  could  not  protect  me  from  Mr. 
Thaw,  He  said  I  must  do  just  what 
Mr.  Hummel  said.  So  I  made  the 
letters  up  in  a  bundle  and  took  them 
down    to    Mr.    Hummel's    office. 

He  said  he  did  not  want  to  read  them 
and  did  not  care  what  they  contained. 
He  asked  however.  If  they  were  love- 
letters  and  I  said  "yes." 

"He  said  he  just  wanted  to  hold  them 
over  Harry  K.  Thaw's  head.  He  esaled 
them  up  In  a  big  envelope  so  I  could 
see.  he  said,  that  he  did  not  care  any- 
thing about  them. 

"Then  he  asked  me  why  I  did  not  sue 
Harrj'  Thaw  for  breach  of  promise.  I 
said  that  that  was  absurd,  for  If  there 
iiad  been  any  breach  of  promise  it  was 
on  liiy  part.  He  said  that  did  not  mat- 
ter. 

"Mr.  Hummel  said  a  breach  of  promise 
suit  would  be  a  fine  advertisement  for 
I  me.  I  told  him  I  did  not  care  for  that 
kind  of  advertising.  He  said  lots  of 
actresses  had  done  the  same  thing  and 
he  had  won  lots  of  cases  for  them.  He 
told  me  an  English  duke  had  once  been 
sued  by  an  actress  for  breach  of  prom- 
ise. He  declared  he  could  easily  win  a 
suit  for  me.  I  said  I  did  not  want  to 
sue  anyl>ody.  This  made  Mr.  Hummel 
very  mad  and  angry  and  he  told  me  I 
was   foolish." 

"What  more  did  you  tell  Mr.  Thaw?" 
suggested  Mr.  Delmas  to  give  the  girl 
witness   a   breathing  spell. 

"Mr.  Thaw  asked  me  If  I  had  signed 
anything  in  Mr.  Hummel's  office  and  I 
said  1  had  not.  He  said  tliat  was  funny 
for  if  they  wanted  to  cause  trouble  I 
must  have  signed  something.  I  said  I 
had  signed  absolutely  nothing  In  Mr. 
Hummel's  office.  Mr.  Thaw  was  very 
much  agitated.

"I  called  Mr.  White  up  on  the  tele- 
phone after  I  had  talked  with  Mr.  Thaw, 
and  I  demanded  ot  Mr.  White  that  ha 
put  the  paper  in  the  fire.  He  said  he  did 
not  have  It  but  that  It  was  in  Mr. 
Hummel's  office.  I  said:  'Very  wel.'  and 
told  him  I  was  going  down  to  Mr.  Hum- 
mel's office  Immediately.  He  told  me  to 
Unot  talk  about  tJie  matter  over  the  tele- 
phone and  I  said  I  did  not  care  who 
heard  me.

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Feb.  8.— Ernest  Davis, 
18  years  old,  who  says  his  home  Is  in 
Toronto,  Can.,  was  locked  up  in  the 
Central  police  station  in  Allegheny, 
charged  with  threatening  to  shoot  Mrs. 
Charles  A.  Painter,  wife  of  a  retired 
millionaire  steel  man,  at  her  home  In 
Western  avenue,  Allegheny,  where  he 
had  gone  and  demanded  money  and 
somthing  to  eat. 

Because  of  the  prominence  of  Mrs. 
Painter,    who    comes    of    one    of    the 

patrician  families  of  Pittsburg,  the  po- 
lice tried  to  suppress  the  incident,  but 
when  it  became  known,  the  guards  and 
private  watchmen  about  the  residence 
were  reinforced.  Young  Davis  appeared 
at  the  Painter  residence  in  the  after- 
noon, Mrs.  Painter  was  Just  leaving 
the  house,  and  met  Davis  at  the  door. 

He  instantly  drew  a  revolver  and 
said  he  had  no  money,  and  he  had  eat- 
en nothing  for  some  time,  and  was  des- 
perate. He  demanded  that  she  give  him 
money  and  food,  and  if  she  refused,  he 
would  "blow  her  brains  out."

One  Michigan 
street  firm  yesterday  received  a  car- 
load of  oranges  sent  from  the  Western 
state  Jan.  19,  which  is  much  quicker 
time  than  most  shipments  have  been 
making  lately.  A  car  sent  forward 
Jan.  15  has  not  yet  reached  Duluth, 
and  all  trace  of  it  has  been  lost.  An- 
other started  on  the  road  north  Jan.  24, 
hasn't  been  heard  from  as  yet,  al- 
though it  IS  over  due.  The  difliculty  at- 
tendant upon  getting  eatables  into  the 
city  has  resulted  in  a  shortage  of

Pike,  perch,  fresh  salmon,  halibut, 
trout,  pickeral  and  white  fish  are  to 
be  had,  but  the  stocks  are  small,  and 
the  prices  consequently  so  high  that 
the  retailers  do  not  find  fish  in  very 
great  demand.  Pickeral,  for  those  who 
like  them,  are  within  reach,  for  they 
command  only  8  cents  a  pound.  This 
Is  the  lowest  price  quoted  on  any  fish. 
Pickeral  are  more  numerous  and  easily 
caught  than  other  varieties,  and  in  less 

demand  on  the  market.

Crisfield,    Md.,    Feb.    8.— The    first    thing 
that    met    the   gaze   of    the    business    men 
of    Crisfield    when    they    came    down    the 
i  other    morning    was    a    gruesome    figure 
;  made   to   represent  a   man   labelled    with 
,  the  name  of   Somerset   county's   Republi- 
can leader,    A.    Lincoln     Dryden,     former 
sub-treasurer  of  Baltimore  and  the  new- 
I  ly    appointed    collector     of     customs     for 
■Crisfield.      The    figure    was    dangling    by 
the    neck    from    a    telephone    wire    which 
Iran  directly  in  front  of  the  building  used 
j  as  custom  house  and  post  office  in  which 
I  Mr.  Dryden  has  his  office. 

A  sign  hanging  from  the  shoulders  of 
the   dummy  bore  the   words: 

"Fate  of  the  traitor,  A.  Lincoln  Dry- 
den." 

I     This  Is  supposed  to  be  a   result  of  the 
I  Indignation,    which     has     existed     among 
!  some  of  the  citizens  of  Crisfield  since  the 
action  taken  by  Mr.  Dryden  in  the  post- 
office  fight,  which  up  to  a  few  days  ago 
raged  warm  for  several  months. 

The  sentiment  of  the  patrons  of  the  of- 
j  fice  and  the  business  people  of  the  town 
I  .seems  to  have  been  with  the  present  as- 
I  slslant  postmaster,  who  was  a  candidate 
for  the  postmastership.  It  is  generally 
supposed  that  Mr.  Dryden,  as  chairman 
of  the  Republican  state  central  commit- 
tee for  yomerset  county,  would  recom- 
mend him  without  hesitancy,  but  for  some 
unknown  reason  Mr.  Dryden  turned 
down  the  man  who  had  the  indorsement 
of  the  business  people,  and  he  failed  of 
even  reappointment  to  the  assistant's 
place.  George  C.  Reggln  of  the  Tangier 
Packing  company,  was  named  for  the 
postmastership,  and  it  is  said  he  will  ap- 
point the  present  postmaster  assistant. 

The  course  of  Mr.  Dryden  has  caused 
a  break  In  the  party  ranks,  .nnd  may  re- 
sult in  the  defeat  of  the  Republican  tick- 
et  in   this  county   next   fall. 


Furnishes  Arguments  for 

a  Still  Greater  Supply 

of  Currency. 


New  Tork,  Feb.  8.— The  railway  com- 
panies of  the  country  are  using  their  ut- 
most exertion  at  this  time  to  add  to  their 
facilities.  The  difficulty  now  is  that  In 
the  general  awakening  to  their  own  de- 
ficiencies the  aggregate  of  material  re- 
quired In  the  various  departments  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  Ib  so  vast  it  will 
take  years  to  supply  It. 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way company  managers  propose  an  issue 
of  }98,0()O,000  of  bonds  on  that  property,  a 
prominent  official  of  the  road  is  quoted 
as  stating  that  all  the  proceeds  will  go  to 
buy  additional  equipment,  more  property 
and  buiid  more  double  tracks  to  accom- 
modate increased  business.  He  also  stat- 
ed that  only  $:'5,000,000  of  this  issue  is  to 
be  sold  Immediately,  but  that  the  offic- 
ials desire  to  have  authority  granted 
them  to  issue  the  bonds  when  necessity 
requires   them   to  do  so. 

This  is  a  specimen  of  the  hu^e  outlays 
that  the  railway  companies  find  actual 
business  condiilons  compel  them  to  make 
and  the  expenditure  of  this  $98,000,000  will 
have  to  be  e.\ tended  over  a  series  of 
years,  for  the  entire  output  of  the  rail 
mills,  the  Iron'  furnaces  and  the  car 
building  companies  of  the  United  Slates, 
computed  at  their  present  capacity,  will 
not  supply  the  absolute  necessities  of  the 
railway  companies  during  the  next  ten 
years. 

The  new  construction  required  is  so 
great  each  yetir  ■  thaf  it  is  adding  im- 
mensely to  the  aggregate  dear  and  tear 
bills,  and  the  .^tremendous  tonnage  and 
traffic  of  all  Ijtlnds  is  causing  calls  for 
repair  supplies  to  an  amount  never  be- 
fore thought  of. 

Jacob  Schiff,  in  a  recent  interview,  pre- 
dicts a  falling  off  in  purchases  by  reason 
of  the  difficulties  of  financing  ih  the 
immediate  future,  and  then  a  superaibun- 
dance  of  money  seeking  investment.  Mr. 
Bchiff  is  undoubtedly  correct  as  to  the 
alternating  periods  of  stringency  and 
abundance  ot  money,  but  as  the  railways 
will  be  able  to  take  care  and  pay  for 
all  the  materiuTs  the  shops  and  mills  can 
turn  out,  there  is  not  likely  to  be  at 
any  time  for  several  years  to  come  any 
lessening  of  activity  as  it  exists  at  this 
time. 

True  it  is,  however,  that  if  the  money 
supply  of  the  country  was  still  greater 
than  it  is,  and  the  railways  could  readily 
get  the  necessary  fimds,  and  the  rail 
mills,  car  shops,  and  locomotive  works 
could  double  their  present  output  for  the 
next  three  years,  the  railways  would  take 
it  all  and  have  use  for  all. 

Mr.  Schiff,  perhaps  unintentionally,  fur- 
nishes the  arguments  for  a  siiil  greater 
supply  of  currency,  and  virtually  admits 
that  abundance  of  currency  increases  the 
volume  of  business,  and  that  scarcity  of 
money  is  the  most  powerful  cause  of  dull 
trade,  bad  business  and  commercial  dis- 
tress. 

Mr.  Schiff  is  a  very  influential  person  in 
financial  affairs,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  his 
strong  influence  will  be  used  for  more 
money,  and  therefore  less  misery,  know- 
ine;  and  stating  fo  clearly  the  great  factor 
in  the  production  of  good  times  and  the 
scarcity  of  which  means  depression  and 
low  prices,  he  by  all  means  should  favor 
plenty  of  currency,  be  it  metallic  or 
soundly    based   paper. 

So  many  able  financiers  have  of  late 
years  admitted  the  quantitative  theory  of 
money  to  be  correct  that  it  has  become 
almost  a  national  faith  in  currency  mat- 
ters. The  time  may  come  when  values 
may  recede,  when  trade  beconies  dull,  and 
labor  seeks  employment.  The  farmers 
may  not  obtain  as  great  prices  for  the 
products,  nor  the  skilled  and  unskilled  la- 
bor be  in  such  demjind. 

When  that  time  does  come  the  masses 
of  the  people  should  not  forget  the  ad- 
missions of  the  leaders  of  finance  that 
abundance  of  money  cures  all  evils,  and 
they  should  see  to  it  that  there  is  ample 
stock  of  currency  issued  to  remedy  the 
adverse  conditions.  If  centralization 
through  taxation  has  taken  the  power  of 
issue  from  state  banks,  it  lias  full  power 
to  provide  currency  through  the  action  of 
the  federal  government,  and  relief  can 
come  by  congressional  action  in  very  few 
days  if  circumstances  of  the  people  re- 
quire such  remedial  measures. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  have 
become  now  habituated  to  prosperity; 
they  really  enjoy  it  and  are  enamored 
with  it.  They  witness  fortunes  made  in 
railway  shares,  industrial  corporations, 
utility  corporations,  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies by  increases  in  capitalization  evi- 
denced by  new  Issues  of  stocks  and  bonds, 
and  they  now  understand  that  this  was 
brought  about  by  additions  to  the  public 
currency. 

The  people  believe  in  keeping  up  this 
Increase  in  currency  volume,  and  will  re- 
sent very  strenuously  and  fiercely  any  re- 
duction   or    limitation    of    this    excellent.

The  farmers,  merchants,  manufacturers 
and  workingmen  have  been  relieved  from 
debt  and  rendered  financially  independent 
by  the  prosperity  brought  to  the  world  by 
the  Increase  of  the  volume  of  money,  and 
they  are  unanimously  in  favor  of  its  con- 
tinuance. The  wealth  of  the  capitalist  has 
been  increased,  as  it  is  counted  in  dollars 
and  cents,  by  the  prosperity  of  the  mass- 
es, and,  while  capitalists  may  be  willing 
to  retire  on  what  they  have  already 
earned,  the  masses  are  not  yet  in  that 
frame  of  mind  nor  in  position  to  do  so.

spur  lines  to  the  coast  ports  and  into  the 
mining  districts  and  the  agricultural 
areas.  These  spurs  will  add  about  1,500 
miles  to  the  trackage  stated  above,  thus 
aggregating  fully  4,000  miles.  The  esti- 
mated cost  is  $37,500,000,  5  per  cent  interest 
being  guartinteed  by  the  Chilean  govern- 
ment on  the  capital. 

Many  contracting  firms  from  various 
nations  of  Europe  are  ready  to  bid  upon 
the  work.  No  doubt  some  of  the  millions 
will  be  spent  in  the  United  States  in  the 
purchase  of  materials,  supplies  and  equip- 
ment. 

Since  the  visit  of  Secretary  Root  to 
South  America  much  better  feeling  pre- 
vails in  the  republics  of  that  region 
towards  the  United  States.  Chile  for 
years  was  particularly  antagonistic  to  us, 
and  regarded  our  country  with  suspicion 
tinged  with  hostility,  but  now  this  is  all 
changed,  for  Secretary  Root's  mission 
convinced  the  leading  men  of  Chile  that 
our  attitude  was  to  the  greatest  degree 
peaceful  and  friendly.  This  proposed  rail- 


way will  develop  Chile  to  a  great  de- 
gree and  render  her  very  powerful.  The 
railway  will,  without  doubt,  prove  a  very 
profitable  investment  to  investors,  as  it 
will  tap  the  rich  mineral  and  agricultural 
districts  and  place  them  in  direct  and 
speedy  communication  with  the  ports  of 
j  their  own  country  and  through  them 
i  with  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 

It  is  announced  this  week  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Mexican  Central  railway  lias 
increased  so  largely  that  the  management 
;  has  ordered  the  passenger  service  to  bo 
;  doubled  from  El  Paso  to  Mexico  City. 
This,  too,  will  require  more  locomotives, 
more  cars  and  more  men,  and  add  to  the 
business  of  Texas  and  other  portions  of 
the  United  States.

FOR  6,000  KIDS 

Connecticut  Man  Hired 

150  Bobsleds  Drawn 

by  324  Horses. 

Waterbury,  Conn.,  Feb.  8.— As  an  en- 
tertainment to  the  poor  children  of  the 
city  Ralph  N.  Blakeslee.  a  busines.-? 
man,  gave  the  other  day  the  biggest 
straw  ride  party  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  For  three  hours  Mr.  Blakeslee 
with  a  handsome  pair  of  "calico  cir- 
cus" horses,  drove  about  at  the  head 
of    6,000    wildly    cheering    youngsters. 

The  children  occupied  150  big  sleighs 
drawn  by  324  horses.  Governor  Wood- 
ruff, who  was  expected  to  head  the 
procession,  was  unable  to  be  present, 
so  Mayor  Thomas  rode  in  his  stead.  By 
way  of  further  indorsement,  the  mayor 
sent  his  own  children  to  pile  into  the 
"bob"  along  with  the  contingent  from 
the  Newsboys'  club  and  the  Friendly 
Aid  society. 

The  Blakeslee  sleigh  ride  Is  now  look- 
ed upon  ns  a  fixed  annual  event.  One 
biting  winter   morning,    five   years   ago, 


Mr.  Blakeslee  was  driving  a  spirited 
trotter  when  a  ragged  lad  leaped  uporf 
the  runner.  The  man  in  the  fur-lined 
I  coat  brandished  his  whip  and  ordered 
him  off. 
"All     right,     mister!"     exclaimed     the 

boy,  "but  I  don't  get  .a  chance  to  ride 
on  a  sleigh  very  often." 

Thereupon  Mr.  Blakeslee  took  the 
trespasser  Into  his  vehicle,  wrapped 
him  in  a  bearskin  robe  and  drove  nlm 
about  until   noon. 

"Gcel"  said  tlie  passenger,  "wait  till 
the  gang  hears  of  this."  This  furnish- 
ed   the   inspiration. 

"It  set  me  thinking,"  says  Mr.  Blakes- 
less,  "that  if  this  one  cold  kid  could 
get  so  mucii  fun  out  of  a  ride  with  a 
grumpy  old  man  how  much  would  the 
crowd  enjoy  it  if  they  could  all  go  to- 
gether and  have  plenty  of  horns  to 
blow?" 

In  the  following  winter  he  fitted  out 
a  pair  of  trucking  sleighs  and  announc- 
ed a  free  ride. 

More  than  .i  hundred  disappointed 
youngsters  were  left  behind,  because 
there  was  no  room.  Next  year  he  pro- 
vided Increased  accommodations  and 
since  then  the  growth  has  been  steady. 
Last  week's  affair  l>roke  all  records, 
because  tiie  restriction  limiting  .itten- 
dance  to  children  of  the  lists  of  the 
various  charitable  organlzatlon.s  was 
removed.  The  ride  was  free  to  any 
youngster. 

The  sleighs,  with  a  prodigious  jing- 
ling of  bells,  dashed  Into  the  central 
square  at  noon.  They  were  stormed 
by  a  frantic  multitude  of  midgets.  The 
police  sent  a  detail  of  a  sergeant  and 
twelve  men  to  supervise  the  loadlngf 
and  the  state  board  of  charities  had  Its 
.secretary.  Charles  P.  Kellogg,  on   hand.

Blnkeslee.  passing  out  warm  caps  and 
mittens  to  tho.se  of  his  guests  who 
were  Insufficiently  clad.

with  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total 
amount  of  money  subscribed  by  Du- 
luth  citizeiis  far  the  erection  of  the 
building  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  already 
collected  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  authori- 
ties, It  looks  a.s  though  the  building 
would  be  rushed  through  to  comple- 
tion this  spring  and  summer  without 
a  hitch. 

Of  the  total  sum  of  $178,000.  which 
wa3  subscribed  during  the  campaign 
waged  a  year  ago  for  a  new  building. 
$100,000  has  been  successfully  collect- 
ed. The  third  payment  on  .subscrip- 
tions was  due  the  first  of  the  present 
year  and  with  but  few  exceptions  the 
subscribers  cheerfully  paid  in  their 
contributions  in  cash  at  the  appointed 
time,  swelling  the  total  amount  col- 
lected   to   more    than   JlOO.OoO. 

Besides  this  there  are  many  sub- 
.scriptions  which  are  looked  upon  as 
being  as  good  as  cash.  Much  of  that 
which  i.s  due  and  not  collected  is  in 
large  amounts  and  Secretary  Bevis 
does  not  expect  any  trouble  in  col- 
lecting It. 

After  all  the  collections  have  been 
made  by  the  association  officials  it  Is 
not  expected  that  there  will  be  more 
than  a  total  of  $500  of  the  amount 
subscribed  still  outstanding.  The.se 
subscriptions  were  in  most  cases  made 
by  citizens  who  have  since  moved  out 
of  town  or  In  some  cases  death  has 
Intervened. 

Secretary  Bevis  considers  this  an  ex- 
cellent record,  as  in  many  cases  In 
other  cities  where  similar  buildings 
have  been  paid  for  by  subscriptions, 
the  amount  finally  collected  has  been 
far  short  of  the  original  sum  sub- 
scribed. Mr.  Be%'i3  thinks  there  Is  no 
danger  of  this  being  the  case  In  Du- 
luth  and  although  the  amount  may  be 
slightly  over  $500,  that  sum  is  about 
what  the  secretary  expects  It  to  be. 

The  work  on  the  basement  of  the 
new  building  has  been  going  on  all 
winter  very  successfully.  The  base- 
ment walls  are  all  up  and  the  cross 
walls  and  the  concrete  bathing  tank 
are  partially  completed.  A  large  force 
of  bricklayers  and  builders  will  be  em- 
ployed at  the  opening  of  the  spring 
season.

The  present  system  of  supplying 
niedioal  aid  to  prisoners  conflned  in 
the  county  jail  has  become  very  un- 
satisfactory to  the  county,  from  an 
ect>nomlcal  point,,  so  much  so  that  the 
county  board  has  decided  to  make 
a   radical   change. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  bills  pre- 
sented the  countyy  for  medical  serv- 
ices to  jail  inmates  have  been  aggre- 
gating in  the  neighborhood  of  $125 
to  $150  per  month,  and  the  com.-nis- 
siouers  insist  that  It  Is  time  to  call 
a  halt  and  make  so^me  other  sort  of 
arrangement  under  which  satisfactory 
service  can  be  had,  on  the  basis  of  a 
monthly  salary  iKiid  some  reputable 
physician  to  attend  the  sick  in  the 
oounty  jail,  or  to  provide  another 
physician  to  attend  to  the  work  if 
the  doctor  holding  the  olRoe  should 
be  called  out  p'f  the  city,  or  have 
some  other  case  that  he  could  not 
leave   for  a   time. 

Acting  under  the  Instructions  of  the 
county  board  the  auditor  will  call 
for  bids  froim  local  physicians  who 
may  desire  to  take  up  the  county 
business  in  connection  with  their 
regular  practice.  vOnly  bids  from 
reputable  physicians  will  be  consid- 
ered, and  each  of  the  M.  D.'s  will  be 
expected  to  state  what  monthly  sal- 
ary he  will  expect.  The  bids  will  be 
opened  at  the  next  nitjeting  of  the 
board.  .     •

be  the  first  time  '  fhait  local  phy- 
sicians have  been  asked  to  bid 
against  each  other  for  county  busi- 
ness, and  there  is  some  curiosity 
manifested  as  to  how  the  doctors  will 
like  the  method  adopted  by  the  coun- 
ty board.

THE  WORLD'S  CHAMPION 
WOMAN  BARBER  IS  DEAD. 

London,  Feb.  8.— Miss  Nelly  Wicks, 
known  as  the  champion  woman  barber 
of  the  world.  Is  dead  here,  age  21. 
Miss  Wicks  was  the  daughter  of  '"Prof.'' 
Teddy  Wicks,  who  taught  her  the  art 
of  shaving  when  she  was  a  little  girl. 
Her  claim  to  the  title  of  "champion 
lady  shaver  of  the  world"  was  won 
at  the  now  vanished  Royal  Aquarium, 
where  the  young  lady  then  only  8 
years  old.  Is  declared  to  have  shaved 
twenty-one  men  in  less  than  that  num- 
ber of  minutes. 

The  proprietres  of  the  shaving  es- 
tablishment where  Miss  Wicks  worked 
8ubstantlate.s  the  ciaims  made  for  her, 
and  adds,  in  speaking  of  her  profes- 
sion: 

'•I  must  say  men  are  quite  as  fas- 
tidious a.s  ladies.  We  have  people  here 
from  all  over  the  world.  I  can't  keep 
the  nicest  girls.  They  meet  men  here. 
That  is  the  unfortunate  part  of  it. 

"Other  ladles  can  shave  very  quickly, 
besides  the  late  Miss  Wicks.  I  used  to 
shave  a  person  in  six  seconds  under 
the  minute,  not  counting  the  lathering 
of  course.  But  I  would  not  attempt  to 
do  it  in  London.  Gentlemen  would 
havfi  a  fit  If  one  shaved  them  at  that 
ligotrting  pace.  I  do  not  think  the  ma- 
jority of  our  customers  would  go  to 
nien    barbers.     We    get   parsons   galore. 

"I  think  It  is  very  stupid,  but  mar- 
ried women  are  often  jealous  and  won't 
allow  their  husbands  to  go  to  lady 
barbers.  Lots  of  our  customers,  when 
they  get  married,  say  they  cant  come 
again,  and  'I  wouldn't  let  my  wife 
know  for  worlds  that  I  go  to  a  lady 
barber.  There  would  be  ructions  at 
home.  Then  we  have  to  flght  against 
all  the  men  barbers.  They  run  us  down 
whenever  they  can  to  our  customers 
It  would  be  more  to  their  credit  if  they 
trained  their  daughters  to  the  bus- 
iness, and  kept  all  those  Germans,  out 
of  the  country." 

"I  once  shaved  a  lion-tamer  in  a 
lion  s  cage  at  Llanelly,"  added  an  as- 
sistant. "They  gave  me  £5  a  night.

In  h'3  order  sustaining  the  demur- 
rer of  tJie  Republic  lion  ^&  Steel 
conjpany  to  the  complaint  on  file  in 
the  damage  case  which  Ida  Aho, 
widow  of  John  Ahoi,  of  Sparta,  in- 
stituted against  Charles  Jesmore  and 
the  company.  Judge  Dibell  holds  that 
the  widow,  as  administra.trix  of  the 
estate,  in  behalf  of  herself  and  the 
minor  heirs  of  Aho,  is  not  barred 
from  Instituting  a  damage  action  di- 
rectly against  the  mining  company 
to  recover  for  the  death  .of  her  hus- 
band, even  though  there  might  have 
been  an  Improper  settlement  made 
by  Mr.  Jesmore,  the  former  admin- 
istrator,    with     the     company. 

The  case,  which  is  of  much  inter- 
est owjng  to  the  prominence  on  the 
range  of  some  of  the  parties  involved, 
was  instituted  in  the  district  court 
last    October. 

In  her  complaint^  Mrs.  Aho  made 
some  serious  charges  of  an  agreement 
or  conspiracy  between  Mr.  Jesmore 
and  the  mining  company  to  defraud 
herself  axid  children  out  of  any  legal 
damages  that  they  might  be  entitled 
to  in  ciise  John  Aho's  death  should 
be  proved  to  have  been  caused 
through  the  negligence  of  the  min- 
ing compajiy.  In  other  words,  the 
widow  claimed  that  Mr.  Jesmore,  who 
was  the  undertaker  that  buried  her 
husband,  got  himself  appointed  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  without  her 
knowledge,  and  that,  without  seek- 
ing her  advice,  he  effected  a  settle- 
ment of  any  death  clajm  that  might 
be  brought  against  the  company  for 
$300.  The  widow  claimed  that  as 
soon  as  she  found  out  what  had  been 
done,  she  had  ^Mr.  Jesmore  removed 
as  administrator,  but  that  he  had 
never  accounted  to  her  for  the  $300 
alleged  to  have  been  paid  him  by  the 
company.  She  brought  suit  against 
both  Jesmore  and  the  company  for 
$5,000,  through  John  Jenswold,  Jr., 
the  local  attorney. 

The  mining  company,  through  its 
attorneys,  Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mit- 
chell, demurred  to  the  complaint,  on 
the  ground  that  the  facts  stated  do 
not  constitute  a  cause  for  action. 

In  connection  with  his  order.  Judge 
Dibell  has  filed  a  memorandum,  con- 
taining many  pO'lnts  of  interest  as 
bearing  on  cases  of  the  nature  of 
the  Aho  case. 

The  memorandum  fo^llows: 

"An  action  for  death  by  wrongful 
act  can  be  maintained  only  by  the 
personal  representative  of  the  decedent. 
The  beneficiaries  of  the  cause  of  ac- 
tion cannot  sue.  They  had  no  right  of 
action  at  common  law,  and  the  stat- 
ute gives   them   none. 

"The  suggested  theory  on  which  the 
plaintiff,  who  is  the  widow  of  the  de- 
cedent, can  maintain  this  action  in 
her  own  behalf  and  as  guardian  of  her 
minor  children  ajfainst  the  defendant 
Republic  Iron  &  Steel  company,  is  that 
through  the  fF^#  of  the  defendant 
company  in  getting  a  release  from  the 
defendant  Jesmore,  then  administrator, 
the  plaintiff  arid  her  two  children  have 
beexx  deprived  of  the  statutory  cause  of

action;  and  that  the  plaintiff,  who  is 
now  administratrix  of  her  Jiusband  is 
barred  from  maintaining  such  action 
in  her  capacity  as  administratrix,  be- 
cause of  the  fraudulent  release. 

"It  seems  hardly  conceivable  that  if 
the  administratrix  should  now  bring 
suit  against  the  defendant  company  for 
the  death  of  her  husband,  any  court 
would  hold  that  the  fraudulent  re- 
lease is  a  bar.  If  she  should  sue,  and 
the  company  should  answer  the  re- 
lease and  she  should  reply  pleading  the 
fraud  which  attended  its  making  no 
court  would  hold  the  reply  bad. 

"An  administrator  may  settle  a  cause 
of  action  lor  a  death  without  the  consent 
of  the  statutory  beneficiaries,  but  a  re- 
kase  which  Is  fraudulently  made,  the 
onr  liable  tor  the  death  participating  in 
tlie  fiaud,  is  no  bar.  (Foot  vs.  Great 
Northern     Railway     comrany,     bl     Minn., 

"The  facts  set  forth  in  the  complaint 
do  not  present  a  case  of  election.  The 
beneficiaries  had  no  cause  of  action  at 
common  law  and  have  none  under  the 
sttitute.  If  they  ever  have  a  cause  ot 
action  under  general  principles  of  law, 
it  IS  becau.'--e  they  have  been  wrongfully 
deprived  ot  a  cause  of  action,  given  by 
the  statute  to  the  personal  represent- 
atives, of  which  they  are  the  beneficiaries. 
In  this  case  thty  have  been  deprived  ot 
nothing  for  the  administratrix  may  sue 
now  and  might  have  sued  before  this 
action  was  brought.  Until  they  have 
l^n  injured  they  have  no  cause  ot  ac- 
tion. 

"The  law   is  not   so   sterile   that   it   will  1 
compel  the  beneficiaries  under  the  statute  ! 
to    go    without    remedy.      If   the    personal 
representative    should     refuse    to     sue    a 
ready  remedy  would  be  given  by  the  law 
which   might  take   one   of   several    forms,  j 
If    the   administrator    and    the    one    liable  j 
for  the  death  conspired   to  prevent   a  re- 
covery e>r  to  maintain  a  fraudulent  settle- 
ment   under    the    statute,    a   perfect    rem-  , 
edy  would  be  given. 

"But  no  such  case  Is  presented  here.  / 
The  evidence  in  an  .action  like  this.  If 
maintainable,  would  necessarily  be 
much  the  same  as  in  a  case  brought 
by  the  administratrix.  This  offers  a 
temptation  to  sustain  the  complaint; 
but  to  do  so  seems  to  go  directly  in  the 
face   of   legal   principles. 

"My  conclusion  is  that  Mrs.  Aho.  as 
administratrix,  can  maintain  the  stat- 
utory action  for  her  husband's  death, 
and  that  so  long  as  this  is  so  the  pres- 
ent action  cannot  be  maintained  at  her 
instance."

Bismarck— James  Wilson,  stock  rais-

BARBER  IS  THE  SUBJECT 
OF  DELICATE  OPERATION. 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  8. -One  of  those  oper- 
ations so  delicate  that  even  surgeons  con- 
sider them  with  grave  mi.sgivmgs  was 
performed  at  the  Medico-Chirurgical  hos- 
pital, when  Profs.  Mann  and  Ashion  fed 
rifty  feet  of  fine  silver  thread,  or  wire 
into  an  aneurism  of  the  heart  of  Fred- 
erick Williams,  a  barber. 

An  aneuri-sm  is  formed  by  a  blood  ves- 
sel of  the  heart  dilating.  It  grows  until 
the  tissues  stretch  and  touch  the  walls  of 
the  chest,  when  it  bursts,  causing  instant 
death. 

About  a  month  ago  physicians  who  ex- 
amined Williams  told  him  he  should  stop 
work  or  the  aneurism  would  hurst.  He 
was  removed  to  the  hospital  and  has  since 
remained  in  bed  scarcely  daring  to  move. 
As  a  last  re.sort  surgeons  decided  on  an 
operation  to  save  the  patient's  life. 

The  aneurism  was  pricked  and  as  the 
silver  wire  was  fed  into  tho  opening 
through  a  needle  it  was  coiled  around  :n- 
s.de  so  as  to  form  a  frame  work  on  which 
the  blood  could  coagulate.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  clot  thus  formed  will  grow  into 
a  new  tissue  and  form  a  wall  so  that 
when  the  aneurism  does  burst  the  aorta 
will  remain  Intact. 

The  surgeons  cannot  yet  tell  whether 
the  operation  was  a  success. 


Fargo— Carl  Johnson,  a  railroad  la- 
borer, was  caught  between  the  North- 
ern Pacific  roundhouse  door  and  a  car 
of  freight.  His  back  Was  severely 
Injured  and  he  sustained  Internal  In- 
juries.

I  improved  se  ntiment  is  apparently  per- 
meating financial  circles.  There  seems  Io 
be  an  impression  that  less  antagonism  to 
railroad  and  other  corporate  interests 
exists  in  high  political  cjuaiters.  Wash- 
ington advices  are  more  favorable  to 
some  kind  of  currency  relief  legisiation, 
money  is  gradually  working  easier,  and 
there  is  an  increased  expc^rt  demand  for 
wlieat. 

If  the  tape  is  a  true  barometer,  the 
stock  market  has  been  sold  to  a  stand- 
still. There  is  an  unusually  laitre  bor- 
rowing demand  for  stocks,  and  the  supply 
is  small. 

There  was  better  commission  house 
buying  in  New  York  Thursday  than  has 
be^n  .seen  for  a  long  time.  If  this  rep- 
resents investment  buying,  or  operations 
by  leading  financial  interests,  the  advance 
attained  is  most  si:.?niflcanl.

Twin  Cities  Are  Afflicted 

With  Numerous  Cases 

of  Rabies. 


No  Cases  Have  Been  Re- 
ported In    Duluth 
as  Yet 


The  Twin  Cities  are  In  the  grip  of 
a  lively  mad  dog  scare;  over  which 
Duluth  'citizens  have  no  cause  for 
worry  as  yet.  Since  the  case  In 
which  the  young  son  of  Dr.  Bowman 
was  bitten,  and  one  other  scare  dur- 
ing the  hot  weather  in  West  Duluth, 
in  both  of  which  the  dog  was  imme- 
diately dispatched,  there  has  not  been 
a  mad  dog  in  the  city. 

In  St.  Paul  and  Minneaporlls  the 
victims  of  the  dlsea.sed  canines  are 
becoming  dally  more  numerous,  and 
heaJth  departments  In  botli  cities  are 
working  overtime  in  a  strenuous 
effort  to  stop  the  epidemic.

No  Californian 
is  willing  to  stand  on  any  technicality 
that  will  work  to  the  detriment  of  the 
nation.  We  have  not  excluded  Jap- 
anese children  from  the  schools  of 
San  Francisco,  but  since  the  fire  the 
board  has  found  it  necessary  to  adopt 
segregation,  not  exclusion,  in  the  pri- 
mary and  intermediate  departments. 
The  law  of  California  makes  segrega- 
tion discretionary  with  the  school 
boards  in  the  various  towns  and  cities.

in  Further  Experiments 

in  the  Building  of 

Airships. 

Berlin,  Feb.  9.— The  Prussian  gov- 
ernment has  authorized  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  lottery  for  the  benefit  of 
Gen.  Count  Zephelin's  further  experi- 
ments in  airship  building,  and  other 
German  states  are  likely  to  join  in 
the  movement.  Representatives  of 
the  balloon  division  of  the  army,  who 
examined  Count  Zephelin's  plan  and 
theories,  and  saw  his  most  recent 
experiments,  reported  that  they  are 
worthy  of  a  further  trial.  Zephelin, 
who  used  to  be  regarded  as  an  en- 
thusiast, engaged  in  wasting  money 
on  chimeras,  is  now  admired  and 
held  in  popular  affection,  as  it  was 
knov>-n  that  every  dollar  of  his  per- 
sonal fortune  has  been  expended  in 
experimenting  with  aerial  navigation.

PAPERS  LOST 

Evidence  in  Office   of 

New  York's  Attorney 

General  Disappears. 

New  York,  Feb.  9. — All  the  evidence 
on  which  was  based  the  complaint  of 
Attorney  General  Julius  Mayer  against 
the  American  Ice  company  for  disso- 
lution of  an  alleged  monopolj'  of  the 
Ice  business,  served  on  Dec.  20,  has 
disappeared  from  the  attorney  gener- 
al's office  and  cannot  be  found.  This 
announcement  was  made  last  night  by 
Attorney  General  Jackson.  Mr.  Jack- 
son also  made  public  affidavits  of  em- 
ployes of  the  attorney  general's  office 
which  show  that  a  part  at  least  of  the 
papers  were  known  to  be  ml.ssing  late 
in  December  before  the  retirement  of 
his  predecessor,  Mr.  Mayer,  but  that 
the  disappearance  of  the  evidence  was 
not  known  to  Mr.  Jackson  until  early 
in  January  when  after  he  had  as- 
sumed office  he  took  up  the  case  with 
a  view  of  further  proceedings. 

Mr.  Jackson  said  that  he  had  served 
a  demand  upon  the  American  Ice  com- 
pany for  acce.ss  to  its  b'>oks  and  rec- 
ords for  the  purpo.se  of  replacing  the 
lost  evidence  and  that  the  company 
had  asked  until  Monday  in  which  to 
make  answer.  Mr.  Jackson  said  that 
if  the  company  refused  he  would  ap- 
ply for  a  court  order  compelling  the 
corporation  to  give  him  the  desired 
access.

Log  Driving. 

The  Steel  Structure  Near 
Floodwood   Was   En- 
dangered Last  Spring. 


Because  the  steel  bridge  over  the  St. 
Louis  river  at  Floodwood,  the  largest 
structure  of  the  kind  in  the  country, 
was  seriously  endangered  last  spring 
by  log  driving  on  the  river,  the  county 
will  take  immediate  steps  to  prevent 
a  catastrophe  that  is  liable  to  occur 
when  log  driving  begins  this  coming 
spring. 

When  the  bridge  was  built  about  two 
years  ago,  a  mistake  was  made  by  the 
surveyor  in  taking  the  river  measure- 
ments, so  that  the  span,  when  it  was 
delivered,  did  not  quite  reach  across 
the  stream.  It  was  too  late  then  to 
rectify  the  mistake  so  two  large  steei 
tubular  piers  containing  three  piles, 
set  in  cement,  were  put  down,  and  the 
bridge  was  constructed.  A  forty-five 
foot  approach,  comprising  a  smaller 
steel  span,  was  then  used  to  connect 
the  main  bridge  to  the  river  bank  on 
one  side.

"One  great  object  of  the  recent 
legislation,  including  the  passage 
of  the  anti-pass  law.  the  anti-lobby 
law,  the  law  preventing  corpora- 
tions from  making  contributions  to 
political  campaigns  or  to  allow  em- 
ployes to  draw  pay  while  so  en- 
gaged, and  on  effect  of  the  rail'  J 
way  commission  laws  In  Wisconsin, 
has  been  to  remove  the  railroads  as 
active  factor  In  politics. 

"It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  in 
former  years  they  were  liberal  con- 
tributors to  campaign  funds.  That 
they  also  entered  actively  into  the 
campaigns  for  the  nomination  and 
election  of  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture as  well  &s  state  officers.  This 
has  practically  been  removed  In  Wis- 
consin. One  great  reason,  in  addi- 
tion to  these  laws,  for  the  removal 
of  railway  influences  in  campaign.s, 
has  been  that  feature  of  the  rail- 
way commission  law  which  author- 
ized the  governor  to  appoint  the 
commission,  instead  of  having  the 
same    body    elected    by    the    people. 

"If  any  attack  is  made  by  the  rail- 
way companies,  it  must  be  upon  and 
through  the  governor,  who  has  the 
appointing  power.  This  attracts  gen- 
eral attention,  and  to  that  extent  a 
publicity  which  defeats  their  ef- 
forts 


After  speaking  of  the  need  and  ad- 
vantage of  the  exposition,  the  recom- 
mendations are  as  fyllows:

may  be  deemed  necessary. 

"Third,  that  the  money  so  ap- 
propriated shall  be  raised  by  the  is- 
suance of  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
the  same  s>'stem  that  was  employed 
when  money  was  raised  for  the  con- 
•struction  of  the  new  capitol, 

"Fourth,  that  the  new  management 
of  the  exposition  shall  be  vested  in  a 
board  of  managers  consisting  of:  Ex- 
officio.  the  governor,  the  state  auditor, 
the  attorney  general  and  the  state 
treasurer,  the  board  of  managers  of 
the  State  Agricultural  society,  and 
eleven  citizens  of  the  state  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

"Fifth,  that  the  said  board  of  man- 
agers shall  represent  as  far  as  possible

E.  H.  Harriman,  the  Pacific  railroad  magnate 
and  only  real  rival  of  the  Standard  Oil  in  the  boa 
constrictor  absorption  act,  was  talking  sarcasti- 
cally when  he  said:  "If  they  will  raise  the  salary  a 
bit,  I  may  apply  for  a  job  on  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission.  Inasmuch  as  the  commission 
is  to  run  all  the  roads,  I  think  they  ought  to  want 
me." 

But,  on  the  famous  old  French  detective  theory 
ol  "set  a  thief  to  catch  a  thief,"  it  would  not  be 
a  bad  idea  for  the  government  to  make  arrange- 
ments, no  matter  at  what  cost,  with  Harriman, 
as  well  as  James  J.  Hill  and  A.  B.  Stickney,  and 
possibly  one  or  two  big  Eastern  railroad  men,  to 
become  commerce  commissioners  if  only  for  a  few 
weeks  or  months. 

Of  course,  none  of  the  gentlemen  suggested 
could  be  expected  to  remain  in  the  nation's  employ 
even  so  long  as  the  heads  of  the  Panama  canal 
commission,  because  the  vested  interests  would  be 
after  them  "hot-foot"  for  all  kinds  of  reasons. 
But  what  a  rare  old  "shaking  up  of  dry  bones" 
there  would  be,  if  Harriman,  Hill  and  Stickney 
should  be  set  on  the  rebaters  and  the  secret  com- 
biners and  the  other  law  breakers  for  even  so  long 
as  a  month! 

Such  a  commission  would  not  need  to  investi- 
gate nor  probe,  for  its  members  know  already  all 
of  the  "tricks  of  the  trade"  and  a  few  not  known 
to  "the  trade."  They  would  have  only  to  formulate 
their  reports  and  President  Roosevelt  would  have 
out  his  big  stick,  Attorney  General  Bonaparte 
would  call  for  the  use  of  all  the  legal  lights  and 
stenographers  of  all  of  the  departments  and  con- 
gress would  awake  out  of  its  "no  legislation,  good 
legislation"  lethargy.  At  the  same  time,  the  Euro- 
pean immigration  tide  would  be  fairly  offset  by  the 
emigration  of  "captains  of  industry"  needing  holi- 
days abroad. 

Of  course  the  probability,  or  even  possibility,  of 
Harriman,  Hill  and  Stickney  becoming  commerce 
commissioners  and  reformers  is  Utopian  and  would 
come  near  ushering  in  the  millenium  but  the  re- 
formation of  P.  C.  Knox,  trust  attorney  extraor- 
dinary and  first  great  "trust  buster,"  shows  what 
might  be  done.  And  why  should  not  the  greatest 
nation  on  earth  secure  the  services  of  whomsoever 
it  desires? 


examples  of  the  "survival  of  the  fittest"  and  that 
for  each  one  who  passes  through  early  trials  in 
safety,  possibly  an  hundred  have  been  sacrificed  to 
the  insatiable  Moloch  of  poverty. 

It  is  true  that  children  of  the  rich  are,  in  very 
many  cases,  enfeebled  or  even  killed  by  excessive 
coddling  and  that,  if  they  were  allowed  to  run  wild 
to  a  moderate  degree,  they  would  be  made  strong 
and  healthy.  But  it  is  a  terrible  mistake  for  any 
one  to  think  that  little  ones  thrive  on  constant  en- 
forced exposure  to  wind  and  weather.  The  chil- 
dren of  the  poor  pay  even  more  heavily  for  their 
deprivations  than  do  the  children  of  the  rich  for 
their  excessive  care. 


BOSTON'S  BLUE  LAWS. 

Under  the  revivified  New  England  statutes  and 
ordinances  that  have  neither  been  repealed  nor  en- 
forced for  a  century  or  more,  it  is  made  an  offense 
to  even  smoke  or  read  a  book  or  paper  in  a  public 
place  on  Sunday  while  the  usual  deliveries  of  hot 
beans  for  breakfast  and  cold  ice  cream  for  din- 
ner have  been  interdicted.  Even  music  in  hotels 
and  cafes  are  tabooed  and  Sunday  concerts,  no 
matter,  how  innocuous,  are  under  strict  ban.  There 
are  signs,  however,  that  the  legislature  will  take 
early   steps   to   repeal   the   obnoxious   statutes. 

While  no  reasonable  man,  minister  or  layman, 
would  in  these  enlightened  days  of  liberal  thought 
really  want  similar  laws  put  into  force  in  any 
American  city,  at  the  same  time,  no  one  would 
want  to  see  the  Sabbath  placed  wholly  on  the 
level  of  the  ordinary  week  day.  The  best,  sanest 
solution  of  the  problem  is  to  make  the  day,  as  it 
was  originally  intended  it  should  be,  a  day  of  rest 
without  galling  blue  law  restrictions  but  with  the 
enforcement  of  reasonable  regulations. 

As  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  people  of 
this  country  are  Christians,  the  day  should  be  de- 
voted first  and  above  all  to  religion.  At  the  same 
time,  it  should  not  be  so  bound  up  by  rigid  rules 
that  harmless  amusements,  especially  in  the  after- 
noon, shall  be  precluded.  Nor  should  any  man  be 
prohibited  from  spending  the  day  in  whatsoever 
manner  he  may  please  so  long  as  he  does  not 
scandalize  decency,  become  a  nuisance  to  his  neigh- 
bors or  openly  violate  any  of  the  statutes. 

An  ultra-Puritanical  Sabbath  and  a  wide-open 
Sunday  are  alike  objectionable.  But  the  e.xercise 
of  common  sense  and  a  wholesome  respect  of  each 
side  for  the  feelings  of  the  other  will  bring  a  sane 
Sunday — the  only  desirable  kind  in  these  days. 


REAL  SITTING  ROOMS  FEW. 

How  many  truly  comfortable  living  rooms  with 
a  chair  or  a  couch  of  just  the  right  fit  for  each 
member  are  there  in  all  of  the  homes  of  Duluth, 
from  those  of  the  millionaires  down  to  those  of  the 
humblest  day  laborers?  There  may  be  a  couple 
of  dozen,  but  this  small  number  is  extremely  doubt- 
ful, if  the   question  be  answered  exactly. 

In  the  homes  of  the  rich,  there  are  plenty  of 
show  chairs,  sumptuous  in  upholstery  and  with 
frames  of  the  costliest  woods.  There  are  also 
the  dens  of  the  masters  with  one  or  two  or  three 
big  easy  overstuffed  leather  lounging  chairs  and 
the  perfection  of  a  couch,  but  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren are  seldom  welcome  there  and,  when  all  do 
enter  at  once,  the  couch  becomes  an  instrument  of 
torture  for  one  or  more  of  the  small-bodied  little 
ones.  Mother's  room  may  have  a  few  cosy  chairs 
but  even  here  sufficiency  for  all  is  almost  invar- 
iably wanting. 

In  the  homes  of  the  men  who  work  for  wages, 
one  comfortable  Morris  chair  is  almost  always  to 
be  found.  It  was  bought,  in  ninety-nine  cases  out 
of  a  hundred,  as  a  Christmas  or  birthday  present 
for  father  to  rest  in  comfort  after  his  hard  day's 
work.  Before,  however,  it  has  been  in  place  a 
month,  one  or  the  other  of  the  younger  children 
or  the  weary  mother  has  found  a  way  to  preempt 
it  each  evening  and  father  "gets  left,"  so  far  as 
ease  and  comfort  are  concerned,  for  all  of  the 
other  chairs  in  the  sitting  room  are  either  hard 
rockers  or  straight-backed  instruments  of  modern 
home  torture. 

What  is  true  of  Duluth  is  equally  true  of  every 
other  city  and  town  and  village  in  the  whole  coun- 
try. There  are  almost  numberless  varieties  of 
chairs  in  all  of  the  furniture  stores,  but  if  there 
are  any  of  the  comfortable  kind  such  as  exactly 
suits  every  member  of  the  household,  they  have 
been  hidden  away  past  finding  in  sufficient  num- 
bers.    Why  this  should  be  so,  no  one  can  explain. 

And  yet  what  hallowed  place  would*  be  a  sit- 
ting room  in  each  home  in  which  every  member 
of  the  family  should  have  just  the  kind  of  a  chair 
that  would  make  each  one  feel  perfectly  content! 
And  how  few  of  the  men  and  boys  of  the  household 
would  seek  ease  and  comfort  elsewhere  if  each 
found  just  the  right  kind  of  a  chair,  all  ready  after 
supper  in  the  cosy  sitting  room! 


CHILDREN  AND  EXPOSURE. 

The  Ea-stern  millionaire  who  was  convicted 
recently  of  gross  brutality  to  his  children  because 
he  was  in  the  habit  of  forcing  them  to  go  bare- 
footed into  the  snow,  to  bathe  in  ice-cold  water  and 
to  wear  summer  clothes  in  winter,  undoubtedly  con- 
siders himself  a  martyr  to  supersensitive  humani- 
tarians who  are,  m  his  opinion,  spoiling  the  making 
of  Spartan  children. 

It  is  said  to  be  a  custom  among  the  Russian 
peasants,  imitated  by  some  of  the  semi-savage 
nobles,  to  toss  infants  into  the  snow  to  make  them 
hardy.  So  also,  it  was  until  recently  a  regular  thing 
among  the  Chinese  to  expose  their  female  infants 
in  the  hope  that  they  would  not  survive.  Other 
peoples  have  in  the  past  adopted  equally  rigorous 
methods  of  dealing  with  their  children.  But  all  of 
them  were  savage  or  semi-savage  and  the  little 
ones  that  survived  were  the  hardiest  ones  only. 

Mothers  who  have  great  trouble  in  bringing 
their  children  through  the  perils  of  youth  in  com- 
fortable, well-ordered  homes,  often  envy  the  little 
ones  of  the  laboring  people  who  play  in  appar- 
ently perfect  health  in  snowstorm  or  rain  with 
entirely  inadequate  clothing.  These  envious  moth- 
ers, do  not  know,  however,  that  the  little  ones  they 
•c«  so  strong  and  thriving  are  only  the  saddest 


SPIRES  GO;  ROOMS  COME. 

In  nearly  all  of  the  churches  constructed  in 
the  last  half  century,  many  and  most  marked 
changes  have  been  made,  all  in  the  direction  of 
usefulness  in  preference  to  mere  ornamentation. 
This  has  been  especially  noteworthy  in  the  aban- 
donment by  virtually  all  of  the  most  modern  sacred 
edifices  of  the  sky-piercing  spire  or  spires  and  the 
devotion  of  the  money  these  formerly  cost  to  utili- 
tarian additions  to  the  main  edifice. 

The  older  churches  of  the  East,  and  especially 
of  Europe,  are  made  up  of  a  vestibule,  an  audi- 
torium, a  place  for  the  clergy  to  officiate,  variously 
called  by  various  denominations,  and  a  spire  or 
steeple,  sometimes  300  or  400  feet  high  and  sel- 
dom less  than  150.  In  this  latter  was  the  bell  or 
chime  of  bells  and  on  the  top  was  a  cross.  The 
spire  was  a  costly  ornament  but  was  absolutely 
useless  and  to  all  practical  purposes  the  often  large 
amount  of  money  spent  in  it  was  wasted. 

Then,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Methodists, 
Sunday  school  rooms,  prayer  meeting  i-ooins  and 
finally  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  apartments 
for  the  social  activities  of  the  congregations  were 
constructed  while  the  Catholics  and  Episcopalians, 
holding  the  churches  themselves  sacred,  catered  to 
the  secular  interests  of  their  numbers  by  erecting 
parish  houses.  And  all  this  time  the  old-time 
spires  have  been  growing  lower  and  lower  until  on 
practically  none  of  the  later  edifices  are  there 
steeples  in  the  old  sense  of  the  word. 

With  these  changes  in  church  architecture  have 
come  even  more  marked  departures  in  church  man- 
agements. The  sermons  and  other  services  are 
held  as  they  have  been  since  the  organizations  of 
the  congregations,  but  week  days  and  evenings 
are  made  attractive  and  the  most  up-to-date 
churches  aim  to  entertain  their  members  as  well 
as  give  them  religious  instrtiction.  Some  of  these 
have  gone  so  far  as  even  to  have  clubrooms,  bowl- 
ing alleys,  billiard  rooms  and  gymnasiums.  One  in 
Jersey  City  has  a  boxing  class  and  another  in  Mil- 
waukee has  dancing  instruction. 

These  new  church  ways,  that  would  have 
shocked  and  horrified  even  so  late  as  a  century 
ago,  are  not  intended  to  lessen  the  religious  faith 
but  to  draw  both  young  and  old  more  and  more 
closely  and  to  serve  as  a  means  for  healthful  and 
helpful  good  every  day  in  the  week.  There  is  no 
question  that  the  diversion  of  the  vast  sums  for- 
merly spent  on  spires  to  useful  additions  to  the 
sacred  edifices  have  made  for  great  good  for  all 
the  people. 


COURTESY  AND  SMILES. 

Those  who  imagine  that  politeness,  courtesy  and 
gentle  manners  do  not  have  any  place  in  business 
where  cold  calculation  so  largely  takes  the  place 
of  even  semblance  of  feeling  are  vastly  mistaken, 
for  the  truth  is  that  nowhere  else  is  gentlemanly 
polish  held  of  such  importance  today  as  in  store, 
office  and  counting  room. 

Scarcely  less  valuable  is  invariable  cheerfulness, 
the  habit  of  wearing  a  sunny  smile  and  an  occa- 
sional hearty,  whole-souled  laugh.

6|  forces  of  intel- 
ligent people  and  you  will  notice  that  he  always 
sizes  up  the  personal  bearing*  the  voice  and  the 
manners  of  an  applicant  for  a  place.  Brains,  fam- 
ily history,  social  standing  all  are  of  secondary  im- 
portance and,  if  the  candidate  does  not  show  favor- 
ably on  first  appearance,  he  ia  not  apt  to  have  the 
chance  to  prove  his  possible  inn^e  value.  , 

So  also  the  young  man  or  young  woman  in 
business  makes  a  fatal  mistake  iti  suppressing  all 
laughs  and  smiles  the  moment  the  doors  of  the 
store  or  office  are  passed.  Not  only  will  cheerful- 
ness work  wonders  in  you  but  it  will  have  the 
same  effect  on  your  employer  and  your  associates 
and  on  the  customers  that  are  thtown  in  your  way.

FARM  LAND  VALUES. 

Farm  lands  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of 
Duluth  range  in  value  from  $8  to  $15  an  acre  with 
possibly  $25  or  a  little  more  for  a  few  extra-select 
garden  patches  almost  in  the  suburbs.  Farm  lands 
within  the  same  radius  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.,  and  Lincoln,  Neb.,  western  cities  of  the 
population  class  of  Duluth  but  Without  its  promi- 
nent commercial  advantages  and  its  unrivaled  loca- 
tion, are  ea^y  sales  at  from  $100  to  $250  an  acre  or 
even  more. 

Beyond  the  50-miIe  radius  of  Duluth,  all 
through  St.  Louis  county,  good  farm  lands  are 
almost  going  begging  at  $5  an  actc.  In  the  counties 
in  which  the  three  other  cities  named  are  situated, 
lands  that  are  little,  if  any  better,  are  considered 
bargains  at  from  $50  to  $75  an  acre  and  are  rising 
in  value  year  by  year.  Indeed,  the  prediction  is 
being  made  with  the  utmost  confidence,  that  by 
1910  there  will  not  be  an  acre  of  good  farming 
land  in  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Missouri  or  Kansas  that 
will  not  command  a  minimum  of  $100. 

Further,  it  is  strange  but  true  that  scores  of 
Northern  Minnesota  farmers  have  given  up  rich, 
well  wooded  and  never  parched  lands  in  order  to 
buy  at  $1  an  acre  more,  unwatered  upland  tracts  in 
the  semi-arid,  treeless  and  sandy  plains  of  the 
"short  grass"  regions  of  Western  Kansas  and 
Eastern  Colorado.  And  still  others  have  aban- 
doned their  Northern  Minnesota  farms  to  go  onto 
the   intensely  cold  prairies  of  Manitoba. 

And  what  are  the  reasons  for  these  most  un- 
just conditions? 

In  the  first  place  the  farmers,  who  have  left 
Northern  Minnesota  for  the  arid  plains  of  West- 
ern Kansas  and  Eastern  Colorado  and  the  prairies 
of  Manitoba,  have  done  so  simply  because  they 
are  not  of  the  strenuous,  self-reliant  class  of  the 
pioneers  who  cleared  the  lands  of  Indiana,  Michi- 
gan, Illinois,  Eastern  Iowa  and  Missouri  of  even 
more  difficult  timber.  No.  they  prpfer  either  pre- 
carious chances  of  rain  on  the  plains  or  the  in- 
tense cold  of  winter  of  Northwest  Canada  to  the 
labor  of  clearing  off  timber  that  may  in  itself  be 
turned  to  profit. 

In  the  second  place.  Northern  Minnesota's  great 
advantages  have  never  been  exploited  in  any  way 
whatsoever.  On  the  contrary,  what  little  has  ever 
been  said  about  the  section  has  been  grossly  un- 
just. It  is  the  belief  among  many,  if  not  most, 
farmers  of  even  the  southern  part  of  the  state 
that  the  northern  portion  is  either  swamp  land 
or  IS  good  for  nothing  but  the  timber.  Farmers  of 
the  East  and  of  the  Middle  West,' if  they  think  of 
Northern  Minnesota  at  all,  consider  it  about  as  in- 
habitable as  land  in  the  Arctic  circle. 

It  is  certainly  time  for  the  people  interested  in 
the  future  greatness  of  Duluth  and  the  develop- 
ment of  Northern  Minnesota  tp  .take  steps  to  cor- 
rect these  false  impressions.  All  St.  Louis  county, 
outside  of  the  iron  ranges,  should  be'converted  into 
farms  while  lands  near  Duluth.  and  the  range 
towns  should  be  richly  productive  garden  patches 
and  dairy  farms.  And  all  can  be  made  so  if  the 
right'  steps  be  taken  to  attract  the  right  kind  of 
men  to  this  section.

•The  story  runs  that  the  design  for 
the  bead  work  was  first  conceived  by 
a  toltec  cliff  dweller,  who  discovered 
a  reptile  sort  of  a  monster  and  took 
it  captive.  The  bead-like  back  of 
the  cieature  gave  the  Indian  an  in- 
spiration which  resulted  in  his  turning 
out  a  piece  of  bead  work  that  is  still 
to  be  seen  in  the  nation.il  museum. 
The  Indians  of  the  particular  tribe 
noted,  for  the  work  are  most  of  tnem 
reaching  an  advanced  age.  and  th» 
young  bucks  do  not  follow  the  custom 
of  their  fathers  In  doing  tliis  work.

THE  WEATHEtt. 


If  It  were  not  for  the  snowbanks  and 
the  calendars  so  freely  distributed  by 
business  men.  people  this  morning  would 
be  listening  for  the  chirping  of  the  first 
robins  of  spring,  so  mild  was  the  weath- 
er, even  at  ttio  coldest  hour  of  the  day, 
that  those  whom  duty  called  early  were 
fain  to  take  their  accustomed  mufflei-s 
from  about  their  necks  and  unbutton 
their  overcoats.  Some  more  daring  ones 
ventured  to  come  down  town  carrying 
their  overcoats  on  tlieir  arms  and  later 
business   and   professional    men   ventured 

to  make  short  walks  without  outer 
wraps.  The  clouds  of  early  morning  dis- 
am>eared  almost  entirely  before  noon  and 
the  genial  sun  completed  the  spring- 
like Illusion.  Shoppers  were  out  In  force 
from  early  afternoon  as  they  had  not 
been  siace  before  Christmas  and  ail  mer- 
chants were  happy.  Last  night's  lowest 
temperature  was  20  degs.  and  yesterday  3 
highest  was  28  degs.— both  above  zero,  of 
course.  The  weather  man  says,  that  It 
will  be  somewhat  colder  but  not  down 
to  zero,  nor  so  uncomfortable  as  to  make 
church-going    unpleasant. 

The  sun  set  at  6.23  o'clock  this  after- 
noon and  will  rise  at  7:21  tomorrow 
morning,  set  at  6:24  tomorrow  afternoon 
and  rise  at  7:20  Monday  morning.  To- 
day has  one  minute  over  ten  hours  of 
sun  light,  having  gained  four  minutes 
over  yesterday. 

A  year  ago  wa^  decidedly  cold  with  14 
degs.  above  zero  In  the  early  morning 
but  the  ic©  on  the  lake  was  blown  from 
the  north  shore  by  the  wind  and  there 
was  a  wide  streak  of  blue  open  water. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"Temperatures  were  below  the  normal 
this  morning  in  the  extreme  Eastern  and 
Atlantic  states  with  zero  weather  in  tlie 
Adlrondacks.  In  other  sections  the 
weather  is  rather  mild  for  the  season. 
The  Alberta  low  pressure  has  moved  its 
center  to  Lake  Superior  and  a  high  pres- 
sure area  Is  developing  in  the  north- 
western plateau  region.  Tiiese  latter  con- 
I  ditions  favor  falling  temperature  In  this 
I  locality  tonight  and  Sunday  and  there 
is  some  prospect  of  zero  weather  again 
j  during  Sunday  night.

!  fell  during  Friday  or  last  night  over 
scattered  areas  in  northern  districts  but 
little  or  none  may  be  expected  In  tiiis 
section  tonight  or  Sunday."

A  Reasonable  Creed. 

Article  4.  "We  beMeve  in  the  provi- 
dential   ordering    of    human    affairs." 

Staggering  Is  the  shock  which  oomee 
to  one  trained  and  disposed  to  believe 
in  God,  when  he  realizes  for  the  first 
time  how  full  the  world  is  of  tragedy 
and  woe.  The  child  reared  in  a  happy 
home  and  sheltered  from  harm  and 
trouble,  inevitably,  as  he  readies  ma- 
turity .suffers  a  rude  awakening  whan 
he  finds  out  that  he  has  been  excep- 
tionally favored  and  that  vast  numbers 
of  his  fello^Tnen  lead  straitened  and 
burdened  lives.  Watch  out  at  this 
point  for  the  first  tokens  of  skepti- 
cism and  unbelief.  And  the  only  way 
to  meet  the  critical  situation  Is  to 
assert  unflinchingly  the  Christian  doo- 
trine    of    providence. 

What  is  this  doctrine?  That  w<iat- 
ever  is.  Is  right?  Yes,  that  Is  the 
briefest  and  perhap.s  the  most  philo- 
sophical statement  of  it.  But  in  terms 
of  religion  it  means  that  the  least  and 
Uie  greatest  events  of  the  passing  days 
are  determined  and  governed  by  an  all- 
powerful,  all-loving  win,  which  shapes 
and  controls  them,  with  a  view  to 
Uie  welfare  and  happiness  of  those  af- 
fected by  them  and  of  ail  the  children 
of  men. 

A  comforting  doctrine  this,  and  ready 
enough  ai'-e  we  to  accept  U  in  our  In- 
terpretation of  the  pleasiint  side  of  the 
universe.  The  first  exclamation  that 
leaps  to  our  lips  when  we  escai>€  the 
pesyience  that  walketh  in  darkness  and 
the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  u«x)n- 
day  is  likely  to  be  "How  providential 
it  was  that  we  were  spared!"  But 
how  about  the  persons  who  were  not 
spared,  who  did  take  the  fated  train, 
who  happened  to  stop  at  the  hotel  that 
was  swept  by  flames?  W^as  there  any- 
thing providential  about  the  calamities 
of  which  they  were  the  victims? 

No  doctrine  of  divine  providence  is 
worth  anything  that  does  not  cover 
any  and  all  events,  the  tragedies  by 
land  and  the  tragedies  by  sea,  the 
earthquakes  and  the  holocausts,  the 
pain  and  strife  In  the  lower  species  of 
the  animal  kingdom,  the  suffering  and 
the  carnage  in  the  higher  realm  of 
human  life,  the  individual  losses,  be- 
reavements and  trials,  and  the  groan- 
ing and  traveling  together  of  the  whole 
creation.  If  we  believe  what  we  say 
we  believe,  we  must  hold  that  every 
one  of  these  dark  happenings,  and  the 
sum  total  of  the  woe  of  the  world,  are 
as  much  within  the  purpose  of  an  om- 
nipotent '  and  gracious  power  as  are 
the  bright  sunny  days,  the  aoft 
cushions,  the  royal  purple,  the  deep, 
blessed  drafts  of  the  cup  of  bliss. 

Now  why  do  we  believe  all  thlsT 
Partly  because  of  what  we  are  able 
to  see  with  our  own  eyes,  of  the  bene- 
ficent effects  on  nations  and  Individuals 
of  events  which  seem  to  us  unfortunate 
and  mysterious.  Dare  we  Imagine  the 
effect  of  uninterrupted  prosperity  and 
happiness  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave, 
of  absolute  freedom  from  pain  and  an- 
noyance? Would  not  that  person  ba 
.soft,  flabby,  cruel,  sensual,  utterly  sel- 
fish? Somehow  pain  and  discipline  seom 
to  be  a  divinely  ordained  means  to  a 
very  desirable  end.  They  make  people 
sweet  and  strong,  when  nothing  else 
will  accomplish   that  result. 

We  believe  In  Providence,  also,  be- 
cause One  whose  knowledge  far  ex- 
ceeded ours  said,  "Not  a  sparrow  falls 
to  the  ground  without  your  Father." 
In  the  minutest  as  well  as  In  the  great- 
est events  He  saw  a  divine  foreknowl- 
edge and  a  divine  Intent.

In  Explosion  of  infernal 

Machine  Sent  Him  by 

Enemies. 


Pater.son.  N.  J..  Feb.  9.— Justice  of 
the  Peace  Robert  Cortese  was  killed 
in  hla  o^ce  by  the  explosion  of  an 
infernal  maxihine  sent  him  by  ex- 
press. The  office  was  wrecked,  and 
tJie  detonation  could  be  heard  for 
blocks.  The  Judge  has  actively  aided 
the  i>ollce  In  the  capture  of  Italiaji 
law-breakers    recently. 

Justice  Cortese  was  48  years  old 
and  of  Italian  descent.  He  had  been 
home  to  supper  last  evening.  While 
he  was  there  his  son,  Robert,  was 
In  charge  of  the  office.  It  was  tho 
younger  man  who  received  the  infer- 
nal machine,  which  came  from  New- 
ark, and  was  delivered  by  an  Ameri- 
can express  wagon.  It  had  been  pre- 
paid, and  the  boy  accepted  it  and 
sigrntd  the  receipt  book. 

When  Judge  Cortese  reached  the 
office  Robert  handed  the  package  to 
him  The  outside  wrapper  was  of 
paper,   tied    with   strong   twine.     Judge 

Cortese  removed  this  paper.  In- 
side was  another  wrapping  of  paper, 
made  fast  with  a  strap,  such  as  boys 
use  to  put  around  school  books.

SAD  CASE  REPORTED. 

Experience  of  Young  Mother  Alone  In 
Cold  Log  Shanty. 

Tenstrlke,  Minn..  Feb.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — A  report  reaches  here  of 
a  very  bad  case  that  happened  in 
Taylor  township  last  weeek.  Tom 
Mohler  lives  with  his  wife  about  three 
miles  east  of  W.  D.  Bright's  place. 
One  day  last  week  Mr.  Mohler  went 
to  Bemldji,  to  try  and  get  a  nurse  to 
come  and  look  after  his  wife.  He 
drove  to  Turtle  River  •  and  took  the 
train  from  there  to  Bemldji,  where 
business  detained  him  for  three  days. 
On  his  return  to  Turtle  River,  word 
had  Just  reached  that  place  that  his 
wife,  while  alone  In  the  house,  which 
was  only  a  log  shanty,  had  given  birth 
to  a  child.  She  bad  been  confined 
eighteen  hours  without  the  assistance 
of  anyone,  and  the  child  was  dead  and 
the  mother  in  a  very  critical  condition, 
the  house  being  thoroughly  dhlUed,  as 
there  was  no  fire.

The  table  of  deaths  fur- 
ther thows  that  nine  o  fthe  fifty-eight 
athletes  met  violent  deaths,  of  which 
two  were  sucldles.  One  died  of  dissipa- 
tion, which  was  not  traceable  to  par- 
ticipation  in   athletics.' 

"Dr.  Anderson's  paper  Is  all  the  more 
valuable  because  It  is  temperate  In 
tone.  He  Is  not  seeking  to  prove  or 
disprove  any  particular  theory,  but  fs 
content  to  let  the  facts  and  figures 
8peak  for  themselves.  He  declares  that 
the  "Inevitable  conclusion  from  the  fig- 
ures gathered  is  that  the  Yale  man  who 
came  to  high  honors  in  the  major  sports 
of  the  lAst  half  century  has  more  than 
the  ordinary  man's  share  of  long  life.' 
But  he  freely  admits  that  "whether  this 
is  due  to  his  high  development  as  an 
athlete  or  to  the  original  strength  of 
tlie  man  himself  is  still  unproven,  and 
seems  likely  to  remain  so  unless  some 
more  perfect  means  of  comparison  can 
be  found.'  "

"•As  contrasted  with  these  figures  are 
those  collected  ly  Dr.  Anderson  as  to 
the  mortality  of  the  general  graduates, 
who  have  not  won  team  positions, 
though  many  of  them  have  doubtless 
done  more  or  less  systematic  athletic 
work  During  the  fifty  years  above 
stated  10,922  men  have  been  graduated 
fiom  the  academic  and  scientific  de- 
partments. Of  this  number  1.40G  have 
died;  that  is,  12.9  per  cent  as  against 
7.2  per  cent  of  the  athletes.  Consump- 
tion carried  off  twelve  of  the  fifty- 
eight  deceased  athletes,  but  this  per- 
centage is  not  greater  than  would  be 
expected  among  non-athletes  from  a 
similar  cause,  as  is  proven  by  reference 
to  the  records  of  the  large  insurance 
companies.  "Deaths  from  heart  dis- 
ease in  the  list  of  fifty-eight  men  were 
four  at  the  ages  of  36,  5"7*|68  and  70.  The 
average  is  very  low.  Pneumonia  car- 
ried off  six,  typhoid  fever  five,  and 
typhoid-pneumonia  two.

dom know  the  real  value  of  a  player. 
They  can  tell  all  about  his  batting,  his 
fielding,  his  throwing,  the  condition  of  his 
arms,  his  morals,  his  habits— and  all  that 
—but  when  comes  to  analyzing  a  man 
as  a  factor  in  the  team  they  are  as  igno- 
rant as  the  beginners  who  never  saw  a 
game. 

■"Just  for  the  fun  of  the  thing  I  have 
circulated  among  cranks  within  the  last 
few  weeks,  asking  them  to  tell  me  who, 
in  their  opinion.  Is  the  best  player  in  each 
major  league  team,'  writes  Hugh  Fuller- 
ton,  in  the  Chicago  Tribune.  ""Not  one  in 
fifty  knew  or  picked  the  essential  man, 
unless  that  man  happened  to  be  a  great 
hitter  or  a  great  fielder.  Now,  hitting  and 
fielding  are  essential,  but  the  fact  is  that 
the  man  who  makes  a  ball  club  a  winner, 
who  pulls  off  championships  seldom  is 
recognized  either  as  manager,  captain, 
star  or  anything  except  a  high  private. 
I  have  had  persons  ask  me  In  all  serious- 
ness why  a  certain  club  kept  'that  dub  — 
and  then  they  would  name  the  man  who 
made  the  team  win— the  heart,  lungs  and 
digestive  apparatus  of  the  entire  club. 

■"The  fact  Is  that  every  ball  club  that 
wins  pennants  must  have  a  natural  bom 
leader,  a  man  of  strong,  domineering  per- 
sonality. Usually  that  man  is  unfit  to 
be  manager  because  he  is  too  viciously 
prejudiced  and  because  he  lacks  that  tact 
which  a  manager  must  have  to  control 
players  Nine  times  out'  of  ten  the  man 
who  wins  the  pennant  for  the  club  is  the 
'trouble  maker,'  the  'knocker,'  the  'kick- 
er.' Did  you  ever  notice  how,  when  the 
pinch  comes,  when  the  team  must  win 
certain  games  to  gain  the  lead  or  hold  it, 
the  "trouble  maker'  and  the  "knocker 
rise  to  the  situation  and  by  sheer  des- 
perate nerve  and  will  power  fight  the 
way  to  victory?  When  you  see  a  man 
:  making  his  hits  when  they  are  most  need- 
!  ed,  cheering  up  hi§  team,  and  still  fight- 
ing when  the  ninth  inning  comes,  and, 
with  two  out,  the  club  needs  four  runs  to 
win,  you  have  located  the  winning  factor 
in  the  club.  He  is  the  man  who  never 
quits  and  never  ceases  to  hope,  and  who, 
when  defeat  is  forced  upon  him.  goes  off ! 
the  field  lighting  his  fellow  players  and 
himself.  In  the  same  situation,  nine  times 
out  of  ten,  the  recognized  star  will  begin 
packing  the  bats  when  the  ninth  Inning 
commences. 

Knockers  and  kickers,  trouble  breeders  : 
and  scrappers  win  games.  A  peaceful 
'gentlemanly'  team  seldom  wins  a  pen- 
nant. Sometimes  I  smile  when  some  critic 
roasts  a  ballplayer  for  fighting  his  own 
fellows,    quarreling   with    his    pitcher,    or 


ferlor  team  and  in  the  face  of  disheart- 
ening luck.  I  have  asked  scores— and 
not  three  fans  who  know  the  team 
intimately  have  picked  the  man  who 
won  the  pennant.

Lyndharst,  Wanamaker's  Famous  Coun- 
try Residence  Destroyed  by  PIre. 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  9.— Lyndhurst,  the 
handsome  home  of  Former  Postmaster 
General  John  Wanamaker  at  Shelton 
Hills,  near  Jenklntown,  was  destroyed 
by  fire  last  night,  enlaiting  a  loss  es- 
timated   at    $1,500,000. 

The  estate  consists  of  thirty  acres  of 
ground.  The  house,  which  in  the  main 
was  of  English  style  of  architecture, 
stood  on  a  hill  about  350  yards  back 
from  the  famous  old  York  road.

Mr.  Wanamaker  and  his  family  have 
been  at  their  winter  home  in  this  city 
and  the  country  place  was  in  charge 
of  a  caretaker. 

The  fire  made  rapid  progress,  a  few 
valuable  paintings  being  about  the  only 
thing  saved.  Among  those  were  "Christ 
Before  Pilate,"  and  "Christ  on  Cal- 
vary," by  Mukacsy.  Thtse  two  paint- 
ings are  valued  at  $250,000.

SENATOR  LODGE  BROKE. 

The  Senate's  Anti-SmokIng  Role  Dorin| 
Open  Session. 

Washington,  Feb.  8.— Most  of  all  the 
rules  of  the  United  States  senate  that 
against  smoking  is  strictly  observed.  If 
a  senator  were  to  smoke  In  the  senate 
when  that  body  is  in  session  an  awful 
fate  would  befall  him.  and  If  he  should 
smoke  In  the  lobby  or  corridors  he  would 
bo  quickly  reminded  by  a  doorkeeper  or 
messenger  that  he  was  violating  the  rules. 
But  when  the  senate  goes  into  executive 
session  and  the  public  are  excluded  smok- 
ing is  permitted. 

Saturday,  after  a  brief  executive  ses- 
sion, the  senate  held  an  equally  brief 
open  session.  As  soon  as  the  doors  were 
closed  a  dozen  senators  began  to  smoke, 
and  when  the  public  was  again  adlhltted 
every  senator  quickly  disposed  of  his 
cigar  with  one  exception;  tiuit  exception 
was  Mr.   Lodge.

Being  Made  at  the  Commodore  Mine  on  the  Mesaba — Oliver 

Company  May  Ship  Million  Tons  From  Its  Virginia 

Mines  During  the  Coming  Season. 


Salt    ake    City,    Feb.    9.-The    keenest 
Interest    is    now    being    taken    here    in 
the   possible   outcome   of   the   purchase 
of  the  Ontario  and  Daly  mines  at  Park 
City  by  J.   E.  Bamberger  and  the  pros- 
pects   of    a    big    merger    of    properties 
In   the   same   camp   as   a   result   of   the 
absorption    of   all    the   McGregor   Inter- 
ests in  the  district  by   the  Silver  King 
company.     There  has  been  talk  during 
the  past  few  days  that  all  of  the  prop- 
erties now~controlled  by  the  Bamberger 
interests  and  those  in  possession  of  the 
Silver  KJng  would  go  into  one  gigantic 
combination.      But    this    seems    hardly 
likely.     It    is    thought    here    that    Bam- 
berger and  the  Guggenheims  may  han- 
dle   the    Ontaric-Daly-Daly    West    side 
of  the  camp,  and  that  T.  F.  Cole  and  his 
combination   may  Join   with   ex-Senator 
Thomas    Kearns    and    David    Keith    of 
the    Silver    King,    to    take    over    every- 
thing, practically,  north  and  west  of  the 
string    of   properties    named.     None    of 
the  parties  at   interest   in   the   negotia- 
tions believed  to  be  pending  is  now  in 
Utah.    There  is.no  doubt,  however,  that 
the  cards  are  being  dealt  In  the  biggest 
game  of  mining  in  Utah  that  has  been 
played    in     a     generation.     The     mines 
concerned  have  records  for  having  paid 
not  far  from  $50,000,000  in  dividends,  and 
many  of  the  adjoining  jind  contiguous 
properties  are  just  beginning  to  shine 
as  money  makers. 

Several  of  the  big  smelting  corpora- 
tions which  are  doing  business  in  Utah 
are  at  their  wits'  end  to  know  where 
to  go  after  being  barred  by  the  courts 
from  conducting  their  business  in  this 
valley.  The  Utah  Consolidated  com- 
pany has  closed  the  deal  for  a  site  just 
over  the  divide  from  its  mines  In 
Tooele  county.*  It  has  secured  a  site  in 
the  mouth  of  Pine  canon  and  when 
the  new  plant  is  ready  to  blow  In  Its  i 
ores  will  be  trammed  over  tiie  moun- 
tain to  the  works.  Later  a  tunnel  will 
be  completed  through  the  hill,  which, 
in  addition  to  opening  the  mine  at  great 
depth,  will  allow  of  the  ores  going 
direct  on  cars  from  the  mine  to  the 
smelter  bins.  Other  smelters  are  still 
"In   the  air." 

Options  have  been  secured  by  the 
Bingham  Consolidated  and  United 
States  companies'  managers  on  numer- 
ous possible  sites,  but  they  are  appar- 
ently as  far  away  from  making  a  se- 
lection as  ever.  Samuel  Newhouse  owns 
a  splendid  site  on  the  west  shora  of 
Utah  lake,  which  he  purchased  in  order 
to    force    satisfactory    terms    from    the 


,  American  Smelting  &  Refining  company' 
tor  the  treatment  of  the  products  ot 
the  various  mines  that  he  controls. 
With  a  view  of  securing  concessions 
and  easements  from  the  property  own- 
ers at  and  around  Lehl  on  the  northern 
shores  of  the  lake  that  might  pos- 
sibly be  damaged  by  fumes,  the  an- 
nouncement has  been  allowed  to  go 
forth  that  Mr.  Newhouse  still  con- 
templates the  building  of  smelting' 
works  there.  Having  a  reputation  for 
doing  things  and  being  popular  with 
the  people,  it  looks  as  though  the  farm- 
ers and  ranchers  of  Lehl  would  get 
together  and  make  any  reasonable  con- 
cession that  might  be  demanded  by 
Newhouse.  The  town's  commercial  club 
took  the  matter  up  on  the  26th  and  ap- 
pointed committees  to  learn  what  Mr. 
Newhouse  v/ould  like  and  to  then  call 
the  people  together  In  mass  convention 
to  consider  the  proposition. 

If  the  matter  goes  through  as  antici- 
pated Mr.  Newhouse  will  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  either  build  works  on  his  own 
account  or  offer  the  big  companies  who 
need  a  site  his  Pelican  Point  location, 
freed  from  danger  of  future  litiga- 
tion.

Concerning  tlie  Training  School. 

The  club  women  of  Minnesota  are 
especially  interested  in  this  session 
of  the  legislature,  for  the  bill  pro- 
viding for  the  separation  of  the  boys 
and  the  girls  In  the  training  school 
at  Red  Wing,  which  is  before  the 
legislature,  is  receiving  the  attention 
of  the  women  of  the  federation,  in 
order   to   secure  its  passage. 

The  committee  having  the  work  in 
charge  is  sending  over  the  state  a 
circular  letter  slating  categorically 
what  the  women  of  the  .state  are 
asking  of  the  Minnesota  legislature. 
The  letter  Is  supplemented  with  ex- 
tracts from  public  utterances  from 
the  training  school  officials,  the  board 
of  control,  the  governor,  from  Arch- 
bishop Ireland  and  from  other  promi- 
nr-nt    men    and    women. 

The  letter,  which  has  been  sent 
through  the  state  by  the  state  train- 
ing school,  will  be  of  interest  to  the 
club  women  here.  It  is  in  part  as 
follows: 
To  the  Citizens  of  Minnesota: 

"At  four  successive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  M.  F.  W.  C.  unanimous 
and  emphatic  protest  has  been  made 
agamst  the  present  proximity  of  the 
Minnesota  girls'  training  school  to 
that  of  the  boys'  training  school,  and 
also  to  the  system  employed  in  its 
management,,  which  seriously  handi- 
caps those  in  control,  and  is  an  in- 
justice   to    those    committed    there. 

"Committees  have  been  appointed 
each  year  who  have  by  correspond- 
ence, personal  in.spection  and  repeat- 
ed conferences  with  experts,  informed 
themselves  as  to  the  best  methods 
employed  elsewhere  in  dealing  with 
delinquents.  These  committees  have 
faithfully  disseminated  informatloii 
throughout  the  state,  circulating  pe- 
titions, interviewing  representatives 
and  enlisting  the  ever-cordial  assist- 
ance  of  the  press  and   pulpit. 

"The  women  of  the  above-named 
federation  have  now  pledged  them- 
selves to  present  a  bill  before  the 
coming  legislature  which  shall  em- 
body the  following  changes  in  our 
present  system  of  dealing  with  the 
delinquent  girls   of   the   state: 

"First,  separation,  complete  and 
distinct,  from  the  state  training 
school  for  boys. 

"Second,  a  separate  administra- 
tion. 

•Third,  a  board  of  women,  or  of 
men  and  women,  to  supervise  the 
school. 

"Fourth,  school  officered  by  women 
only;  men  employed  on  the  place  in 
subordinate  positions  and  only  at  the 
discretion   of    the   offloers. 

"Fifth,  clajsaification  as  complete 
and  as  accurate  as  possible,  from  the 
history  of  the  case,  and  from  personal 
examination  and  observation.  The 
number  of  classifications  elsewhere 
varies  from  eight  to  twelve.  Our 
present  girls'  school  at  Red  Wing 
has  but  two  classifications. 

"Sixth,  the  cottage  plan,  insuring 
small  groups  of  families  of  girls,  and 
that  personal  work  with  each  which 
is  essential  to  proper  care  and  train- 
ing. 

•Seventh,  a  farm  of  sufficient  acre- 
age to  secure  out-of-door  freedom, 
remoteness  from  Wghway  and  rail- 
way, protection,  fresh  veegtables, 
fruits   and   a  dairy. 

"Eighth,  a  hospital  through  which 
each  enters  the  school  and  largely  by 
means  of  which  she  finds  her  proper 
place  in   the  system. 

Ninth,  such  industrial  equipment  and 
facilities  as  shall  fit  the  girls  for  the 
emergencies  of  every-day  life. 

"Tenth,  the  removal,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, of  the  penal  idea;  hence  we  advo- 
cate a  change  of  name,  calling  the  new 
school  'The  State  Industrial  School  for 
Girls.' 

"The  women  of  the  state  do  not  ask ! 
for  financial  control  of  the  new  school, 
but   they   claim   the   right   to   supervise 
its  management  at  all  times. 

"In  urging  this  bill  before  the  coming 

legislature   we   are   making   a  plea   for 

the    welfare    of   the    unfortunate    girla, 

who    are    the    rightful    wards    of    the 

state,  and  for  their  posterity,   and  not: 

only  for  them  but  for  all  classes.     No 

one  class  can  be  treated  unjustly  with-  j 

out    the   effect   of   such    injustice  being!

CURIOUS  MISTAKE.*!. 
Many  birds  frequenting  fliiwer.s  for  hon- 
ey or  insects  are  thus  liable   to  get   their 
heads    covered    with    pollen.

color  a  bird  may  become  yellow  headed, 
red-headed,  blue  headed,  etc .  says  the 
London  Globe. 

Thi.s  led  to  a  curiou.s  mi.stake  in  the 
case  of  a  New  Zealand  bird.  Thi.s  bird 
was  a  honfy.sucker  and  a  haunter  of 
flowers.  "Now  in  the  early  summ«^r  it  visit- 
ed most  frequently  the  flowers  of  the  na- 
tive ffax  and  later  in  the  year  fed  chiefl.v 
on  the  fuchsia.

If   the   foliage   looks 
best  on  the  front  of  the  hat— the  latter 
twisted    up   in   an   attractive   fashion- 
then  the  blossoms  should  be  put  on  at 
the   desired   angle,    and    incidentally   if 
leaves,  etc.,  show  to  advantage  at  the 
side    or   in    the    back,    they    should    be 
sewed  in  place  where  they  best  become 
the  wearer. 

While  the  flowers  in  light  and  dark 
shades  will  be  the  most  pronounced 
feature  of  hat  trimmings,  tulle  and 
sheer  chiffon  silk  will  be  used  as  twist- 
bows,  pompons,  large  fluffy  loops  and 
occasionally   as   plain    bands.

In  comparing  himself  to  Shakespeare 
Bernard  Shaw  (of  whom  also  there  is  to 
be  question  this  week)  made  a  hair- 
breadth escape  with  his  modesty  by  the 
timely  u.se  of  an  interrogation  point.  In 
comparing  Percy  'Mackaye's  "Jeanne 
d'Arc,"  which  has  brought  him  forward 
as  the  protagonist  of  the  poetical  drama 
in  America,  with  Schiller'a  "Jungfrau 
von  Orleans."  I  imitate  that  melo-dram- 
atic  getaway,  though  the  difficulty  Is 
greater.  Insomuch  as  my  case  is  some- 
what the  better  of  the  two.  I  do  not  say 
tliat  the  young  American  is  a  better 
poetic  dramatist  than  the  classical  Ger- 
man. Yet  in  precisely  the  same  manner 
as  Mr.  Shaw  claims  to  dlfEer  from  Shakes- 
peare Mr.  Mackaye  actually  does  differ 
from  Schiller.  He  has  given  us  a  Pucelle 
emancipated  from  false  and  grandiose 
theatric  convention  and  Invested  only  in 
the  simple  "natural  history"  of  her  kind 
as  it  manifest.'^  itself  to  the  eye  of  the 
twentietli   century. 

In   part   his   good   fortune  is  due  to   the 
advance    that    has    been    made    during    a 
hundred  years  in  understanding  of  the  de- 
.mands    and    capabilities    of     our     scenic 
[stage.     It    was    the    fate   of   Schllled   and 
jQ^ethe— a    fate    which    the    clear-sighted 
'  Lessing    for    the    most    part   e.scaped—   to 
ffund    their    dramaturgy    upon     that     of 
I  Shakespeare,    blissfully    Ignorant    of     the 
fact   that  the  st.ige  for  whioh  they  wrote 
'differed  radically  as  an  Instrument  of  ex- 
pression  from   that   of   the     Elizabethans, 
'with  every  means  at  hand  for  the  pictor- 
I  ial  representation  of  time  and  place,  they 
I  still  clung  to  the  exaggerated  action  and 
I  the    rhetorical    manner    of    speech    which 
had    been    necessary    to    vitalize    a    stage 
without    perspective    .scenery,    and    at    the 
same   time  they  Indulged  In  quite  as  fre- 
quent shifts  of  place  as  did  their  master, 
who  was  unembarrassed  by  consideration 
oi  drops,  wings  and  flies. 

Iri  the  present  play  Schiller  has,  by  the 
exercl.se  of  unaccustomed  self-restraint, 
limited  himself  of  thirteen  scenes,  which, 
however,  even  In  patient  Germany,  nec- 
essitate considerable  cuttmg  before  a  rep- 
resentation Is  possible.  But  no  use  of  the 
stage  manager's  pencil  can  actualize 
either  localities  or  individuals. 

Mr  Mackaye.  whose  lo«senc.s3  In  dram- 
atic construction,  and  the  frequent 
changes  which  result  from  It.  is  his  worst 
fa'ling,  has  only  seven  scenes,  and  each 
of  these  Is  nnt  only  a  highly  artistic  ren- 
dering of  some  significant  time  and  place, 
but  the  people  in  it  are  naturalistlcally 
rendered  individuals  composed  Into  a  real 
picture  of  lite.  "Jeanne  d'ArC'  has  !n 
short  the  viability  of  a  work  of  art  in- 
telligently  wedded   to   Us   medium   of   ex-

His 
play  has  little  of  the  brilliancy  of  Ro- 
stand's "Cyrano  de  Bergerac."  and  less  oT 
the  dramatic  movement  and  suspense  of 
Stephen  Phillips's  "Herod."  Hut  It  has  a 
quality  of  Its  own  which  to  me  at  least, 
is  no  less  momentous— an  unfailing  grace 
of  thp  affections  and  a  sustaining  spirit- 
ual power.  This  Is  the  work  of  a  young 
man  who  seM  life  sweetly,  with  tender- 
ness, depth  and  humor,  and  who  sees  It 
whole. 

In  one  element  of  success  It  seems  to 
me  he  Is  conspicuously  lacking.  His 
gift  l.^  not  esaentlally  dramatic.  I  use 
t^e    word    advisedly.      For    the    external 


arts  of  the  theater  he  has,  as  becomes  a 
son  of  Steele  Mackaye  an  unfailing  in- 
stinct. His  dialogue  is  light  and  natural. 
He  never  fails  to  visualize  an  dexternally 
to  vitalize  his  scenes.  His  use  of  the 
mirror  of  truth  la  "The  Scarecrow"  and 
of  the  voices  and ^-Isions  of  the  maid  of 
JDoinremy  shows  an  expert  band  in  de- 
vi.slng  what  the  profession  calls  "ef- 
fects." He  probably  could  ngi  If  he 
would  write  an  unactable  part.  But  ha 
has  never  yet  e\-inced  the  clear  Intel- 
lect and  deep  grasp  of  the  conflicts  of 
character  and  ,  impulse  which  are  essen- 
tial to  the  construction  of  a  dynamic 
stage   story. 

This  Is  the  onre  great  weakness  of 
"Jeanne  d'ArC"  Fine,  true  and  moving 
as  Is  the  character  of  the  heroine,  the 
six  scenes  wlilch  portray  her  career  have 
no  informing  pilnciple,  no  .single,  pro- 
pulsive development.  The  effect  of  the 
whole  is  fragmentary,  not  to  say  scrap- 
py.

The  materials  were  at  hand  for  a  far 
different  treatment.  Schiller  made  hia 
Jolianna  fall  in  love  with  the  English 
officer  Lionel,  whom  she  meets  In  one 
of  those  impossible  single  combats,  and 
from  that  moment  she  loses  her  faith  la 
herself  and  her  mis.sion,  and  with  it  her 
power.

In  the  court  of  the 
king,  Jeanne  meets  the  scholarly  Hellen- 
ist and  gentle  skeptic  D'Alencon,  and  the 
two  conceive  a  passion  for  each  other, 
reverent  and  -Tesntralned  on  his  part  and 
girlishly  unconscious  on  hers.  It  is  only 
In  her  dreams  that  she  discloses  her  re- 
gard for  him.  D'Alencon  does  not  for  a 
moment  bellev«  in  the  divinity  of  Pucel- 
le's  mission  oi'  gviidance.  His  adoration 
of  her— finely  ,.p»fsuaslve  touch— is  pre- 
cisely that  of  Hm  modern  heretic  of  hu- 
man  feeling   who   reads   her   story. 

In  the  crisis  he  attempts  to  persuade 
her  that  visions  are  only  a  beautiful  er- 
ror. She  Is  wounded  to  death,  and  this 
seems  to  him  Uie  only  means  of  saving 
her  life.  For  the  moment  his  words 
have  no  effect.  Again  hearing  the 
voices,  she  presses  into  the  thick  of  the 
fight  and  snatches  victory  from  a  threat- 
ened defeat.  But ;  the  poison  hais  bitten 
into  her  soul,  and  when  the  day  of  trial 
comes  the  memory  of  the  man  she  loves 
unnerves  her.  His  case  is  the  reverse  of 
hers.  The  trials  that  kill  the  faith  in 
Jeanne  awaken  it  in  the  soul  of  d'Alen- 
con.  He  comes  to  her  In  the  hour  of  her 
death,  and  his  declaration  of  belief  in 
her  inspiration  brings  back  the  vision 
and  the  voice.  They  face  eternity  to- 
gether,   pathetically,    but    steadfastly. 

Here  Is  the  theme  for  a  drama  of  the 
highest  significance  and  strength.  Its 
outlines  are  .so  simple  and  salient  as  to 
pugest  an  operatic  setting.  But  Mr. 
Mackaye  does  not  broach  this  theme  till 
his  story  is  more  than  half  told,  and 
thenceforth  it  is  subordinate  to  other 
events  and  implicit  in  them.  Incidental 
as  is  the  character  of  d'Alencon.  how- 
ever. It  is  so  finely  imagined  and  ably 
sketched  as  to  give  Mr.  Sothern  oppor- 
tunity for  one  of  the  most  finished  and 
lovable  impei-sonationa  of  his  career.

Miss  Ellen  Terrj-'s  most  delightful  per- 
formance   as    Lady      Cecllj'    In      "Captain 
Bra-ssbound's    Conversion"    brings    vividly 
to    mind    a    phase  of     the     temperament 
j  of  Bernard  Shaw  which  has,  as  it  seems 
I  to    me.    been    quite    lost   sight    of    in    the 
1  discussions    of    that    militant    playwright 
land  unrepentant  Irishman— his  faculty  of 
creating  now  and  then  a  woman  of  some- 
I  thing   approaching   reality,    vividness   and 
!  charm.    Lift  the  shawl  of  threadbare  dis- 
j  russion    from    Candida    and    there    is    a 
!  heart    beneath   of   womanly    mystery   and 
1  charm.     Cleopatra   ia,   as   she    herself    re- 
marked of   the   little  Sphinx,    only   a   kit- 
ten—but  how  subtly  true  and  full  of  sly 
endearment.     And  now   comes   this    Ladv 
Cecily,    keen  and   dominant  as    the   Shaw 
man.  yet  with  a  bland  flatter^',  coquetry, 
and   withal,   a  sincerity    of   womanly   im- 
pulse,   which    make    her    an    autonomous 
creation.    As  Ibsen,  in  becoming  the  arch 
renlist.    Is  said   to   have  killed   a  pegasus 
under    him.    so    it    seems    likely    that    In 
making  himself  supreme   as  a  farceur  In 
the  realm  of  the  intellect  Shaw  has  killed 
In    his    soul    a    potential    writer    of    pure 
comedy   and   drama. 

H<nry  Artiiur  Jones  remarked  some- 
thing of  this  kind  in  a  recent  conversa- 
tion, apropos  of  a  suggested  comparison 
between  Shaw  and  Gilbert.  There  was  al- 
ways a  touch  of  cruelty,  he  said,  in  tho 
wit  of  Gilbert.  Shaw,  at  his  best,  had 
Imagination  and  himnan  sympathy.  He 
cited  that  line  of  Caesar's,  when  it  was 
a  question  of  his  ever  returning  to  Rome: 
"What  has  Rome  to  show  me  that  1  have 
not  seen  already?  One  year  of  Rome 
Is  like  another,  except  that  I  grow  older, 
while  the  crowd  In  the  Applan  Way  Is 
always  the  same  age."  Mr.  Jones  had 
forgotten  for  the  moment,  I  suppose,  that 
the  ereator  of  the  cook  and  the  captain, 
too,  was  also  the  creator  of  Pygmalion's 
Galatea. 

Wit,  whither  wit!  The  portrait  of  this 
Caesar,  so  finely  true  at  times,  Shaw 
knocks  out  of  drawing  at  others  to  score 
a  point  on  those  base  moderns  who  hold 
opinions  different  from  his  own.  And  so 
Lady  Cecily,   under  the   mask  of  fervent 


belief  In  all  us  pcxir  men,  takes  a  Shaw- 
llke  hand  at  flouting  and  scouting  us  all, 
and  especially  the  spirit  of  established 
law  aiid  justice,  in  the  person  of  her 
kinsman.  Sir  Howard.  At  her  truest  she 
Is,  like  the  cocoa  advertisement,  femin- 
inely grateful  and  comforting;  but  at  her 
best,  which  is  also  her  worst,  she  is  the 
Shaw  man  in  petticoats,  scoring  off 
everybody  and  everything  up  and  down 
the  pike.  A  play  of  Shaw's,  even  a  play 
of  the  second  order,  like  the  present, 
affects  one  in  the  manner  of  an  intellec- 
tual bath,  but  without  sharing  the  hydro- 
phobia of  Capt.  Brassbouond's  cockney 
retainer,  Drlnkwater,  one  may  protest 
against  nothing  l>ut  the  cold  douche. 
And  especially  when  administered  by  a 
ladv  who  should  be  as  charming  as  Lady 
Cecily. 

Perhaps  Lady  Cecily's  gn>atest  power 
to  please  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  was  Miss 
Terry  who  impersonated  her.  Wliat  mat- 
tered it  though  some  of  Shaw's  lines  liit 
as  hard  and  others  dropped  through  the 
sieve  of  her  memory?  She  was  always 
there,  sure  in  a  presence  that  Is  strong 
as  ever,  radlaiitly  humorous  in  the  un- 
quenchable charm  of  eyes  and  smile.  In 
lamenting  her  former  bondage  to  the 
Irving  repertory',  G.  E.  S.  In  his  capacity 
of  theatrical  critic  on  the  Saturday  Re- 
view exclaimed:  "What  a  theater  of  a 
woman  of  genius  to  be  attached  to  obso- 
lete tomfooleries  like  'Robert  Macaire,' 
schoolgirl  charades  like  'Nance  Oldfield,' 
blank  verse  by  Wills  Comyns  Carr  and 
Calniour,  with  intervals  of  hashed  Shake- 
speare, and  all  the  time  a  stream  of 
splendid  women's  parts,  pouring  from  the 
Ibsen  volcano  and  minor  craters,  and 
being  snapped  up  by  the  rising  genera- 
tion." That  was  in  1895,  and  it  was  prob- 
ably with  some  such  Idea  In  mind  that 
he  wrote  the  present  play  for  Miss  Terry 
only  a  few  years  later.  The  whirligig  of 
time  has  brought  its  revenge.  Miss  Tervy 
Is  making  the  cerebral  Shaw  woman 
charming  as  she  has  never  been  boforo, 
with  the  result  that  the  piece  is  usurping 
the  place  of  other  pieces  in  her  repertory 
— a  state  of  affairs  which  the  lesser  crater, 
wiio,  though  bent  on  excoriating  society, 
has  a  not  unfrugal  mind,  will  perhaps  liot 
be  the  first  to  deplore.

Mrs.  Leslie  Carter  seems  to  be  swim- 
ming about  in  the  theatrical  pond  without 
exactly  knowing  Just  where  she  Is  to  find 
a  solid  footing.  When  she  and  the  re- 
doubtable David  Belasco  parted  company 
one  day  last  summer  she  held  her  head 
high  and  .said  she  did  not  care.  She 
forthwith  signed  a  five-year  contract  with 
Charles  Dillingham,  and  not  long  after- 
ward It  was  announced  that  she  would 
appear  in  a  new  play  called  "Cleo,"  writ- 
ten by  Edwin  Milton  Royle.  The  opening 
was  postponed  from  one  date  to  another, 
and  then  came  the  announcetnent  that 
Mr.  Royle  did  not  like  the  way  his  play 
was*  being  adapted,  and  sought  the  in- 
junction of  the  court  to  prevent  Mrs. 
Carter  and  her  manager  from  presenting 
his  play  at  all.  And  so  the  actress  Is 
without  a  vehicle!  Now  comes  the  latest 
news  to  the  effect  that  all  along  she  had 
been  hoping  to  patch  up  her  difficulties 
with  her  former  manager,  Belsco.  It 
seems,  however,  that  he  has  transferred 
all  his  attention  to  his  new  star,  a  young 
lady  named  Frances  Starr,  and  that  he  Is 
Ignorant  of  the  existence  of  Mrs.  Carter. 
She  in  turn  has  entered  huit  for  $250,(»0, 
which,  she  claims,  Belasco  owes  her  out 
of  the  profits  of  her  successes  while  under 
his  direction.  She  asserts  that  she  was  a 
partner  with  him  in  these  enterprises  and 
that  there  never  was  an  accoiratlng.  It 
will  be  Interesting  to  learn  what  the  out- 
come of  this  controversy  will  be.  In  the 
meantime,  Mrs.  Carter  is  inactive,  pro- 
fessionally speaking,  and  It  is  even  added 
that  Mr.  Dillingham  is  willing  to  release 
her  from  her  contract  for  a  considera- 
tion.

Whether  by  coincidence  or  shrewd 
calculation,  the  Shuberts  have  deter- 
mined upoh  a  revival  of  Wilde's  epi- 
grammatic society  comedy,  "Lady 
Windermere's  Fan."  with  Virginia  Har- 
ned  and  Lena  Ashwell.  the  English  act- 
ress, in  the  casts.

Silent  figures  tiptoe  about 
the  low  celled  adobe  room,  snuff  out  the 
candles  and  silently  steal  back  to  their 
places.  The  little  muchchos  (boys) 
snuggle  closer  to  the  niadres  (mothers) 
and  hold  their  breath.     Then  It  comes. 

In  the  doorway  of  an  adjoining  room 
a  glare  of  red  light  shoots  up.  There 
is  a  terrible  groan,  a  rattle  of  swords 
and  a  clanging  of  bells.  Suddenly  Lu- 
cifer (el  dlablo)  springs  down  upon  the 
shepherds.  However,  he  darts  to  one 
side  as  the  demented  hermit  confronts 
him  with  the  cross,  and  when  the  can- 
dles are  relighted  he  runs  wildly  about 
the  room  pretendliig  to  write  in  a  book 
tho  names  of  those  present  who.  upon 
their  death,  will  be  condemned  to  hell 
To  the  older  Mexicans  he  is  somewhat 
of  a  Joke,  as  he  makes  crude,  humor- 
ous remarks,  rattles  his  sword  and 
swishes  his  sheepskin  tall  about  In 
realistic  fashion.  To  the  children  he 
is  a  demon.  They  fear  him  greatly 
and  when  he  approaches  the  little  ones 
hastily  make  the  sign  of  the  cross  and 
seek  cover  under  the  madre's  mantilla. 

From  that  scene  until  the  end  of  the 
opera  Lucifer  plays  the  most  Impor- 
tant role  In  the  opera.

San  Miguel  Is 
about  to  kill  the  dlablo,  but  the  latter 
pretends  to  repent  and  says:  "Spare  my 
life,  for  now  has  the  time  of  the  redemp- 
tion of  mankind  come  upon  the  earth. 
I  am  repentant,  sorrowful,  filled  with 
shame,  for  I  am  the  father  of  many  sin- 
ners." 

"Arise,  and  go  In  peace.'*  says  San 
Miguel.  Lucifer  springs  up,  sword  in 
hand  and  raging,  tries  to  kill  the  angel. 
Again  the  good  and  bad  battle  until  Luci- 
fer is  hurled  to  tho  earth  dead.  San 
Miguel  then  places  a  foot  upon  the  body, 
raises  the  sword  toward  heaven  and  sings 
a  song  of  victory— God  has  conquered 
hell. 

As  the  song  Is  finished  the  angel  goes 
to  the  shepherds,  touches  them  upon  their 
shoulders  with  the  sword  and  bids  them 
hasten  to  the  stable  near  Bethlehem, 
where  a  Savior  has  just  been  born.  The 
lights  are  out.  for  it  is  supposedly  a  dark 
night.  The  great  star  guides  the  pas- 
tores  and,  singing,  they  reach  the  lowly 
stable. 

At  this  point  the  singing  stops.  Each 
shepherd  walks  slowly  back,  then  chant- 
ing a  song  of  adoration,  approaches  the 
little  altar  on  which  Is  the  statue  of  the 
Infant  Jesus.  Kneeling,  each  shepherd 
bowa  his  head  In  prayer,  kisses  the  statue 
and   then  steps   back. 

The  shepherds  then  begin  in  chorus  the 
chanting  of  a  hymn  of  adoration  which  is 
quite  pretty.  Taken  from  the  Spanish  it 
rims  about  as  follows: 

Farewell  Joseph,  farewell  Mary, 
Farewell  gentle  Lamb  of  God. 
Give  us  Thy  benediction 
To  the  poor  shepherds  and  to  the  hermit. 
Grant  us  life  and  health  for  the  years  to 
come. 


Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Feb.  9. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Na-Tah-We-Gah- 
Bow,  the  old  Indian  chief  who  passed 
into  eternity  a  few  days  ago,  leaves 
behind  him  an  imprint  on  the  minds 
of  his  tribesmen  which  will  be  cher- 
ished with  all  the  admiration  and  love 
which  is  due  a  great  chief.  The  de- 
ceased worked  harder  and  more  de- 
voutly for  the  welfare  of  the  Chippe- 
wa Indians  than  any  member  of  his 
tribe,  and  there  never  was  a  more  in- 
telligent, sober.  Industrious  and  up- 
right inhabitant  of  the  wigwam  than 
this  old  chief. 

He  was  born  seventy-five  years  ago 
near    where    now    stands    the    Indian 
mission  school  of  Cass  Lake.     During 
these  seventy-five  years  he  lived  in  the 
same  locality.     His  liking  for  his  natal 
home  was  too  great  for  him  to  change. 
At  the  age  of  45  he  became  the  hered- 
itary chief  of  the  Cass  Lake  band  of 
Indiani^      It   was   then   that   his   good 
work    began.      He    seemed    to    realize, 
like  the  president  of  a  great  organiza- 
tion,  that  he  held  a  respon.sible  posi- 
tion.     He   tried   to   Impress   upon    his 
people  the  necessity  of  Industry,  with 
agriculture  foremost.  He  begged  them 
to  refrain  from  the  use  of  intoxicants, 
pointing  out  their  evil  effects,  and  im- 
plored his  people  to  have  their  chil- 
dren  sent   to   school,    and   in    his   best 
way  possible  showed  the  value  of  edu- 
cation.     He    strongly    advocated    and 
urged  that   the   United   States  govern- 
ment    establish     educational     instltu- 
tions'On  the  reservations  in  order  that 
the    younger      children      might    begin 
their  attendance  at  school  at  any  early 
age  and  not  be  taken  for  a  long  period 
of  years  to  a  non-reservation  school, 
where   they  could  not   see  their   par- 
ents.

He 
has  often  talked  these  matters  over 
with  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Rodwell,  super- 
intendent of  the  Cass  Lake  Indians, 
and  expressed  a  hope  that  he  would 
live  until  such  a  time  when  his  people 
would  receive  the  benefit,  which  he 
thought  they  would  receive,  when  In- 
dustrious farmers  would  occupy  all 
the  land  embraced  within  this  re- 
serve, except  such  as  were  allotted  to 
members  of  his  tribe,  whereby  his  peo- 
ple would  always  have  the  object  les- 
son before  them  in  modern  agricul- 
ture. 


The  esteem  and  love  in  which  he 
was  held  by  his  fellow  tribesmen  won 
for  him  a  great  influence  and  his  ac- 
tions and  opinions  were  always  ratified 
by  his  people. 

Dr.  Rodwell  has  known  the  old  chief 
for  seven  years,  and  states  that  his 
manly  qualities,  hla  conservative  per- 
severance and  his  ever  willing  spirit 
made  him  the  pride  of  the  tribe.  He 
further  states  that  he  always  advised 
a  spirit  of  temperance,  was  conserva- 
tive to  his  people  and  a  great  help  to 
anyone  in  authority  among  his  people. 
He  was  unable  to  speak  English,  was 
a  believer  of  the  Christian  religion 
and  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal 
church. 

Although  married  for  fifty  years  he 
has  had  no  children.  The  old  chief  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  two  brothers  at 
Red  Lake  and  a  sister  here.  The  fu- 
neral services  were  held  at  the  Mis- 
sion Episcopal  church  last  Saturday, 
Rev.  Charles  Wright,  the  Indian  mis-

The  late  Carl  Schurz.  United  States 
miid.^ter  to  Spain  and  senator  at 
Washington,  w-as  an  editor,  both  be- 
fore and  after  his  period  of  greatest 
activity  in  public  life.  Henry  VUlard, 
who  employed  Schurz  as  editor  of 
tiie  New  York  Evening  Post  for  a 
number  of  years,  and,  like  him,  a 
German  who  came  here  because  of 
the  revolution  of  184*,  began  life  In 
America  as  a  newspaper  %vrlter.  He 
abandoned  the  calling  after  nearly 
twenty  years  to  go  Into  Northern'Pa- 
cific,  in  which.,  operating  with  Im- 
perial audacity,  he  won  and  lost  sev- 
eral great  fortunes;  luckily  he  was 
able  to  hold  on  to  his  last  one — 
and    he    died   owning   a    famous    paper

In  New  York.  Both  Schurz  and  VU- 
lard began  as  writers  on  German 
papers,  not  venturing  Into  English 
until  they  had  thoroughly  studied  the 
language,  the  politics"  and  the  na- 
tional  life  of   the  rei)ubllc. 

Any  number  of  multi-mlUlonalres 
have  backed  newspapers,  some  for 
political  purposes,  but  not  often  with 
any  great  success.  Jay  Gould  was 
the  financial  power  behind  the  New 
York  World  for  a  number  of  years 
before  the  paper  was  purchased  and 
rehabilitated  by  Joseph  PuUzer.  Collis 
P.  Huntington  put  up  much  money 
for  a  once  well  known  but  now  de- 
funct New  York  newspaper.  James 
J.  Hill  owned  his  own  new.spaper 
organ  at  St.  Paul  for  several  yeiars. 
Senator  Dryden  of  New  Jersey,  in- 
surance king;,  was  part  owner  of  a 
Newark  newsi>aper  for  some  time. 
The  only  multi-millionaire  ";yho  has 
openly  directed  a  newspaper,  how- 
ever, is  William  Waldorf  Astor,  and 
his  Pall  Mall  Gazette  Is  published 
In   England,   not  In  America. 

Lewis  Stuyvesant  Chanler,  his  rela- 
tive, now  lieutenant  governor  of  New 
York,  owns  a  country  weekly,  which 
he  bought  for  political  purposes,  a 
few  years  ago.  Mr.  Chanler  did  not 
edit  the  paper,  however,  he  hired  an 
editor,  and  then,  when  the  paper  had

Prank  H.  Vanderllp,  vice  president 
of  the  City  National  bank,  New  Y^ork, 
chief  of  the  Rockefeller  financial  in- 
stitutions, didn't  begin  as  a  news- 
paper man„  but  the  training  he  got 
on  the  Chicago  Tribune  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  him  in  his  financial 
career.  He  was  helped  while  on  the 
Tribune  by  John  E.  \Vilkie»  now  chief 
of  the  United  States  secret  service, 
but  then  the  Tribune's  assistant  city 
editor. 

Wllkie's  father  was  Franc  B.  Wil- 
kle, for  many  years  the  power  next 
the  throne  when  W.  F.  Storey's  Chi- 
cago Times  was  at  Its  best.  As 
••Polluto,"  the  elder  Wllkie  wrote  a 
contribution  for  the  paper  nearly 
every  day,  and  his  fame  was  spread 
wherever  the  Times  waa  known. 
Young^  Wllkie  started  in  on  news- 
paper life  under  the  most  favorq,ble 
conditions,  and  might  have  reached 
any  Journalistic  level  he  chose  to  | 
work  for.  However,  his  natui-al  bent 
w^as  In  the  direction  of  crime  detec- 
tion, and  he  showed  his  ability  In  i 
that  line  in  1878,  when  he  had  been 
working  tewelve  months  on  the  paper, 
but  was  still  two  years  less  than 
20. 

A  grocery  store  In  Chicago  was 
burned.  Incendiarism  was  su.spected 
from  the  fact  that  a  metal  ring  had 
been  driven  over  the  top  of  the  near- 
est fire  hydrant,  so  that  the  water 
was  turned  on  only  after  much  delay. 
The  proprietor  seemed  to  prove  an 
alibi  by  arri\'ing  from  out  of  town 
on  a  local  train  while  the  ruins  were 
still  smoking.  This  threw  the  police 
completely  off  the  scent,  but  not 
young  Wilkle.  He  probed  about  in 
the  ruins  until  he  turned  up  a  tin- 
type of  the  prot>pletor,  on  the  back 
of  which  wa3  written  another  name 
than  his  own  and  a  Philadelphia  ad- 
dress. 

The  telltale  tintype  was  sent  to 
Philadelphia,  where  it  was  recog- 
nized as  that  of  a  man  who  had  left 
the  city  some  years  earlier,  leaving 
many  obligations  behind  him.  A 
warrant  for  his  arrest  was  sent  to 
Chicago,  and  when  he  was  taken 
In.  believing  that  the  truth  with  re- 
gard to  the  burning  of  his  store  was 
known,  he  confessed  that  he  had  set 
fire  to  it  In  oredr  to  ge  the  Insur- 
ance money,  had  hurried  away  from 
the  city  secretly  by  beating  his  way 
On  a  freight  train,  which  he  had  left 
at  Joliet  to  take  a  passenger  train 
hack  to  town.  All  this  read  well  In 
the  paper,  gave  Wllkie  a  reputation 
as  one  who  knew  how  to  got  a 
"scoop,"  and  sent  the  groceryman 
to  the  Joliet  penitentiary,  to  remain 
for  a  term  of  years. 

Wilkie  is  now  37.  Vanderllp  Is  four 
years  younger.  He  was  a  farmer's  son 
and  lived  near  Aurora,  111.  He  wanted 
to  be  a  machinist  and  got  a  place  as 
an  apprentice  in  the  railroad  shops 
near  that  town,  beginning  at  $2  a  week. 
Before  he  had  risen  very  high  he  de- 
cided that  a  machinist's  life  was  not 
for  him,  and  somehow  saved  enough 
out  of  his  earnings  to  pay  his  way  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  for  a  year. 
Going  back  to  the  university,  he  stud- 
led  shorthand,  practicing  with  chalk 
on  the  bench  of  a  lathe.  He  was  rapidly 
becoming  a  flrst-clas  machinist,  and 
one  day  the  formeman  had  his  wages 
raised. 

The  young  man  threw  up  his  job  at 
once,  on  the  ground,  he  explained,  that 
he  was  afraid  that  he  would  not  have 
the  necessary  courage  to  do  so  later. 
after  he  had  been  raised  another  notch 


or  two.  In  this  way  entering  a  calling 
which    would    be    more    interesting    to 
him  than   the  machinist's  trade. 
Wilkie  Helped  Vanderlip. 

Vanderllp's  first  adventure  in  Chi- 
cago, where  he  went  from  Aurora,  was 
as  stenographer  for  a  business  hous3, 
but  he  soon  became  a  reporter  on  the 
Tribune.  He  first  met  Wilkle  in  the  of- 
fice of  that  paper.  Wilkle  liked  him  and 
he  liked  Wilkie.  One  day  Vanderllp  be- 
came despondent  over  his  work  and 
told  Wllkie  that  he  was  going  to  try 
something  else.  Wilkle  wouldn't  have 
It;  he  assured  his  friend  that  he  was 
all  right  and  helped  him  over  the  hard 
spots. 

A  little  time  afterward  Vanderllp  In- 
terviewed Lyman  L.  Gage,  then  a  bank 
president,  and  got  all  the  facts  straight 
in  the  paper  next  day.  This  made  Gage 
his  friend  and  led  to  the  young  man's 
financial  career,  first  as  editor  of  the 
Economist  of  Chicago,  then  as  Gage's 
private  secretary  at  Washington,  w^here 
the  latter  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
treasury  department,  and  next  as  as- 
sistant secretary  of  the  treasurj',  from 
which  place  he  was  graduated  into  his 
present  job  aa  one  of  Mr.  Rockefeller's 
bankers. 

When  Wllkie  got  ready  to  leave  the 
Chicago  Tribune  and  take  charge  of  a 
steamship  and  banking  agency  in  Lon- 
don, Vanderlip  gave  him  a  dinner,  at 
which  he  told  how  Wilkie  had  tided 
him  over  his  period  of  discouragement.

At  the  mass  meeting  of  the  citizens 
of  Virginia  held  this  week  to  discuss 
the  proposed  iron  ore  tonnagQ  tax  bills 
now  before  the  state  legislature,  the 
following  statement  of  the  probaljle  ef- 
fect of  such  a  law  upon  the  schools 
in  the  range  cities  and  village,  made 
by  Supt.  Lafayette  Bliss,  was  ordered 
published; 

At  the  last  general  election  the 
people  voted  on  and  carried  a  tax 
amendment  to  the  state  constitution. 
This  was  the  first  step  toward  chang- 
ing the  method  of  taxing  iron  ore, 
the  aim  being  to  levy  a  tonnage  tax 
which  revenue  should  be  paid  directly 
into  the  state  treasury,  and  also  U 
possible  to  leave  undisturbed  the  pres- 
ent system  of  taxing  the  ore  in  the 
ground  as  real  estate,  for  the  support 
of  local  public  institutions.  The  sec- 
and  steps  in  this  scheme  appears  In 
the  recent  Introduction  into  the  legis- 
lature of  several  bills  the  purport  of 
which  is  the  levying  of  a  tonnage  tax 
of  5  cents  a  ton  on  every  ton  of  ore 
taken  from  the  mines,  the  entire 
amount  thus  raised  to  be  paid  into  the 
state  treasury. 

I  am  called  upon  to  briefly  explain 
the  effect  this  new  mode  of  tonnage 
tax  of  Iron  ore  would  have  on  the 
school  revenues,  provided  the  proposed 
bill  goes  into  effect,  and  the  power  of 
levying  local  taxes  on  the  ore  in  the 
ground,  is  taken  from  the  several  lo- 
calities on   the  range. 

The  sources  of  revenue  of  any  pub- 
lic school  district  in  Minnesota  are 
mainly  from  the  general  school  fund, 
the  state  one  mill  tax.  the  county  one 
mill  tax  and  the  local  tax  on  all  the 
personal  property  and  real  estate  in  the 
district. 

Of  these  different  sources  of  revenue, 
the  local  tax  supplies  by  far  the  great- 
est amount.  Here  in  our  own  district 
of  Virginia,  district  22.  It  requires  this 
school  year  about  $60,000  for  running 
expenses;  this  does  not  Include  the 
amounts  required  for  erecting  new 
buildings.  Of  this  $60,000.  $48,000  is 
raised  by  local  tax.  the  permanent 
school  fund,  state  one  mill  tax  and 
mill     tax,    supplying    the

I  am  aware  that  a  5umt>er  of 
Southern  Minnesota  statesmen  assure 
ua  that  there  Is  no  danger.  That  our 
local  tax  will  remain  the  saihe;  and 
undisturbed,  even  if  the  tonnage  tax 
is  paid.  This  Is  the  siren's  song  that 
lulled  us  to  sleep  at  the  last  election, 
when  the  wholo  range  should  have 
voted  solidly  against  the  tax  amend- 
ment clause  to  the  constitution, 
which  I  understand  carried.  It  is  not 
the  part  of  common  sense  to  believe 
that  If  a  tonnage  tax  is  imposed  on 
iron  ore,  that  the  same  ore  oaii  i>e 
taxed  in  the  ground.  This  would  be 
equivalent  to  double  taxation,  which 
is  unjust  and  sure4y  would  not  be 
allowed  to  stand  by  the  supreme 
court. 

Railroad  corporations,  experienced 
in  early  days  this  attempt  to  tax 
their  proi>erty  as  personal  and  real* 
and  also  to  tax  their  gross  earnings. 
The  courts  have  uniformly  decided 
that  when  property  is  taxed  Ln  one 
way,  or  by  one  method,  it  cannot  be 
taxed  again  by  a  second  method. 
Hence,  if  iron  ore  is  taxed  in  the 
stockpile,  or  after  It  is  loaded  on 
the  car,  it  cannot  be  also  taxed  in 
the  ground. 

Therefore  if  the  tonnage  tax  is  pass- 
ed and  is  enforced,  I  do  not  have  tho 
slightest  doubt  that  all  the  mining 
companies  will  be  relieved  from  all 
forms  of  local  taxation  just  as  the 
railroads  now  are,  because  thoy  pay 
on  their  gross  earnings. 

The  question  now  arises,  what  can 
be  done?  One  thing  that  can  be  done 
Is  this.  When  the  joint  committee  from 
tho  legislature  calls  upon  us,  which 
thoy  are  very  sure  to  do.  we  must 
courteouslt.  but  none  tho  less  strenu- 
ously labor  with  them  and  try  to  makt- 
them  see  the  error  of  their  ways.  The 
hungry  hoard  of  politicians  in  the 
Southern  part  of  the  state  imagine 
they  are  "getting  after  the  mlnln?  I 
companies;"  they  do  not  as  vet  ap- 
preciate the  wrong  they  are  infiictin*' 
upon  SO.OOO  of  their  fellow  citizens  who 
are  living  on  the  range  and  developing 
It.  This  fact  we  must  bring  before  them

TUNGSTEN  ONE  OF  RAREST  METALS 

Demand  Exceeds  Supply  to  Great  Extent—Is  to  Steel 
Like  Copper  to  Electricity-The  Source  of  Supply. 


Harry  Bush.  M.  E.,  now  of  Butte, 
Mont.,  and  formerly  of  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa,  who  for  thirty  years  has 
had  extensive  experience  as  a  mining 
operator.  Is  at  present  In  Duluth  and 
yesterday  showed  to  the  Herald  a  quan- 
tity of  specimens  of  tungsten,  a  rare 
metal  with  which  comparatively  few 
people  are  acquainted.  The  specimens 
which  Mr.  Bush  exhibited  came  from 
Montana.  Regarding  tungsten,  Mr. 
Bush  gave  the  following  interestinar 
Information: 

"The  commercial  uses  of  tungsten 
are  assured  both  as  to  market  and 
price.  In  the  beginning  one  or  two  car- 
Toads  of  tungsten  concentrates  would 
have  overstocked  the  market  but  since 
the  supply  seems  assured,  new  usagea 
have  been  found  for  this  mineral,  and 
not  only  is  it  now  used  largely  in  steel 
manufacture  but  it  is  also  employed  in 
making  wood  fireproof  and  very  dur- 
able. The  ustrs  of  tungsten  have  been 
branching  out  so  rapidly  that  they  have 
found  that  this  metal  is  as  much  to 
be  desired  as  any  of  the  commercial 
metals  even  though  In  s.-naller  quan- 
tities. At  the  same  time  tiiose  who 
have  be<  n  using  tungsten  steel  demand 
Jt,  and  therefore  the  market  for  the 
metal  has  been  made  better,  both  by 
the   manufacturers  and    the   consumers. 

"The  chief  sources  of  the  metal  are 
■wolframite,  hubnerits  and  scheolite,  in 
associatU>n  with  which  are  often  found 
cassiterite,  .'lurifereous  pyrite  and  oth- 
er substances  from  which  the  tungsten 
must  be  freed  to  be  of  value  industrial- 
ly. By  hand  sorting,  crushing  and  Jig- 
King  it  is  possible  to  eliminate  the  im- 
purities and  enrich  the  tenor  of  tung- 
sten in  the  ore.  Not  frequently  the  ore 
as  mined  will  contain  only  5  per  cent 
of  metallic  tungsten;  and  to  be  market- 
able, it  must  be  brought  to  an  average 
of  50  to  70  per  cent  tungstic  acid,  the 
unit  basis  of  selling  price.  It  Is  essen- 
tial thiit  the  ore  be  free  from  puos- 
phorus  and  sulpliur.  At  present  an  ore 
averaging  tW  per  cent  can  be  sold  in 
New  York  at  $S  per  unit,  and  evt  n  a 
much  higher  figure  Is  obtainable  in 
Europe. 

"The  demand  exceed.s  the  supply  to 
an  enormous  extent  and  a  thousand 
prospectors  and  scientists  employed  by 
the  various  governments  and  steel  in- 
dustries are  searching  the  earth  for 
this  marvelous  deposit  so  much  need- 
ed and  so  rare.  To  steel  this  rare 
metal  Is  like  copper  to  electricity. 
Tungsten  finds  its  greatest  consump- 
tion in  the  steel  industry  noticeably 
In  Europe,  where  the  dem.nnd  is  about 
ten  times  greater  than  as  yet  in  Amer- 
ica. Though  only  5  per  cent  to  i*  per 
cent  tungsten  is  needed  in  the  mix- 
ture of  socalled  self-hardening  steel, 
the  present  low  grade  production  in 
America  is  so  Inadetjuate  that  the  for- 
eign demand  alone  for  the  metal  cannot 
be  even   approximately  met. 

"Tungsten  metal  mad*^  in  the  electrical 
furnice  and  analyzing  '.%  per  cent  sells 
at  $1.25  per  pound  in  New  York.  Metallic 
tungsten   has  a  sptcific  gravity  of  1S'.7.   is 


practically  free  from  carbon,  can  bo 
welded  and  filed  like  iron,  and  when  used 
as  an  alloy,  as  for  example  in  the  manu- 
facture of  tungsten  tool  steel,  the  pro- 
duct has  all  the  hardness  of  tunbsten  it- 
self, even  when  heated  to  temperatures 
that  would  rapidly  draw  the  temper  from 
the  ordinary  high  carbon  steel.  In  tlie 
manufacture  of  permanent  magnets  used 
in  the  construction  of  electric  meters  the 
steel  employed  contains  approximately  5 
to  6  per  cent  tungsten.  An  alloy  of  5 
per  cent  tungsten  and  6  per  cent  steel 
will  make  a  shell  for  lead  bulleis  \hat 
has  much  higher  penetrating  power  than 
ordinary  lead.  Tungsten  steel  is  impera- 
tive for  heavy  guns  and  armour  plate. 
Metallic  aluminum  can  be  hardened  ad- 
vantageously with  tungsten,  its  resistance 
to  oxidization  making  it  much  superior  to 
copper.  A  small  percentage  of  tungsten 
will  greatly  increase  the  carrying  power 
of  spring  steel.  Tunghten  steel  is  em- 
ployed in  the  sounding  plates  in  pianos. 
Vegetable  tissues  are  rendered  incombus- 
tible by  the  use  of  tungsten  compounds. 

"Energetic  prospecting  due  to  an  in- 
creased demand  and  higlier  prices  has 
proved  the  existence  of  tungsten-bearing 
deposits  in  the  Ignited  States,  Australia, 
Canada,  New  Zealand.  Great  Britain, 
Saxony,  Bc»hemia  and  Spain;  but  not  all 
of  these  deposits  are  pro*Biclive  of  good 
mineral— a  fact  that  partly  explains  the 
maintenance  of  remunerative  prices  for 
tungsten. 

"The  report  of  a  steady  demand"  for 
tungsten  in  the  steel  industry  has  mode 
the  <|uestion  of  a  reliable  and  regular  sup- 
ply of  this  new  mineral  of  worldwide  im- 
portance. Tills  demand  Is  growing  to  a 
very  heavy  extent,  and  the  question  of 
supply  is  a  source  of  much  comment  and 
anxietv-  to  all  consumers.  The  deposits 
known  are  few  and  uncertain,  the  prin- 
cipal supply  coming  from  Australia  and 
being  absorbed  by  England  and  Ger- 
many. 

"A  deposit  of  much  moment  has  been

The  expansion  of  the  Industry  has 
been  a  marvelous  one.  and  the  busi- 
ness, ns  a  whole,  has  been  a  flourish- 
ing and  profitable  one,  despite  the 
numerous  periods  of  depression,  the 
many  instances  where  failures  have 
been  scored,  and  the  dolorous  predic- 
tions so  numerously  recorded  in  for- 
mer years.  The  first  great  "scare"  was 
given  the  mine  operators  In  1877,  when 
the  Menominee  range  begun  shipping. 
At  that  time  the  total  annual  produc- 
tion of  Lake  Superior  ore  was  less  than 
1,000,000  tons,  or  not  as  much  as  is  now 
mined  in  one  year  by  a  number  of 
single  properties.  Previous  to  the  year 
named  the  Marquette  range  was  the 
only  developed  field  of  the  lake  dis- 
trict, though  even  then  ore  was  known 
to  exist  on  the  Gogebic,  at  that  time 
a  wilderness,  and  was  surmised  to  also 
exist  In  the  almost  Impenetrable  for- 
ests of  the  Mesaba.  north  of  Duluth, 
then  a  scrubby  town  with  a  past,  but 
uiparently  minus  a  future,  Inhabited 
bv  some  1,500  people. 

The  prophecies  regarding-  the  evil  ef- 
feete  certain  to  result  from  the  open- 
ing of  the  Menominee  were  not  sub- 
stantiated by  developments,  and  It  was 
found  that  there  was  ample  demand  for 
the  product  of  the  miner  of  both 
ranges.  Despite  the  experience  of  the 
past,  the  same  grim  predictions  of  Im- 
mediate and  overwhelming  disaster 
were  once  more  voiced  by  the  same 
prophets,  seven  years  later.  when 
twins  were  born  to  the  iron  district  in 
the  shape  of  two  new  ranges,  the  Goge- 
bic and  the  Vermilion.  The  new  field 
throve  wonderfully,  but  strange  to  say 
the  old  ranges  also  prospered.  How- 
ever, this  did  not  deter  the  prohpets 
of  evil  from  again  raising  their  voices 
in  lamentations  when  the  Mesab.T.  made 
Its  first  shipment  In  1892.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  Mesaba  was  contemporane- 


ous with  the  panic  period  beginning  in 
1893,  and  taking  Into  consideration  the 
vast  ore  resource«f  of  that  range,  and 
the  ease  with  whlph  the  ore  was  won 
by  steam  shovel,  there  was  certainly 
cause  for  greater  apprehension  than 
even  before,  Th^  outcome,  however,  has 
shown  that  there  Is  ample  room  for  all 
of  the  ranges,  and  without  the  Mesaba 
It  would  have  been  a  matter  of  diffl- 
culty  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
furnaces  even  In  1889. 

A  feature  of  the  ake  Superior  situa- 
tion that  has  excited  the  apprehension 
of  close  students  of  the  iron  and  steel 
trade  is  the  depletion  of  the  available 
reserves  of  liessemer  ore.  The  larger 
companies  are  constantly  exploring 
mineral  lands,  and  new  ore  bodies  of 
high-grade  are  frequently  found,  but 
these  new  ore  measures  can,  at  most, 
but  make  good  the  depletions  caused 
by  the  extensive  mining  operations. 
The  time  is  coming-in  fact,  it  is  al- 
ready at  hand— when  the  lake  district 
will  furnish  a  large  share  of  its  pro- 
duction in  low  grade  ores,  of  which 
there  are  enormous  deposits. 

The  hydraulic  plant  of  the  Steel  cor- 
poration at  Quinnesee  Falls,  Menominee 
range,  lias  been  idle  for  some  days  latter- 
ly, and  as  a  result  mining  operations 
at  the  big  Chapln  mine  at  Iron  Mountain 
have  been  nearly  at  a  standstill,  several 
hundred  taking  an  enforced  vacation. 
The  trouble  is  caused  by  drift  ice  In  the 
river.  This  ice  was  carried  under  the 
top  ice  below  the  works,  and,  in  time, 
formed  a  dam.  The  water  in  the  river 
was  thus  backed  up  and  flooded  the 
works.  At  the  Saginaw  mine  at  Norway 
the  work  of  sinking  a  winze  from  the 
second  level  down,  preparatory  to  opening 
up  the  third  level.  Is  in  progress.  The 
wlnzo  is  in  good  ore.  Considerable  water 
has  been  encountered,  but  the  fact  that 
it  has  been  lowered  recently  Indicates 
that  It  was  only  the  dead  water  from  the 
old   workings. 

A    new    engine    of    150-horse    power    ca- 

£aclty  has  been  delivered  at  the  Buffalo 
;  Susquehanna  company's  Munro  mine, 
in  Dickinson  county.  The  Munro  is  an 
open-pit  property,  mined  through  the 
milling  method.  An  order  has  also  been 
placed  for  a  No.  7^  crusher,  which  will 
be  received  in  the  spring.  The  No.  6 
crusher  now  in  use  will  bo  shipped  to  the 
company's  Ohio  mine  at  Michigamme, 
Marquette  range.  New  machinery  has 
also  been  ordered  for  the  company's 
Hiawatha  mine  at  Iron  River,  Menominee 
range,  the  plant  including  a  150-horse 
power  Corliss  engine.  Representatives  of 
the  Welllston  Iron  &  Steel  Company  of 
Welllston,  Ohio,  a  new-comer  in  the  Lake 
Superior  region,  have  been  in  the  Iron 
River  district  recently,  looking  over  lands 
with  a  view  of  taking  mining  options  If 
the  available  tracts  are  found  favorably 
situated.  It  Is  understood  that  a  lease 
has  been  taken  on  the  Kinney  home- 
stead, adjoining  Pickands  Mather  &  Co.'s 
Baltic  mine  in  Spring  Valley,  and  several 
other  options  on  promising  properties  are 
under  negotiations. 

On  the  Gogebic  range  the  work  of 
sinking  No.  1  shaft  at  the  Germania 
mine  to  lower  levels  has  been  taken  up. 
It  is  believed  from  indications  in  the 
bottom  of  the  mine  at  the  present  time 
that  additional  depth  will  reveal  much 
more  extensive  ore  bodies.  The  Ashland 
Iron  &  Steel  company,  which  operates  the 
Yale  mine,  formerly  the  West  Colby,  is 
employing  several  hundred  men  in  its 
wood  camps  in  the  vicinity  of  Mellen, 
where  hardwood  timber  for  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  charcoal  at  the  Ashland 
plant  is  being  cut.  Some  4,000  cords  of 
tlie  wood  will  be  shipped  from  Mellen 
monthly. 

Twenty-five  additional  dwelling  houses 
are  to  be  erected  this  spring  by  the 
Cleveland-ClIlTs  Iron  company  at  the  new 
Austin  mine  location  in  the  Swanzy  dis- 
trict of  the  Marquette  range.  The  build- 
ings will  be  similar  in  design  and  size 
to  a  number  erected  at  the  location  the 
past  two  or  three  years.  The  company 
has  as  fine  a  lot  of  houses  for  its  em- 
ployes at  the  Austin  as  can  be  found  In 
any  mining  district  in  the  United  States. 
All  are  equipped  with  sewerage  and 
water,  and  it  is  quite  po.sslble  that  after 
the  big  power  plant  at  the  mine  is  com- 
pleted, electric  lights  will  also  be  put  in. 
Over  thirty  dwellings  are  now  occupied 
by  men  employed  about  the  mine,  but 
nearly  as  many  more  are  needed  to  take 
care  of  the  married  men  and  their  fam- 
ilies who  desire  to  locate  tliere. 


black  talc,  which  leads  to  the  belief 
that,  instead  of  vein  covering,  as,  has 
been  supposed  by  some,  it  is  a  vein,  for 
talc  is  seldom,  if  ever,  found  anywhere 
except  on  orte-  or  both  walls  or  In  the 
veins  of  the  mines  of  the  Butte  dis- 
trict.

The  Butte  &  Superior  company  is 
making-  good  progress  in  the  sinking 
of  lis  shaft  from  the  600-foot  mark 
to  the  1,000,  nothwlthstandlng  that 
the  opening  is  In  the  vein.  The  bot- 
tom Is  now  close  to  the  600-foot 
mark.  No  crosscutting  will  be  done 
at  the  600,  for  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
compajiy  to  reach  the  copper  zone  as 
soon  as  possible.  Supt.  Davis  la 
rushing  the  work,  and  will  un- 
doubtedly strike  the  zone  as 
quickly  as  any  other  man  could.  The 
company  is  spending  about  $3,000,000 
in  the  purchase  of  property,  equip- 
ment and  work,  and  is  ably  financed 
for  what  it  has  undertaken.  Several 
payments  on  property  bought  by  it 
were  due  on  the  1st  of  this  month, 
but   were   made   before    the   1st.

A  new  boarding  house  and  an  elec- 
tric pump  for  throwing  water  from 
the  creek  to  the  boiler  plants  are 
among  the  improvements  made  recent- 
ly by  the  company.

Some  fine  specimens  of  copper  ore 
were  brought  down  from  the  property 
of  the  Cable  Consolidated  company 
last  week  and  are  on  exhibition  in  the 
office  of  the  company.  They  were  taken 
from  the  tunnel  level,  300  feet  beneath 
the  surface,  and  from  the  workings  off 
the  bottom  of  the  200-foot  shaft.  The 
drift  on  the  tunnel  level  has  cut  the 
apex  of  a  large  vein  of  copper  ore, 
which  shoot  is  a  new  discovery  in  the 
property.

The  Butte-New  York  Copper  company 
has  closed  a  deal  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Narrow  Gauge  mine,  one  of  the  old 
producers  of  the  Bult^  district,  and  se- 
cured options  on  several  other  claims  in 
the  vicinity  of  its  present  holdings, 
which  comprise  the  Colonel  Sellers,  Bird, 
Pollock  and  Florence,  of  course,  belong; 
to  the  Butte-Milwaukee  company,  but 
the  Butte-New  York  is  the  holding  com- 
pany of  that  corporation  and  the  prop- 
erty can  therefore  be  designated  as 
Butte-New  York. 

The  company  intends  to  add  to  its 
holdings  continuously  and  will  eventually 
i  have  a  large  group.  The  ground  is  all 
I  located  "a  short  distance  north  of  the 
property  of  •the  Butte  &  Superior  Cop- 
per company  and  is  strictly  in  the  cop- 
per zone.  The  Narrow  Gauge  is  owned 
by  John  Forbls  and  others  and  is  one 
of  the  old  producers  of  the  Butte  district. 
It  is  said  that  a  man  named  Thompson 
worked  it  under  lease  a  few  years  ago 
and  cleaned  up  a  profit  of  about  $100,000 
on  the  ore  extracted. 

The  work  of  equipping  the  Colonel  Sel- 
lers with  machinery  is  progressing  with 
all  possible  speed  at  the  command  of  the 
crow  and  will  be  finished  in  a  short  time.

Mining  is  in  progress  in  the  upper  lev- 
els of  the  property,  and  some  good  cop- 
per ore  Is  the  result.  It  is  the  Intention 
of  the  company  to  tap  the  vein  or  veins 
at  various  points  between  the  600  and  the 
bottom,  where  openings  have  not  been 
made    to    drift    east   and    west. 

The  company  will  be  In  shape  to  in- 
crease its  production  considerably,  prob- 
ably to  300  tons  a  day.  inside  of  six 
months.  When  it  first  began  work,  its 
possessions  comprised  only  23  acres  of

The  Colusa-Leonard  Extension  com- 
pany Is  cutting  a  station  at  the  300- 
foot  mark,  and  will  resume  sinking  as 
soon  as  the  job  is  finished.  It  has  ord- 
ered a  No.  9  Cameron  sinking  pump, 
which  will  be  used  In  draining  the  open- 
ing until  a  depth  of  at  least  500  feet  is 
reached.  It  has  ordered  an  air 
compressor,  and  expects  to  have  it  ready 
for  operation  in  about   two  weeks. 

The  bottom  of  the  shaft  is  In  soft  ma- 
terial now.  but  is  likely  to  encounter 
hard  granite  deeper.  It  is  a  mixture 
of    decomposed    granite    and    white    and 


to  be  set  up  at  the  1,100-foot  level  as 
soon    as    the   station    is    completed.

The  outlook  at  the  Denn-Arizona  at 
the  present  time  can  be  said  to  be  most 
favorable.  On  the  1,000-foot  level  the 
company  has  crosscut  eighty  feet  of 
ore,  and  drifting  has  been  begun  on 
this  ore  body  in  a  westerly  direction. 

On  the  1,100-foot  level,  in  a  crosscut 
started  the  early  part  of  last  wctk  na- 
tive copper  was  encountered  within 
twelve  feet  of  the  station  and  is  still 
present  in  the  workings.

With  the  final  settlement  of  the

The  work  at  the  mine  for  the  last 
week  has  been  confined  to  the  600  and 
900-foot  levels,  all  work  in  the  raise 
of  the  300-foot  level  having  been  shut 
down  on  account  of  bad  air. 

On  the  600-foot  level  the  drift  is 
now  in  eighty  feet  from  the  shaft  and 
is  pa.ssing  through  ledge  matter  carry- 
ing stringers  of  ore.  The  ground 
through  which  this  drift  Is  being  run 
has  been  soft  all  the  way  from  the 
station,  and  it  is  expected  that  ore 
may  be  encountered  at  any  time.

The  "Wolverine  &  Arizona  mine  is 
attracting  more  than  ordinary  atten- 
tion at  the  present  time.  The  company 
owns  nine  claims,  covering  an  approx- 
imate surface  area  of  160  acres,  and  ad- 
joins the  .Shattuck-Arizona,  Copper 
Queen  and  Pittsburg  &  Duluth  of  the 
Superior  &  Pittsburg  company's  hold- 
ings. Its  holdings  take  in  both  the 
north  and  south  slopes  of  the  Mule 
mountains,  giving  it  an  outlet  for  the 
shipping  or  reduction  of  ores  In  both 
directions. 

The  development  work  consists  of  a 
700-foot  shaft  on  the  south  side  of  the 
range,  from  which  several  thousand 
feet  of  laterals  have  been  run,  but 
without  developing  anything  of  value, 
although  copper  ore  has  been  found  in 
small  quantities  in  a  number  of  places. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  year  the 
company  decided  to  suspend  opera- 
tions in  Its  main  workings  and  pros- 
pect the  north  end  of  the  claims  by 
means    of    a    diamond    drill. 

A  portion  of  these  holdings  lying 
next  to  the  Shattuck-Arizona  ground, 
where  large  and  rich  bodies  of  ore 
had  recently  been  discovered,  led  the 
management  to  begin  sinking  a  drill 
hole  on  the  Warren  claim,  which  lies 
next  and  east  of  the  southwest  claim 
of  the  Shattuck  company,  from  which 
the  latter  company  is  now  extracting 
its   best   ore. 

At  a  depth  of  410  feet  the  drill  en- 
tered a  body  of  ore  which  will  sample 
from  6  to  12  per  cent  copper  and 
which  is  sixteen  feet  in  thickness. 
Upon  passing  through  this  ore  the 
drill  entered  some  very  badly  shat- 
tered ground,  and  the  hole  was  not 
able  to  hold  its  water.

The  Tucson  Citizen  says:  C.  E.  Orr  of 
Los  Angeles,  a  prominent  mining  repre- 
sentative of  the  Calumet  &  Arizona 
is  in  the  city  from  Los  Angeles.  It 
was  learned  that  he  will  pay  a  visit 
to  the  Twin  Buttes.  The  nature  of 
his  visit  could  not  be  learned.  There 
have  been  reports  from  time  to  time 
that  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  people  are 
contemplating  purchasing  the  Twin 
Buttes.  That  they  have  faith  in  the 
district  about  Twine  Buttes  was  shown 
by  their  purchase  of  the  Snyder  and 
Amaragosa  properties  for  a  good  sum.

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, Continued  from  Page  1,  Second  Section). 
Nevada  Consolidated  a  four  compart- 
ment shaft  is  down  to  the  420-foot 
level.  This  shaft  is  twenty-six  feet 
by  five  and  one-half  within  timbers, 
and  is  the  largest  in  the  district.  A 
steel  head  frame  will  shortly  be 
erected.  Orders  have  already  be>en 
given  for  the  installation  of  a  large 
crushing  plant  just  below  the  collar 
of  this  shaft.  At  the  240-foot  station 
a  drift  is  being  run  to  connect  with 
themain  tunnel  of  the  Ruth  mine. 
This  tunnel  is  now  extended  1,800  feet 
in  the  direction  of  the  .Star  Pointer, 
and  there  is  about  1,200  feet  still  to 
be  cut  before  reaching  the  face  of 
the  Star  Pointer  drift,  "When  this 
tunnel  is  completed  between  the  two 
properties,  the  huge  ore  dump  of  the 
Ruth,  which  contains  fully  100,000  tons 
of  ore,  will  be  carried  through  the 
tunnel  on  electric  trams  for  reduc- 
tion at  the  crusher  plant.  The  Ruth 
has  an  inclined  shaft  which  taps  the 
ore  body  at  the  600-foot  level.  To 
date  ovor  3,000  feet  of  drifting  and 
tunnelling  has  been  done  on  the 
Ruth,  and  millions  of  tons  of  ore  are 
already   blocked   out. 

At  the  Eureka  workings  the  tunnel 
has  reached  the  500-foot  level  and  over 
a  mile  and  a  half  of  tunneling  and 
drifting  from  the  shaft  has  opened 
up  large  ore  bodies.  Much  of  the  work 
at  both  the  Cumberland  Ely  and  Ne- 
vada Consolidated  mines  will  be  done 
by  the  caving  system,  but  at  the  Eure- 
ka a  battery  of  steam  shovels  will 
shortly  be  installed  for  the  purpose  «:f 
attacking  the  ore  body  from  the  out- 
side. Wherever  the  introduction  of 
steam  shovels  for  daylight  mining  is 
feasible  it  effects  a  very  material  sav- 
ing in  the  cost  of  production.  Over  300 
men  are  busily  engaged  at  the  smelter 
site,  grading,  trenching  and  putting  in 
foundations.  Carloads  of  equipment 
arrive  daily  and  work  is  being  pushed 
with  all  possible  dispatch. 

Throughout  the  Shell  Creek  range  In 
the  vicinty  of  the  smelter,  galena  ano 
silver  lead  ores  are  foimd  in  consider- 
able quantities.  Thus  far  compsfrative- 
ly  little  development  has  been  done, 
although  at  one  of  the  camps  practic- 
ally pure  galena  in  huge  pieces  has 
been  brought  to  the  surface.  Only  a 
short  distance  south  of  the  smelter  site 
a  find  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  60 
per  cent  lead  is  reported.  One  of  the 
most  Important  recent  discoveries 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  smelter  is  that  of 
a  large  deposit  of  brick  clay  of  excel- 
lent quality.  This  is  on  the  property  of 
the  Nevada  Consolidated,  which  is 
building  the  smelter  Jointly  with  the 
Cumberland  Ely.  The  two  companies 
have  already  entered  into  an  agreement 
jwith  Salt  Lake  parties  for  the  making 
on  the  spot  of  all  the  brick  used  in  the 
erection  of  the  smelter. 

Mineral  and  "near  mineral"  ground 
anywhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Ely  is  com- 
manding fancy  prices.  The  Incoming 
crowd  of  people  contains  a  goodly 
I  sprinkling  of  speculators,  who  are  more 
anxious  than  ever  to  get  in  on  the 
i  ground  floor.  Many  new  companies 
I  have  been  organized  within  the  past 
few  weeks.  Groups  of  claims  supposed 
to  be  within  the  mineral  belt,  but  on 
which  practically  no  development 
work  has  been  done,  are  being  quietly 
rounded  up.  It  seems  highly  probable 
that  not  a  few  of  the  new  comers  in 
I  Ely  are  buying  a  "blue  sky,"  but  they 
twill  hardly  be  able  to  discover  this  un- 
til the  snow  goes  in  the  spring.  Perhaps 
by  that  time  they  will  be  successful  in 
floating  a  company.

Washington,  Feb.  8.— ChaJrmaa 
.Shonts  of  the  Isthmian  canal  com- 
mission returned  to  Washington  last 
night,  and  was  at  his  office  today'. 
He  unqualifiedly  expressed  himaelf 
in  favor  of  building  the  canaJ  by 
contract.  He  said  that  the  great 
advantage  accruing  therefrom  would 
be  the  witnessing  of  Immediate  re- 
sults. "Contractora,"  he  said,  "have 
solved  the  labor  problem.  They  can 
get  what  they  want  and  we  can  get 
only  what  is  left.  Then,  again,  in 
oonstrucUng  the  oanal  they  couM 
bring  into  play  their  vast  combined 
experience,  skill  and  organ-lzallon, 
and  this  necessarily  would  effect  th« 
completion  of  the  work  In  much 
sooner  time  than  if  matters  were  ai- 
k)wed  to  go  on  as  they  are." 

Mr.  Shonts  said  he  was  much  sur- 
prised to  read  the  statement  that 
Chief  Engineer  Stevens  had  indicat- 
ed his  Intention  to  resign  should  the 
work  be  done  by  oontnact.  He  said 
that  Mr.  Stevens  always  had  favored 
the  contract  plan,  and  only  recently 
had  written  hJm  commending  the 
Idea  in  the  strongest  possible  terms. 
He  said  that  under  the  contract  Mr! 
Stevens'    authority    would    be   supreme!

Wbcn  It  Is  cold  and  raluy  and  the  little 
ones  are  tired  of  playing  nursery  Kames 
let  them  trv  their  hands  at  buildinc  n 
city.  Yes,  building  a  CITY.  Now.  don't 
look  incredulous,  for  It  can  be  done,  and 
Id    one   day,    too. 

Supply  yourself  with  all  the  empty 
pasteboard  boxes  you  can  find  about  the 
house,  n  pair  of  scissors  that  yoor  niotbor 
bas  thrown  out  of  her  work  basket 
(they'll  do  to  cut  pasteboard  and  paper), 
a  tube  of  library  paste,  your  box  of 
watercolors  and  a  soft  leadpcDclL  Then 
•et  to  work. 

The  architectural  deslpns  should  be  flrst 
drawn  on  scrap  paper,  then  follow  them 
on  the  pasteboard  box  sides,  cutting  out 
carefully  and  putting  together  with  thin 
paper  and  paste.  All  doors  aud  Windows 
must  be  cut  and  completed  before  joining 
the  four  sides  of  a  building.  The  roof 
roes  on  last.  After  the  paste  has  dried 
thoroughly  l^gin  tinting  with  the  water- 
colors.  Some  of  the  buildings  should  be 
made  to  resemble  brick,  others  stone  and 
Btili  others  frame.  As  soon  as  the  tiuts 
are  dry  the  bricks,  stones,  boards  and 
shingles  may  be  brought  into  shape  with 

the  leadpencil.  

A  large  table  in  the  center  of  the  room 
win  answer  for  the  city's  site.  If  the 
builders  do  not  like  a  level  site,  they  may 
have  as  many  hills  as  desired  by  laying 
emai:  pillows  about  the  table  and  cover- 
Inc  witb  a  bed  spread,  smoothing  It  over 
the  UPS  and  downs  made  by  the  pillows 
to  give  a  good  surface  on  which  to  place 
the   houses. 

A  public  square  may  be  laid  out  wttn 
the  public  buildings,  such  as  stores,  a 
church,  a  courthouse,  a  schoolbouse  and  a 
public  library,  grouped  atwnt  It.  Ar- 
range the  residences  along  streets  open- 
ing into  the  public  square.  On  account 
of  the  uncertainty  of  "pHlow  ground," 
It  would  l>€  more  satisfactory  to  keep  the 
table  surface  flat  and  hard  for  the  city 
Bite  then  there  will  be  no  danger  from  a 
careless  little  band  or  arm  resting  against 
the  hillsides  to  tumble  the  houses  Into 
the  hollows  below.

For  several  days  before  SL  Valentine's 
Day  Tommy  was  about  the  busiest  boy 
In  town.  In  a  way  Tommy  was  an  artist, 
often  making  sketches  of  his  friends, 
which,  according  to  his  foud  mother,  were 
"speaking  likenesses."

school." 

Tommy  was  doing  the  portraits  of  his 
family,  friends  and  the  old  family 
servants,  Jim  and  Nancy.  These  por- 
traits, done  in  pencil,  were  to  serve  as 
valentines,  little  appropriate  verses,  com- 
posed by  Tommy,  to  go  with  them.  The 
list  was  a  long  one,  consisting  of  Tommy's 
parents,  his  aged  aunt,  his  young  uncle, 
bis  schoolteacher,  his  best  girl  (Annie 
Bell),  their  cook  (Nancy)  and  their  man 
of  all  work  (old  Jim).

Tommy  worked  aud  smiled,  happy  in  an- 
ticipation. 

Annie 
Bell,  required  the  greatest  pains.  After 
it  was  completed  Tommy  conceived  the 
idea  of  making  a  caricature  sketch  of  a 
little  miss  who  had  "8nubl»ed"  him  on 
a  certain  i>ccasion.  To  this  piece  of  dis- 
torted outline  Tommy  bent  all  his  skill, 
giving  the  tip-tilted  nose  a  terrible  end.

Glass  Shattered  at 

Great  Distance. 

No  Night  Shift  Was  Work- 
ing and  No  One 
Killed. 

Woolwich,  Eng.,  Feb.  11.— A  huge 
hole  in  the  ground  is  all  that  marks 
the  site  of  the  chemical  research  de- 
partment of  the  Woolwich  arsenal  and 
the  cordite  magazine,  which  exploded 
early  this  morning  with  such  terrific 
force  that  the  concussion  was  felt  In 
towns  forty  miles  away  and  the  whole 
countryside  was  thrown  into  a  panic, 
owing  to  the  belief  that  a  violent 
earthquake  occurred.  There  was  no 
loss  of  life,  but  buildings  for  miles 
around  were  wrecked  to  a  greater  or 
lesser    degree    by    the    explosion. 

Within  a  few  minutes  after  the  ex- 
plosion thousands  tf  terror  stricken 
people,  :  lany  of  them  half  clad, 
thronged  toward  the  arsenal.

alleged  unsound  condition  of  the  pris- 
oner's mind. 

This  action  was  taken  after  repeat- 
ed objections  by  District  Attorney 
Jerome  to  further  questioning  of  the 
witnfcs  as  to  conversations  between 
her  and  the  defendant  concerning 
Stanford  While  had  been  sustained  by 
the  court  and  Justice  Fitzgerald  had 
intimated  that  counsel  should  follow 
the  spirit  of  his  rulings  as  laid  down 
in  specific  instances. 

Mr.  Jerome  objected  on  the  broad 
ground  that  the  testimony  of  Mre. 
Thaw  had  gone  far  enough  without  a 
better  foundation  of  insanity  on  the 
•part  of  the  defendant  being  laid.  Mr. 
Delmas  then  asked  that  an  early 
luncheon  recess  be  taken  in  order  that 
he  might  prepare  for  the  introduction 
of  the  evidence  desired  by  the  district 
attorney  and  the  court.  His  request 
was  granted  at  i:;:20  p.  m.,  the  receea 
to  continue  till  2<!o'clock.

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  11.— A  dispatch 
received  here  from  Teheran  says  that 
the  revolutionary  movement  Is  spread- 
ing at  Teheran,  Shirazan,  Tabriz  ajid 
Resht,  where  local  leagues,  known  aa 
Medjem,  have  been  formed.  The  leagues 
do  not  acknowledge  the  authority  of 
parliament  of  the  shah.  At  Tabriz  the 
governor  is  said  to  have  been  arrested 
and  bastinadoed  by  order  of  the  Med- 
jem, which  is  supported  by  armed 
bands  which  have  been  crossing  the 
frontier  from  the  Caucasus.  A  counter 
league,  called  Fedan,  is  being  organ- 
ized, the  dispatch  adds,  to  defend 
parliament,  which,  though  not  In  sym- 
pathy with  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment, is  classed  as  lacking  in  back- 
bone. The  only  minister  exempt  from 
attack  is  Sadrazan,  whose  two  sons  are 
radical  leaders.  Many  meetings  are  be- 
ing held  in  the  mosques,  fiery  speeches 
are  being  delivered  and  proclamations 
are  being  Issued  denouncing  the  min- 
isters.

Guthrie  Wants  300  for 

Great  Northern  Cut- 

Off  Work. 


The  Contract   Will   be 

Rushed  as  Rapidly 

as  Possible. 


There  have  l)een  stories  to  the  effect 
that,  on  account  of  the  deep  snow, 
work  on  the  proposed  Great  Northern 
ore  road  cut-off  on  the  range  would 
not  be  begun  this  winter,  as  was  re- 
ported would  be  the  case  in  The 
Herald  a  few  weeks  ago.  That  there 
is  no  truth  to  such  rumors  Is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  A.  Guthrie  &  Co», 
who  have  the  contract  for  building 
the  line,  today  placed  an  order  with 
the  National  Employment  company 
of  Duiuth  for  300  men  to  work  along 
the  survey.  These  men  are  wanted 
immediately. 

From    the    wages    offered    It    is    evi- 

derttly  the  intention  to  pu.sh  the  work 
of  construction  through  in  the  short- 
est iK>s3ible  time.  Men  are  offere<i 
$2.25  a  day  for  common  labor,  and 
station  men  will  be  paid  20  cents  a 
yard  for  muskeg  work,  where  ordin- 
arily digging  in  this  kind  of  soil  pays 
only  13  and  14  cents.  This  scale 
means  good  money  for  expert  hand- 
lers of  the  shovel,  for  dirt  of  this 
class  is  soft  and  easily  handled,  even 
in  the  winter  time.  In  fact,  it  is 
more  easily  worked  in  winter  than  in 
summer,  if  iK>t  frozen  too  hard. 
Probably  the  line  will  be  completed 
and  in  use  before  the  end  of  July, 
and  the  work  may  be  finished  earlier 
in  the  summer.  The  camps  along  the 
surve.v  ai*e  now  all  built,  and  every- 
thing is  in  readiness  to  rush  the 
contract    through    to    completion. 

It  is  expected  that  some  difflculty 
will  be  met  with  In  sectirlng  enough 
men  to  furnish  the  numl>i:M-  of  crews 
desired,  for  there  is  still  a  big  short- 
age of  labor.  Men  for  the  woods  can- 
not be  obtained  in  anywhere  near 
sufficient  numbers,  although  fancy 
wages  ai-e  being  ofterf  d.  The  present 
hig'h  scale  of  wages  will  hold  good  to 
the  end  of  the  .season,  and  some  of 
the  logg  Ts  may  even  find  it  neces- 
sarj-  lo  increase  the  pay  of  the  lum- 
berjacks in  order  to  get  as  much 
timber  cut   as  originally   planned   on. 

The  demand  for  laborers  for  rail- 
road work  Is  becoming  more  active 
right  along.  During  the  recent  bl<>ek- 
ade  of  We.itern  railroads,  few  pien 
have  been  shipped  to  the  new  con- 
tracts through  the  Nortliwest.  but 
now  that  the  main  lines  are  free  of 
snow  clear  to  the  coast,  some  men 
are  being  sent  forward.  The  N'allonal 
Kmployment  cc^mpany  today  .sent 
twenty-five  Austrlans  to  Western 
Montana  for  Witiston  Bros.,  who  have 
a  two-years'  contract  with  the  North- 
eiYi    Paclik",    near    the   Idaho   line.

NEW  YEARS  FOR 
THE  CHINAMEN 

Duiuth    Celestials   Will 
Be^in  Week's  Celebra- 
tion on  Tuesday. 

Tomorrow  is  New  Year's  day  for 
Chinamen  the  world  over.  Celestials  in 
Duiuth.  like  others  of  their  nationality 
throughout  the  Northwest  and  all  over 
the  world,  will  begin  a  week  of  celebra- 
tion. Tomorrow.  Feb.  12,  Quong  Suui, 
the  illustrious  son  of  Heaven,  bettor 
known  as  emperor  of  China,  will  enter 
upon  the  thirty-third  year  of  his  reign. 
Abraham  Lincoln's  birthday  falls  on 
the  same  day,  so  tomorrow  will  be  ob- 
served as  a  holiday  by  Americans  as 
well  as  by  Chinamen, 

While  the  observance  of  the  day  will 
not  be  on  so  elalwrate  a  scale  in 
Duiuth  as  in  some  of  the  larger  cen- 
ters of  Chinese  population  in  this  coun- 
try, all  people  of  this  nationality  will 
celebrate  in  some  form  or  other.  In 
the  Twin  Cities  all  the  Chinese  of  Min- 
neapolis and  St.  Paul  will  get  together 
Tuesday  night.  White  men  will  be  ex- 
cluded. Thursday  night,  however,  there 
will  be  a  grand  dinner,  at  which  many 
whites  will  t)e  present,  by  special  la- 
vltatioa. 


George  L.  Walker,  the  Boston  writer 
on  morning  topics,  says  of  the  copper 
metal:

value  or  trustworthy  sponsors.  Thero 
are  a  great  niatay  copper  stocks  which 
are  already  .selling  too  high,  and  com- 
paratively few;  w^llch  still  hold  out 
sti-ong  attractio/is  to  the  investor.  It  is 
a  good  rule  not  (ij  buy  the  stock  of 
any  producing,  mine  which  would  not 
be  able  to  sliow  fair  earnings  on  its 
present  price  with  copper  do^vn  to  15 
cents  a  pound. 

"If  somebodj-  wishes  to  buy  all  the 
Osceola.  Tamarack,  l.sle  Royale.  Cen- 
tennial and  Arcadian  for  consolldatioa 
purposes,  the  sniail  holders  of  these 
stocks  can  graciously  part  with  their 
holdings  at  present  prices.  All  the.se 
stocks  are  high'  enough,  atul  I  feci 
quite  confident  that  there  Is  more  safe- 
ty and  .security  and  greater  profits  to 
be  made  in  such  stocks  as  the  Boston 
Consolidated,  Utah  Copper,  Utah  Con- 
solidated. Coppej*  Range,  Granbv, 
[Greene,  Butte  Coatttion,  Anaconda  and 
j  Amalgamated  than  there  is  tn  holding 
I  the  others  In  anticipation  of  a  consoli- 
dation that  may  uever  occur.

"During  the  last  month  I  have 
traveled  all  over  North  Dakota,  on 
almost  every  main  and  branch  line 
of  railroad,  and  in  no  town  did  1  find 
such  a  shortage  of  fuel  that  the  peo- 
ple were  in  danger  of  freezing.  While 
the  supply  of  coal  was  exhausted  en- 
tirely in  a  few  instances,  there  was 
enough  wood  on  hand  to  keep  tires 
whei\;  fires  were  netted.  In  Botlin- 
fcau.  for  instance;  where  they  are 
shipping  coal  t>y  express,  there  is 
plenty  of  wood,  and  the  day  1  was 
th«re  a  carload  of  it  was  sent  to  a 
nearby  town.  They  are  out  of  coal, 
however. 

•The  newspaper  refports  of  condi- 
tions prevailing  through  the  Dakotas 
have  been  greatly  exag-gerated,  so 
far  as  the  fuel  situation  is  concerned, 
but  none  of  the  stories  atiout  snow 
were  stretched  in  Uie  least.  In  twen- 
ty-three years  on  the  road  through 
the  West,  1  never  .saw  so  much  snow 
Ls  there  Ls  this  winter.  The  drifts 
are  from  six  to  twenty-four  feet  deep, 
and  on  the  level  the  snow  Is  four 
feet  deep.  The  prairie  roads  have 
about  three  feet  of  packed  snow  un- 
der thein,  and  aftord  a  narrow  path- 
way across  the  drifts.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  turn  out  one  tt«.m  to  let 
another  pass  without  the  horses  be- 
coming swaniiped. 

"While  I  was  driving  acro-ss  the 
country  one  day  with  a  horse  and 
sleigh  I  met  a  man  with  a  team  and 
heavy  bob  sled.  He  said  he  could  turn 
out  easier  with  his  team  than  I  could 
v.ith  the  light  sleigh,  which  would  suro 


tip  over,  and  .so  he  tried.  As  .soon  as 
he  got  off  the  road  the  hor.ses  almost 
disappearei!  in  the  enow.  They  flound- 
ered about,  and  we  had  to  unhitch 
them  and  lead  them  back  into  the  road. 
It  took  forty-five  minutes  to  get  things 
straightened  around.  From  this  you 
can  see  what  the  farmer  Is  up  against. 
Many  of  the  roads  across  the  prairie 
are  made  impassable  by  the  deep  snow. 

"During  the  recent  blizzards  it  was  a 
common  rxjcurrence  for  trains  to  be 
hung  up  four  or  five  days,  and  often 
snow~plows,  with  locomotives  attached 
to  give  additional  power,  were  stuck 
in  the  drifts  until  more  plows  came  to 
their  a.ssistance.  The  Soo  road  is  .«niov.- 
ed  under  in  places  to  a  depth  of  10  to 
15  feet.  The  Northern  Pacific  and 
Great  Northern  are  pretty  well  cleared 
up,  even  to  the  branch  lines.  Th« 
Moxha.ss  and  Mohall  lines  are  in  the 
worst  condition,  and  are  still  reported 
Impassable. 

"Business  of  all  kinds  Is  at  a  stand- 
still. The  merchants  are  selling  nothing 
but  the  nece.ssltles  of  life.  They  refuso 
to  order  more  goods  be>cause  they  do 
not  know  when  they  can  be  delivered. 
The  commerc'sa  travelers  do  not  sell 
enough  to  piy  for  the  cigars  they 
smoke.  They  are  the  most  discouraged 
looking  bunch  of  fellows  you  ever  saw, 
and  all  are  anxiously  waiting  for  their 
houses  to  call  them  home.  Many  have 
gone  home  to  await  a  more  favorable 
opportunity  for  .selling  goods.  Keeping 
them  in  the  Dakotas  is  a  useless  ex- 
pense."

until  proper  evidence  as  to  Thaw's  In- 
sanity  had  been   submitted. 

New  York,  Feb.  11. — The  opening 
of  the  fourth  week  of  the  Thaw 
trial  today  brought  a  new  order  of 
things  in  the  courtroom  and  all 
wonit-Q  other  than  the  half  dozen 
active  newspaper  writers,  who  huv  e 
followed  the  case  since  the  bcgiii- 
ning,  were  barred  by  order  of  Jus- 
tice   Fitzgerald. 

During  the  two  days  of  last  week, 
when  Evelyn  Xesbit  Thaw  was  on  the 
witness  stand,  New  York  women 
crowded  the  courtroom,  having  in 
some  manner  solved  the  problem  of 
getting  past  the  bailiff  at  the  door. 
This  morning  the  women  stormed 
the  portals  again,  but  in  vain.  In 
the  belief  that  young  Mrs.  Thaw 
was  again  to  be  the  central  figure  in 
the  famous  trial,  the  women  were 
anxious  to  hear  the  final  details  of  I 
the  life  narrative  of  the  prisoner's 
wife. 

They  were  attired  in  all  the  gay 
plumage  that  gave  the  courtroom, 
last    wv-ek.    the    appearance    of    some 


had  lived  in  Pittsburg  all  his  life, 
and  had  been  engaged  in  the  banking 
business  for  more  than  a  quarter  of 
a  century.  He  is  now  connected  with 
the    Union    National    bank. 

"You  are  acquainted  with  the  de- 
fendant, Harry  K.  Thaw?"  asked  Mr.

Mr.  Delmas  then  announced  that  as 
the  courts  ruling,  prevented  him  go- 
ing into  these  matters  because  of  a 
lack  of  preliminary  foundation,  he 
would  ask  leave  to  withdraw  the  wit- 
ness for  the  time  being  and  proceed 
along  other  lines,  reserving  the  right 
to    recall    Mrs.    Thaw    later.

The  anniversary  of  Abraham 
Lincoln's  birth  will  be  generally  ob- 
served tomorrow  by  Duluth  citizens, 
although  only  a  few  of  the  business 
institutions  and  stores  will  be  closed 
in  honor  of  the  day.  The  postofflce 
will  be  kept  open  only  durnig  the  fore- 


noon, and  all  the  banks  in  the  city 
will  be  closed. 

Duluth  schools  will  not  open  at  all 
tomorrow,  and  the  pupils  and  teach- 
ers will  have  a  chance  to  observe  the 
day  as  a  holiday  or  as  a  day  for  rest- 
ing up  after  strenuous  labors  since  the 
first  of  the  year. 

In  several  of  the  rooms  special 
Lincoln  birthday  exercises  were  given 
this  afternoon  and  last  week.  The 
schools  will  also  have  a  holiday  on 
Washington's  birthday  on  the  twenty- 
second  of  the   month. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  Feb.  12, 
1809,  so  that  this  is  the  ninety-eighth 
anniversary  of  his  birth.  The  day  is 
not  a  national  legal  holiday,  although 
in  several  states  laws  have  been  passed 
naming  it  a  legal  holiday.  It  Is  not 
a   legal   holiday    in    Minnesota.

SUDDEN  DEATH 

Of  Tarklsh  Admiral  Causes  Much  Com- 
ment  at  Constantinople. 

Constantinople.  Feb.  11. — The  re- 
cent mysteriously  sudden  death  of  Vice 
Admiral  HaiH  Pasha  is  occasioning 
much  comment.  He  had  just  been  ap- 
pointed by  an  Imperial  Irade,  as  chair- 
man of  the  commission  which  is  to  ex- 
amine the  battleship  Assar-I-Tewfik 
(built  In  France  and  launched  in  1870) 
after  her  modernization  and  rearma- 
ment at  the  Germania  works,  Kiel. 
Three  days  later  an  official  visited 
Halrl  Pasha  and  said  It  was  desired 
to  cancel  the  irade.  The  admiral,  how- 
ever, refused  to  comply  and  four  daye 
later  he  was  dead.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  Halri  Pasha  was  about  60  years 
old  and  apparently  had  been  enjoying 
the  best  of  health.  -  *  -•

to  act  upon  it  shorlly. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  manner  in  which  the 
members  of  the  committee  could  reconcile  with  their 
consciences  any  other  action  than  a  favorable  report  on 
the  bill.  Possibly  the  machinery  provided  might  not 
satisfy  all  the  members  of  the  committee,  in  which  event 
it  would  be  at  full  liberty  to  prepare  other  machinery. 
But  the  need  of  a  recount  has  been  conclusively  proved 
to  the  committee  in  tl'.e  several  hearings  last  week,  and 
with  the  integrity  of  the  constitution  at  stake  it  soems 
impossible  that  the  committee  can  do  otherwise  than 
provide  for  a  recount  of  the  vote  on  these  amendments, 
in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  official  count  is 
correct. 

It  was  shown  to  the  committee  that  a  mistake  had  oc- 
curred in  the  arrangement  of  the  several  propositions  on 
the  ballot  and  tally  sheet,  whereby,  in  a  large  number  of 
precincts,  the  vote  cast  for  the  g'.<od  roads  ameiulment 
was  counted  for  the  tax  amendment,  and  vice  versa.  It 
was  shown  that  it  would  take  an  average  change  r>i  less 
than  one  and  a  half  votes  per  precinct  to  defeat  tlio  tax 
amendment,  and  to  carry  the  good  roads  amendment 
overwlielm.ingly.  It  was  shown  also  that  in  the  Duluth 
recount,  a  change  of  between  34  and  35  votes  per  pre- 
cinct was  made. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  result  would  be 
very  much  different  in  other  parts  of  the  state.  The  Du- 
luth judges  of  election  are  as  intelligent  as  the  average, 
and  if  mistakes  occurred  in  Duluth  they  occurred  else- 
where. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  good  roads 
ameudnicnt,  declared  lost  by  the  official  count,  was 
adopted  by  the  people  overwhelmingly.  There  is  no 
more  Joubt  that  the  tax  amendment,  declared  adopted  as 
a  part  of  the  fundamental  law  of  the  state  in  the  official 
count,  was  defeated  by  the  popular  vote. 

It  is  up  to  the  legislature  to  say  whether  something 
shall  go  into  the  constitution  over  the  negative  votes  of 
the  people,  and  whct!:er  something  shall  be  loft  nut 
that  tlie  people  have  approved.  If  the  situation  is  left 
at  Jt  is.  there  will  always  be  a  blot  upon  the  constitu- 
tion. .\  result  accomplished,  perhaps,  by  accident  this 
time,  may  be  repeated  in  the  future  by  fraud,  if  the  legis- 
lature establishes  the  precedent  that  would  be  created 
by  a  failure  to  get  at  the  truth.

The  Duluth  Real  Estate  exchange  could  not  make  a 
wiser  move  than  to  have  a  new  booklet  on  Duluth  pre- 
pared for  immediate  distribution  by  all  of  its  members, 
by  all  business  men  and  uy  all  friends  of  the  city.  It 
should  be  sent  broadcast  through  all  parts  of  America 
and  Canada  and  should  go  in  liberal  numbers  to  Europe. 

Such  a  booklet  need  not  be  more  than  a  dozen  or  two 
pages  in  size,  but  it  should  contain  the  summary  of  the 
glorious  harbor  business  of  the  last  shipping  season; 
the  health  statistics  of  the  city  with  comparisons  with 
other  centers  of  population;  a  statement  of  the  transpor- 
tation facilities;  a  condensed  but  complete  showing  of  the 
surrounding  region  and  of  the  natural  resources  tribu- 
tary to  Duluth;  a  comparison  of  the  extremely  moderate 
real  estate  values  of  this  city  with  those  of  places  of  the 
same  population  class  but  with  nothing  like  the  same 
advantages;  the  remarkably  low  prices  of  gas  and  water; 
the  magnilicent  building  record  of  last  year  when  this 
place  was  fourth  in  percentage  of  increase  among  all 
the  cities  of  the  nation;  a  succinct  statement  of  the  manu- 
facturing, dairying  and  other  advantages  of  the  city. 

Such  a  booklet  may  cost  a  few  hundred  dollars  if  it  be 
issued  in  ample  numbers,  but  it  would,  if  one  should  be 
enclosed  to  every  correspondent  of  a  Duluth  business 
man  and  citizen,  pay  for  itself  many  times  over  in  the 
course  of  a  year  in  increased  demands  for  Duluth  real 
estate  and  in  the  consequent  growth  of  the  city  in  every 
way.  Further,  the  booklet  should  be  revised  and  reis- 
sued about  the  first  of  each  year  just  as  religiously  as  are 
the  annual  reports  of  the  various  city  officials  and  of 
the  corporations  centered  here. 

Duluth  has  been  altogether  too  modest  in  recent  years 
in  setting  forth  its  preeminent  advantages 
be  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the  Northwest  and  it  will 
be  if  the  people  will  set  themselves  resolutely  to  work 
to  "do  things."  The  sooner  the  new  movment  shall 
be  set  going,  the  better.

FATHERS  AND  MOTHERS. 

President  Roosevelt's  letter  to  the, council  of  New 
York  mothers  contains  nothing  either  striking  or  novel, 
but  its  discussion  of  the  old,  yet  ever  new,  relations  of 
the  father  and,  more  especially,  of  the  mother,  to  the 
children  will  bear  careful  reading  and  earnest  consid- 
eration. 

To  the  honor  and  highest  credit  of  the  American  man, 
it  must  be  acknowledged  that  he  is,  as  Mr.  Roosevelt 
would  have  him,  "a  good  husband  and  father,  a  success- 
ful bread-winner,  temler  and  considerate  with  his  wife 
and  both  loving  and  wise  in  dealing  with  the  children." 
There  are  exceptions  among  the  classes  of  men  who 
count  the  pursuit  of  wealth  the  highest  pleasure  and 
the  attainment  of  riches  the  greatest  good,  but  thc>e  ex- 
ceptions are  comparatively  rare  even  among  the  so-called 
"upper  ten." 

On  the  contrary,  the  average  American  man  is  criti- 
cised flaily  by  the  self-centered  European  because  he  is 
"too  good  to  the  women  of  his  household"  and  "too 
generous  to  the  boys."  As  to  the  former  charge,  the  men 
of  this  nation  are  proud  of  the  indictment  and  regret  only 
that  they  cannot  do  even  more.  As  to  the  latter  charge, 
they  are  probably  at  fault  to  a  degree  and,  if  the  boys 
have  weak  places  in  their  natures,  parental  generosity 
emphasizes  these  defects  and  bring.,  heart-burnings,  if 
not  disaster.  It  must  be  said,  however,  that  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  the  American  boys  are  built  on  right  lines  and 
do  not  suffer  material  harm  as  the  result  of  that  gen- 
erosity. 

As  for  the  women — the  mothers  of  the  nation — those 
who  merit  even  one  word  of  criticism  are  so  infinitesimal 
in  proportion  to  the  gl<jrious  majority  who  arc  doing 
their  full  duty,  that  words  of  advice  from  even  so  high 
an  authority  as  President  Roosevelt  seem  superfluous  and 
out  of  place.-  We  hear  of  the  handful  who  arc  recreant 
to  their  sacred  trusts  but  never  hear  of  the  vast  millions 
who  are  safeguarding  the  American  home.  So  long  as 
these  millions  shall  continue,  there  need  be  no  fear  for 
the  future  of  the  United  States. 


MULTIMILLIONAIRE  TYPES. 

Americans  do  not  hate  millionaires  simply  because 
they  are  rich.  They  do  not  condemn  the  honorable 
acquirement  of  wealth,  no  matter  how  great  may  be  the 
accumulation.  They  would  never  countenance  the  tak- 
ing away,  by  legislative  enactment,  of  the  right  of  the 
business  man  to  secure  to  himself  as  much  as  he 
possibly  can,  if  he  does  it  in  a  legitimate,  above-board 
manner.  They  do  -not  excoriate  or  condemn  the  'cap- 
tains of  industry,"  who  build  up  great  concerns  by  fair 
means  and  then  do  not  follow  this  by  gouging  the  public. 

But  the  multi-millionaires  of  the  Rockefeller  type, 
who  have  made  their  colossal  fortunes  by  the  most  dis- 
reputable methods  of  literally  choking  competitors  to 
death  and  then  gouging  the  public,  while  sanctimoniously 
pretending  to  lower  prices;  of  the  Ilarriman  type,  who 
have  made  their  vast  riches  bj-  open  and  notorious  cut- 
throat stock  gambling;  and  of  the  William  Waldorf 
Astor  type  who  expatriate  themselves  rather  than  asso 
ciate  with  the  people  from  whom  they  derive  their 
wealth — these  are  all  hated  with  righteous  hate  and  there 
would  be  anything  but  mourning,  if  all  such  should 
meet  with  summary  justice. 

-  In  the  old  days,  the  public  was  inclined  to  look  on  the 
possession  of  wealth  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  superior 
ability  and  the  methods  by  which  this  wealth  might  have 
been  acquired  were  seldom  inquired  into  closely.  The 
consequence  was  that  the  Jay  Goulds,  the  Jim  Fiskes,  the 
Russell  Sages  were  applauded  for  their  sharp  practices 
and  John  D.  Rockefeller,  H.  H.  Rogers,  and  the  others 
of  the  Standard  Oil  crowd  were  held  up  as  models  of 
astutcnos  to  be  patterned  after  by  ail  Americans. 

Since,  however,  the  laboratories  of  the  gold-makers 
have  been  thrown  open  to  public  view  and  it  has  become 
evident  that  greed,  cruelty,  dishonesty,  law-breaking  and 
bold  conspiracy  have  been  used  even  more  than  genius 
and  organizing  ability  to  Iniild  up  many  of  these  vast  for- 
tunes, the  people  of  America  have  been  engaged  in  "sift- 
ing out  the  goats  from  the  sheep  in  the  folds  of  the 
wealthy."  The  searchlight  of  publicity  will  not  end  the 
accumulation  of  great  fortunes  but  it  will  result  in  more 
honesty  hereafter  in  the  acquirement  of  wealth  and  David 
Harum's  "Do  others  llrst"  will  no  longer  be  the  business 
motto. 


PEANUT  DAYS  LOOM  DARKLY. 

Dark  days  are  ahead  for  the  small  buy.  Woe  is  in 
ftore  for  the  baseball  fans  of  next  summer.  Gloom  is 
beginning  'even  now  to  cast  its  shadow  over  the  gallery 
gods.  Tfalf  the  pleasures  of  the  cominf?  .summer  excur- 
sions—and they  will  come,  even  if  the  thermometers 
these  days  refuse  to  register  above  zero  for  any  time — 
will  be  lacking.

these  people  who  claim  to  be  making 
so  much  in  copper  would  take  some 
of  the  profits  and  buy  land  with  the 
money.  ' 

"l  know  of  no  better  place  in  the 
United  States  for  the  Investment  of 
capital  along  this  line  than  in  Duluth 
and  vicinity.  Lots  in  the  city  certain- 
ly are  cheap  enough,  and  are  bound  to 
greatly  increase  in  value  within  a  very 
few  years.  Farm  land  near  town  can 
be  had  at  surprisingly  low  figure,  and 
it  cannot  help  advance  In  price.  Xortli- 
ern  Wisconsin  offers  just  as  good  op- 
portunities for  the  profitable  invest- 
ment of  capital,  and  I  imagine  it  is 
very  much  to  the  inter<*st  of  Duluth 
to  assist  in  pushing  the  settlement  of 
Northern  Wisconsin,  as  well  as  North- 
ern Minnesota,  for  that  territory  cer- 
tainly is  tributary  to  Duluth.  although 
Superior  would  naturally  get  some  of 
the  trade. 

"The  trouble  is,  th^re  is  so  much 
cheap  land  iu  Northern  Minnesota  that 
people  find  it  hard  to  believe  that  the 
prices  really  will  havs  a  material  ad- 
vance in  a  short  time.  A  glance  at  any 
of  the  older-settled  communities  siiould 
be  sufficient,  however,  to  put  at  rest 
any  doubts  on  the  subject.

Dr.  Wiiey  Is  Unpopalar  and  His  Discom- 
fiture is  Enioyed. 


Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  life 
formed  the  basis  of  several  sermons 
heard   in   Duluth    churches  yesterday. 

Tomorrow  will  be  the  martyred 
president's  birthday  and  the  nation 
will  revere  his  memory  by  observing 
it  as  a  holiday.  Yesterday,  many 
local  pastors  referred  to  him  and  his 
place  among  men,  either  during  their 
morning   or   their   evening    dLscourses. 

The  subject  of  the  sermon  preached 
in  the  First  Unitarian  church  yester- 
day by  Rev.  Kirby  S.  Miller  was 
"Abraham  Lincoln:  An  Appreciation." 

"I  do  not  attempt  to  account  for 
Abraham  Lincoln  by  his  ancestry, 
his  surrounding.s,  .  his  privileges  or 
his  deprivations,"  said  Rev.  Mr.  Mil- 
ler. "It  is  enough  to  know,  to 
remember  that  he  was  one  of  us, 
from  our  soil,  from  our  homes,  our 
country. 

"What     he     inherited       may       have 

been    much    or    little.      What    he    did 

was    certainly    due    to    what    he    was. 

The    man  greatly   exceeded    his   work. 

He  had   the   stuff   in   him   for   a  dozen 

pre.sident.s.      He      is     not      merely     an 

j  Illustration    of    the    possibilities    of    a 

humble    boy   rising    to    a    great    ofilce. 

I  for    that    has    happened    many    times, 

[and     the     world     has     neither     gained 

or    lost    much    by    reason    of    it. 

"But  as  an  example  of  the  possi- 
bilities of  manhood  and  the  ac- 
cumulation of  manhood's  power,  from 
{ whom  great  deeds  .slipped  as  easily 
jas  the  little  ones  from  us,  as  an  in- 
carnation of  a  certain  spirit,  con- 
trolled consciously  by  great  thoughts 
and  motives  which  are  in  reach  of 
all  but  cherished  and  developed  by 
few,  Lincoln  rears  himself  from  our 
ranks  and  calls  us  all  to  be  bigger 
men. 

!  "As  a  politician,  he  never  at- 
I  tempted  to  di.sguise  his  motives.  To 
him  right  and  wrong  pertained  just 
as  jnuch  In  the  larger  relationship 
of  the  state  and  nation  as  in  indi- 
vidual   lives. 

"He  became  our  ideal  president, 
simply  because  when  he  went  to  the 
White  Hou.se,  he  carried  with  him 
his  intense  convictions  and  his  loy- 
alty t  orlght.  It  was  Lincoln's  sense 
of  justice  and  right  among  men  and 
sections  and  nations,  his  conscious- 
ness of  the  great  moving  purpose  of 
providence,  which  set  him  above 
most   men   and    kept   him    there. 

"Wherever  A\'e  .start  with  Lincoln, 
we  always  come  back  to  the  man- 
not  the  lawyer,  citizen,  politician  or 
president.  All  he  did  roots  back  in 
what  he  was;  he  him.self  went  back 
to  the  cause  of  things.  His  venera- 
tion for  the  true  and  good  grew 
out  of  his  love  for  them. 

"  'Don't  you  hope  God  is  on  our 
side,'  said  a  pious  preacher  to  him 
one  day.  'No,'  he  replied,  'but  I 
am  very  anxious  we  should  be  on 
God's  side.'  This  seems  to  me  to  be 
the  thought  and  motive  which  un- 
locks this  great  simple  life.  He 
wanted  to  be  on  God's  side.  And 
he   was."

Duluth  People. 

As  is  gnerally  the  ease  at  this 
time  of  the  year  the  phenomenon  of 
the  aurora  boreaUs,  or,  as  It  is  more 
commonly  called,  the  "Northern 
lights,"  has  been  noticeable  to  Du- 
luth people  on  several  of  the  clear 
nights  of  the  past  week.  At  times 
the  lights  have  been  more  brilliant 
than   those  ordinarily   visible. 

On  Saturday  evening,  between  the 
hours  of  7  and  8,  the  attention  of 
large  numbers  of  Duluth  people  were 
drawn  to  the  beautiful  illumination 
over  the  city.  First  in  long,  narrow 
streaks,  the  lights  seem  to  come  from 
the  hill  tops  hack  of  town,  and  shoot 
far  out  over  the  buildings  and  lake. 
The  streaks  of  light  seemed  so  bright 
that  some  thought  them  Uie  rays 
from   n    searcji   light. 

Soon,  however,  the  light  rays 
seemed  to  assemble  together  until 
the  whole  sky  was  a  mass  of  pale 
white,  green  and  red  lights,  which,  as 
the  clouds  passed  slowly  between 
them  and  the  city,  seemed  continually 
changing  shape  and  color.  The  lights 
at  times  would  appear  In  one  part 
of  the  sky  and  would  then  disappear 
and   reappear   in   another. 

The  aurora  boreal  is  or  Northern 
lights  is  a  luminous  meteoric  phe- 
nomenon, visible  only  at  night  during 
the  Avinter  months,  and  supposed  to 
be  of  electrical  origin.  As  on  Satur- 
day evening,  the  lights  usually  ap- 
pear in  streams,  ascending  toward 
the  zenith  from  a  line  a  short  dTS- 
tance  above  the  northern  horizon. 
Occasionally  the  auror  appears  as  an 
arch  of  light  across  the  heavens, 
from  east  to  west.  At  times  the 
lights   assume   a   variety   of   colors.

When  seen  in  the  jail,  where 
he  is  lying  on  a  cot  suffering  from  the 
wounds  inflicted  by  Rubovina's  knife, 
he  admitted  that  he  had  killed  Rubo- 
vina, but  that  he  had  done  It  In  self 
defense.

Quarrell   Over  a   Card 

Game  Resulted  in  a 

Tragedy. 

Hlbblng.  Minn..  Feb.  11.— A  game  of 
cards  played  on  Saturday  in  the  rear 
room  of  a  saloon  at  109  Third  avenue, 
run  by  an  Austrian  named  Kloinz,  re- 
sulted in  the  .killing  of  Mike  Rubo- 
vina, an  Austrian,  by  John  Bosic,  a 
fellow  countryman. 

Rubovina,  Bosic  and  the  bartender 
were  playing  until  Bosic,  who  was  $4 
winner,  announced  that  he  was  going 
to  quit.

TRIPS  OF  BUS 
INTERRUPTED 

Captain  Stevens  Found 

Ice  Too   Thin  for 

Sleigh  Transfer. 

Saturday's  warm  temperature  and  con- 
sequent heavy  thaw  caused  an  interrup- 
tion in  the  trips  of  Capt.  D.  E.  Stevens' 
sleigh  transfer  between  Rice's  Pohit  on 
the  Duluth  side  and  Connor's  Point  on  the 
Superior  side. 

Capt.  Stfvens  has  made  careful  Inspec- 
tions of  the  thickness  of  the  ice  ever>' 
day,  and  on  Saturday  evening  he  found 
that  It  was  so  thin  that  only  one  stroke 
of  a  pick  was  required  to  drive  the  point 
clear  through.  On  this  account  he  de- 
cided to  abandon  traffic  until  the  tem- 
perature lowered. 

Yesterday  morning  there  had  been  such 
a  drop  In  tho  temperature  that  an  exam- 
ination showed  the  Ice  was  solid  enough 
again,  and  the  trips  of  the  sleigh  were 
resumed.  The  thaw  caused  an  interrup- 
tion of  only  one  night.

Deer 


Are  Killing  the 
in     Large 


Numbers. 


Charles  Bacon,  a  resident  of  Grand 
Lake  township,  this  county,  who 
brought  In  a  wolf  pelt  the  other  day 
for  the  $15  bounty,  states  that  the 
wolves  are  killing  the  deer  in  large 
numbers. 

Mr.  Bacon  has  been  doing  a  great 
deal  of  hunting  and  trapping  this  win- 
ter and  during  the  course  of  his  trav- 
els about  he  frequently  runs  across  the 
partially  consumed  carcass  that  the 
wolves  have   killed. 

Practically  the  only  method  that  the 
wolf  hunters  are  employing  this  win- 
ter to  kill  the  animals  is  the  use  of 
poison,  nine  out  of  every  ten  animals 
whose  pelts  have  been  exhibited  to  the 
county  auditor  having  been  killed  by 
that  means. 

Mr.  Bacon  says  that  the  wolves  are 
so  cautious  and  suspicious  that  the 
hunter  must  exercise  the  greatest  skill 
in  handling  the  poisoned  meat  in  order 
to  get  the  animals  to  touch  it.  He 
cites  one  Instance  where  his  brother 
found  the  carcass  of  a  freshly  killed 
deer  and  proceeded  to  poison  It,  think- 
ing that  the  wolves  would  soon  return 
to  gorge  themselves.  For  a  period  of 
three  weeks  afterward  visits  to  the 
bait  showed  that  the  wolves  had  visit- 
ed the  spot  frequently,  but  that  they 
had  never  gone  within  ten  or  twelve 
feet  of  the  poisoned  meat.  The  snow- 
was  packed  down  all  around  the  bait 
where  the  wolves  had  circled,  but  they 
smelt  the  tracks  of  the  hunter  leading 
to  the  slain  deer  and  they  were  so 
suspicious  that  even  their  hunger 
could  not  force  them  to  touch  the 
bait. 

He  relates  another  instance  w'here 
his  brother  found  the  partially  con- 
.«umed  body  of  a  deer  one  evening  and 
poisoned  it.  That  night  two  or  three 
inches  of  snow  fell  covering  the  hun- 
ter's track.s.  Within  a  short  time  two 
wolves  visited  the  carcass  and,  finding 
nothing  suspicious,  they  ate  the  poi- 
soned meat  and  were  killed.  The  hun- 
ters are  "Convinced  that  had  It  not  been 
for  the  convenient  snow  storm  their 
efforts  would  have  been  without  re- 
sult. 

Every  time  a  wolf  or  two  out  of  a 
pack  is  poisoned  the  remainder  of  the 
animals  are  said  to  become  more  sus- 
picious than  ever  and  the  ingenuity 
of  the  hunters  is  taxed  to  discover 
now  methods  by  which  the  wily  crea- 
tures can  be  coaxed  Into  eating  "dope" 
that  will  end  their  careers  and  put  a 
few   dollars   into   the   hunters  pocket.

Saturday  Holds  Record 

For  Mid-Winter  High

The  finish  has  come  to  the  unusual 
warm  spell  which  made  itself  noticeable 
last  Friday  and  continued  over  Saturday. 
A  cold  wave  is  on  the  way  from  Canada, 
and  the  forerunner  arrived  yesterday  af- 
ternoon in  thre  shape  of  cold  northwest 
winds. 

The  cause  of  the  recent  warm  spell,  the 
area  of  low  barometric  pressme  which 
was  central  over  Lake  Superior  Saturday, 
has  moved  to  the  eastward  and  in  its 
stead  an  area  of  liigh  pressure  is  de- 
scending from  Nortliwfstern  Canada.  The 
weather  man  would  not  say  just  how  low 
the  temperature  would  go,  and  it  will 
probably  not  be  as  severely  cold  as  It  has 
been  during  the  last  few  weeks. 

Saturday  was  the  warmest  day  since  the 
early  part  of  last  November.  Under  the 
warm  rays  of  the  sun  the  temperature 
reached  a  mark  of  43  degs.  above  zero, 
and  this  record  will  be  likely  to  hold  for 
some  time,  as  the  temperature  was  fall- 
ing rapidly  yesterday  afternoon.

No  Record  Kept  of  Their 

Disposal  in  New 

York. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  ll.-ComptroUer 
Martin  H.  Glynn  made  public  last  night 
the  results  of  an  investigation  which  he 
has  been  making  into  the  condition  of  the 
stock  transfer  tax  bureau  of  his  oflfice 
with  reference  to  the  handling  and  dis- 
posal of  17,000,000  worth  of  stamps  Issued 
by  that  department  for  use  in  the  transfer 
of  stocks  under  the  act  of  1905.  According 
to  the  comptroller's  statement,  more  than 
$5,00(t,000  worth  of  the  stamps  have  been 
destroyed,  either  in  process  of  manufac- 
ture or  by  actual  burning  without  ade- 
quate record  or  supei-\'islon  in  the  two 
years  since  the  act  was  pa;ssed,  and  there 
is  only  the  personal  word  of  a  single 
clerk,  salaried  at  $2,500,  and  not  under 
bond,  to  certify  the  fact  that  they  were 
destroyed  at  all.

ELOPED  WITH  SPOUSE 
OF  THE  TAX  COLLECTOR. 

Chicago,  Feb.  11. — Driven  desper- 
ate by  the  oppression  of  a  tax  col- 
lector when  he  was  a  resident  of  War- 
saw, Poland,  Joseph  Kowalsky  con- 
ceived the  bold  scheme  of  winning  the 
love  of  the  tax  collector's  wife  and 
eloping  with  her  half  the  distance 
around  the  world.  The  remarkable 
plot  of  revenge  culminated  in  Judge 
Girten's  branch  of  the  municipal  court 
In  the  Thirty-fifth  street  police  station. 
There  Kowalsky  was  brought  face 
to  face  witli  Karl  Bogdanski,  the  tax 
collector  and  husband  of  the  woman 
with  whom  he  had  eloped,  who  had 
hunted  the  world  over  for  his  wife, 
determined  to  meet  revenge  with  re- 
venge. 

Three  years  ago  Bogdanski,  It  is 
said,  was  appointed  tax  collector  by 
the  Russian  government.  With  his 
beautiful  wife  he  began  his  work,  but 
had  been  In  Warsaw  only  a  short  time 
when  he  became  feared  and  hated  by 
the  Poles.  He  was  exacting  and  no 
one  escaped  from  paying  the  levies 
made. 

Kowalsky  was  one  of  the  many 
thousands  who  were  forced  to  give  up 
their  wealth  to  swell  the  coffers  of  the 
Ru.ssian  government. 

For  weeks  he  studied  the  situation. 
Through  powerful  friends  he  gained 
entrance  to  the  home  of  Bogdanski,  In 
working  out  his  .scheme  of  revenge. 
As  the  days  pas.sed  he  became  the 
friend  of  Marie  Bogdanski.  The 
friendship  ripened  Into  love  and  he  se- 
cured her  promise  to  leave  her  hus- 
band and  elope  with  him  to  America. 
They  left  Warsaw  and  came  to 
America,  eventually  making  their 
home  at  2724  Bonfleld  avenue.  After 
two  years  of  searching  Bogdanski 
learned  their  whereabouts  and  caused 
the  arrest.

The  report  from  Washington  that  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  would  purchase 
$25,000,000  of  tile  short-time  government 
4  per  cent  bonds  induced  general  buying 
of  stocks.  Reading  rose  1%,  American 
Smelting  1%,  United  Slates  Reduction  1 
and  Anaconda  3^.  The  rise  subsided  be- 
fore noon,  but  prices  held  well  near  the 
top.     Bonds  were  heavy. 

Tlie  active  bidding  for  stocks  which 
followed  tlie  announcement  of  Secretary 
Shaw's  bond  offer  ceased  and  the  market 
became  almost  lifeless.  No  weakness  re- 
sulted from  the  suspension  of  buying, 
scarcely  any  of  the  leaders  going  back 
more    than   a   trivial    fraction. 

Large  purcliases  of  the  copper  stocks 
served  to  revive  buying  in  other  quarters, 
and  there  was  a  general  stiffening  of 
prices.  Anaconda  jumped  6%,  Sugar  rose 
2Mt.  Brooklyn  Transit  2^^,  St.  Paul  2, 
Amalgamated  Copper  and  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande  1%  and  Baltimore  &  Ohio  11^. 

The  market  closed  steady  and  dull. 
Anaconda  and  Amalgamated  Copper  con- 
tinued to  move  upwards.  Additions  to 
previous  gains  elsewhere  were  small. 
Anaconda's  rise  reached  10^,  Kansas  & 
Te.xas  2%,  Amalgamated  Copper  2%,  Pull- 
man 2,  and  Union  Pacific  1%.  The  progress 
of  profit-taking  reduced  prices  by  small 
fractions.

IS  CHARGED 

Bold  Attack  Made   on 

Venzuelain  Officials 

by  American. 

Caracas,  Feb.  9,  via  Wlllemstad,  Isl- 
and of  Curaeoa,  Feb.  11.— The  boldest 
attack  on  allejfed  Venezuelan  govern- 
ment corruiitlon  ever  recorded  has  Just 
been  made  by  Rudolph  Dolge,  the  ex- 
American  consular  agent  here,  resident 
director  of  the  Orinoco  corporation  and 
secretary  of  the  United  States  com- 
mission on  Venezuelan  claims.  Mr. 
Dolge  has  filed  with  the  government  a 
lengthy  exposure  of  the  complicity  of 
certain  prominent  officers  In  attempt- 
ing to  rob  the  corporation  of  Its  im- 
mensely valuable  rights  in  the  Orinoco 
delta.  Printed  copies  of  the  document 
are  being  distributed  widely,  because 
the  censored  local  newspapers  cannot 
publish  the  charges.  In  order  to  avoid 
(ausing  any  embarrassment  at  Wash- 
ington Mr.  Dolge  has  presented  his 
resignation  as  consular  agent  of  the 
Ciiit.  rt  States  at  Carasas  to  Thomas  P. 
Moffat,  the  American  consul  at  La 
Gualra. 

In  the  document  filed  Mr.  Dolpe  re- 
cites a  long  list  of  alleged  wrongs  for 
which  -prominent  politicians  are 
blamed.  The  latest  aggression  com- 
plained of  by  Mr.  Dolge  Is  that  the  au- 
thorities consented  to  the  transfer  to  a 
New  York  syndicate  known  as  the  Ori- 
noco Lumber  company  of  part  of  the 
property  which  he  asserted  according- 
to  the  decisions  of  both  the  Venezuelan 
supreme  court  and  the  international 
arbitration  conference  belongs  to  th» 
Orinoco  corporation. 

Local  Americans  declare  that  Mr. 
Dolge,  who  Is  the  eldest  son  of  Alfred 
Dolge.  of  DolgevtUe.  Cal..  has  present- 
ed his  case  very  clearly  and  in  the 
only  manner  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances.

GOOD  TALK 
ON  LINCOLN 

Rev.    John  W.    Powell 

Gives  Stirring  Address 

to  Students. 


Rev.    John    Walkc*r    Powell    of      the 
Endion     Methodist     Episcopal     church  1 
delivered     an     Inspiring     aiddress       on 
"Lin(X*ln"      to     the     students     of     the 
high    school,    this    morning. 

Mr.  Powell  spoke  in  effeot  as  fol- 
lows; 

"Some  yea-r.s  ago,  when  I  was 
traveling  in  the  West.  I  made  a 
visit  to  the  famous  mountain  of 
Pike's  Peak.  I  had  heard  a  grreat 
d*»al  about  it,  and  wh^n  I  saw  it  I 
was  not  greatly  impressed.  It  did 
not    seem    at    all    magnifloeut    to    me. 


The  next  day  I  boarded  the  train 
and  left  the  mountain  behind  me. 
As  I  pa.ssed  farther  away,  it  .seemed 
to  li>om  up  higher  and  liighec  in  the 
distance,  until  finally  all  the  other 
peaks  disappeared  and  only  Us  snow- 
capped summit  loomed  up  in  Ihe  dis- 
tance. 

Thus    it    Is      with    the    cliaracter    of 
Lincoln.      The     farther     we     get     from 
him     the     more     do     we     r^Allze     the 
moral     grandeur  and   sutolimity  of   th^ 
man. 

"To  the  people  of  his  time  he 
seemed  coarse,  crude  and  uncultured. 
He  was  known  famiiiarlj'  as  the  rail 
splitter.  But  history  looked  upon  him 
as  the  one  man  who  Is  fit  to  .stand 
beside  Washington  on  the  pinnacle 
of  Amerioau  fame.  This  was  because 
of   his   moral   and   spiritual   greatness. 

"There  are  many  things  which 
make  Lincoln  supremely  great.  The 
first   Is  his  love   of   truth. 

"Most  of  us  are  continually  juggling 
with  the  truth.  We  are  honest  iu  a 
way.  Now  one  of  the  chief  character- 
istics of  Lincoln  was  his  utter  hatred 
of  falsehood.  They  called  him  'Honest 
Abe'  atid  this  was  not  merely  a  cheap 
epithet,  but  was  well  earne<l.  It  was 
this  abs'>lute  honesty  which  could  lay 
bare  the  truth  of  a  matter  even  when 
It  wa.s  surrounded  by  sophistries.  This 
's  the  quality  which  most  people  lack. 
The  eye  of  the  soul  needs  to  be  trained 
(luite  as  much  as  the  physical  eye.  ^ 


"Lincoln's  second  distinguishing 
quality  was  his  love  of  righteounneaa. 
He  believed  that  right  was  might. 

"A  faith  like  that  makes  a  man 
invincible,  for  history  proves  that  the 
very  stars  in  their  courses  fight  for 
righteousness  and  that  truth  crushed 
to  earth  will  rise  again. 

■'Lincoln  was  wl.qe,  sagacious  and  In- 
telligent. Many  brilliant  men  have 
acted  foolishly  because  they  weir^ 
morally  bad.  Many  others  have  done 
the  .same  because  they  were  not  Intel- 
ligent. But  Lincoln  po.sse.sjjed  both 
intellectual  genius  and  moral  charac- 
ter.    Irresistible   combination. 

"The  third  great  characterl.^tlc  of  the 
nian  about  which  I  wish  to  speak  In 
hia  patieivce  and  gentleness.  Here  waus 
a  man  who  seemed  all  tenderne.ss. 

"Lincoln  yould  have  gone  insane  If 
he  had  not  be<^n  able  to  throw  off  hii 
burdens  now  and  then  with  a  Joke.  It 
relieved  the  tremendous  pressure  under 
which    he    labored. 

"As  the  years  go  by,  Lincoln  grows 
dearer  and  more  lovable  to  us,  as  we 
realize  more  fully  the  grandeur  of  the 
man. 

"He  Is  the  Incarnation  of  the  Ameri- 
can .spirit."
